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The BALLIETSVILLE HOTEL at Ballietsville, Lehigh 
County, Pennsylvania has been in continuous oper- 
ation for over 218 years. Founded in 1750 by 
Paulus Balliet, it was originally known as the White- 
hall Inn. The original log building was in use until 
1840 when the main portion was replaced by a _ 


brick structure.

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Preface 


“Fools rush in where angels fear to tread.” 
ALEXANDER POPE 
“Keep everything together, so that nothing will be lost.” 
DR. LOUIS B. BALLIET* 


These two quotations adequately express how I unknowingly (“Fools 


rush in .. .”) became involved in this project as it ultimately developed, 
and the purpose for its presentation in this format (“Keep everything 
together .. .”). I am neither a writer, historian, nor a genealogist. This 


is about the only literary venture I have ever attempted any more com- 
plicated than a few annual having-a-wonderful-time, wish-you-were-here 
vacation postal-cards. So, from a literary, historical or genealogical view- 
point this book is most unlikely to be considered a classic and is not pre- 
sented as such. 

I have been an avid collector all my life and at intervals have assembled 
various collection of such items as bugs, coins, cigar bands, match 
covers, butterflies, stamps and rocks. During the past fifteen years or so 
my collecting instinct has also been directed toward information and 
records concerning the Balliet Family. Based on this qualification and 
experience, I herewith present my “Balliet Collection”. 

Over the years considerable material such as newspaper clippings, 
birth and wedding announcements, obituaries, magazine articles, names 
and addresses taken from telephone and city directories have been ac- 
cumulated. Also during this period a substantial library has been ac- 
quired, consisting of county histories, published church and cemetery 
records, books and magazines of various historical and genealogical soci- 
eties, official state and county records, official records published by the 
State of Pennsylvania—mainly the Pennsylvania Archives, and other 
books and pamphlets in which reference was apt to be found pertaining 
to some member of the family or which contained background material 
relevant to the family. 

From the material collected I had intended to put together a record 
of our immediate line starting with the family of my grandfather, Hiram 
Balliet 1818-1881, based on Dr. L. B. Balliet’s brochure published in 
1873. 

So from what at first appeared to be a three or four month task, 
developed into an extensive program of research and correspondence

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lasting nearly six years; geographically the area in and around Allentown 
where all my grandfather’s children were born and where most of them 
died was extended in every direction and kinsmen were located in nearly 
every state as well as Canada and Mexico; the contemplated twenty-five 
or thirty page booklet became this volume of 994 pages. 

The actual start of this project began with a letter to a cousin, 
Harold Slough of Schnecksville, Pennsylvania, seeking his assistance in 
locating the living members of our line. He in turn contacted a number 
of Balliets in and around Allentown in an effort to gather the information 
needed. It turned out that many of these were from other lines and from 
this point on the scope of undertaking spread from one line to another. 

In 1961, my brother Wallace and I, with our families spent a week 
with Harold. Under his guidance we toured most of Lehigh, Carbon and 
Northampton counties calling on members of the family, checking and 
copying data from local sources. Originally, I was of the opinion that all 
members of the Balliet family in America were descendants of PAULUS 
Balliet. Before our visit in Pennsylvania was concluded, it was evident 
that many of the folks visited were from other branches. Further research 
and information received later from those contacted and others made it 
apparent that there were at least two other pioneer immigrant members— 
JOSEPH and JOHANNES—who settled in eastern Pennsylvania before 
the Revolutionary War. 

Everyone we talked with and those who later corresponded with us, 
were so enthused and interested in the project and so eager to assist in 
gathering data, that little by little the original undertaking was expanded 
to include a complete record of the Balliet Family in all its ramifications 
as could be determined from the available material. 

My collection of Balliet memorabilia was augmented by information 
of family lines, photographs, Bible records, news clippings, et cetera, 
received from over two thousand kinsmen and by further research in 
county court records, cemeteries, libraries, census records, and the assis- 
tance of professional researchers in several areas where members of the 
family formerly lived. Accept for a few personal comments, observations 
and conclusions, this volume is a formal presentation of the resultant 
“Balliet Collection”. As a collector, I deem this project has successfully 
accomplished its primary purpose and has in no small way fulfilled Dr. 
Balliet’s directive to “Keep everything together, so that nothing will be 
lost”. 

It is hoped this record will engender a desire in the kinsmen of the 
various branches to ferret out the missing links in their respective line so 
that, again to quote Dr. Balliet, “. . . the Balliet Family Record will be 
the most extensive and authentic of any of its kind”. 

Every effort has been made to be as accurate as possible in tran- 
scribing the records found and the material received from others. I have 
not knowingly included any incorrect data. Admittedly, the delineation of 
a few lines in part were made on little or no direct evidence, in which case 
it is so noted in the text. Further research will undoubtedly alter some of 
the lines in minor details, but over all, the delineations as given are sub- 
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stantially correct. Where errors or omissions are found, I would be pleased 
to be informed, so the record can be corrected. 

The amount of biographical material or photographs included on any 
individual or family line should not be construed as any indication of 
favoritism. Just about every bit of information or material found or re- 
ceived has been included in the write-up of the different lines. 

So many members of the family as well as others have contributed so 
much to this project, that to acknowledge each individually it would be 
necessary to list all the living members of the family whose names appear 
in the text. In many instances one member of a family group collected 
and compiled the records on their immediate family and also spent 
considerable time and effort in checking local sources of information and 
contacting others in surrounding areas. A special thanks is due these kins- 
men and our appreciation will be noted in the delineation of their lines. 

In preparing the manuscript for publication, I am most grateful to my 
niece, Mrs. Janet R. Hunlock, who checked and typed the final draft, 
checked the proof sheets and alphabetized the Index. A special thanks 
is also due my daughter, Miss Jerry Lynne Balliet, who gave up the 
better part of two summer vacations to read and transcribe the Balliet 
listings of the U.S. Census. 

It is with conflicting emotions this undertaking is ended. A feeling 
shared, I am sure, by all who have contributed so much to this project. 
A feeling of pardonable pride in what has been achieved, coupled with a 
feeling of profound regret for the omission of those members of the 
family, both past and present, whose names we were unable to record 
in this account of the Balliet Family.

(Guide and Notes 


As noted in the Table of Contents this book is divided into five parts. 
Part I is subdivided into seven sections, each of which concern some 
aspect of the background, history, tradition and personal comment or 
conclusions of the writer. 

This section will outline the arrangement of the different branches of 
the family. The three pre-Revolutionary War pioneer founders of the 
family in America were, PAULUS Balliet of Whitehall, JOSEPH 
Balliet of Heidelberg, and JOHANNES Balliet of Sugar Loaf, and their 
lines are presented in Parts II, III, and IV respectively. These titles were 
selected from the names of the places in which they located in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Throughout the book the given name of PAULUS, JOSEPH, and 
JOHANNES will be set in CAPITALS, except when they are referred to 
in a direct quote, then their name will be given as contained in the quota- 
tion. 

PAULUS Balliet, JOSEPH Balliet, and JOHANNES Balliet are con- 
sidered to be the first generation of their lines in America, their children 
as the second generation and so on and will be indicated by a raised or 
superior number such as 


HIRAM BALLIET’ 


indicates the fourth generation. 
Running headlines at the upper corner of a page offer identification of 
the family line presented on that page: 


JOSEPH—Leonard—Jonas—Reuben 
would indicate that the line of Reuben* would be given on that page. 
Where applicable the running headlines are carried through the fifth 
generation. For the first six generations, individual headage above the 
delineation of their line is used. 


The seventh and subsequent generations are indented and numbered 
as follows:

Starting with the eldest child of each of the pioneer founders, the delinea- 
tion of his family line is carried down to the present time, followed by the 
other children in chronological order. 
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The sons and grandsons of PAULUS, JOSEPH, and JOHANNES had 
no middle names. In these second and third generations there were 12 
Johns, 9 Stephens, 6 Daniels, 5 Josephs and 4 Jacobs, who for the most 
part were born and lived in old Northampton County, Pennsylvania. So 
it is extremely difficult to determine just which branch a descendant be- 
longs to unless one knows the complete delineation of his line. 

In these instances it is hoped the charts of the different branches will 
aid in helping one locate his proper place in the family. These charts 
outline the first five generations of the three pioneer branches. 

Part V contains incomplete lines which due to lack of information, it 
was impossible to correctly identify their proper place in the family tree. 
Also included are a number of “Family Record” pages, followed by the 
Index.

“Record of the Race of Balyards’, L. B. Balliet, M.D., 1873, Allen- 

town, Pennsylvania. (Abbr. Dr. L.B.B.) 
The first part of this 28 page brochure gives an account of the “Race of 
Balyards” in Europe from 500 A.D. to 1717, which will be quoted verba- 
tim further on in this section. The remaining eighteen pages were devoted 
to an account of PAULUS Balliet of Whitehall and his descendants from 
1717 to 1872. Although the information and vital statistics were incom- 
plete on the descendants listed, his delineation proved to be essentially 
correct and formed a base for “The Balliets of Whitehall’. 

“Colonel Stephen Balliet, Soldier, Patriot and Statesman of*the Revolu- 
tion. Part One, His Ancestry, Youth and Education’,~James B. Laux, 
1918, Allentown, Pennsylvania. The Lehigh County Historical Society. 
(Abbr. Laux) 

The author, James B. Laux, was an historian and authority on the 
early history of Pennsylvania and the Huguenots in France and the 
United States. This 24 page booklet, for the most part, relates the story 
of the family in France during the Religious Wars. Most of the facts on 
the French and Huguenot background of the family were taken from this 
source. The cover of this booklet is titled “Part One”. As far as is known 
“Part Two” of Colonel Stephen Balliet was never published.

A primary source of information on the kinsmen who remained in 
Lehigh County and of the families that married into the Balliet family.

These volumes contain considerable background material on the life 
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and times of early Pennsylvania. The Society’s museum, located in Trout 
Hall, Allentown, has a collection of Balliet Family relics, including a life 
size portrait of Colonel Stephen and his wife. Mr. Melville J. Boyer, 
president, was most helpful in furnishing information from the files and 
records of the Society.

The 138 volumes are divided into ten sets: Colonial Records (CR) 
and nine sets referred to as series (S) and contain a wide variety of 
official documents and records of Pennsylvania dating from 1664 to about 
1900.

The census schedules 
were of inestimable value in the delineation of the different lines of the 
family. They were the only source available on several branches. Although 
a few of the early enumerations are incomplete, and in somé instances 
inaccurate and illegible, by following the listings through several cen- 
suses, One is able to make a reasonable judgement as to an individual’s 
identity, date and place of birth, resident, death, and the names of the 
other members of his family. 

The first census, 1790, gives only the place of residence, the name of 
the head of the household, number of free white males under sixteen; 
free white males over sixteen; and free white females. Each subsequent 
census gives greater details. The 1850 census was the first to give the 
name and age of each member of a household. 

Considerable time and effort was made in checking the census from 
1790 through 1880, the last that is open for public inspection. In the 
hope that some member of the family might be interested in further 
research, a review of the census records checked follows: 

The 1790 census returns for Delaware, Georgia, Kentucky, New Jersey, 
Tennessee and Virginia were destroyed during the War of 1812. The 
available 1790 records for Connecticut, Maryland, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Vermont, and Maine were checked in their entirety. 
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Traditions passed down by the several lines of the family has the 
pioneer immigrants settling in South Carolina, Massachusetts or Pennsyl- 
vania. One such story, taken from a Mansfield, Ohio newspaper of 1930 
is quoted verbatem: 

“Two hundred and seventy-five descendants of the nine Balliet brothers 
who came to America on the Mayflower from England in 1605 (sic) met 
at North Lake Park, Mansfield, Ohio for their annual reunion which has 
been held continuously since May 13, 1908 and was started by C. L. 
Goodman of St. Louis, Mo. at the home of Mrs. M. J. Mackey at Galion, 
Ohio. The original nine brothers settled in various sections of the U.S. and 
all but one was accounted for in the last century. It was always believed 
that one brother was killed by the Indians in his travels through the wild 
country. Next reunion will be held on the third Sunday in August, 1931, 
same place. Officers elected included: Harry F. Balliet, Pres.; Oliver Bal- 
liet, V.P.; William of LaOtto, Ind. 2nd V.P.; Jasper L. Balliet, Secy; and 
Stephen Balliet, Treas.” 

Besides the obvious error given for the arrival of the Mayflower, the 
writer of this account apparently assumed the “nine brothers” were the pi- 
oneer immigrants of the family, whereas in fact, they were the sons of 
Leonard, son of JOSEPH Balliet one of the pioneer immigrants. Six of the 
brothers settled in Richland County, Ohio between the years 1820 and 
1840. The one “killed by the Indians” being John Balliet, son of Leonard, 
of whom no trace has been found. The writer has the original Registration 
Book of the Mansfield Balliet Reunion for the years 1915 to 1920. 

This and accounts of the pioneer immigrants settling in South Carolina 
or Massachusetts are not borne out by the known facts. The only state in 
which members of the family were listed in the 1790 census was Pennsyl- 
vania, in the counties as follows: 


Chester County, E. Bradfort Twp. 
“William Bailet” and “Thomas Bailet” 
Northumberland County 
“David Balyea”’ ; 


Northampton, which in 1790, included most of the northeastern part of the 
state. Lehigh, Carbon, Schuylkill, Northumberland, Wayne and Monroe 
Counties were later formed in whole or in part from Northampton. In this 
vast area only four Balliet families were listed: 


“Stephen Balliot”, son of PAULUS, of Whitehall Twp. 
“Joseph Balliot’”’, the pioneer, of Heidelberg Twp. 
“Jacob Balliot’”’, son of JOSEPH, of Nazareth Twp. 
“Leonard Balliot’’, son of JOSEPH, of Penn Twp. 


Many of the isolated settlements were not enumerated. JOHANNES 
Balliet of Sugar Loaf in Luzerne (formed in 1786) was not found in the 
1790 census. Some of the listings were illegible, so it may well be that there 
were other members of the family not located. 

The census for the years 1800 to 1850 were essentially the same as the 
1790 census, only the “head of the household” is listed by name, but the 
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ages are broken down into the 5 year groups for those under 20, and by 10 
year groups over twenty. The 1850 census was the first renumeration that 
listed the name, age, place of birth of every free white person in the 
United States.

Of the several thousand Balliet entries found in the census records from 
1799 through 1880, all but about 75 have been identified. The few that 
could not be correctly placed in the delineation of the family are given in 
Part V. 

Unpublished records and notes of various kinsmen were invaluable in 
chronicling the various lines. This information taken from family Bibles, 
cemeteries, personal recollections, newspaper clippings and family tradi- 
tions was augmented and authenticated by securing copies of original docu- 
ments from the local county court record. One of the most important collec- 
tions was: “Unpublished Notes and Records of Dr. Thomas M. Balliet” 
(Abbr. Dr. T. M. B.) Dr. Thomas Balliet, 1852-1942, a great-great 
grandson of JOSEPH of Heidelberg and a Dean of New York University, 
collected considerable information on the Balliets of Heidelberg. These 
notes and records were made available to the compiler by his nieces, Anna 
and Agnes Hunsicker of Lehighton, Pennsylvania. These records formed 
the base of the line of JOSEPH Balliet. 

In addition, the services of professional genealogists were secured to 
search the records in several localities; Iowa, Northumberland County, 
Pennsylvania and the National Archives, Washington, D.C.—where per- 
tinent information was found. 
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According to Henri Estienne (apologie d’Herodote, 1566), the French 
Protestants from about the year 1560 were called Huguenots. The Protes- 
tants at Tours, France would meet at night near the gate of the deceased 
King Hugo, whom the people regarded as a spirit. Since the Protestants had 
to assemble secretly at night at the time Hugo’s spirit was supposed to be 
about, they soon became known as the Huguenots. (see Encyclopedia 
Britannica, 1955, volume 11, p. 871) 

The corruption of Christendom was flagrant. The Roman Church set 
about to reform it and to a large degree succeeded, but self-reformation 
came too late. The conflict was aided and abetted by political intrigue and 
court jealousies. Many members of the Nobility and leaders of the Kings 
government would champion whichever faction seemed to be in favor or 
whichever side appeared most advantageous to their own interests. Ultimate- 
ly the Reform movement led to the denial of papal authority and to the 
substitution of the Bible for the Roman Church as the sole rule of faith 
and life. It was their yearning for a righteous and sober life that was the 
compelling motive of the Huguenots, not their desire for political freedom 
or separation from the motherland, France. To turn away from ancestoral 
beliefs, to defy spiritual and secular authority, to face persecution, loss of 
their earthly goods, torture, and even death undismayed demanded fearless 
and vigorous souls. 

Jacob Faber’s translation from the Latin into French of the New Testa- 
ment first appeared in 1523. Two years later in 1525, Jacques Pavannes 
and Louis de Berquin, the first Huguenot martyrs, were burned at the 
stake. No persecution could stop the Reform movement and the Protes- 
tants began to take up the cause over much of France. me 

An edict was published on January 29, 1533 ordering the extermination 
of the “heretics”, which led to a general emigration as the Huguenots at- 
tempted to consolidate their strength. In 1538 at Strasbourg, the first 
French Protestant Church was founded by about 1500 refugees. The most 
famous of these refugees was John Calvin, who was to become the future 
head of the Reformed Church. The first Protestant community in France 
was that of Meaux, about the year 1546. Persecution became more rigor- 
rous. A special court was created in Paris to suppress the Huguenots, 
which became famous as the Chambre Ardents-“Chamber of Fire”. In 
spite of the renewed persecution the Reformers increased in numbers. By 
1560 it was estimated that twenty percent of the population was Protestant. 
For nearly fifty years or so the history of France was that of a struggle be- 
tween the Huguenots, the Roman Catholics and the Royal Families. After 
many armed conflicts, riots, and edicts for and against the Huguenots, the 
Peace of St. German was agreed to on August 8, 1570. 

For the first time in over thirty years France seemed to be at peace. How- 
ever, Catherine de Medici, the Queen Regent, disquieted by the growing 
influence of Protestant nobles under the leadership of Prince of Conde 
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and the Duke deColigny, at the instigation of papal emissaries, renewed 
her intrigues against the Huguenots. Both sides marshalled forces, and on 
November 10, 1567, an indecisive battle was fought near Paris. The suc- 
cess of the Huguenots induced Catharine deMedici to sue for peace, on 
conditions that the edict of pacification should be permanently established, 
resulting in the Treaty of Longjumeau of March 20, 1568. 

The Huguenots had scarcely laid down their arms, when the priests, un- 
doubtedly spurred on by higher authorities, inflamed their people against 
the defenseless Huguenots and the most frightful atrocities were commit- 
ted. In three months upward of 10,000 were put to death, many in the 
most horrible manner. 

The Huguenots reestablished their forces, but were defeated at Jarnac 
on March 15, 1569. Their leader, Prince of Conde, being wounded, sur- 
rendered himself after which he was cruelly assassinated and his body 
dragged through the streets. The Huguenots, under Admiral Coligny, re- 
organized their forces, but again were overwhelmingly defeated at Mon- 
contour on October 3, 1569. 

In a short time Admiral Coligny gathered another army, and after 
gaining important advantages, marched in triumph toward Paris. The 
Queen Regent, Catherine deMedici, was brought to terms and a treaty of 
peace, more favorable than any previous, was signed August 8, 1570, at 
St. Germain-en-Laye, granting liberty of conscience and worship to all 
Huguenots. 

For two years all seemed well for the Huguenots. Coligny secured four 
fortified places, including the Atlantic port of LaRochelle, and was taken 
in the confidence and favor of the young king, Charles IX. Also, Henry of 
Bourbon, King of Navarre, now head of the Huguenots, was to marry 
Margaret of Valois, the King’s sister. But Catharine, disgusted by the 
growing influence of the Huguenots, jealous of the power of Coligny, and 
urged on by her Roman advisors, decided to strike the fatal blow against 
the Huguenots. 

The most infamous day in the history of France took place on August 
24, 1572. On St. Bartholomew’s Eve, the Huguenot leaders and thousands 
of their followers flocked to Paris for the wedding of Henry of Bourbon 
and Margaret of Valois. The fateful hour came on Sunday morning, 
August 24, the signal was given by the tolling of the cathedral bells, and 
the slaughter began. Massacres took place in many parts of the country. It 
was not until October 3, after an estimated 50,000 Huguenots had been 
brutally murdered, that the outbreak was restrained. Coligny’s dead body 
was flung out of a window. Henry and Conde escaped death by renounc- 
ing Protestantism. 

The news of the massacre was received at Rome with great joy. Catha- 
rine de Medici received congratulations of the Catholic leaders, and Pope 
Gregory XIII ordered bonfires to be lighted and a medal to be struck in 
honor of the great service she and the others had rendered the Church in 
eliminating Admiral Coligny and the other leading Huguenots as well as 
the thousands of members of the Reformed Church. 

The survivors resolved upon a desperate resistance. A Huguenot politi- 
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cal party was formed in 1573. Finally after years of strife, the Huguenots 
on April 17, 1598, during the reign of Henry IV, obtained by their forti- 
tude, the promulgation of the Edict of Nantes, the charter of religious and 
political freedom. Included in their newly gained freedoms was the right 
to: “trade freely, inherit property, enter schools and universities, and to 
hold public office”. Twelve years later King Henry IV was assassinated 
and the power of the young King Louis XIII resided in the hands of 
counselors who favored the Roman Church. Under the guidance of politi- 
cal Cardinal Richelieu, the Huguenots as a power were gradually crushed. 

The Edict of Nantes, remained the law of the land, but the freedoms 
and privileges granted the Huguenots were by degrees extripated. All Re- 
formed Church properties were ordered confiscated by the government, if 
the Huguenots resisted, their properties were taken by force. Pillage and 
robbery by the soldiers became rampart and a veritable reign of terror 
prevailed. LaRochelle, the stronghold of the Huguenots, capitulated on 
October 28, 1628, after a siege of more than a year, in which two-thirds 
of its inhabitants had perished. 

The National Synod of the Reformed Church was not permitted to meet 
after 1660. Ministers were prohibited from receiving titles. In 1666 a new 
set of regulations of fifty-nine articles was issued, the provisions so invaded 
all rights of the Huguenots, that in a short time thousands of the better 
class sought refuge in foreign lands. 

Dragonades, that is soldiers, were quartered in the home of Huguenots, 
who were compelled to support them. The Dragonades were considered 
the most dreadful infliction that could be imposed. The privacy of the 
house was broken up, all valuables were taken, defenseless women ravished 
and all manner of horror perpetrated by the brutal soldiery. Any remon- 
strance on the part of the Huguenots was regarded as resistance against the 
authorities and was met by the most inhuman punishment, and even death. 
All Huguenots were disbarred from holding any public office, they were 
virtually stripped of all civil rights. Children were transferred to Catholic 
charges and guardians, while their Huguenot parents were compelled to 
support them. Funds for schools and churches were seized. Protestant mar- 
riages were declared null and void. 

The situation was now terrible; thousands sought relief by flight, which 
the authorities sought to prevent, but in vain. 

Protestant Europe was aroused in behalf of the sufferers. By official 
proclamation England, Holland, Switzerland and Denmark offered asylum 
to the refugees. 

The last cruel blow was struck on October 18, 1685 when Louis XIV 
signed the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes. By the terms of the Revoca- 
tion it became unlawful to worship or believe in the Protestant religion. 
Parents were forbidden to instruct their children in the Reformed faith, but 
compelled to have them baptised and instructed by the priests. They were 
forbidden to leave the country. 

The Revocation was undoubtedly the most flagrant political and religious 
blunder in the history of France. Notwithstanding the efforts to prevent it 
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there was a stampede of Huguenots crossing the borders into the neighbor- 
ing countries. By this one act, France lost forever a large part of her 
strength, prestige and heritage. 

The French historian Taine (1828-1893) describes the Huguenots as 
“a superior class of men, the moral aristocracy, France’s best blood, the 
most enlightened and well ordered of the King’s subjects”. Saint Simon, the 
memorist of the reign of Louis XIV and a loyal son of the Roman Church 
pays tribute to the worth of the Huguenots and condemns the Revocation 
as an act of supreme folly. He wrote “. . . depopulated a quarter of the 
Realm, ruined its commerce, weakened it in every direction, authorized 
torments and punishments by which so many innocent people of both sexes 
were killed by the thousands, ruined numerous class, banished manufac- 
turers to foreign lands, made those lands flourish and overflow at the ex- 
pense of France, sent to the galleys nobles, rich old men, people much 
esteemed for their piety, learning and virture, solely on account of reli- 
gion”. 

Pope Innocent XI dissapproved of the atrocities practiced by Louis 
XIV and the Catholic clergy of France in their attempt to force the Hugue- 
nots into the Roman Church. He declared, “It was not of such methods 
that Christ availed Himself for the conversion of the world, men must be 
led to the Temple, not dragged into it”. And Lord Action (1834-1902) the 
noted Catholic historian, characterized the Revocation as the “greatest 
wrong ever inflicted on the protestant subjects of a Catholic state”. 

The noted Catholic historian of the present day, Msgr. John Tracy Ellis 
is quoted in Newsweek, February 10, 1964, page 55, as stating: “We have 
not admitted to our mistakes of the past. We stall on questions of religious 
freedom and tolerance. If the ecumenical movement is to succeed, if the 
dialogue is to have any meaning, we must reassure Protestants and candidly 
admit that unhappy pages in history do exist’. 

History points out many such iniquities when the leaders have surround- 
ed themselves with men of selfish interests and bigoted ideas. The history 
of France would surely have been altered if the rulers and religious leaders 
of France had selected their counselors from the ranks of men such as 
Pope Innocent XI, Saint Simon, Taine and Lord Action. 

Persecution had succeeded in silencing the Reform movement, but it 
could not convert the people. On March 8, 1715, Louis XIV announced 
that he had put an end to all exercise of the Protestant Church. In August 
of the same year a conference was called under the leadership of Antoine 
Court to reestablish the Reformed Church. As the eighteenth century drew 
to a close public opinion began to revolt against the persecution of the 
Huguenots. In November of 1787 the Civil rights of the Huguenots was 
renewed by recognizing the validity of their marriages. In 1789 the Dec- 
laration of the Rights of Man affirmed the liberty of religion and the legal 
standing of the Reformed Church was recognized. 

The Huguenots, when liberty of conscience was restored, could measure 
the extent of the suffering and persecution they had endured for two hun- 
dred years. In the seventeenth century over one tenth of the population 
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of France was Protestant, by 1880 there only remained a few hundred 
thousand. In 1627 there were 751 churches with 809 pastors, while in 
1802 there were only 171 churches and 121 pastors. The Reformed 
Church had no schools of faculty of theology. Everything had to be created 
anew, and this rebuilding the Huguenots pursued with energy and faith 
during the 1800’s. 

There are about 900,000 Protestants in France today—or no more than 
two percent of the population. Of these, 450,000 are Huguenots, spiritual 
heirs of John Calvin, the sixteenth century founder of the Reformed 
Church. However, they “make up in energy what their group lacks in 
size, and their importance in the structure of their country is enormous. 
The progeny of those who stayed in France and managed to survive have 
since shown a remarkable ability to get to the top. The liberal professions 
and the civil service are packed with Protestants”, and they “make up more 
than one-fifth of the faculties of France’s universities. The foreign minister 
of France, Maurice Couve de Murville and the auto-making Prugeots are 
Protestants. 

“High finance, to no small extent, is a Protestant domain. The letters 
HSP—haute societe protestante, Protestant high society—are used by awe 
struck commoners for what is possibly the most exclusive segment of the 
French upper crust. Most of the country’s leading private banks are owned 
and operated today by a handful of Protestant clans, such as the Vernes, 
Neuflizes, Mallets, Bungeners, and Hottinguers.” (above quotes from “The 
Durable Huguenots”, Ernest O. Hauser. The Saturday Evening Post, Vol. 
235, No. 34, Sept. 29, 1962) 

Our Huguenot Forefathers in Europe did not escape the persecuting 
hands of their oppressors. Johan Jacob Baillet in 1708 had settled in Lix- 
heim, Lorraine, without the permission of its ruler, Lord d’Affinicourt, who 
on being informed of Johan’s presence, gave him twenty-four hours in 
which to leave Lixheim. In the 1699 records of the Watdensian Church 
at Raunheim-Neuhof in Hesse Darmstadt is a list of refugees who settled 
there. One of whom was Eteinne Baliet, that is, Stephen Baliet. This 
Stephen Baliet, the Waldensian or Huguenot, was most likely a kinsmen, 
and possibly the father of PAULUS Balliet. The fact is, the father of 
PAULUS was indeed a Stephen Baillet, who was a refugee in the company 
of his father after the revocation of the Edict of Nantes in 1685. 

On the long roll of Huguenots martyrs who died for their faith, the 
names of several members of the Balliet family have been recorded: 

Claude Baillet was killed in the massacre of Meaux, the birthplace of 
Protestantism in 1562, and his body thrown from a bridge into the river, 
Marne. 

John Baillet was murdered in the massacre of Troyes in 1562. Troyes 
was in the province of Champagne which adjoined Franche Conte, and 
may have been the home of some of the ancestors of the Baillets of Schal- 
bach. 

Dennis Baillet was condemned by the Parliament of Bordeaux in 1562. 

Anne and Moyse Baillet were condemned by the Parliament of Tou- 
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louse, ancient capital of Languedoc, where the Inquisition consigned so 
many Huguenots to the flames. 

Pierre Balliet of the Rue St. Denys, Paris, was murdered in his home 
during the massacre of St. Bartholomew in 1572. 

Among the refugees, whose departure impoverished France and en- 
riched the hospitable lands that welcomed them were also members of the 
Balliet family: 

Isaac Baillet of Pugen in ancient Guienne fled to Geneva, Switzerland in 
1698, where he was provided with means to take him to Germany. 

Louis Baillet of Vendome, a surgeon with his wife and three children 
escaped to Wesel in Renish, Prussia, in 1698, subsequently removing to 
London in 1702. 

Marguerite Balliet du Challieu, a widow of eighty years, fled to London 
where she was assisted in 1702. 

Pierre Durand, a Huguenot pastor was hanged at Montpellier Langue- 
doc in 1732 for preaching the Gospel. He may have been a relative of 
Margaretha Durand, wife of Johan Nicolas Baillet (1680-1745.). 

To study for the ministry of the Reformed Church in those days of 
persecution was to “qualify for the gallows”. The ministry became the vo- 
cation of martyrs. The gallows for the Reformed ministers, and the galleys 
for those who listened to them. To break the bones of Huguenots on the 
wheel, or cutting out his tongue before hanging or burning him was ac- 
counted a great service to the Roman Church. 

The Huguenot families who lived on the Lorraine side of the border, in 
the villages of Finstingen, Helleringen, Schallback, Pistorf and Lixheim, 
among whom were the Baillets and their kin, had neither churches nor 
pastors of their own. They were visited by pastors of the “Desert” as they 
called the caves, valleys, woods and old quarries in which they met and 
worshipped. 

At the present time, located between Miallet and Anduze is a “Museum 
of the Desert” with a unique collection of Huguenot momentos. The mu- 
seum is housed in a magnificent old farmhouse, whose rebel owner accord- 
ing to local tradition, was betrayed and killed. 

So this is the history of the background, the character and leadership of 
our God fearing Huguenot ancestors who dared and suffered for a princi- 
ple and for conscience sake. These traits will be put to further tests as the 
pioneer immigrants sail for America to face the trial and hardship of life 
in a new and strange country. Where in a few years they will find their new 
homeland torn between war and peace, as the Colonist struggled over 
principles and beliefs as vital as those their forefathers fought, suffered, 
and died for in Europe. 

Perhaps no people are less disposed to emigrate than the French. No 
great masses of French are found in the United States as in the case with 
other nationalities and the greater number of those who are here have 
descended from Colonial ancestors. These facts illustrate the benefit of 
religious toleration in France at the present day. Her people, both Protes- 
tant and Catholic alike, now delight to stay in their own sunny climate, 
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while intolerance drove away, as we have seen, over a million of her best 
people to swell the population and build up the industries of foreign and 
often hostile countries. 

The remotest quarters of the earth were enriched by her expatriated 
children who fled in order to enjoy religious liberty. They founded or 
helped to found settlements at the Cape of Good Hope in 1652; in Brazil, 
near what is now Rio de Janerio; New France, that is Canada, whose first 
governor in 1540, was Jean Francois de la Rocque, a Huguenot; Prussia; 
the Channel Islands; The Netherlands; Denmark; Sweden; Iceland; Russia, 
where a French Protestant Church was formed in St. Petersburg and 
Switzerland. | 

In the United States the Huguenots settled at Port Royal, South Carolina 
in 1562; in North Carolina in 1707; in Boston, a Huguenot congregation 
was organized as early as 1685; in 1686 a group of forty-eight families 
settled in Rhode Island. Settlements were also made in Maryland and 
Virginia. The founding of New Amsterdam, that is New York, was made 
largely by Huguenots under Dutch patonage. French language services are 
still conducted at the French Church du Saint Esprit, founded in 1627, in 
New York City, and in Huguenot Churches on Staten Island, and at New 
Paltz, New York. The settlement at New Paltz was established about 1660 
and is the home of the largest Huguenot group in America, The Huguenot 
Society of New Paltz. Settlements were made at New Rochelle, named in 
honor of the LaRochelle, France, one of the Huguenot strongholds of the 
seventeenth century. 

It is commonly supposed that South Carolina and New York received 
more Huguenot immigrants than any other of the colonies, because of the 
distinctive settlements on the Santee and at New Rochelle. It is interesting 
to know “that Pennsylvania led in this respect. The fact is that for many 
years before and after the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes in 1685, 
Germany and Switzerland had become the chief asylums of the Huguenot 
Refugees. For a time they lived in hope the French Kings would restore 
their religious freedom, and that they would be permitted to return to 
France. That hope never realized, they became gradually absorbed by the 
Germans and Swiss, among whom they had settled. Thousands lost their 
Huguenot identity when their names became Germanized or corrupted. 
This effacement was continued when they came to America in the great 
German and Swiss emigration between the years 1700 and the outbreak 
of the Revolutionary War’. (see Laux’s “Fusion of Races in Lehigh 
County” P of L.Co. H.S., V.6, p 3-11) 

French names abound in silent letters and lost their form entirely by 
phonetic transition, as: Vautrin became Wotring and Woodring; Michelet 
became Mickley; Soltre became Solt; Beauchamp became Bushhong; 
Baudemon became Boatman; and Chateau became Shadow. In many French 
names, the la, le, de or du was discarded or joined to the name: DeSaus- 
sier became Sausser; LeChar became Lesher; De la Champ became Dil- 
camp; Du Mont became Dumont. Also, many French names are now 
written in their English or German equivalent: Tonnelier is Kieffer in 
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German and Copper in English; Pierre is Stein in German and Stone in 
English, and so on. 

Also, it is a fact that many of our Lehigh County kinsmen bearing 
German or Swiss surnames are of French Huguenot stock through their 
maternal lines. Many of these Huguenots married their German or Swiss 
neighbors, both in Europe and later in Pennsylvania. The record of most 
of these intermarriages have been lost in the generations that follows. 

(Except where noted, this section for the most part was taken from 
Laux’s “Colonel Stephen Balliet”, Stapleton’s “Memorials of the Hugue- 
nots”, and Baird’s, “History of the Huguenot Emigration to America”. ) 


The Baillet Family of France 


The ancestral home of the forefathers of the pioneer immigrants was 
undoubtedly the old French province of Burgundy, the cradle of the fami- 
ly, located in the east central part of France. The usual French spelling of 
the name is Baillet, but as in the early records of this country, the name 
is found in various records as Balliot, Balliet, Ballyet, Baillyet, Baliot, 
Baliet, Bailliote, et cetera. 

In their palmy days before religious persecution impoverished them and 
drove them into exile, the Baillets were members of the lesser nobility, cor- 
responding in rank with the English landed gentry. Branches of the Baillet 
family were established at an early day in the old French provinces of 
Perigord and Limousin. During the Religious Wars of France these prov- 
inces were Huguenot Strongholds. The Baillets of Perigord were allied by 
marriage with a number of ancient noble houses. In 1735 a Catherine de 
Balliot de la Dournac married Jean Baptiste de Beaupoil, Conte de Saint 
Aulaire and Seigneur du Pavillon. Branches of the family were also es- 
tablished in the Netherlands at Limburg, and in Belgium at Brussels, while 
they were part of ancient Burgundy. 

Among the Walloon records of Norwich, England, to which city many 
of the members of the Reformed Churches of Flanders fled from persecu- 
tion, mention is made of a Robert Baliot, a Seigneur of a place near Ypres. 
Seigneur Baliot was wrecked with forty soldiers on the coast of England, 
near Scarborough, in November, 1589, where they were cared for in a 
hospitable fashion by the English fisher folks. 

In the baptismal records of the Huguenot Church, Threadneedle Street, 
London, the baptism on December 18, 1687 of Paul Baillot, and on 
November 1, 1691 of Caterina Baillot, children of Paul and his wife 
Martha Merlie Baillot, is recorded. The presence here of the baptismal 
name Paul suggests a possible relationship to PAULUS Balliet of White- 
hall. In the same record, on November 11, 1705, Abraham Bailliot and 
Esther Beauje were sponsors for Marie Elizabet, daughter of Daniel Le- 
Beau. 
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Marguerite Baillet due Challieu, a widow, eighty years old, fled to Lon- 
don where she was “assisted” in 1702. 

Louis Baillet of Vendome, a surgeon with his wife and three children 
fled to Wesel in Rhenish, Prussia in 1698, subsequently removing to Lon- 
don in 1702. 

In the Colonial Records, Volume 5, mention is made of a Captain John 
Ballet (& Ballett) Commander of His Majesty’s Sloop, the Otter, under 
date of March 29, 1748. (pp. 239, 241, 243, 249, 255, 269, 273, 324) 
This John Ballet could be a descendant of one of the Baillets who settled 
in England. 

Switzerland had long been a place of refuge of thousands of the perse- 
cuted Huguenots of France. John Calvin, the arch spirit of the Reforma- 
tion in France, fled to Geneva in 1526, dying there in 1564. In the 
Genevan records of Switzerland, in the Liste du Crops Medical, is found a 
Jean Balliet in 1475, and on December 7, 1585, a Nicholas Baliet of 
Chatillon-sur-Sein was registered as an inhabitant. Nicholas Baliet was no 
doubt a refugee after the massacres of St. Bartholomew of 1572. 

In the old Province of Franche Comte the earliest record of the family 
name in Europe is found, in 1312 Jean Balliet and his daughter Poncette 
were residents of Besancon. In 1371 Guy Bailliet, in 1471 Jean Baillyet, 
in 1639 another Jean Baillyet and Margaret Baulard his wife, and in 1672 
a Claude Ballyet; all of Franche Comte. 

In the Province of Burgundy, which adjoined Franche and Lorraine, 
branches of the family were established before 1598. Nicholas Ballyet was 
procurer fiscal of the Marquisate of Marny and Andre Ballyet, possibly 
Nicholas’ brother, was a judge of the same Marquisate. 

There is ample proof that many members of the Balliet family remained 
in France, either as adherents of the Roman Communion, or as faithful 
supporters of the Reformed Church. Among these were- Fra. Emmanuel 
Balliet, the author of a Latin brochure on the Roman Catholic Diocese 
and Mission in Babylon, published in 1754; Sophie-Claudine Ballyat, 
author of several volumes of French poetry, “Le Mont-d’or” in 1851 and 
“Traducion des fables d’yriate et poesies” in 1858; and “Memoire sur 
Porganisation de la force militaire de la France” published in 1820 at 
Dijon by Baron Antoine-Augustin Dominque Ballyet. At this late date it 
is impossible to ascertain how or if the foregoing “Balliets” were related to 
our line of the French Balliets. During the Religious Wars many of the 
Huguenot families were separated and individual members of a family 
would be taken in and protected by relatives and friends sympathetic to 
the Huguenot beliefs. 

One of these refugees was an Isaac Bailliote, who was a resident of 
Burbach as early as 1625. Burbach is a village about six miles from 
Schalbach, and before the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes in 1685, it 
appears to have been, with neighboring villages, a part of the Sovereignty 
of Saarwerden, which had become an asylum for the Huguenot refugees, 
among whom were the Baillets. Local records at Saarwerden inform us 
that the Baillet family had settled there before the outbreak of the Thirty 
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Years’ War (1618-1648), but because of the frightful conditions that pre- 
vailed were forced into exile, returning after the Peace of Westphalia in 
1648 to Schalbach, where the family became firmly established. 

The various homes of the Balliets, their relatives and friends, many of 
whom also later settled in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, lie in a small 
area between the River Saar and the Vosges Mountains, with boundaries 
between extreme points of not over thirty miles, lying partly in Alsace, 
and partly in Lorraine. Schalbach being located about thirty-five miles 
southeast of Metz, France and forty miles northeast of Nancy, France. 
This part of Alsace and Lorraine like all other sections of the old German, 
or more properly, Holy Roman Empire, was split up into numerous petty 
sovereignties. In 1700 the Empire was a loose confederation of some 
three hundred states and some fourteen small territories belonging to 
petty knights, who exercised a power and jurisdiction as absolute as that 
of a prince. The maps of this period were crude and unreliable, and the 
boundaries of the numerous states or sovereignties constantly change, mak- 
ing it impossible to determine in which state a particular village or town 
was located. 

Isaac Bailliote of Burbach had a son Jacob Baillet. This Jacob Baillet 
was the progenitor of the pioneer immigrants of the three known founders 
of the families in America—PAULUS, JOSEPH, and JOHANNES Balliet.

JACOB BAILLET was born in 1642 and died February 19, 1706 and 
is buried at Rauweiler, a village near Schalbach, Lorraine. Jacob was 
Gerichts-Schoffe, or associate judge, of Schalbach. 


Jacob had three sons: 
1. STEPHEN BAILLET was married at Burbach, Alsace on April 26, 
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1707 to Maria Katherina Schweitzer, daughter of Nicholas Schweitzer of 
Schalbach. Stephen and Maria had a son, PAULUS and several daughters, 
one of whom was Maria. PAULUS and Maria emigrated to America. 
PAULUS became the founder of The Balliets of Whitehall, and Maria 
married Johannes Solt in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. It is quite possible 
the parents, Stephen and Maria K. also came to Pennsylvania. However, 
no trace of their death either in France or Pennsylvania was found. 

2. ABRAHAM BAILLET was born in 1684 and died April, 1767 at or 
near Schalbach, Lorraine. He married Susanna Hahn, daughter of Jacob 
Hahn of Fleisheim. Susanna was born in 1683 and died December 18, 
1777. As far as is known, they had only a son, JOSEPH Balliet, who be- 
came founder of The Balliets of Heidelberg in America. 

3. JOHAN NICHOLAS BAILLET was born November of 1680 and 
died January 24, 1745. He married Margaretha Durand, born in 1684 
and died March 27, 1766, a daughter of Mathieu Durand of Lixheim. 
Johan was an elder of the Reformed Church. They remained at Schalbach 
and had eight children, one of whom was also named Johan Nicholas 
Baillet, who married Susanna Alleman on November 17, 1743 at Schal- 
bach, Lorraine. Their son, JOHANNES Balliet emigrated to America and 
was the progenitor of The Balliets of Sugar Loaf. 


The Family Name 


The earliest known record of the family name was that of a Jean Balliet 
and his daughter Poncette, who in 1312 were residents of Besancon, capital 
of the Old Province of Franche Comte, located on the eastern border of 
France, south of Lorraine and Alsace. Its adoption as a surname cannot be 
traced. Surnames when they first began to be assumed were based upon 
some physical peculiarities, personal achievement, occupation, possessions, 
as well as territorial distinctions, and were not in common usage before 
the twelfth century. The surname Balliet is no doubt a corrupted form of 
the old French “Baillet,” meaning sorrell or light colored when the word 
is used in referring to a horse of that color. The name may well have been 
given to some French knight who rode a horse of the color and who be- 
came known as Chevalier de Baillet, “the Knight of the Sorrel Horse’, 
which finally became his family or surname. 

In the French tongue, Balliet, as the name is spelled in America, and 
Baillet as it is mostly written in France, has practically the same pronun- 
ciation, Ba-yea, and will account for some of the vagaries of its orthog- 
raphy in the early French and Alsatian-Lorraine records. Intercourse with 
the Germans in Alsace and Lorraine eventually gave the name a German 
sound, the double ‘l losing its characteristic French sound and the name 
pronounced Ball-yet or Bal-yet as at the present time in Alsace-Lorraine 
and Pennsylvania. 
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PAULUS, JOSEPH, and JOHANNES, the three immigrant pioneers 
signed their names Balliet, with a few exceptions when the Baliet spelling 
is found. The name in Pennsylvania has been firmly established as Balliet 
and has remained unchanged since the days of the pioneers. Some of the 
second and third generation of JOSEPH’s line who migrated to Richland 
County, Ohio and what is now Preston County, West Virginia, adopted the 
spelling of Balyeat and Bolyard. In several instances, later generations 
have used Balliett or Balliette. One family in California has given the 
name an Irish touch, O’Balliet. 

Just how or why these changes were made is unknown. Perhaps when 
members of the family left their German speaking communities in Penn- 
sylvania and located in the predominant English speaking settlements of 
Ohio and West Virginia, their new friends and neighbors spelled the name 
as it sounded to their English ears when spoken by their German speaking 
owners, and eventually they themselves adopted the new spelling. 

The sons, grandsons and great-grandsons of PAULUS remained in 
Pennsylvania, and members of this branch, except one or two families, 
used the Balliet form. The same is true of the descendants of JOSEPH’s 
sons who remained in Pennsylvania. Whereas a considerable number of 
those from the line of JOSEPH’s sons who migrated to other sections use 
the Balliett, Balyeat and Bolyard spelling. JOHANNES’ descendants are 
known as Balliet, with the exception of a few lines which have taken the 
Balliett or Balliette form of the family name. It is not unlikely that some 
of the “missing links” in the delineation of the family have so altered the 
spelling of the name until it is beyond recognition, and all connection with 
the family lost. 


The Race of Balyards 


Before proceeding with the delineation of the known record of our line 
of the family in America, it is necessary that we pause and discuss what 
has been written concerning a certain family of Balyards in Europe. 

Dr. Louis B. Balliet, a great-great-grandson of PAULUS, published a 
28 page brochure in 1873, in which four pages were devoted to the “Race 
Of The Balyards’”. This account will be given verbatem, just as published, 
except for the addition of a signed photograph of Dr. Balliet, a copy of 
the “Family Coat of Arms” and a translation of the German passages 
therein.

Preface 


The intervals of the past ten years have been devoted to arranging 
the Heads of the “Balliet Family” and their descendants in chronological 
order. During this period all available information whatsoever was criti- 
cally noted. All paper and records in the possession of the family were 
examined and carefully compared. Among the papers in particular is a 
record relating to the “Race of the Balyards in Europe” from A.D. 500, 
extending over a period of 1100 years, which must be taken as authentic 
until the European records are referred to at some future date by some 
of the family descendants. It is copied verbatem without comments. 

I am indebted to “Old Annty Coply”,* for reliable information relat- 
ing to our family prior to her time. She was called by that name from 
the circumstance that the place she lived on was the home of an old 
Indian chief, named “Coplay”, at the time our forefathers located this 
tract, about the middle of the seventeenth century. 

To avoid confusion it will be noticed that the descendants of one line 
of a family are carried direct on to the present time before another head 
is referred to. 

By interleaving these pages with blanks it is hoped that each branch 
of the family will continue to note the names of the members of their 
line, and by representatives hold a re-union after the lapse of each half 
century hereafter, in order to revise and issue another edition thereby 
making the “Balliet Family Record’? the most extensive and authentic of 
any of its kind. 

In the list of the descendants of the. present generation I have made no 
distinction of deceased or living members, as ere many-years.

Race of the Balyards 


The Race of the Balyards are a very old French chevalier and noble 
race, which is already found at the time of the French King Clodwig, 
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as about the year 500 the forefather of this family was commander of 
the armies of said King. His name was: 


TANCRED LE BALYARD, 


which name expressed in the old French language “A warrier with many 
wounds or scars”, as Tancred also at his death in the year 524, counted more 
than one hundred scars on his body. His consort was one Tutta De Mezieres. 
He left two sons, which were named 


HUGO and ALFRED, 


of whom Hugo did enter the clerical career and died as Archbishop of 
Mailance. But Alfred settled after many warfares in Normandy, where he 
espoused one Amalie DeChateau Baux. He adopted in his “Coat of Arms” 
the head of a man, round which was tied a bandage, as a sign of many scars 
of his father, but on the top of the helmet he carried a rooster, which signi- 
fied the love for battle and the warrior’s valor. These arms his descendants 
have adopted and maintained, and from thence it has become the Coat of 
Arms of the family. Alfred left two sons which were named 


FRANZ and RAYMOND BALYARD 


Their descendants flourished in great numbers yet about the year 1066. 
But then the most of this race went over to England with the Norman Duke 
William, and settled there in the country of Sussex. Their descendants are 
flourishing yet at this present time in England, Scotland and Belgium.* Only 
a certain 


GAULTHER BALYARD 


remained in France and took a certain Undine De Perrigora for his spouse. 
He was a valiant warrior and died A.D. 1099 at the storming of Jerusalem 
in the first Holy War. His two sons, 


ANDRE and CHARLES, 


accompanied him thither and settled at Jerusalem. Since their race flourished 
in the Holy Land; and after the Holy War was ended one of the descendants 
of this line named 


BERTRAND BALYARD 


returned in the year 1280 to France. The then reigning King of France 
placed him as a well-proved warrior Governor of Burgund, and presented 
him the castle and estate of Nievers. He had espoused in the Holy Land one 
Adelheid Von Bernstorf, whom he brought with him to France. He left at 
his death, A.D. 1312, one son named 


SYLVESTER BALYARD 


His descendants flourished in Burgund yet to the time of Franz the First, and 
in the year 1520 one 


*One Baron Aleinor Beauliett in 1866, represented at Washington, as Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, his Majest the King of Belgium, Leo- 
pold, II. 
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LEONARD and RAYMOND 


served as captains in the troops of said King. Leonard died unmarried, but 
Raymond had one Louisa De Locle for his spouse, and died at Paris, Colonel 
of a Regiment of Curassiers, A.D. 1554. He left five sons, whose names were 


ARMAND, MICHAEL, LOUIS, FREDERICK, 
and BERNES BALYARD 


They were highly esteemed warriors and statesmen, but their descendants have 
squandered very much during the Civil and Religious War of France. 

One line of this family also emigrated to Germany. For later times there 
can no particulars be traced until the beginning of the seventeenth century, 
there was living in the province of Alsace on the Rhine a line of the race of 
Balliets, of Huguenot parentage, who left a son named 


PAULUS BALLIET 


He was born A.D. 1717. At the age of about twenty-one years he was com- 
pelled, with many other French Protestants, to seek refuge in foreign countries, 
on account of the terrible persecutions of the Huguenots after the revocation 
of the famous edict of Nantes at the close of the Sixteenth Century, by the 
then reigning King Louis XIV. He embarked for America* on board ship 
Robert Oliver, of the Palatines, Walter Goodman commander, September 
10517385"

A copy of Dr. Balliet’s account of the Race of Balyards has been in 
the writer’s family for many years. We can still recall the thrill in telling 
and retelling our boyhood friends the story of our ancestors with “more 
than one hundred scars”, and our “Coat of Arms” which signified the 
“love of battle and the warrior’s valor’, and of our forefathers who died 
in the Holy Wars. But, alas, we now must reluctantly’ agree with a state- 
ment made by James B. Laux concerning the Race of Balyards, “. . . it 
is quite safe to say that this claim is mythical. From a personal examina- 
tion of the manuscript, on which Dr. Balliet based his statements, I am 
convinced that he was imposed upon by a genealogical and heraldic 
fakir at Vienna, where it was drawn up”. (Laux p. 6) 

Versions of this story has been repeated in most every published 
reference to the Balliet family that the writer has found. A critical in- 
spection of this account coupled with known information of the family 
and historical facts, at least in this writer’s judgement, prove beyond 
doubt that this claim is mythical. 

In the preface, Dr. Balliet in referring to the Race of the Balyards, states, 
“, . is a record which must be taken as authentic until the European

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records are referred to at some future time by some of the family de- 
scendants. It is copied verbatim without comments”. Dr. Balliet does not 
tell us where or how this “record” came into his possession. Mr. Laux 
claims they were prepared by a “Genealogical and heraldic fakir at 
Vienna (Austria?)”. Since Dr. Balliet included the document just as he 
received, “without comments”, would indicate that he was doubtful of its 
authenticity. Assuming for the moment, that the names and dates given 
are accurate and factual, it is apparent that this document is far from 
complete and could not support any legitimate genealogical line of the 
Race of Balyards, and certainly even less of a claim that the Balyards 
were the forefathers of the Balliet family. A detailed inspection of this 
record reveals the following meager information. 

This delineation covers a period of 1217 years—from the time of 
Tancred le Balyard’s service in the French army in the year 500, to the 
birth of PAULUS Balliet in 1717. A most remarkable achievement in 
that only the names of eighteen members of the family, including 
PAULUS are given. Of these, five were sons of Raymond who died in 
1554. 

Of the seventeen Balyards listed, no dates of birth are given, and year 
dates of only four deaths, mainly 524, 1097, 1312, and 1554. Also, 
during this 1217 year period only four marriages are recorded. In com- 
parison, the delineation of PAULUS’ line from the time of his arrival in 
America in 1738, to 1966, covers a period of only 228 years or less 
than one fifth of that covered by this “complete record” of the Race of 
Balyards. 

In the entire account only nine dates are given: 500, 524, 1066, 1099, 
1280, 1312, 1520, 1554, and finally 1717, the birth of PAULUS Balliet. 
Between the second and third dates, that is 524 and 1066, there is a gap 
of 542 years; between 1099 and 1280 there is a 161 year vacuum; there 
is another 208 year period between 1312 and 1520; and finally the death 
of Raymond is given as 1554 and a 163 years later the birth of PAULUS 
is reported. 

Of the 1217 years covered, over 1000 years are accounted for only 
by such phrases as, “flourished in great numbers”, “their descendants are 
flourishing yet”, “Their descendants have squandered very much’, and 
“a line of the race of Balliets left a son named Paulus”. 

Mention is made of the “highly esteemed warriors and statesmen’, in 
referring to the sons of Raymond Balyard. It would seem some of their 
deeds on the field of battle, as well as an account of their statesmenship 
would have been recounted. 

So from a genealogical point of view there is no ground to base a 
claim of descendant for the Race of Balyards, or a connection between 
the Balyards and the Balliets. From a historical view point, there is even 
less, if possible, basis on which to prove the authenticity of this story. 

Surnames did not come into general use until after the year 1000, 
nearly 500 years after the death of Tancred le Balyard, and then only 
by the highest members of the nobility and very few families can show 
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undoubted descent from ancestors who lived before the year 1200. The 
birth of France as a nation is reckoned by historians as the year 842, 
and it was centuries later before a French language as such evolved. 
Camden, in the year 1605, wrote “. . . about the yeare of our Lord 
1000, surnames begaun to be taken up in France”. Elston C. Smith in 
his “The Story of our Names”, states “Not until the latter part of the 
thirteenth century are hereditary surnames to be the rule rather than 
the exception”’. 

This “History” since it was published by Dr. Balliet in 1873, has been 
accepted and repeated not only by members of the family, but referred 
to in numerous publications. However, the evidence clearly substantiates 
Laux’s remark, “that this claim is mythical”. 

There is another “record” extant in the family entitled:

Just what this outline purports to prove is not clear. It would appear to 
be a dressed-up version of the Race of Balyards, with a couple of Kings, 
Counts, a Queen and topped with King Charlemagne himself. This 
document was obviously concocted by J. J. Tobias, a son of Rev. Simon 
Tobias and his wife Leah Saeger. Leah was a daughter of Joseph K. 
Saeger, who was a son of Nicholas Saeger and his wife, Eva Balliet, a 
daughter of PAULUS Balliet. No other information is known concerning 
this remarkable delineation. 

So, whether or not the Balliet family is a continuation of the Race of 
The Balyards or a descendant of King Clovis, we leave up to our kinsmen 
to ponder and resolve individually. Our own sentiments can best be ex- 
pressed by the following quote from James B. Laux: “. . . that there is 
extant, ample documentary proof showing the existence and rank of the 
Balliets within the historic period quite sufficient to satisfy the pride of any 
family”. 
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Coat of Arms 


In the preceding section, a description and a reproduction of the 
Coat of Arms is given, which was supposedly adopted by Alfred Balyard. 
As no date of Alfred’s birth or death is given, but only the death of his 
father, Tancred Le Balyard, in 524, it is reasonable to assume that 
Alfred was well into manhood when the Coat of Arms was adopted, which 
must have been sometime before the year 600 A.D. 

According to authorities on the subject the practice of family Coat of 
Arms did not come into usage until about 1200, that is over 600 years 
after Alfred Balyard’s time. In St. John Hope’s “Grammer of Heraldry” 
we find that “during the twelfth century a systematic treatment of the 
devices on shields grew up and before this time, there was nothing in the 
nature of descent from father to son, such as arose later’. In Boutell’s 
Heraldry it states, “true heraldry, as the systematic use of hereditary 
devices centered on the shield, . . . began in the second quarter of the 
twelfth century”. 

In Rietstap’s “Armorial General Illustre” a set of seven volumes pub- 
lished in France in 1884, which lists every French Coat of Arms known, 
no such Coat of Arms is listed, nor is the Balyard Family represented by 
any other Coat of Arms. 

The origin of this Balyard or Balliet Coat of Arms is unknown. It 
most likely was created by some member of the family from the description 
given in the “Race of the Balyards” and should be considered a part of 
the myth that has been handed down to us. 

In Rietstap’s work, mentioned above, eighteen Coat of Arms of the 
family are illustrated; sixteen for Baillet, one for Balliot, and one for 
Balliet. These undoubtedly relate to the different branches of our family 
in France and as was the custom were handed down from father to son in 
each line. These so called family Coat of Arms are not the property of a 
family group, but of an individual member of each family and was usually 
bequeathed by the father to his eldest son. 

Reproduced on the frontispiece is the Coat of Arms of the “Balliet of 
Linsbourg” not that we have any claim to that particular one or that it is 
more apt to be ours, but because it is the only one in which the spelling is 
Balliet. 

The Heraldic description of the Balliet Arms, as given by Rietstap is: 
“Quarterly; the first and fourth, gules (Red), three escallops argent (shells 
silver); second, lozengy, or (yellow) and gules (red); third, or (yellow), 
a lion rampant sable (black). 

It is possible that an extensive search in the archives of France would 
establish the Coat of Arms of our French Forefathers.

The Pioneer Immigrant 
PAULUS BALLIET 


PAULUS Balliet, the pioneer founder of the family in America settled 
in what is now Whitehall Township, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. He 
located on a tract of 97 acres, 100 perches on what became known as 
the “Old Balliet Stand” about eight miles north of Allentown where the 
village of Ballietsville is now located. From 1749 to 1774 he purchased 
land contiguous to the first tract, amounting in all to 713-100/160 acres, 
for which he paid the sum of £526 12s 8d. 

An example of the liberty taken by others of the spelling of the family 
name can be found in the copy of the deed of this first land purchased by 
PAULUS, wherein he is listed as Paul Polyard: 


“THOMAS PENN and RICHARD PENN Esars. True and absolute Prop- 
erties and Governors in Chief of the Province of Pennsylvania, and Counties 
of New Castle, Kent and Sussex upon Delaware. 

“To all unto whom these Presents shall come, Greeting: Whereas in Con- 
sequence of the Application of Paul Polyard, dated the Twelfth Day of April 
1749, for 97-100/160 Acres of Land in Whitehall Township, Northampton 
County, a Survey hath been made of the Tract of Land hereinafter mentioned 
and intended to be hereby granted. AND WHEREAS, in Pursuance of a 
Warrant dated the Ninth Day of Ooctober 1759, requiring our Surveyor- 
General to accept the said Survey into his Office, and make Return thereof 
into our Secretary’s Office, in Order for Confirmation to the said Paul Polyard, 
on the Terms in the same Warrant mentioned, he hath accordingly made Re- 
turn thereof, thereby certifying the Description, Bounds and Limits, of the 
Land as aforesaid, surveyed to be as follows, viz: Beginning at a small marked 
Chestnut Oak, thence by vacant land North thirty-five degrees, West one 
hundred and forty perches to a post, South seventy degrees, West eighty 
perches to a post, and south one hundred and forty-four perches and a half 
to a post, thence by land of Caspar Wistar, North seventy degrees, East one 
hundred and sixty-five perches to the place of beginning, containing Ninety- 
seven Acres and One hundred Perches, and the usual allowance of Six Acres, 
per cent for Roads and Highways. 

“Now at the Instance and Request of the said Paul Polyard that we would 
be pleased to grant him a Confirmation of the same. Know Ye, that, in Con- 
sideration of the Sum of Six Pounds and two Shillings, Sterling money of 
Great Britain and lawful Money of Pennsylvania, to our Use, paid by the 
said Paul Polyard, (the Receipt whereof we hereby acknowledge, and thereof 
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do acquit and forever discharge the said Paul Polyard, his Heirs and Assigns, 
by these Presents) and of the yearly Quit-Rent hereinafter mentioned and 
reserved, WE HAVE given, granted, released and confirmed, and by these 
Presents, for us, our Heirs and Successors, Do give, grant, release and con- 
firm, unto the said Paul Polyard, his Heirs and Assigns, the said Ninety-seven 
Acres of Land, as the same are now set forth, bounded and limited as afore- 
said: With all Mines, Minerals, Quarries, Meadows, Marshes, Savannahs, 
Swamps, Cripples, Woods, Underwoods, Timber and Trees, Ways, Waters, 
Water Courses, Liberties, Profits, Commodities, Advantages, Hereditaments 
and Appurtenances, whatsoever thereunto belonging, or in any wise appertain- 
ing and lying within the Bounds, and Limits aforesaid (Three full and clear 
fifth Parts of all Royal Mines, free from all Deductions and Reprisals for 
digging and refining the same; and also one fifth Part of the Ore of all other 
Mines, delivered at the Pits Mouth only accepted, and hereby reserved) and 
also free Leave, Right, and Liberty, to and for the said Paul Polyard, his 
Heirs and Assigns, to hawk, hunt, fish, and fowl, in and upon the hereby 
granted Land and Premises, or upon any part thereof: 

“TO HAVE AND TO HOLD the said above described, Tract of Land and 
Premised hereby granted (except as before excepted) with their Appurte- 
nances unto the said Paul Polyard, his Heirs and Assigns, To the only Use 
and Behoof of the said Paul Polyard, his Heirs and Assigns, forever; To Be 
Holden of us, our Heirs and Successors, Proprietaries of Pennsylvania, as of 
our Manor of Fermor, in the County of Northampton, aforesaid, in free 
and common Socage by Fealty only, in lieu of all other Services, Yielding 
and Paying therefore yearly unto Us, our Heirs and Successors, at the town 
of Easton, in the said County, at or upon the first Day of March in every 
Year, from the first Day of March last, One-Half Penny Sterling, for every 
Acre of the same, or Value thereof in Coin-current, according as the Ex- 
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change shall then be between our said Province and the City of London, to 
such Person or Persons as shall, from Time to Time, be appointed to receive 
the same. And, in Case of Non-payment thereof, within ninety Days next 
after the same shall become due, that then it shall and may be lawful for 
us, our Heirs and Successors, our and their receiver or receivers, into and 
upon the hereby granted land and Premises to re-enter, and the same to hold 
and Posess, until the said Quit-Rent, and all the Arrears, thereof, together 
with the Charges accuring by Means of such Non-payment and Re-entry, be 
fully paid and discharged. 

“Witness, James Hamilton, Esquire, Lieutenant-Governor of the said Prov- 
ince, who, by Virtue of certain Powers, and Authorities to him for this Pur- 
pose, inter alia, granted by the said Proprietaries, hath hereunto set his Hand, 
and caused the Great Seal of the said Province to be hereunto affixed, at 
Philadelphia, this Seventh Day of September, in the Year of our Lord, One 
Thousand, Seven Hundred and Sixty-one, the First Year of the Reign of King 
George the Third, over Great Britain, &c, and the Forty-fourth year of the 
said Proprietaries Government.”

The deed is on parchment, 10 by 14 inches and has a large round wax 
seal, 6 inches in diameter, attached with green riboon. The deed is re- 
corded in the office for Recording of Deeds for the City and County of 
Philadelphia in patent Book AA, Vol. 1, page 553. The original deed is 
now in the Archives of The Historical Society of Pennsylvania at Philadel- 
phia. 

Of the twelve autograph signatures, at one time in the possession of 
Dr. L. B. Balliet, PAULUS signed six Baliet and the others Balliet. The 
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A receipt for 231 pounds, 3 shillings, 3 pence in payment for a tract of 
land purchased by PAULUS Balliet on February 8, 1774. 


latter spelling has been used by his descendents, with the exception of one 
seventh generation family who have adopted the—tte ending. 

On pages 213 and 215, volume 2, of Strassburger’s Pennsylvania Ger- 
man Pioneers, PAULUS Balliet is recorded in: 


“A list of Palatines on Board the Ship Robert & Alice, Walter Goodman, 
Master from Rotterdam. Philadelphia Sept. 11, 1738”. 
“Walter Goodman” 
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“Palatines imported in the Ship Robert and Alice of Dublin, Walter 
Goodman, Master, from Rotterdam, but last from Dover in England. Quali- 
fied the 11th Day of September 1738.” 

“At the Courthouse of Philadelphia, September 11, 1738. Present The 
Honourable George Thomas, Esq., Lieutenant Governor .. . etc. The Palatines 
whose names are underwritten, imported in the ship Robert and Alice of 
Dublin, Walter Goodman, Cmr., from Rotterdam, but last from Dover in 
England, did this day take and subcribe the Oaths to the Government.” 


In these three documents PAULUS is listed as; “Paulus Buliut, Baullus 
Balliett and Baullus Balliet”. From pages 220 and 222, ibid, copies of his 
signature to these documents are reproduced.

Many of the fellow passengers were friends and possibly relatives of 
PAULUS, who settled in Lehigh County as neighbors and whose children 
later intermarried. 

After landing in Philadelphia, the first mention found of PAULUS is in 
the records of the Reformed Church at Egypt, North Whitehall Town- 
ship, Pennsylvania, as recorded in the Pennsylvania Archives, Series 6, 
Vol. 6, page 6. On September 23, 1740 he appears as a sponsor at the 
baptism of Maria Barbara Schneider: 


“Schneider, Maria Barbara, dr. Johann Nicolaus Schneider and w. Eva 
OBEIGOT Aye. kt anes ; bap. Sept. 23, 1740 by Peter Henrick Torchius; sp. 
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Peter Traxel, PAULUS Balliet (Paillet), Maria Margaretha wife of Nicolaus 
Kern, Ann Barbara, daughter of Nicolaus Seger”. 


This Johann Nicolaus Schneider was a fellow passenger with PAULUS on 
the ship Robert and Alice. It is quite possible that Johann Nicolaus or his 
wife Eva Schneider were closely related to PAULUS. In the same volume, 
page 12, Johann Nicolaus Schneider is listed as a sponsor at the baptism 
on March 26, 1763 of Eva, daughter of PAULUS. It can be assumed 
that PAULUS named his daughter after Eva Schneider. It was the usual 
custom for a close relative of the child to be a sponsor at the baptismal 
ceremony. However, no further proof has been found of relationship be- 
tween PAULUS and Johann and Eva Schneider. 

It is interesting to note that shortly after his arrival, PAULUS became 
affiliated with the Reformed Church, the church of his Huguenot fore- 
fathers, of which he became an elder in 1767 as shown by the Minutes of 
the Coetus of the Reformed Church of Pennsylvania. In the same year, 
he was a delegate at the meeting of the Coetus, and it is recorded that 
“he was alloted ten shillings for his expenses”. 

That PAULUS was active in the affairs of his community is shown by 
the early records of Whitehall Township which was formed March 20, 
1753. One, concerning the return of the overseers of Roads, dated March 
21, 1753 is signed by PAULUS Balliet (Palliet) and a Jacob Jund; 
another is copied verbatim from the Anniversary History of Lehigh Coun- 
ty, Vol. 1, page 1000; 

“at the house of Peter Burkhalter, 20th of March 1762, we the freeholders 
of Whitehall Township chose Jacob Kohler and Daniel Traxel to be over- 
seers of roads and highways of said township”. 


This was signed, and among others, by PAULUS Balliet, Peter Burkhalter, 
Jacob Mueckli and Adam Deshler; these families were all telated by 
marriage. D 

On April 10, 1759 PAULUS became by naturalization a citizen of His 
Majesty’s—King George II—Colonies of America. The original of this 
document is in the Balliet collection of the Pennsylvania Historical Soci- 
ety, Philadelphia. On the reverse is a note in autograph: “Den 10 den 
abril 1759, hab ich mich lasen naturaliziren” (I was naturalized on April 
LUM Do) 

The preceding documentary evidence is definite proof of the arrival 
and habitat of PAULUS, the pioneer settler and progenitor of the Balliets 
of Whitehall. Before detailing his life in America, we will return to his 
place of birth and record what is known of his family and existence in 
Europe. 

According to James B. Laux, an historian on the early history of Penn- 
sylvania and an authority on the Huguenots in France and this country, 
PAULUS was born in Schalbach, Lorraine and baptised August 16, 1716 
by Rev. Samuel de Berraudet. Existing records in this country give only 
the year 1717 as his date of birth. During this era most of the vital statistics 
were recorded by the local church rather than the state, so, whether 
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PAULUS was born in 1716 or 1717 will depend on which records are 
consulted. 

PAULUS was the only known son of Stephen Baillet and his wife Maria 
Katherina, a daughter of Nicolas Schweitzer of Schalbach, to whom he was 
married at Burbach, Alsace, April 26, 1707. Tradition has it that at one 
time Stephen Baillet, father of PAULUS, was a colonel in the French 
Army. 
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This Stephen Baillet was a son of Jacob Baillet of Schalbach, an asso- 
ciate judge, who was born in 1642 and was buried at Rauweiler, a village 
near Schalbach, on February 19, 1706. It is believed that Jacob Baillet 
was a son of Isaac Bailliote, who was a resident of Burbach as early as 
1625. No further trace of the family in France has been found. (P. of L. 
Co. H.S., 1918, Vol. 4, Part I, pp 4, 15). 

It is known that Maria Catharina, sister of PAULUS Balliet, came to 
Pennsylvania at a later date, and there married Johannes Nicholos Solt. 
As there is no record of their deaths at Schalbach it is quite probably that 
PAULUS’ parents and other sisters, of whom there is no known record, 
also emigrated to America. 

There is no existing record of PAULUS’ youth in Lorraine, but as 
word was received from friends and former neighbors who had settled in 
Pennsylvania, PAULUS undoubtedly became obsessed with the desire to 
“seek his fortune” in the New World. From contemporary writers who 
described the trip we can briefly reconstruct the journey from Schalbach, 
Lorraine to Philadelphia. 

The passenger ship of this period varied from about 65 feet long with a 
breadth of 21 feet to 99 feet in length with width of 29 feet and a tonnage of 
108 to 310 tons. Very few carried more than 300 passengers. We know 
from the passenger list that the Robert and Alice carried 320 passengers, 
so it must have been one of the largest of its time. 

PAULUS, no doubt, embarked on a river boat on the River Saar for the 
journey down the Rhine to Rotterdam. The trip to Rotterdam lasted on the 
average about 30 days. Depending on the weather, the passage across the 
Atlantic required from 6 to 9 weeks, the fare for which was £10. The 
other costs including the trip down the Rhine amounted to at least £87, 
a total of approximately $85.00. The passengers were densely packed in 
the vessel, with no thought as to their well being or comfart. Many died at 
sea and the sick lists are mute evidence as to the hazards of the trip across 
the Atlantic. 

A large German Bible, printed in 1738 and an oak chest in which 
PAULUS carried his gold and silver coins were among the effects he 
brought with him. These relics at one time were in the possession of Dr. 
L. B. Balliet, their present whereabouts is not known. 

The exact date of PAULUS’ marriage to Maria Magdalena Wotring 
(Vautrin) is unknown. Tradition has it that PAULUS and Maria were 
wed in the year 1749. The Land Application for his first tract of land is 
dated April 12, 1749, so it is probably that their marriage took place a 
short time before or after this claim was filed. The fact that their first child 
(John) Jacob was born December 22, 1750 lends credence to the tradi- 
tion that they were married in North Whitehall Township, Lehigh County, 
Pennsylvania in 1749. 

The maternal side of the Balliets of Whitehall were the Vautrins 
(Wotrings). The French surname Vautrin did not survive in America as 
well as that of Balliet, in so far as its orthography was concerned. There 
is no known descendents of Abraham Vautrin, the pioneer founder of this 
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family in Pennsylvania, who have retained the French spelling of the 
name. They are now all Wotrings or Woodrings which would not lead one 
to believe the name originally was French. 

In the Bann rolls of Metz in Lorraine of 1227 to 1281 the name is 
spelled in various ways; Wateron, Waterin, and Watrin. The German W is 
pronounced vay, so we can understand how the scribes of Metz used the 
letter W instead of V in spelling Vautrin. 

In the early records of Pennsylvania it is noted that the name is 
spelled in various ways but usually with a W: Wotring, Wudring, Wottring, 
Vaudring, Voiturin (see P.A., S. 6, V. 6, pp 5, 11, 14 & 23). After the 
third generation only the spelling Wotring or Woodring were found. Dr. L. 
B. Balliet gave the name of PAULUS’ wife as Maria Magdalena Wotring, 
which spelling will be used in referring to the family in America, whereas 
the French “Vautrin” will be used in reference to the family in Europe. In 
the Anniversary History of Lehigh County, Vol. 11, pp 1420-1428 under 
the heading “Woodring Family” an account of the different branches of 
this family can be found. 

The family of Vautrin were people of consequence as shown in the 
ennoblement of members of the family by the Dukes of Lorraine, one as 
early as 1540 and one as late as 1720. 

Maria Magdalena, the wife of PAULUS Balliet, was born at Hirchland, 
Alsace and baptised March 16, 1728. Maria Magdelena was also of un- 
questionable French Huguenot Stock. As early as the year 1600 the 
ancestors of Maria were forced to flee their native France. They settled in 
the village of Kuberg, which they helped to found with their fellow exiles. 
In 1632 a Jean Vautrin served as the town’s Maire (Mayor). This Jean 
Vautrin was probably the father of John Peter Vautrin, an elder of the 
Reformed Church of Saarweider. John Peter was born in 1640 and 
was buried at Kirberg, April 12, 1713. John Peter had a son Abraham, 
who married Katherina, a daughter of Simon Brodt, a Burgemeister of 
Lixheim Lorraine. : 

Abraham and Katherina Vautrin had a son also called Abraham who 
was baptised July 11, 1700. This Abraham became the founder of the 
Vautrin (Wotring) family in America. On March 19, 1723, Abraham 
married Ann Margarheta, daughter of Peter Mertz of the Lordship of 
Lutzelstein in the Vosges Mountains. Their daughter Maria Magdalena, 
born in Hirchland, Alsace and baptised March 16, 1728, became the wife 
of PAULUS Balliet, after the family immigrated to America. 

On page 91 in Rupp’s “30,000 Immigrants” is recorded the arrival of 
Abraham Wotring and his family in Philadelphia: 


“September 28, 1733, Palatines,—brigantine Richard and Elizabeth, Christopher 
Clymer, Master, from Rotterdam, last from Plymouth,-Forty-four males above 
sixteen, thirty-four females; twenty-four males under sixteen and thirty-five 
females.” 


Included in the males under sixteen was Hans Peter Wotring, age 9, son 
of Abraham. As was the custom in most of the official records of that 
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time, the females were not listed by name, but the passengers certainly in- 
cluded Abraham’s wife and their three daughters, one of whom was Maria 
Magdalena. Passengers on the same voyage were Ulrich Burghalter and 
Johann Nicolas Seeger (Saeger) who also settled in Lehigh County, and 
whose children intermarried with the children of PAULUS Balliet and 
Abraham Wotring, a striking example of family alliances of the old pioneer 
stock of Pennsylvania. 

Abraham Wotring settled in Whitehall about five years before PAULUS 
came to America. The Wotrings, like the Baillets, were members of the 
Egypt Reformed Church of Lehigh County. From the records of the Egypt 
Reformed Church is quoted: 

“Wudring (Wotring), Anna Barbara, dr. Abraham Wudring and Ann Mar- 
gareth;#bE zee ; bap. March 22, 1739; sp. Ulrich Burghalter and Anna 
Barbara’. (see PA 6th S, V.6,p 5) 


Abraham, born July 11, 1700, and Ann Wotring had sixteen children, 
of whom eight were living at the time of his death on November 28, 1752, 
namely; Peter, Ann Margaretha, Anna Barbara, Maria Magdalena, Eliza- 
beth, William, Abraham and Eva. In 1747 Abraham was a delegate to the 
Coetus of the Reformed Church held in Philadelphia. (see PA, 6th S, V. 
Gees) | 

At an Orphans’ Court held at Easton, Pennsylvania, September 20, 
1758, George Ren, Nicholas Snyder, Jacob Mickley, and Ulrich Fleckin- 
ger, auditors appointed to audit the account of Peter Wotring and 
PAULUS Balliet, administrators of the estate of Abraham Wotring, made 
the following report: 


‘Administrators received as the vendue paper and other accounts say:

The descendants of the Balliets of Whitehall are endowed, on both the 
paternal and maternal side, not only by ancestors of French Huguenot 
stock, but of men and women of strong and noble characters. James B. 
Laux, in a lecture before the Lehigh County Historical Society, on 
Colonel Stephen Balliet, in 1918, expressed the debt of gratitude and the 
thanks we owe to our forefathers, for the heritage they have bestowed on 
us, as follows: (from P of L.Co.H.S.V 4,p 5) 
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“I say, it is a high honor to descend and to be known as their descendants. 
Aye truly, can theirs be called, the first families of the Republic and of our 
great Commonwealth for they were among the first to brave the dangers 
of the deep, the first to face the perils and to endure the privations and hard- 
ships of pioneer life, the first to respond to the call to arms when the liberties 
of the Colonies were threatened and who remained loyal and steadfast to the 
hour when their independence was acknowledged and a new nation dedicated 
to freedom was established.” 


The Wotrings (Vautrins) like the Balliets and other Huguenots who 
were in most instances forced into exile and deprived of their worldly 
goods and competency, became farmers, tradesmen, innkeepers and pro- 
fessional men in their new found homes. 

For generations, the Vautrins were millers. They owned and operated 
great mills on the borders of Alsace and Lorraine, they built mills on the 
stream flowing into the river Saar and on the Saar itself. Both Abraham, 
the pioneer, and his father had mills at Finstingen and Hirschland. 
Whether, Abraham was a miller in America is uncertain, it is known that 
mills were established before 1765 near Abraham’s home and were known 
as “Wotrings Mill”. The hereditary inclination of the Wotrings show per- 
sistence in religious matters as well as that in their vocation. From 
Johann Peter Vautrin, born in 1640, to the present time, the family has 
had a succession of elders and ministers in the Reformed Church, bearing 
witness to the influence of a devout, virile ancestry on succeeding genera- 
tions. 

In pursuing the history and life of the settlers and founders of America, 
one cannot but note the disparity between our modern age and life in 
Colonial times. Not so much by the physical changes of our present day 
super-highways, electric toothbrushes, our communication systems, three 
minute biscuits and other wonders of modern science, but, more so by the 
attitudes and motivations of our government and business leaders, our 
society in general and the individual in particular. 

Although we still speak the same language, many words have taken on 
different meanings and in some instances are directly opposite to that used 
by our forebearers. Today, every school boy knows the meaning of the 
word “square’’; it refers to some joker who believes, “If you don’t have, 
don’t spend it”; or to some Mary Doe who can always be depended upon 
to volunteer to do what other members of the P.T.A., the church or club 
do not have time for; or the fellow worker who does not spend all after- 
noon watching the clock so he won’t be late getting out of the office or 
shop; or a society that believes the educators and teachers of our children 
contribute as much to a community as a ten thousand dollar an hour 
hound-dog singer; or a politician who keeps his feet on the ground instead 
of his hind quarters permanently perched on the proverbial fence; a court 
or society that judges a man for his current acts without regard to his past 
social, economical or educational disadvantages; or parents who assume 
the responsibility of raising their children instead of turning the task over 
to a playground supervisor or guidance counselor. 
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When our forefathers sat down to a square meal, they didn’t expect a 
warmed-up paper-plated T. V. dinner; when he got out of debt, he was 
square with the world; to him, the square of two was always four, and not 
more or less depending on just what some public officials might be, at the 
minute, trying to prove. The terms foursquare and square shooter have, 
like grandfather’s four poster bed, become archaic. 

On the surface it may appear that all is lost, but now and again the 
strength and power of our American heritage shines through the clouds of 
inertia that have covered the characteristics of the men and women who 
sacrificed so much to form a nation in which their children and their 
children’s children could live as free men according to the tenets of their 
mind and soul. 

Among the notes collected in gathering material for the book, is one by 

an anonymous writer of the early 1800's: 
“A citizen of a state becomes valuable to it by what he adds to the wealth 
of his community, for his obedience to law, for his fidelity to family, for his 
educational zeal and his religious practices, who honors his civil responsibility 
as he cherishes his civil rights. In the light of these contributions a peoples 
worth to a nation must be determined.” 

The next several paragraphs will consist of odds and ends about the 
people and customs found in the history and official records of early 
Pennsylvania. These items the writer found most interesting and enlighten- 
ing and vividly illustrates the everyday life in Colonial and Revolutionary 
America. 

The treatment of persons charged with criminal offenses was exceeding- 
ly hard when compared with present day. By an act of 1718, the penalty 
for the crimes of treason, arson, burglary, rape, robbery, or witchcraft was 
death. The whipping post, stocks and fines were employed in lesser of- 
fenses. pis 

In 1685 it was charged against Joseph Lund that he did “swear several 
oaths”. He was convicted and sentenced to “pay for the three oaths fifteen 
schillings or suffer fifteen days at hard labor and be fed on bread and 
water”. For the crime of perjury, an Elizabeth Taylor, in 1742, was 
“whipped three lashes upon her bare back”’. 

A conviction of theft required the offender to restore fourfold and to 
wear a large colored T in full view on his clothing, in addition to the whip- 
ping administered. In 1785, a Simon Haney was convicted of ‘“counter- 
feiting . . . passing a spurious Spanish milled dollar”. He pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced, “to stand in the pillory for the space of one hour; 
both ears be cut off and nailed to the pillory; be publicly whipped on his 
bare back with twenty-one lashes, well laid-on; pay one hundred pounds. 
An accomplice was given the same sentence”. 

The social, educational and religious life of a community was centered 
in the local church. In Lehigh County, the German settlers were mostly 
Lutheran, while the descendents of the French Huguenots, who had been 
driven from France and settled in the neighboring German states, before 
immigrating to America, were members of the Reformed Church. 
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A unique arrangement between the Lutheran and Reformed Churches 
developed between the two congregations, and is still much in evidence in 
Lehigh and surrounding counties; in which services for both churches were 
held in the same building and are called Union Churches. Each congre- 
gation had their own pastor and officers and by agreement their services 
and activities were held at different hours. The church records and finan- 
cial accounts were usually kept separately. One of the articles of agree- 
ments, of the Egypt Lutheran and Reformed congregation follows: 


“In order to guard aganist misunderstanding and dispute, it is established, 
with approbation of both congregations, that none shall obstruct the other in 
the service of God, but each shall hold justly to its alternate time. 

“All repairs that shall become necessary to this house of Devine Worship, 
shall be paid jointly.” 

In 1747, the Reformed Church of Egypt was without a pastor and the 
members wrote a letter to Rev. Michael Schlatter, the missionary super- 
intendent. The following petition, again illustrates the tenacity with which 
our forebearers clung to their beliefs and their desire to give to their chil- 
dren the tenets of the Reformed Church. 


“May 1, 1747. We the Reformed Congregation submit to your Reverence 
with all due humility and sorrow that for a considerable time our Reformed 
Congregation has been very poorly provided with teachers and ministers and 
still is, they can neither be regarded as true shepherds nor as hirelings, as 
they themselves appear very rarely even after they have announced devine 
services, so that the people must return home empty. What grieves us most 
is the fact that our poor, deplorable children are not instructed in nor pro- 
vided with the teachings of God’s Word. Yet there is a considerable number 
of Reformed households in our congregation; which for the most part are 
blessed by the dear Lord with many children. If, therefore, there is one place 
in the county which needs true and diligent teachers, it is certainly this, es- 
pecially because we are surrounded by many sects, so that it is to be feared, 
if there is no assistance from our dear brethen in the faith, that in time a 
division and noticeable damage will take place, which the dear Lord may 
graciously prevent. 

“Our unaminous urgent petition and request is therefore addressed to your 
Reverence to look favorable upon us, your brethen in the faith and to assist 
us as much as possible that we may be provided with a capable ordained 
minister and teacher. 

“You will not only do a God-pleasing work thereby, but you will also 
create in us and our pitiable children a hearty joy. And we shall implore 
God for your continued welfare that He may bless you more and more in 
body and soul. 

“Looking forward with assurance to your friendly answer. We remain with 
all due respect, 

Your obedient servants” 


Signed by PAULUS Balliet and among others, by his father-in-law, 
Abraham Wotring; Jacob Mickley, who’s daughter Catharine married Paul, 
son of PAULUS; by Ulrich Burkhalter, whose granddaughter Magdalena 
became the wife of Colonel Stephen Balliet, son of PAULUS. 

The Egypt Church of which PAULUS was an elder, was about two

miles from his homestead. At a later date, PAULUS became affiliated with 
the Union Church at Unionville, Pennsylvania, which was organized about 
1755 and is still flourishing after 200 years, as is the Egypt Church. 

The Sabbath was strictly observed even to the extent of walking to 
church, a custom which was adhered to by both the Reformed and 
Lutheran congregations. In the “History of Union Church” by J. B. 
Deibert, it is related that: “Peter Butz was the first to come to church in a 
wagon. On his way home, he passed a number of church attendants re- 
turning to their homes on foot, who had to make room for his passing, a 
thing which hitherto were not accustomed to. They expressed indignation 
at such a sacrilegious innovation. One old farmer vented his feelings and 
said that such interference with church goers should not be tolerated. In 
1842, the first carriage was seen at this church”. 

Interment of deceased members of the congregation usually took place 
in the burial grounds adjacent to the church. Such was the case of both the 
Union and Egypt Church where many members of the family are buried. 
The early tombstones were made of soft stone and many are now illegible. 
Many of the older stones have since been replaced with marble or granite 
including the markers of PAULUS and Maria Magdalena Balliet. 

The baptismal ceremony was of great significance in the Reformed 
Church and was performed as soon as possible after the birth of a child. 
The “Tauffscheins” or baptismal certificates were large illuminated docu- 
ments, hand colored, decorated with symbolic drawings and poems. One 
such verse in German, as were most all of the early church records, reads: 


“Ich bin getauff und eingeschrieben. Es ist mein Name Gott dekannt” (I have 
been baptised and written down. My name is known to God) 


The Tauffschien of Magdalena Burkhalter, wife of ees! Stephen 
Balliet 
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“Magdalena Burghalter was born on April 17, 1765 in Whitehall Township 
in Northampton County in the province of Pennsylvania. Her parents are 
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Peter Burghalter and Eva Katharina. Witnesses to the Baptism were Peter 
Deschler and his wife Magdalena and Phillips Jacob Schreiber and Susanna 
Deschler. May the Lord let this be to His Name’s honor and glory and to 
the best for Magdalena Burghalter here in time and in eternity. Amen. 

“Write my name in the best manner in the book of life 

And tie my soul in an ever so beautiful bundle 

Of which they are in heaven who live freely before thee. 

Then I’ll forever praise and say that your heart is true.” 


The church records and the markers in the cemeteries reveal an ap- 
palling death rate among the children of the congregations. Although no 
detail count was made, a random check indicated about fifty out of every 
hundred deaths were of children under sixteen. 

PAULUS, JOSEPH and JOHANNES, the founders of the Balliet 
family in eastern Pennsylvania, had in all twenty-six children. Of these 
only three died in their childhood, a testimony of the physical vigor of the 
family stock and to the attention they must have given to the health and 
well being of their offsprings. 

Doctors were few and far between in those early times and the settlers 
knew little of the rules of health. On this account, most illnesses were at- 
tended to by the parents of the family and the administration of home 
remedies was common. Spirits seemed to have been the “old reliable” for 
everything from dumb-agues to pleurisy. A prescription for dysentery 
printed in a newspaper in 1799 gave this “proven cure”; “Take two hands- 
full of the inner rind of a white oak sapling, boil it in a quart of water, 
strain and sweeten it with loaf sugar; let the patient make it his constant 
drink, milk warm”. An infant when ill or fretful “was dosed with spirit 
and water stewed with spicery”. Rum made into a hot tiff “was essentially 
necessary for the lying-in woman”’. 

These early Pennsylvanians, like the settlers in other sections, had their 
Own superstitions and beliefs which were used in conjunction with the 
home-made tonics to effect a cure. An aching tooth if stirred with a nail 
taken out of a coffin would stop the pain. Such a nail would also cure 
rheumatism if carried in the pocket. A lock of hair of a person who had 
never seen the patient’s father was a cure for whooping cough if worn next 
to the skin. 

The early schools of Lehigh County were established in connection 
with the Lutheran and Reformed Churches. German was used in the 
classes and textbooks. Religious training of the young students was con- 
sidered as essential as the acquirement of secular knowledge. The New 
Testament, Psalter and Catechism had an important place in the school 
curriculum. 

The Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Dubbs in his “History of the Egypt Church” 
describes the religion instructions thusly: 


“Every morning we gathered in the schoolroom from miles around, and 
joined in singing and in the united repetition of the Creed and the Lord’s 
Prayer. The Scripture Lesson was read and the Master offered a short Collect. 
Twice a week we repeated the Ten Commandments. The students were divided 
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into classes according to ages, each group was instructed in the catechism of 
the Church, preparatory to the catechetical lectures of their pastor which they 
were expected to attend at the proper time’. Dr. Dubbs states further: “In 
those days our school was in some respects decidedly old-fashioned. The 
order of its religious services had probably remained for more than a century. 
From a literary point of view there has been great improvements; from a 
religious, we doubt whether it could be improved”. 


The first English School in Whitehall Township was established at 
Ballietsville in 1816. In that year, the English School Society was formed 
and at a meeting on March 29, Colonel Stephen Balliet, son of PAULUS, 
was elected president; Christian Troxell, son-in-law of PAULUS, was a 
manager; and Joseph Balliet, grandson of PAULUS was one of the sub- 
scribers to the building fund. The building was erected about one hundred 
yards southeast of Ballietsville, and was plastered within, which was 
quite an innovation as others of the time were generally rude structures of 
logs. This schoolhouse was used until 1865 when a new brick building was 
erected: 

These early parochial schools were supported directly by the parents. 
The schools were opened and closed with singing and prayer as was the 
custom in German schools. The school day lasted from eight in the morn- 
ing till four-thirty or five in the afternoon, the terms were seldom longer 
than four months. 

Besides the school and church, the local inn or tavern was the only 
other institution that served as a community center for the inhabitants 
of the villages. It was a hotel, a depot for the stage line, post office, a 
general store, and a center where news of the latest events were dispensed. 
It also served as a political meeting place or town hall where the burning 
issue of the day was discussed and debated. Many of the leading citizens 
were innkeepers in their time, or were sons of innkeepers. General 
Arthur St. Clair, the President of Congress, was an innkéeper at the foot- 
hills of the Alleghenies. President Martin Van Buren received his politi- 
cal education in his father’s tavern at Kinderhook, New York. 

So, it must have been with PAULUS’ sons and the other young men of 
Ballietsville and surrounding communities who would gather at the inn to 
listen to the discussion of public affairs and the great events that lead to 
the Revolutionary War, in which they were to play such an important part. 

PAULUS Balliet, in addition to his plantations, carried on a mercantile 
business as well as that of an innkeeper. As early as 1750, he was licensed 
as an innkeeper in what is now Ballietsville. “On June 14, 1750 Paul Pol- 
liard was allowed a license . . . on a frequently traveled road. This was at 
Ballietsville” (P. of L.C.H.S., V 12, p 49) 

The old county court records show that the license was renewed June 
22, 1756 and again on June 22, 1759. The original log building was in use 
until 1840 when the main portion was replaced by a brick structure. It was 
called Whitehall Inn and he had a huge sign of a foaming bowl painted 
and hung on a high post. The Whitehall Inn has been in continuous opera- 
tion since 1750 until the present time—a period of 215 years. After 
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PAULUS Balliet died, the record shows the successive proprietors were 
Colonel Stephen Balliet, Paul Balliet, Dr. Jesse Hallman, John Schantz, 
Joel Lentz, Charles Leinberger, John Smith, David Kline, Edwin Deibert, 
Sylvester Masonheimer, Elmer Hassler, John Roth and Clinton Frantz. 
The present proprietor is Joseph Popliska and it is now known as the 
Ballietsville Hotel.

Whitehall Inn served as a post office and for over a hundred years it 
was a Station for the stage coaches traveling between Philadelphia, Easton 
and Mauch Chunk or Jim Thorpe as it is now called. The horses were 
changed there, leaving a foursome to rest while a fresh team took the 
coach on to the next station. 

Before the Revolution, PAULUS did a thriving business trading with 
the Indians, who called him “Bowl” Balliet. It was thought by some that 
the Indians, in the massacre of October 8, 1763, intended to attack his 
home but by mistake went to homes of his neighbors, the Schneiders, 
Marks and Mickleys. According to Alfred F. Berlin (see P. of L.C.HLS., 
V 6, p 39) this assumption is not correct. 

Berlin states that the Indians were returning home from Bethlehem, Pa. 
where they had exchanged their furs for supplies and stopped at Stenton’s 
Tavern for the night. The next morning they discovered most of their 
supplies were missing; when they complained they were driven off. The 
Indians, when wronged by a white man, took revenge on their enemies 
without regard to age or sex. It therefore frequently happened that the in- 
nocent suffered many times for the deeds of the guilty. 

The Indians, on the way home the morning of October 8, 1763, pro- 
ceeded to the home of John Jacob Mickley where they met three of his 
children in the woods and immediately murdered two of them. They then 
proceeded to the homes of Nicholas Marks and John Schneider, both of 
which were burned down after they had murdered Schneider, his wife and 
three children, and wounded two daughters, scalping one, and leaving both 
for dead. Marks and his family escaped. The Mickley, Marks and

Schneider homesteads were less than two miles from PAULUS’ plantation. 
This was the last Indian massacre in Lehigh County. 

During these Indian raids the settlers. would leave their homes and seek 
refuge at forts in Ballietsville, Seigersville or Deshler’s Fort. PAULUS 
Balliet and Adam Deshler, father-in-law of PAULUS’ daughter Catharine, 
were very active in the protection of the community from these attacks. 
They formed and equipped companies of soldiers to fight the Indians. The 
Pennsylvania Archives reveal the following disbursement by the Assembly 
in payment of supplies furnished by PAULUS Balliet and Adam Deshler: 


“1757 April 16 To Balliet and Deshler for provisions 
supplied the forces at Forts Allen, Norris and Hamil-

A total of some £2353 or about $7,000.00.” 


In the Anniversary History of Lehigh County, volume 1, page 845, is 
related an incident which could conceivably concern a niece of PAULUS 
Balliet. In September 1757, Margaret Frantz and another girl named Solt 
were taken prisoners by the Indians, while washing flax in a creek on her 
father’s land near Ballietsville. The Solt girl lived with the Indians for a 
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number of years before she was restored to her parents. PAULUS’ sister, 
Maria Catherina, married Nicholas Solt, but since neither the first 
name of the father or daughter is given in this account, it is not certain if 
PAULUS was an uncle to this young lady. 

In event of an Indian uprising or other emergency, it was customary for 
the local residents or authorities to organize and supply a company of 
men. It is recorded in the official record of Pennsylvania, that on June 10, 
1758, John Rinker, Sheriff of Northampton County, submitted a list of 
wagons and horses which had been used in transferring supplies. In the 
list of names from Whitehall Township, it is noted that one wagon and two 
draught horses were returned to PAULUS Balliet after they were no 
longer needed. The owners were paid “Fifteen Shillings for every twenty 
miles from their place of abode; and Fifteen Shillings a day, unto the day 
they set off from thence; and the same for every twenty miles on re- 
turning home”. 

In the Pennsylvania Archives, series, volume and page as noted, is 
found numerous entries concerning PAULUS Balliet. The following copied 
verbatim will authenticate the record of PAULUS:

In these three entries the surname is listed Polyard with the given name 
Pole, Paulus, and Paul. It has been claimed that PAULUS’ first land claim 
was dated April 12, 1749 and was for 97 acres, whereas the second entry 
above listed it for 80 acres. Also, the first entry for 40 acres on September 
13, 1748 to Pole Polyard would seem to indicate that his first tract was 
for 40 acres and dated September 13, 1748. This record is thus not in 
accord with that given by Dr. L. B. Balliet, J. B. Laux and the Anni- 
versary History of Lehigh County. Other claims follow:

In the Minutes of The Council of Safety (Pa), under date of October 
21, 1777, PAULUS Balliet was one of the five men from Northampton 
County who was appointed a “Commissioner to seize the Personal Effects 
of Traitors”. The Commissioners were “authorized and empowered to 
search for and seize the said goods and effects of such offenders (traitors— 
colonists loyal to England), and for this and to send for, call before them, 
and examine persons and papers, to use force and to break open doors 
in all Cases where the same goods may be secreted and concealed, to 
commit such as shall absolutely Resist their Authority and call to their Aid, 
Officers and others . . . to aid and assist them accordingly”. (PA, CR, V. 
11, pp 328 to 331) 

This entry appears to be inconsistent with the recorded death of 
PAULUS on March 19, 1777, some seven months prior to this official 
action taken by the Council of Safety. A plausible explanation of this ap- 
parent discrepancy in the dates of his appointment and death can be de- 
veloped from the events at the beginning of the Revolutionary War. Each 
of the colonies had to organize and set up their own government, select 
and appoint officials, and formulate laws and regulations. 

In the meantime the citizens of the townships and counties carried on at 
the local level a semi-official capacity. A committee of six men from 
Northampton County met in Easton on May 6, 1775 and resolved: “That 
the several townships in this county should associate and form themselves 
into Companies, choose their proper officers and provide for each man one 
good fire lock...” 

It is logical to assume that such a committee in Whitehall Township 
appointed PAULUS Balliet to the “Commission to Seize the Personal 
Effects of Traitors” at a date sometime before his death. This appointment 
was Officially approved by the Council of Safety at a later date, as noted 
above. 

In the year 1777, there were only two Paul(us) Balliets in Northampton 
County—PAULUS and his son, Paul. Paul, the son, was only eleven years 
of age in 1777. Therefore, this record undoubtly is relevant to the 
Revolutionary War service of PAULUS Balliet. 

PAULUS died March 19, 1777, age 60 years. His wife Maria Magde- 
lena Wotring lived some twenty-five years after her husband’s death and 
died at the age of 75 years in 1802. They lie buried in adjoining graves 
in the old burial grounds of the Union Church at Unionville, Pennsyl- 
vania. 


PAULUS’ will dated four days prior to his death, bequeathed his estate 
to his wife and children, as follows: 
THE WILL OF PAULUS: BALLIET 


“In the name of God, Amen. I, Paul Balliet, of Whitehall Township, in 
the County of Northampton, being advanced in years, but of sound mind and 
memory, blessed by God therefore, and knowing that all flesh is appointed 
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union ice, PA”

once to die, do this 15th day of March, A.D. 1777, make and constitute this 
my last Will and Testament, in manner and form hereafter following: 

“First . . . It is my will that after my decease my body shall be decently 
buried by my executors hereafter named, and that my funeral expenses and 
just debts be first paid by my executors out of my estate. 

“Second .. . I give and bequeath unto my son Stephen all that plantation 
in Towamensing Township, over the Blue Mountain, (whereon Samuel Som- 
money lives) or if he would rather choose to have the old plantation whereon 
I now live, it is my will that my son Stephen shall have the old plantation 
whereon I now live and my son John shall that whereon Samuel Sommoney 
lives, but if Stephen chooses to take the plantation where Samuel Sommoney 
lives I give the old plantation whereon I now live to my son John. 

“Third . .. I give unto my son Paul all that tract of land which I bought 
of Samuel Morris, together with about one hundred or more acres, to be 
joined, which lays contiguous and adjoining, together which he shall take into 
his possession when he arrives at the age of twenty-one years, and in the 
meantime it shall be and remain for the use of Stephen or John whoever 
takes the old place, until Paul arrives to the said age, and it is my mean- 
ing that the lands which I have given to each of my sons, shall be and re- 
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main to the use of the respective owner, according to my bequest, and his 
heirs and assigns forever, as fully and firmly as though I had sold the same 
to them for a valuable consideration, but they shall, each of them, pay out 
of the lands I give them, as follows, to wit: 

“It is my will, that if Stephen should choose to take that plantation over 
the Blue Mountain he shall pay thereout the sum of Five hundred and twenty 
pounds, but if he takes the old place, whereon I now live, he shall pay four 
hundred and fifty pounds, and that whichever place John should have, he shall 
pay the same as Stephen was ordered to pay if he had kept the same for his 
use, and Paul shall pay my executors—when he arrives at the age of twenty- 
one years—out of the plantation I have given him, four hundred and fifty 
pounds. 

“And it is my will that the west end of my house I live in shall be repaired 
and put in order, by which of my sons that takes this plantation, and put in 
comfortable order for my wife, Maria Magdalena, to live in during her natural 
life, and shall find hay and pasture, and shall feed and take care of a cow 
for my wife’s use, and my said son that takes the said plantation, shall deliver 
to my said wife every year eight bushels of wheat, and seven bushels of rye, 
on demand, and seventy-five pounds of beef, and seventy-five pounds of pork 
or bacon. 

“T also give unto my wife, to be paid by my executor, the sum of twenty 
pounds, to be paid to her every year during her life. Also, I give unto my wife 
two beds, bedsteads and bedding, and, also, I give unto my wife as much of 
my house and kitchen furniture as she shall choose to take for her use. 

“It is my will that all my remaining household goods, implements of hus- 
bandry, cattle of every kind, and other things my property, shall be appraised 
by three reputable persons, to be appointed by my executor, and such articles 
sO appraised, shall be held by my executor as his property, and the amount 
of the appraisement he shall pay into my estate at the end of three years. 

“I give unto my son, Nicholas, fifty pounds, in cash, to be paid to his 
guardian immediately after my decease, to be put to interest until he be- 
comes of age. ; a 

“I also order that my son Stephen or John, which of them that takes the 
old plantation, shall help my son Paul to build a barn, and find and provide 
a horse for my wife to ride as long as she lives. 

“It is my will that my executor shall collect in my debts and make account 
of my whole estate, and what is not already disposed of I give and bequeath 
unto all my children, sons and daughters, an equal share, which my executor 
shall pay unto each of them, or their guardians, as soon as their shares can 
be ascertained. 

“It is also my will that my wife shall have the use of as much of my garden 
as she shall want during her life. 

“And I make and appoint my son Stephen, my executor of this my last 
will and testament, but if he refuses to act, or in case of his decease, I appoint 
my son-in-law, Adam Deshler, my sole executor, with power, and it is my will 
that if my wife remains a widow, my executor may give her any sum in money 
more that I have appointed her as above, but what I have about given her 
shall be in full lieu and recompense of her dower out of my estate. 

“And I do make and publish this as my last will and testament, revoking 
and disannulling all former wills by me made. In witness thereof I have set 
my hand and seal hereunto the day and year above said.”

These, as well as many other Balliet items, are now in the Archives of 
Lehigh County Historical Society, Trout Hall, Allentown, Pennsylvania 
and the Historical Society of Pennsylvania at Philadelphia. 

PAULUS and Maria Magdalena Wotring (Vautrin) Balliet had nine 
children, Jacob, Catharine, Colonel Stephen, Susan, John, Eva, Nicholas, 
Magdalena, and Paul. Of these, Jacob, Nicholas and Paul died without 
issue. 


JACOB BALLIET 
of Paulus and Maria 


Jacob died young. Dr. L. B. Balliet states: “The oldest son, Jacob, 
died while yet a boy. The date of his birth and death-cannot be traced.” 
The records of the Egypt Reformed Church reveals information which 
throws additional light on PAULUS’ first child. In the Pennsylvania 
Archives, Series 6, Volume 6, page 9, in the birth and baptismal records 
of Rev. John Conrad Wuertz, dated October 3, 1752, is the following 
entry: 


“Palyet, Joh. Jacob, s. Paulus Pallyet and w. Maria Magdalena: b. Dec. 23, 
L750} Da eee ; sp. Jacob Meckle and Lucae Flickinger.” 


This “Jacob Meckle” was John Jacob Mickley, a neighbor and friend of 
the Balliet family both in Europe and in Whitehall. Christian and Cather- 
ine, two of Jacob Mickley’s daughters, later married Paul and John, sons 
of PAULUS Balliet. In the Indian massacre of 1763 previously men- 
tioned, two children of John Jacob Mickley were murdered. 

In all likelihood (John) Jacob Balliet was known by and called Jacob. 
In PAULUS’ will of 1777 no mention is made of his son Jacob and the 
fact that PAULUS had another son named John, born November 31, 1761, 
is presumptive evidence that (John) Jacob died prior to 1761 before the 
age of ten.

Catharine, the second child and oldest daughter of PAULUS was born 
July 28, 1752 and baptised October 3, 1752, by Rev. John Conrad 
Wuertz V.D.M. at the Egypt Reformed Church.

Dr. L. B. Balliet gives her name as Catharine, which will be retained in 
this volume, other records list her as Catharina, Maria Catharine, or 
Mary Catharine. 

She was a sponsor at a baptismal ceremony at Egypt Reformed Church 
in 1766: 

“Trachsel, Maria Barbara, dr. Nickel Trachsel and w. Catharina; b. March 1; 
bap. March 9; sp. Peter Kern and Catharina Baliet”. (see P.A., Ser 6, V.6, 
p 14) 

This “Nikel Trachsel” was John Nicolous Troxel. Magdalena, sister of 
Catharine Balliet, married Christian Troxel. In the same volume, page 
14, Catharine is listed as a sponsor for Catharina Mark on October 12, 
1766 as “Maria Catharina Baliet”. Again, on Dec. 14, the same year, 
she is listed as “Catharina Baliet” at the baptising of Christian Alleman. 
In volume 15, page 15, of the 1946 Proceedings of Lehigh County His- 
torical Society she is referred to as “Mary Catherine Balliet’. 

On November 7, 1769, Catharine Balliet married Adam Deshler, Jr., 
son of Adam and Appolonia Deshler of Whitehall Township, Lehigh 
County, Pennsylvania. Adam Sr. was one of the first settlers of Lehigh 
County. In 1742, Adam, Sr. purchased 203 acres of land, on which he 
built, in 1760, a stone dwelling called Fort Deshler. No record of his 
landing in America was found, but on April 10, 1755 he was naturalized. 

The name Deshler is of Swiss origin. It is known that Adam Str’s. two 
brothers, David and Anthony, also settled in Pennsylvania. David arrived 
in Philadelphia on August 28, 1733. It is believed that Adam Sr. and his 
brother Anthony migrated shortly thereafter. The parents of these three 
brothers were Capt. David and Maria Wuster Deshler who were married 
in 1711. Their father, Capt. David Deshler, was an aide-de-camp to 
Prince Lewis of Baden, Germany in the war of Spanish Succession. Fur- 
ther details of the Deshler family can be found in the Anniversary His- 
tory of Lehigh County, Volume 2, pages 234 to 242 and in the published 
Proceedings of the Lehigh County Historical Society. 

Adam Sr. settled on land near PAULUS Balliet about the year 1735. 
Adam and PAULUS kept the forts in that area supplied with provisions. 
Adam was an active member of the Egypt Reformed Church and is 
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buried in the graveyard there. He died in 1781, and his will probated 
September 20, 1781 bequeathed his property to his wife Appolonia and 
their children: Eva Catharine, David, Peter, Adam Jr., Juliana, Barbara 
and Catharine. Eva Catharine Deshler married Peter Burkhalter and their 
daughter Magdalena became the wife of Colonel Stephen Balliet, the son 
of PAULUS Balliet. 

The fourth child, Adam Jr., the husband of Catharine Balliet, became the 
owner of the old homestead. Adam Jr. served in the Revolutionary War in 
Captain Zerfar’s company from Whitehall. Adam Deshler Jr. was born in 
Whitehall Township on October 1, 1745 and died at the age of 45 on 
February 24, 1790. After his death, Catharine married Christian Deily on 
September 13, 1798. Catharine died January 28, 1823. 

Adam Jr. and Catharine Balliet Deshler had eight children: Mary 
Barbara, David, Mary Susanne, Magdalena, Maria Susanna, Catharine, 
Salome and Elizabeth.

He also owned extensive properties in and near Minneapolis, Minnesota.

COLONEL STEPHEN BALLIET 


of Paulus and Maria 


Colonel Stephen Balliet was born in the year 1753 in Whitehall Town- 
ship, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. Both Dr. L. Balliet and James B. Laux 
make the claim that Colonel Stephen was the fourth child and third son of 
PAULUS. The facts would seem to make this claim erroneous. Since Ja- 
cob, the oldest son was born December 23, 1750 and Catharine the second 
child, was born July 28, 1752, it would be most unlikely that a third child 
was born between the latter date and the birth of Colonel Stephen. As will 
be shown later, Nicholas, supposedly the third son, was in fact the seventh 
child born about 1768. 

Like the other children of the pioneer founders of the family there is no 
actual account of Colonel Stephen’s youth. James B. Laux gives us a 
realistic narrative of children on the frontiers, the verge of civilization in 
Colonial days. Most of the following was culled from his booklet on Colo- 
nel Stephen Balliet. Mr. Laux was writing of Colonel Stephen but his re- 
marks would apply to others of the second generation of the family. 

Colonel Stephen’s home was surrounded by immense forests, the winning 
of which into fruitful fields meant incessant toil, to which the children 
contributed their daily chores. The plantation of the frontier pioneers 
was lonely clearings in the vast solitudes of wilderness. The presence of 
wild beasts and of venomous reptiles; the roadless, pathless wilderness, 
with the ever present dread of savage Indians lurking in concealment must 
have had its effect upon the young pioneers. 

The distant Blue Mountain, with the Lehigh Water Gap and the Wind 
Gap in full view, was pictured in young Stephen’s imagination as regions 
of great peril and adventure to the brave who would dare to explore them. 
Later, as a road builder, legislator, Indian fighter, and peacemaker, he had 
much to do with the development of this section. 

The neighbors were few and far between and except for Church on 
Sundays, or during school time there was little social contact with his boy- 
hood friends. It can be assumed that in the long winter evenings his parents 
told Stephen and his brothers and sisters tales of life in the old country and 
the adventures and persecutions undergone by their Huguenot forefathers 
in France and the countries of their refuge; and accounts of the dreadful 
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religious wars that changed the fields and vineyards of France and the 
Valleys of the Rhine into slaughter pens. 

Colonel Stephen’s education like that of the other children of Whitehall, 
was gained in the log schoolhouse of the Reformed and Lutheran Church. 
His training was naturally in German as that was the language universally 
spoken and written in the so-called German settlements of Pennsylvania. 

In all probability, Stephen attended classes at the Church School at 
Egypt, where his father was an elder. His education, in spite of its primi- 
tive setting must have been liberal and thorough as is shown by the writ- 
ings from his hand that have been handed down. No doubt, Stephen 
became familiar with English at an early age. Perhaps on trips to Philadel- 
phia with his father to purchase supplies for the store and with contacts 
made with English speaking guests at the inn, he realized the necessity of 
being fluent in both German and English. As will be detailed further on, 
his accounts and official correspondence showed a familiarity with both 
languages. 

He was fortunate in having for pastors such scholarly men as Rev. Dr. 
Johann Daniel Gros and Rev. Abraham Blumer. Being a son, as well as a 
grandson of Elders of the Reformed Church, he no doubt enjoyed their 
friendship, and was encouraged and benefited by their scholarship and 
culture. Rev. Blumer and Colonel Stephen became life-long friends. Rev. 
Blumer served as Chaplain in Colonel Stephen Balliet’s battalion in 1781- 
1782 during the Revolutionary War. 

Doctor Gros was pastor of the Egypt Reformed Church from 1764 to 
1770, the formative years of ten to sixteen of Colonel Stephen Balliet. 
Later, after serving as pastor of the Reformed Church at Kingston, New 
York, he became professor of German languages at Columbia College, 
and Moral Philosophy. He was also Regent of the University of New York 
from 1784 to 1787. - 

Rey. Abraham Blumer succeeded. Dr. Gros at the Egypt Church. Rev. 
Blumer was a native of Grops, Switzerland, of distinguished ancestry, and 
highly educated; a French scholar who saw military service as chaplain of 
a Swiss regiment of the King of Sardina. In 1774, Rev. Blumer declined a 
call of the French Huguenot congregation of the Eglise du Saint Esprit of 
New York City, not withstanding the advantages such a congregation and 
society could offer him. He was a fervent patriot in the pulpit and did 
much to rally the settlers to the support of the Revolution. These friends 
and pastors most assuredly had a great influence on the future life of 
Colonel Stephen. 

Colonel Stephen Balliet married Magdalena Burkhalter (originally Bur- 
galter), daughter of Peter and Eva Catharine (nee Deshler) Burkhalter. 
Peter Burkhalter was the only son of Ulrich and Anna Barbara Burkhalter 
who landed at Philadelphia on September 28, 1733 (see Rupps “30,000 
Immigrants”, page 91) with his wife and six children. Peter was born in 
Switzerland December 2, 1731, and was only twenty-one months old 
when he came to America. 

Ulrich Burkhalter settled in Whitehall township and on February 4, 
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1743 secured 160 acres of land located near the future holdings of 
PAULUS Balliet. Ulrich was a sponsor of the baptising of Anna Barbara 
Wotring, March 22, 1739, at the Egypt Reformed Church. (PA. S.6, 
V.6, p 5) 

Peter was naturalized April 10, 1761. He came into possession of his 
father’s land and added to his holdings until he owned 474 acres. Peter 
was active in the affairs of the Egypt Reformed Church and in 1767 was 
the largest contributor of the congregation when he gave 4 pounds, 15 
shilling, 10 pence; in 1785 he gave 29 pounds to the building fund for the 
new church, at which time he was also the treasurer. Peter Burkhalter, the 
father-in-law of Colonel Stephen Balliet, was one of the first to take an 
active part in the Revolutionary War. He was commissioned Captain of 
the Whitehall Company of Associators of 100 men on May 22, 1775. 
(A.H of L. Co.Pa. V.2, p 166) On July 8, 1776 he was elected a member 
to the Constitutional Convention to formulate the first constitution of 
Pennsylvania. He served as a lieutenant-colonel in 1782, commanding 
the Sixth Battalion of Militia on the frontier. On September 14, 1776 he 
was appointed one of the commissioners of Northampton County and on 
November 5, 1776 was elected a member of the assembly; after the war 
he was again elected to the assembly for four terms, serving from 1784 to 
1788. (Additional references to Peter Burkhalter’s Revolutionary War rec- 
ord can be found in the P.A., S 5, as follows: V.1, p. 205; V. 2, pp 3, 441, 
448 and 500) Peter Burkhalter died October 22, 1805 and is buried in 
the old Egypt Churchyard. 

Besides Magdalena, Peter and Eva Catharine Burkhalter had the fol- 
lowing children: John Peter, who served as a private and ensign in the 
Revolution; Mary Barbara, born 1755; Susanna born September 1, 1771; 
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and Adam born September 16, 1775. Detailed accounts of these lines can 
be found in the Anniversary History of Lehigh County, volume 2, pages 
166 to 168 and volumes 1, 4, 7, 10, 11, 12 and 15 of the Lehigh County 
Historical Society’s Publications. 

It is apparent from the accounts and records that Colonel Stephen as- 
sumed much of the responsibility of managing the plantation, store and 
inn some years before the death of his father, PAULUS Balliet. In the 
museum of the Pennsylvania Historical Society are many records and busi- 
ness transactions of the Whitehall Inn, covering the period before and after 
the death in 1777 of PAULUS Balliet. These documents are nearly two 
hundred years old and many of them are barely legible. 

One, dated November 23, 1773, shows that an account of PAULUS 
Balliet’s was paid “by the hand of his son, Stephen” in Philadelphia in the 
amount of 78 pounds, 16 shillings, and 9 pence, to a Mr. Samuel Morris 
of that city, for a “tract of land sold him”. 

On September 10, 1780, near what is now Conyngham, Luzerne County, 
Pennsylvania, there occured the “Sugar Loaf Massacre”. Conyngham lies 
in the southern part of Luzerne County in the valley of the Sugar Loaf 
Mountain. This section is located about thirty-five miles northwest of 
Whitehall Township, the home of Colonel Stephen Balliet. 

The details of this massacre differ in the several versions handed down, 
the following is a brief summary of these accounts: 

For a week or so preceding this bloody day, there had been several at- 
tacks by the Indians on Fort Rice and the destruction of the station at 
Wortingtonville and Fort Jenkins. All the inhabitants had been removed 
to safety, except small groups who were supposed Tories—colonists who 
favored the English in the Revolutionary War. These settlers remained on 
their farms and were unmolested. It is suspected that they gave the Indi- 
ans information as to the movements of the militia and of the other set- 
tlers. 

Captain Klader of Northampton County was dispatched to quell the 
Indian uprising and to make a demonstration against these Tory settlers. 
It is apparent, from the attacks which followed, that the Indians were 
aware of Captain Klader’s orders. 

At noon on that infamous day, Captain Klader and the men of his 
company were eating and resting from their long and tiresome march. The 
Indians, secretly hidden, swooped upon the men and killed all but three 
who escaped and one other who was taken prisoner. In the words of one 
who visited the scene: “Never shall I forget the impression made on my 
mind on coming in sight of the slain bodies of my countrymen. Several 
days had elapsed since the time they had met such terrible deaths, and 
the bodies had been exposed to beasts of prey and vultures. It was a scene 
that could only be looked upon by those accustomed to the horrors of 
war.” According to tradition Captain Klader “dispatched seven of the 
savages before he finally succumbed to the enemy. The Indians in retalia- 
tion, inflicted upon him every torture that savage cruelty could devise. 
The details of their barbarities are too shocking to relate’’. 
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An invoice for glassware—cups and saucers, bowls, tumblers, mugs, etc.—by John 
Gallagher of Philadelphia on June 13, 1792, and made out to “Colonel Balliet’. 
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A page from the daily record book of the Whitehall Inn. 
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Colonel Stephen Balliet was one of the officers who organized and ac- 
companied a force of volunteers who march to the scene of the massa- 
cre to bury the dead. The following letter, from his hand, addressed to 
President Reed of Pennsylvania, is taken from the Anniversary History of 
Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, Volume 1, page 158: 


“Northampton County 
Sept. 20, 1780 
“Sir: I take the earliest opportunity to acquaint your excellency of the dis- 
tress and dangerous situation of our frontier inhabitants, and the misfortune 
happened to our volunteers stationed at the Gnaden Hutts, they having received 
intelligence that a number of disaffected persons lived near the Susquehanna 
at a place called the Scotch Valley, who have been suspected to hold up cor- 
respondence with the Indians and the Tories in the country. They set out on 
the 8th inst. for that place to see whether they might be able to find out any- 
thing of that nature, but were attacked on the 10th at noon about eight miles 
from that settlement by a large body of Indians and Tories (as one had red 
hair) supposed by some forty and by some twice that number, they totally dis- 
persed our people, twenty-two of forty-one have since come in several of whom 
are wounded. It is also reported that Lieut. John Moyer has been made a 
prisoner and made his escape from them again and returned to Wyoming. 
“On the first notice of the unfortunate event the officers of the militia have 
exerted themselves to get volunteers out of their respective divisions to go up 
and bury the dead. Their labor proved not in vain. We collected about 150 
officers and men from the Colonels Kern, Giger, and my own battalions, who 
would undergo the fatigue and danger to go there and pay that respect to 
their slaughtered brethern, due to men who fell in support of the freedom of 
their country. On the 15th we took up our line of march (want of ammuni- 
tion prevented us from going sooner). On the 17th we arrived at the place of 
action, where we found ten of the soldiers dead, scalped, stripped naked and 
in a most cruel and barbaritous manner—tomahawked, their throats cut, etc., 
whom we buried and returned without even seeing any of their black allies 
and bloody executors of British tyranny. I can’t conclude without observing 
that the Colonels Kern, of the third battalion, and Giger, of the Sixth, who is 
upwards of sixty years of age, together with all the other officers and men, 
have encountered their high and many hills and mountains with the greatest 
satisfaction and discipline imaginable, and their countenances appeared to be 
eager to engage with their tyrannical enemies who are employed by the British 
Court and equipped at their expense, as appeared by a new fuse and several 
gun barrels, etc., bent and broken in pieces with the British stamp thereon, 
found by our men. We also have great reason to believe that several of the 
Indians have been killed by our men, in particular one by Col. Kern and 
another by Captain Moyer, both of whom sent volunteers with this party. We 
viewed where they said they fired at them and found the grass and weeds 
remarkably beaten down, though they had carried them off. So I conclude with 
remaining your Excellency’s most humble servant. 
Stephen Balliet 
Lt. Col. 1st B., N.C.M.” 


In a letter written by Col. Samuel Rea to President Reed, dated Mount 
Bethel, October 24, 1780, he states: 


“Col. Balliet informs me that he had given council in relation of killed and 
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wounded he had found and buried near Nescopeck. As he was at the place 
of action his account must be as near truth as any I could procure, though 
since that Lieut. Myers, who was taken prisoner by the enemy in that un- 
happy action, has made his escape from the savages and reports that Ensign 
Scoby and one private was taken with him and that they had thirteen scalps 
along with them, that several of them were wounded and supposed some 
killed”. 


It is to be noted, that Lehigh County was not founded until 1812 so all 
records and accounts before that date refer to Northampton County from 
which in 1812 Lehigh County was later taken. 

During the administration of President John Adams, the relationship 
between France and the United States had deteriorated to such an extent 
that the Federal Government believed that war with France was unavoid- 
able. In view of the impending danger to the country, Congress took steps 
to prepare the nation for such an emergency, should it arise. Numerous 
laws and regulations were enacted into law, one of which was passed on 
July 9, 1798, providing “for the valuation of lands and dwellings and the 
enumeration of slaves within the United States”. An enabling act was 
passed on July 14, entitled “An Act to lay and collect a direct tax within 
the United States”. 

The states were divided into districts, and, for each district a commis- 
sion was appointed by the President. The commissioners would subdivide 
these districts into assessment districts and appoint one assessor and as- 
sistants as needed. Mr. Jacob Eyerly, on July 9, 1798, was named commis- 
sioner for the 5th district, which included that part of Northampton County 
which is now Lehigh County. 

These acts created discontent and opposition to the Federal authorities. 
They were denounced “as unconstitutional, unjust and oppressive, and the 
government charged with acting in a tyrannical manner’. Although the 
tax was unusual for this period in the country’s history, it was not unduly 
heavy. “A dwelling and out houses, on a lot not exceeding two acres and 
assessed between $100.00 and $500.00, was taxed at the rate of two- 
tenths of one percent”. As the value increased, the rate was increased 
proportional to one percent. In addition a tax of fifty cents was assessed on 
each slave. 

The opposition to these laws became known as “Fries Rebellion” and 
took place in Bucks and Northampton Counties in 1798-1799, and is so 
called from the name of the leader, John Fries, who was mainly instru- 
mental in creating a resistance to the Federal authorities. In Northampton 
County, the hostility of the people was such that it was nearly impossible 
to find a man to serve as assessor. In Whitehall the Balliet and Burkhalter 
families were the only ones that actively supported the government. 

Commissioner Eyerley, on discovering it was impossible to induce the 
necessary men to accept the office of assessor, “left a blank commissioner 
with Mr. Stephen Balliet, a prominent citizen of the county, with authority 
to appoint some suitable man”’. It is not clear if Colonel Stephen was able

to fill this office, but from the accounts that followed, it appeared that, 
not being able to find anyone to accept, he took the office himself. 

About January 15, 1799, Judge Henry issued subpeonas to a number 
of men accused of opposition. “The judge was attended by the commis- 
sioner and Mr. Balliet”. On January 25, warrants were given to Colonel 
Nichols, United States Marshall, to serve. The next morning the Marshall, 
Eyerley and Egerman executed the warrants and made twelve arrests. 
“They then returned to Bethlehem, where they were met by Colonel 
Balliet”. Later, the Marshall and his party made an attempt to arrest a 
Mr. Shankweiler. Shankweiler proclaimed, “he would not injure the 
marshall, but made threats against Eyerley and Balliet, toward whom he 
manifested great hostility. The crowd became much excited. They seemed 
inclined to lay violent hands upon Balliet, and one of the crowd presumed 
to pull the cockade from his hat’. After making several other arrests the 
party returned to Bethlehem where the prisoners were confined. 

The arrest and confinement of these citizens caused unusual excitement 
throughout the country and the whole affair became an event of national 
concern. Information reached the Marshall that John Fries and his friends 
were plotting to rescue the prisoners. In order to prevent such an attempt, 
the Marshall “held a consultation with Judge William Henry, Mr. Eyerley, 
the commissioner, Mr. Balliet, Joseph Horsfield, a justice of the peace at 
Bethlehem, and General Brown”. The Marshall had orders not to use 
armed force, and as the federal forces were greatly out numbered, Judge 
Henry advised them to surrender the prisoners to Fries. The marshall, 
considering the lives of the men in his party, as well as that of the prisoners 
and citizens, released the prisoners and turned them over to Fries. Thus 
the rescue was bloodless and the insurgents won. 

After the rescue of the prisoners, President Adams on March 12, 1799, 
issued a proclamation in the hopes the rebellion could be quieted down be- 
fore harsher measures were resorted to. The following are quotes from 
President Adams’ proclamation: “and certain persons in the county of 
Northampton aforesaid, have been hardy enough to perpetrate certain 
acts, which, I am advised, amount to treason, being overt acts, of levying 
war against the United States, and further I am authorized, whenever the 
laws of the United States shall be opposed . . . by combinations too power- 
ful to be suppressed by the ordinary course of judicial proceedings or by 
powers, vested in the marshall, to call for the Military force to suppress 
such combinations . . . and I have accordingly determined so to do, under 
the solemn conviction that the essential interests of the United States 
demand it.” 

The reception of the President’s proclamation in Northampton County, 
as elsewhere, almost wholly quieted the uprising and little opposition to the 
law took place after that date. The only serious disturbance after this was 
an attack on Colonel Balliet. “He was waylaid upon his return from 
Bethlehem, where he had been on business, and so severely beaten a 
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physician was brought from that place to attend him. His injuries however, 
proved not too serious, and he soon recovered”. 

John Fries, and his associates, was subsequently arrested and brought 
before the Court of the United States. “The trial of John Fries was the 
most extraordinary judicial proceedings our country ever witnessed. The 
political rancor which raged with such fierceness during the closing scenes 
of the administration of Mr. John Adams, was carried upon the bench 
and into the jury box . . .” John Fries was charged and convicted of 
treason, and the court awarded, “that you be hanged by the neck until 
dead; and I pray God Almighty to be merciful to your soul”. 

The case was appealed and the second trial commenced on April 29, 
1800, Judge Samuel Chase presiding. Judge Chase was an associate justice 
of the U. S. Supreme Court and was one of the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. The charge of treason and the death penalty were up- 
held in the second trial, but the defendants were pardoned by President 
John Adams and on May 21, 1800 a general amnesty was issued. It is 
noteworthy to mention that one of the jurors to serve in the second trial 
was John Balliet, brother of Colonel Stephen Balliet. This is certainly to 
be considered most unusual in view of the active part Colonel Stephen had 
in this affair. 

Up to the time of the Revolutionary War, the governing body of Colo- 
nial Pennsylvania was the “Provincial Council of Pennsylvania’. In 1776, 
when Pennsylvania joined the other colonies in the war with England, a 
new state government was organized. A convention consisting of eight 
members from each county, elected by the people, met on July 15, 1776. 
A new constitution for the state was drawn and signed September 28, 
1776. The state continued under its government until 1790, when a new 
constitution was adopted. One of the eight men chosen to represent 
Northampton County at the 1776 convention, was Peter Burkhalter of 
Whitehall, father-in-law of Colonel Stephen Balliet. Under the constitu- 
tion of 1776, the chief authority of the state was vested in the Supreme 
Executive Council, which consisted of twelve members, one of whom was 
President of the Council. 

From the official minutes of the Supreme Executive Council, as pub- 
lished in the Pennsylvania Archives, further activities of Colonel Stephen 
Balliet can be traced. No attempt will be made to list each and every 
reference, but only those that will tend to illustrate his diversified ability 
and accomplishments. 

“On January 31, 1777, to pay Capt. Stephen Balliet £422, being so 
much not carried out in acco’t for expences apprehending disaffected 
persons in Northampton County . . .” This payment was for expenses in- 
curred in taking into custody persons disloyal to the newly formed gov- 
ernment. (C.R., V.11, p 109) 

Under an act, entitled: “An act for the attainer of divers Traitors, if 
they render not themselves by a certain day, and for vesting their Estates 
in this Common-Wealth, and for effectually discovering the same, and for 
ascertaining and satisfying the lawful debts and claims’, Colonel Stephen 
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Balliott was appointed an agent for Forfeited Estates. (C.R., v.11, p. 
504) 

As an agent it was his duty to inventory, appraise, and offer for sale 
the property, personal or real, of any man whose loyalty was not with the 
United States. The agent also had the power to petition the board for 
any other action concerning the property in question. One such instance 
is recorded in the Pennsylvania Archives, 6th Series, volume 13, page 
225, as follows: 


“Estate of John Speering 
Northampton County April 3d, 1782 


“Honble. Gentr. 

“Mr. Henry Speering will lay a Petition Before your Honourable Board, 
Praying that the Estate forfeited by his father John Speering might be tested 
in him and his Brother and Sister and c. 

“Considereing the good Character of the family left, and the great Mach- 
ment to our Cause (one Brother Having lost his life in Defence thereof and 
Two others Having Since Joined the Pennsyla. line) makes me take the 
liberty to beg your Honours would be Pleased to take notice of the Poor 
Distressed family and if Posible cause the Small Estate Consisting of a house 
and lot in Easton to be vested in the sd. children. 

“The facts set for in the said Petition are Certefyed by a Number of the 
first Gentn. in this Country and agree with Every Information I Could obtain, 
I Remain with all due Respect Honourable gentr, 

Your Very Humble Servt. 
Stephen Balliet 
One of the Agents & c.” 


In the same volume, page 223, is listed the inventory of the estate of 
one Joseph Romig, which is quoted in part as follows: 


| “Northampton August 7th, 1778 
“Appraisement of the goods, chattels, and c. late the property of Joseph 
Romig confiscated and saized by Colo. Stephen Balliet and Jacob Miller Esqrs. 
agents for the county of Northampton-vizt.

Yost Wall Informed i. that Abraham Cyder 
Said that Mathius Gangwere Toult (told) him that the menonists & other in- 
habitance of Upper Sacona had Choosen Proper Military officers, & That they 
had Inlisted five men for the British Services. That John Gessenger carried 
Dispatches for those Disafected to the Enemy, that P. Gangwere was con- 
ceaved with those, but now would Discover that Adam Romig said to Gang- 
were he now should have no Share of the Rebel Plantations. 
As witness my hand 
Stephan Balliet” 

(The original of this document is in the possession of Francis Balliet 

of Allentown, Pennsylvania.) x 

This Adam Romig was probably a son of the Joseph Romig, whose 
estate was appraised, as given above, by Colonel Stephen Balliet. 

After the properties were inventoried, they were sold, usually at auction 
and the agents would periodically submit a detail accounting for monies 
received and the expenses involved in disposing of the property. One such 
account of Colonel Stephen Balliet, ending June 1, 1780, totaled 37,129 
pounds, 2 pence. Another entry details the remuneration received by 
Colonel Stephen: (P.A., 6th S., V. 13, p.229) 

“By an allowance made him by Council for his trouble discovering 

Forfeited Estates, attending Surveys & c & c, 
By Commissions on 834 14 8 amount sales, 
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These records point up the fact that the Agents for Forfeited Estates 
were men well versed in business affairs and values of the time, as well 
as having considerable ability as detectives, auctioneers, surveyors, real- 
tors, accountants, and were men of compassion in disposing of the seized 
properties, as is exemplified in Colonel Stephen’s petition in behalf of the 
family of John Speering mentioned previously. 

During the Revolutionary War, Colonel Stephen Balliet, supplied the 
militia with material. On March 20, 1782 he was granted a contract: 
(sce-G. RW>V.. 13;p 215) 


“Henry Epple (brother-in-law of Colonel Stephen, husband of his wife’s 
sister Barbara), on the part and behalf of Colonel Stephen Balliet (Balliot), 
attend in Council, and agreed to supply the Ranging Company stationed in 
the county of Northampton, and such of the militia as shall be called into 
service from time to time for the defence of the frontiers within the said county, 
at ten pence half per ration, to be issued by him to the said company and 
militia, wherever they may be within said county free from expenses to the 
state. The certificates of delivery to be counter signed by the Lieutenant of 
said county, and payment to be made monthly, in specie. 

“The ration to consist of: 

“one pound of bread, one pound of beef, or %4 Ib. of pork; one jill of 
whiskey per day; and one quart of salt and two quarts of vinegar, to 
every hundred rations. 

“Eight pounds of soap and three pounds of candles, to every seven 
hundred rations.” 


For the months of March and April of 1782, Colonel Stephen received 
the sum of two hundred and thirty-two pounds four shilling and six 
pence for rations supplied. (C.R., V 13, p 290) On June 26 he was 
paid “£396 17s 14%2D for rations” and on September 28, 1782 he re- 
ceived “£18 for forty pair of shoes furnished Captain Shorawder’s com- 
pany”: . 

On March 17, 1783 “two orders were drawn on the Treasurer in favor 
of Colonel Stephen Balliott (Balliet), one for £183 1s 10D and the 
other for £521 16s 112D for rations furnished . . .” This appears to 
be the last transaction of Colonel Stephen under the contract with the 
state. In a letter dated January 23, 1783, written by Robert Levers to 
President Dickerson of the Supreme Executive Council, it is stated: “Col. 
Stephen Balliet, on the twentieth of December last, by writing, declined 
for the future furnishing the militia and Rangers any longer with provi- 
sions” (P.A., Ist S., V.9, p 744). 

The 1776 Constitution of Pennsylvania provided the State: “shall be 
governed by an Assembly of the Representatives (anicameral), and a 
President and Council;” The Supreme Executive Power shall be vested 
in a President and Council”. As no provision was made for a governor, 
The Supreme Executive Council, which consisted of twelve members 
“chosen for three years and no longer”, functioned as a body much as the 
office of governor in other states. “Every Member of Council shall be a 
Justice of the Peace for the whole Commonwealth . . .” Among others, 
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the Council was vested with the power to: “appoint Judges, Naval Offi- 
cers, Judge of the Admiralty, Attorney General, and all other offices, 
except such as are chosen by the General Assembly, or the People;” and 
“shall supply every Vacancy in any office occasioned by Death . . . etc.” 
and “they shall have power to grant Pardons and Remit Fines . . .” and 
“they are also to take Care that the Laws be faithfully executed”. “They 
may also lay Embargoes or prohibit the Exportation of any Commodity;” 
and they are “to prepare such Business as may appear to them necessary 
to lay before the General Assembly.” As mentioned before, Peter Burk- 
halter, father-in-law of Colonel Stephen, was a delegate and a signer of 
their first Constitution of Pennsylvania at Philadelphia on September 28, 
1776. 

On October 20, 1783, Colonel Stephen Balliet (Balliot) was elected to 
the Supreme Executive Council (C.R. of Pa., V.13, p. 721) and served 
until October 20, 1786. He took the oath of office November 3, 1783; 
“Mr. Balliot, of Northampton County, attending in Council, took the oaths 
of qualification for a seat at this Board”. Benjamin Franklin was President 
of The Supreme Executive Council during the last year of Colonel Step- 
hen’s term. 

A few quotes from the minutes of the Council will illustrate their varied 
proceedings and authority:” ... and paid for sweeping the chimney’, “a 
warrant was issued for the execution of Elizabeth Wilson, on Wednesday 
the seventh day December next, on conviction of her having murdered 
two female bastard children.” “That the sale of the ruins at Fort Pitt, 
. . . be postponed until further order of council;” and “. . . we have ap- 
pointed . . . Commissioners to hold a treaty with the Indians claiming the 
unpurchased territory, . . . for the purpose of purchasing the same”. 

From the Pennsylvania Colonial Records, Volumes 13, 14 and 15,— 
which cover the proceedings of the Council during the time Colonel 
Stephen was a member of this body, the following excerpts are taken: 


“Dec. 4, 1783, A return of Justices for the town of Northampton, and 
county of Northampton, was read and Peter Rhoads, Esquire, was commis- 
sioned.” 

“To his Excellency the President and the Honourable the Supreme Execu- 
tive Council of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania: 

“Gentlemen:-I am duly affected by the welcome reception I have met with 
on my return to this city, and accept with unusual pleasure your obliging 
congratulations. But I feel myself particularly indebted to you gentlemen, for 
that delicate sensibility which hath spared my feelings, and by suppressing your 
sentiments of my conduct, placed it in but too fair a point of light. 

“It is from a heart overflowing with gratitude for your past assistance and 
present politeness, that I receprocate all your benevolent wishes. 

“While my farewell blessing thus attends you, permit me to give this last 
public testimony of the great respect and esteem with which I have the honor 
to be, gentlemen, your obedient, humble servant, 

George Washington 
Philadelphia, tenth of December 1783” 


This letter was in reply to, “A draft of an address to his Excellency 
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General Washington was laid before the Board; which being read, was 
MPLCCO {Om ne 


“December 17, 1783, An order was drawn on the Treasurer in favor of 
John Solomon Miller, for three hundred pounds specie, being the reward al- 
lowed . . . for apprehending and securing Mablin Doan.” 

“Jan. 3rd. 1784, . . . and the other in favor of the Honorable Stephen 
Balliot, Esquire, for 846 100 species in full of his account for attendance at 
this Board ‘till the first instant.” 

“January 14th, 1784, The accounts of Stephen Balliot, Esquire, for pro- 
visions furnished for the use of the public, were reported upon by the comp- 
troller General and approved.” 


From a message, dated January 21, 1784, addressed to the General 
Assembly, the Council made in part, the following recommendation: 


“Goods damaged or saved out of wrecked vessels, are by law to be sold 
under our direction. This power might, in our opinion with more propriety, 
be annexed to the Admirality jurisdiction.” 

“You will approve, we are persuaded, our earnest desire that the citizens 
of this State may be prohibited from being in any manner concerned in the 
slave trade:” 

“Punishments should be so proportion to crimes as very rarely to render a 
pardon proper. They should, therefore, in several instances, be less severe, 
and particularly some of those to be inflicted upon women.” 


On January 22, 1782, the Council issued “A Proclamation” concerning 
the peace treaty with Great Britain. This is a document of some six pages, 
divided into ten parts or articles, from which, the following is taken: 


“Article 1st, His Britannic Magesty acknowledges the said United States 
vizt: (the thirteen states listed), to be free, sovereign, and independent 
Statesi .-. 

“Article 2nd. And that all disputes which might arise in future on the 
subject, it is hereby agreed and declared, that the following are and shall be 
their boundaries... 

“Article 3rd. It is agreed that the people of the United States shall continue 
to enjoy unmolested the right to take fish of every kind on the Grand Bank, 
and on all other Banks of Newfoundland; etc... . 

“Article 4th. It is agreed that the creditors on either side shall meet with 
no lawful impediment to the recovery of full value in starting...

“March 15, 1784. Ordered, that the State Treasurer be requested to furnish 
council with a list of names of purchasers of city lots who have not com- 
pleted their payments...” 

“March 22, 1784 Ordered, that the Secretary inform Griffith Owen that 
he is now discharged from any further care of said clock (the State House 
clock), and that he deliver up the key of the same to the Door-keeper of the 
Board.” 

“April 3rd, 1784. Passes to Germany were granted to George Reage . . . of 
the county of Northampton, with permission to return.” 

“June 7th, 1784. Stephen Balliott, Esquire, attended the Honorable Vice 
President as a member of the Board of Property.” 
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“Sept. 8th, 1784 A petition from Benjamin Norris, convicted of keeping a 
tipling house in the county of Philadelphia, was read and rejected”. 

“October 30, 1784. Upon the petition of Thomas Knight, convicted of 
horse stealing . . . it was ordered, that the cutting off his ears, which is a part 
of the punishment to which he was sentenced by the court, be remitted.” 

“October 19, 1785. On motion of Mr. Balliet, Thomas Hartman, Esquire, 
was appointed a Justice of the Court of Common Pleas for the county of 
Northampton.” 

“February 10th, 1786. On motion of Mr. Balliet, it was; ‘ordered, a peti- 
tion from a number of persons of the African race, praying that they be per- 
mitted to enclose a part of the lott in this city (Philadelphia) commonly called 
Negroes burial ground, for the purpose of burying their dead exclusively, was 
read and referred to the Surveyor General.’ ” 


Whether the petition was granted is unknown. Apparently, the mixing 
of the races was a problem then as it is now. From the words ‘their dead 
exclusively’ the colored people, or at least the group that filed this petition, 
desired to keep their departed separate. 


“May 19, 1786. Stephen Balliet, Esquire, was appointed a Commissioner 
‘to view, survey and lay out a State highway, from Lehigh Water Gap in the 
county of Northamption, in as direct and straight a manner as the circum- 
stances of the county and the situation of the ground will admit, to Wyoming, 
a county of Northumberland, which highway, throughout the whole length of 
the same, is to be of the breadth of sixty feet.’ ” 


A draft was drawn for fifty pounds in favor of Colonel Stephen, 


‘toward defraying the expenses of laying out the above mentioned road’. 


A copy of his survey will be given further on. 


“September 2nd, 1786. ‘Ordered, That the Natives of China and India, 
now in this city, who have been for some months past supported at the ex- 
pense of this State, be now removed to:the State of Maryland, in which they 
were originally brought... .’” 


- 


This could well have been the forerunner of our Foreign Aid Program. 
These gentlemen of the Council in 1786 seemingly had no intention of 
making it a permanent policy of their government. 


“September 8th, 1786. A petition from a number of persons styling them- 
selves “late settlers of Wyoming, under legal titles from Pennsylvania, but 
now expelled from their possessions by person claiming under Connecticut.” 


The petition refers to a large section of Pennsylvania which was claimed 
by both states. The land was granted or sold to settlers by Pennsylvania 
and Connecticut resulting in bitter anger between the settlers and their 
respective States. 


“October 2nd, 1786. Ordered, Mr. Boyd, Mr. Hoge, Mr. Balliet and Mr. 
Brown, were appointed a committee to superintend the drawing of the lottery 
for donation lands, agreeable to the directions of the act of Assemble passed 
the twenty-fourth day of March 1785”. 


This was the last meeting of the Supreme Executive Council which 
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Colonel Stephen attended. On October 23, 1786, Robert Trail took the 
oath of office as the representative from Northampton County. 

In subsequent minutes, Colonel Stephen Balliet is mentioned in con- 
nection with various matters: a few such notations follow: 


“October 25, 1786. An order was drawn upon the Treasurer in favor of 
Stephen Balliet, Esquire, for sixty pounds twelve shillings, in full for his 
account for militia services in Northampton County in 1782”. 

“December 18, 1787. An order was drawn upon the Treasurer in favor of 
Stephen Balliet, Esquire, for fifteen pounds ten shillings, balance due in full 
of his account for his services as a Commissioner for acertaining and settling 
the claims of Connecticut people seated at and near Wyoming.” 

“May 14, 1788. Resolved, that Stephen Balliet, Esquire, and Major William 
Armstrong, be appointed Commissioners to repair to the county of Luzerne, 
to view and examine the lands before described, and make report to council, 
agreeably to the purport of the said resolution of Assembly, and that each 
of the said Commissioners be allowed the sum of seventeen shillings and six 
pence, for every day they are employed in said business. . .” 


On June 12, 1788 the council advanced Colonel Stephen Balliet and 
Major William Armstrong fifty-six pounds, “to enable them to enter upon 
the business of their appointment as Commissioners to repair Luzerne 
County .. .” On March 11, 1789 Colonel Stephen Balliet and Major 
Armstrong received, “one hundred and seventy-three pounds five shillings 
and four pence for their services and expenses as Commissioners . . .” 

Colonel Stephen wrote the following letter to President Moore in re- 
gards to the necessity of being assured the troops would be well supplied 
with salt: (P.A., Ist S., V.9, p 649) 


“Whitehall, October 12, 1782 
“Hond. Gent. 

I have forwarded your Dispatches to Capt. Shrawder’s quarters on Satur- 
day night after I left Town, but Capt. Shrawder Took up his march from 
Gnaden Huts (Fort Allen) on Saturday Morning, into the woods for Suns- 
burry, and have not heard of him since. The Militia are Partly all gone home 
if I am well Informed. If any Troops are to be Stationed in this County This 
winter and Next Campaign I would Recomend to Council, to Advertise for 
Contractors to come in Some Time in Novbr. next so that they might lay in 
some Salt Provisions with out which Soldiers must suffer. 

I am Hond. Gentn. 
Your Humble Servt. 
STEPHEN BALLIET 

“Directed, His Excellency the President & The Honbl. the Executive Council, 

Philadelphia.” 


The supplying of salt to the troops and to the civilians was of such 
importance the Council appointed “The Commissioners For Salt”. Nu- 
merous letters and reports of this commission are recorded. An excerpt 
from one dated November 5, 1779 complains of the lack of funds to pur- 
chase the needed supply; “We are somewhat afraid a stop may happen 
to be put to the necessary supplies of Salt for want of money, at least it 
will render a performance of Duty exceeding dissagreeable”’. 
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In 1777, as the British approached Philadelphia, the headquarters of 
the government was moved to Lancaster, Pennsylvania. General Washing- 
ton had ordered the army supplies and equipment moved to the Lehigh 
Valley where he intended to set up winter quarters. This plan was later 
changed and Valley Forge was selected. The Liberty Bell was “secreted in 
a load of hay as part of the baggage train of the army”. According to 
tradition Colonel Stephen assisted in the planning and accompanied the 
wagon train that brought the Liberty Bell to Allentown where it was 
buried beneath the floor of Zion Reformed Church. Another tradition has 
it that John Jacob Mickley was in charge of the wagon that actually car- 
ried the Liberty Bell. This John Jacob Mickley was the father-in-law of 
John Balliet, brother of Colonel Stephen. This incident was carried out in 
great secrecy, and there is little direct evidence of the operation. It is quite 
probable that both Colonel Stephen and John Mickley had a part in 
moving the Liberty Bell to safety. (For a detailed account of this affair, 
see “The Liberty Bell in Allentown”, John Baer Stoudt, D.D., Allentown 
Pennsylvania, 1927) 

Colonel Stephen commanded a company at the Battle of Brandywine, 
September, 1777 and at the Battle of Germantown, October, 1777. From 
sources as indicated, the following in part, is a listing of Colonel Stephen’s 
Revolutionary War record: 


“Camp in Towamensing township, October 13, 1777 Lieut. Col. Balliet’s 
battalion consisting of about 150 rank and file, were yesterday discharged” 
CRSA. these 3V. si 39 


Under the heading “Return of Militia” dated at “Camp White Marsh, 
Philad. County. November 24th, 1777”, “Class 1, Northampton County, 
Lt. Coll. Stephen Ballot, had 25 Sergeants, 6 Drummers, 6 Fifers, 179 Fit 
of Duty, 1 sick present, 10 sick absent, 17 Deserted’. (P.A. Sth S., V. 5, 
p 38) | 
He is listed as Colonel Ballot of Northampton County under date of 
sseplte Oth li] gi ( PacAM th Sosy aoep 295} 


“Northampton County Lieutenants.” 

“Officers in Service 1776-78”, under “Lieutenant Colonels”, Stephen Bal- 
liett, December, 1776 (P.A., 5th S., V. 8, p 14) 

“First Battalion Northampton County Militia” “A Gene’l Return of the 
Ist Battalion of Northampt’n County Militia Command’d by Steph’n Balliet, 
Esq’r. Lieut’t Coll. 1st. Nov. 1781—1st Jan’y 1782

This is followed by a list of men in the eight companies under his com- 
mand, including “John Balliet, private 6th class”, brother of Colonel 
Stephen, listed in the “4th Comp’y. Capt. George Drive’. (P.A. 5th S., V. 
8, pp 48-62) 

On page 66, ibid, this entry is found: “A muster roll of Cap’t John 
Jacoby Militia Company in the Second Class of the First Battalion North- 
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ampton County under the Command of L’t. Co’l Nicholas Karn in the 
service of the United States on the Frontiers of said county for two 
months service said called to turn out and meet together at the House of 
Co’l Stophon Balliott on the twinty second day of April 1782”. 

In “A general muster Roll of the Second Battalion of Northampton 
County Militia May 14, 1778” he is listed as “Lieut. Col Stephen Bolliet” 
under Colonel George Breing. (P.A. 5th S., V. 5, page 103) The next two 
items are found, ibid, pages 117 and 118: 


“This is to Certify that George Fichter was Inlisted to serve two months in 
Capt Geo Knoppenburger’s Company the 2d B.N.C. for which he is to 
Receive Thirty Pounds Bounty & Rations & pay what a Continental Soldier 
is Entitled to, but halfe of his Bounty shall not be payd untill his Capt. or 
some of his officers Certifies that he has sarved the full Space of two months 
which I then Promise to pay to said Geo. fichter on his order, Inlisted this 
4th Day of agust. 1778

“At a meeting of the Standing Committee according to Adjournment, at 
Easton, the 5th day of September 1776 . . . The following officers of the 


Militia were recommended .. . of the 2d Battalion, Capt. Christian Fisher 
& Stephen Balliet (ibid, page 535)” 


P.A. 5th S., V. 8, p 37 


“Col. Steven Balleirt” and on the same page his name is entered “Colonel 
Steven Balleat”. 


P.A. 5th S., V. 8, p 297—“Stephen Balliet, Lt. Col” of “Col’. Kerns 
Battalion’. 


In a muster roll of Capt. John Wagoner’s Company “. . . under the 
command of Colonel Steph Balliat”, date “Sepr. 20, 1781, per order of 
Col. Robert Levers”.

In May 1780 he was appointed “Lieut. Coll. Stephen Ballioet, 1st 
Battalion, Pennsylvania, Northampton County”. (ibid page 564) 

In a List of members of Captain Henry Reitz’s company Upper Mil- 
ford Township, Northampton County, dated July 22, 1781, his name is 
entered “the Eight class of Col. Balliott’s Battalion .. .” (ibid page 590) 

Although the Declaration of Independence was signed on July 4, 1776, 
it was twelve years before the original thirteen states adopted the Federal 
Constitution and thusly bound themselves together as the United States. 
The final draft of the Constitution was approved on September 17, 1787. 
The first part of their task completed, the framers were faced with almost 
impossible tasks of securing the ratification of the thirteen states needed to 
transform the independent states into one Union. The Continental Con- 
gress recommended that it be submitted to conventions elected by the 
people of each State for ratification or rejection. 

Pennsylvania became the second state to ratify the Federal Constitution 
on December 12, 1787, a few days after Delaware on.December 7, 1787. 
On June 21, 1788, New Hampshire became the ninth state; Rhode Island 
did not come into the Union until May 29, 1790. 

Colonel Stephen Balliet was one of the members of the Pennsylvania 
Convention which ratified the Federal Constitution by a vote of 43 to 23. 
From the Pennsylvania Archives, First Series, Volume 12, page 82, the 
following is taken: 


“Ratification of Constitution of United States, 1787. The following is 
written and signed immediately after a copy of the Constitution of the 
United States adopted by convention 17th Sept. 1787. It is written and 
signed on parchment. 

“In the name of the People of Pennsylvania: “Be it known UNTO 
ALL MEN, that WE, the Delegates of the People of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, in general Convention assembled, Have assented to and 
ratifyed, and by these present Do in the Name, and by the authority of 
the same People, and for ourselves, assent to, and ratify the foregoing 
Constitution for the United States of America. Done in Convention 
at Philadelphia, the twelfth day of December, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand seven hundred and eighty-seven, and of the Independence 
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of the United States of America, the twelfth. In witness whereof, we 
have hereunto subscribed our names:

The four Northampton County delegates were: Colonel Stephen Balliet, 
John Arndt, Joseph Horsefield and David Deshler. 

Beside the name of Stephen Balliet, there are others in this list that are 
familiar in the family genealogy—Deshler, Arndt, Bull, Rush and Hunn. 
Whether members of our family are descendants of these has not been 
verified. 

In 1787 Colonel Stephen forwarded a survey of the Lehigh River to 
President Benjamin Franklin. The ensuing is copied from the Pennsylvania 
Archives, 1st Series, Volume 11, page 131: 


“Observations on the Lehigh River, the advantages which would result to 
the City of Philad., the counties of Northumberland, Luzerne, Northhamp. & 
from the Navigation thereof, & Roads to the Susquehannah. 

Soir; 

The River Lehigh discharges itself into the Delaware at Easton, & is by 
Nature Navigable for Boats of upwards of Twelve Tuns Burden in Halfe 
Freshes some distance above Northampton Town about Twenty odd miles 
from Easton, and Rafts of about Nine hundred Feet of Lumber come down 
from the Saw mills Near the Broad mountain, between Forty & Fifty miles 
from the Delaware along the course of the River. I suppose the distance 
from the Delaware to the mouth of the Quakake along the Course of the 
Lehigh to be about Sixty miles. This is at the edge of the Great pine Swamp 
where the State Highway laid out from the Gap of the mountain to Wyoming 
Crosses this River, about Eighty four miles from the city, Twenty-five from 
Wyoming & about Twenty from the Nescopeck Falls of the Susquehanah, 
Where a good Road may be made with very small expence considering the 
great advantage of Bringing the Produce from the Heads of the East & West 
Branches of the Susquehanah to this City with Twenty miles Land Carriage 
only. 

“A sum of about Two Thousand Eight Hundred Pounds would be sufficient 
to Clear the Lehigh of every obstruction so as to make the Navigation safe 
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for Boats and Rafts near Two Thirds of the Season. The sum of money Now 
appropriated towards making the Road of Wyoming, would make a good 
Wagon Road to the Gap of Quakake Hill & a Slay Road from thence to 
Wyoming. I suspose That Two Hundred or Two Hundred & Fifty pounds 
would make a very Good Road from the Quakake Hill to Nescopeck falls, 
which would be the Carrying Place for Both Branches of the Susquehanah. 
If the Navigation of the Lehigh & the Roads to the Susquehanah were thus 
Improved I should be Warranted to say that the Produce even from the west 
Branch of the Susquehanah might be Bro’t to Philad. 25 per cent Cheaper 
than by any other route. 

“Consequently the Farmers would find it their advantage to bring Their 
Produce to this City in preference to Baltimore or any other Market What- 
soever, & keep up that intercourse between the Farmers of Pennsylvania & 
the Merchants of Philada; which is so esential To a Trading Country like 
ours. 

“Much might be said on the advantages Farming with Oxen instead of 
Horses, which change only can be effected by Improved Inland Navigation. 
If the State would lay out a sum of Three or Four Thousand Pounds per 
anm. which would be a Tax of about a Shilling on each Taxable Inhabitant, 
in a few years the Delaware, Lehigh & Schuylkill Rivers & the Road to the 
westward might be Improved in such a manner That the produce from the 
most Remotest parts of the state might be brought to this market with the 
greatest ease and much less expence than the present mode. 

“I have made the above observation from my own Knowledge & Ex- 
perience of the Facts stated & should not hesitate one moment to enter into 
Contract to Clear the River Lehigh & make the Road before mentioned for 
the Estimated sums.

In 1753, the Susquehanna Company was organized in Connecticut for 
the purpose of settling the Wyoming Valley located in what is now the 
northern part of Pennsylvania. Both Connecticut and Pennsylvania 
claimed this territory and both sold the land to settlers from their respec- 
tive state. The hostility that developed became known as the “Pennite and 
Yankee War” and resulted in many conflicts between the Militia of the two 
states and between the settlers who in many instances claimed the same 
land. 

After much bloodshed on both sides and many legal suits, Luzerne 
County, in 1786, was formed as part of Pennsylvania. The feeling was 
still tense among the settlers and to alleviate and settle their differences 
the Supreme Executive Council of Pennsylvania appointed a number of 


committees over a period of time in an attempt to find an equitable solu- 
tion to this affair. 
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The ensuing records and letters illustrate the part Colonel Stephen had 
in the peaceful settlement of this conflict: 
“V.P. Biddle to Stephen Balliet, 1787

If you should not have set off for Wilkesberry before you receive this, 
Council request you will proceed with Mr. Evans . . . the situation of affairs

“Gentlemen, 

“Notwithstanding, Government are taking every measure in their power to 
satisfy the people of Luzerne, we are informed some wicked persons are 
endeavouring to deceive the people and prevent the execution of the Law. 
Understanding that John Franklin is at the head of this opposition, we have 
thought it necessary to send a warrant to apprehend him. If you are of 
opinion it will tend to preserve the peace of the county, You can have it 
executed during the sitting of the Court, however, we leave you to judge of 
the time it should be executed, or if you think it advisable you may have 
it suppressed. 

“You may assure the people of the county, that every encouragement will 
be given to the Peacable Citizen, and that those who may occasion any 
disturbance in the settlement shall be prosecuted with the utmost rigour of the 
Law.

On October 25, 1795, Colonel Stephen was appointed by the Federal 
Government as Revenue Collector for the Second District of Pennsylvania.

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It has not been ascertained how long he served in this office. The 
accompanying receipt for $2,120.00 shows he was still fulfilling the 
duties as Collector of Revenue as late as May 15, 1801 


After the Revolutionary War Colonel Stephen served in the General 
Assembly of Pennsylvania, being elected for two one year terms; first on 
October 14, 1788 and again on October 13, 1789. In 1790 Pennsylvania 
adopted a new Constitution and it can be assumed that he, as a legislator, 
played an active part in its formation. 

In the Colonial Records, volume 14, page 139, under date of June 7, 
1784, is found, “Stephen Balliott, Esquire, attended the Honorable Vice 
President as a member of the Board of Property”’. 

From the Minutes of Board of Property (P.A., 3rd S., V. 1, p 469) 
the following is cited: 


“At a Meeting in the Council Chamber the 11th August 1785 

present 

His Excellency John Dickinson Esq’r., President. 

The Honorable Stephen Balliott, Esq’r. 

Mr. Lukens. Mr. Johnston. Mr. Kennedy. 

“Alexander Wilson applied for a Warrant to accept the Resurvey made by 
Henry Reem by direction of the Surveyor General of a Tract of Land formerly 
granted to Henry Wolfhill by Patent. dated 6 June 1753 for 152 Acres, but 
by the Resurvey is found to contain 181 Acres, several of the lines being 
much longer than called in the Patent. Ordered that a Warrant for the ac- 
ceptance of the said Resurvey and of the division of the several parts 
thereof, And that on their paying for the over-plus at the same rate the 
other Lands was paid for, Patents issued to the respective owners of the 
said Tracts.” 


After the Revolutionary War, as a reward for the services of the sol- 
diers, the Pennsylvania Assembly passed an act entitling them to a fixed 
acreage, according to rank, to be distributed to the claimants by lottery. 
The amount of land ranged from two hundred acres for a Private to two 
thousand acres for a Major General. It was further provided that all such 
land would be exempt from taxation during the soldier’s lifetime. As both 
the States and Federal Governments were short on money and long on 
land, this proved to be the only feasible method of rewarding the patriots 
of the Revolutionary War. 

To a committee of six to “supreintend the Lottery for Donation Lands”, 
Colonel Stephen Balliet and five other gentlemen were appointed on 
August 31, 1786. In a list of “Soldiers Entitled to Donation Lands” which 
contains about 3,000 names, no member of the Balliet family was found. 
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As this listing admittedly is incomplete, it is not certain if any member of 
the family received any land under this Act. 

In addition to the land bequeathed to him by his father, PAULUS, 
Colonel Stephen acquired other properties. No particular search was 
made to discover the location or the amount of land he possessed, which 
must have been considerable. In Colonel Stephen’s will it states “all my 
real estate in the counties of Northampton, Wayne, and Pike... .” 

In the Pennsylvania Archives, 3rd Series, Volume 26, pages as indi- 
cated, the following entries are listed for a total of 1060 acres of land: 


“Warrantees of Land, County of Northampton 


acres date of survey 
“Balliot, Stephen WA May 2, 1775 pad 
“Balliott, Stephen, Esq. 7h July 12, 1784 p 36 
“Balliott, Stephen, Jr. 400 Nov. 23, 1784 p 36 
“Stephen Balliott 400 May 18, 1785 Dao 
“Stephen Balliot, (in trust) 60 May 18, 1786”  p 38 


The third and last items, presumably were warrants in behalf of Stephen 
Jr., born 1781, minor son of Colonel Stephen. All these warrants were for 
state lands and do not represent any properties he may have purchased 
from individuals. As a Colonel in the Revolutionary War he was entitled 
to receive 1000 acres of “Donation Land” from the State. It is not known 
if he laid claim for this acreage. 

Under the heading “Federal Tax, County of Northampton—1785, 
Whitehall Township” is found these entries: 


“Balliet, Stephen, 262 acres, Tax, 1 pound 11 shilling’. (P.A., 3rd S., V. 
19) p..125) 


Under the same heading dated 1786, on page 219, is listed: 
“Balliet, Stephen, tavern, 262 acres, Tax 1 pound, 11 schillings, 9 pence”. 


Then in 1788, he paid a Federal Tax of 3 shilling on 1 horse & 1 cow. 
(ibid, page 316) 

In 1781, his name appears on the assessment list for North Whitehall 
Township (A.H.L.Co., V. 1, p. 843) 

Apparently only a few of the early tax records have survived. The 
above were the only ones located in regard to Colonel Stephen between 
the years 1765-1791. 

The following, taken from the first and second U. S. Census of 1790 
and 1800, lists only the name of the “Head of the House” and all others 
by age groups of males and females. Besides Colonel Stephen’s wife, 
Magdalena; his two sons, Stephen II and Joseph; and his mother, the 
others listed possibly include his brother Paul and perhaps several nieces 
and nephews as well as any hired hands or servants he might have had. 
1790 Northampton Co., Whitehall Township 


“Stephen Balliot: two males over 16, three males under 16, and four 
females” 
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1800 Northampton Co., Whitehall Township 


“Stephen Balliet, Esq.: Males: one under 10, one 10 to 16, three 16 to 26, 
one 26 to 45, and one over 45; Females: one under 10, two 16 to 26, one 
26 to 45, and one over 45.” 


WILL OF COLONEL STEPHEN BALLIET 

“In the name of God, Amen, I Stephen Balliet of Whitehall Township in 
the County of Lehigh & Commenwealth of Pennsylvania. Gentlemen (being 
at present in good health and of sound mind & memory) Do make and 
publish this my last Will & Testament in manner following, that is to say— 

“First, It is my Will and I do order that all my just debts & funeral ex- 
penses be duly paid & satisfied as soon as conveniently can be after by 
descease. 

“Item, I give & bequeath unto son Stephen Balliet & to his heirs one equal 
half part of all the personal property of which I may die possessed and also 
one portion or equal undivided half tract, the whole into two equal parts to 
be divided of and in all the real estate whereof I may die possessed, what- 
soever or wheresoever the same may be found to hold the same to the said 
Stephen Balliet his heirs forever as in common & not as joint with any other 
person herein after mentioned. 

“Item, I give & bequeath unto my said son Stephen Balliet, my brother 
Paul Balliet and Jacob Saeger son of Christian Saeger, all of Whitehall Town- 
ship aforesaid & to the survivor or survivors of their Executors or administra- 
tors the other one equal half part of all the personal property whereof I may 
die possessed and also the other or equal undivided half part of the whole 
unto two equal parts to be divided & in all the real estate where of I may 
die possessed whatsoever & wheresoever the same may be found to hold by 
the administrators as aforesaid in common with the said Stephen Balliet, 
Paul Balliet & Jacob Saeger Survivor or survivors of them Shall as soon as 
conveniently can be after my decease dispose of the said last mentioned half 
part of the personal property by public sale or otherwise as to them shall seem 
most proper, put out at interest or mortgage or other good security. The 
interest arising therefrom to be applied to the use & purpose herein after 
mentioned & to none other, and in trust also that they the said Stephen 
Balliet, Paul Balliet & Jacob Saeger shall as soon as conveniently can be after 
my decease have a fair, just & equal partition to be made of all my real 
estate whatsoever & wheresoever the same may be found and as soon as my 
said son Stephen shall taken his allotment to hold the same to him in trust 
and the said trust shall forthwith take possession of the other trust or allot- 
ment and take & receive the interest & profits thereof out of which and the 
interest arising from the sale of the personal property aforesaid. The said 
trustees the Survivor or Survivors shall from time to time pay to my son 
Joseph Balliet such sum or sums of money during the term of his Natural 
life as they the said trustees in their discretion shall deem sufficient for the 
maintenance of support of himself & his family and shall also apply so much 
thereof the education of his children as shall be necessary for that purpose 
and in further trust & Confidence also that the said trustees the survivor or 
survivors of aforesaid shall from time to time during the natural life of my 
said son Joseph put out at interest all the surplus money (if any) arising 
from the trust & property of the real estate and the Interest accruing from the 
personal estate aforesaid one good Security for the use & benefit of the 
widow & children of the said Joseph, which shall not be wanted for the pur- 
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pose before mentioned and after the decease of the said Joseph, the said 
trustees shall pay to his widow in case she survives him, such sum thereof 
as they in their discretion shall deem just & equitable and the residue thereof 
shall go to & be distributed amongst his children share & share alike. 

“And, I do further give, abide & Bequeath unto the children of my said 
son Joseph Balliet lawfully begotten or such of them as shall be living at 
the time of his death all the aforesaid portion or equal half part of my real 
estate which on aforesaid to hold to those their heirs & assigns forever tenants 
in common & not as joint tenants immediately from & after the decease of 
my son Stephen. 

“But if equal partition in value of my real estate aforesaid cannot be made 
then it is my Will & I do order & direct that my Executors hereinafter named 
shall forthwith proceed to make sale of the whole or any part of the said 
real estate in such manner as they shall deem most advantageous and in that 
case I do hereby authorize & empower my said Executor to make & execute, 
Seal & deliver to the purchaser or purchasers thereof good & sufficient Deeds 
in the Law for vesting the absolute title in such purchase or purchases such 
as his or their Counsel earned in the Law may reasonably deserve and re- 
quire and the one half of the money arising from such sale or sales shall be 
forthwith paid or secured to be paid to my son Stephen Balliet his heirs or 
assigns and the other half shall be placed out at interest by the trustees 
herein before named—and the interest arising therefrom shall be applied by 
the Trustees or the Survivor or Survivors of them to the maintenance & 
support of my said son Joseph during his natural life or for the education of 
his Children in the manner herein before directed & profits of the said monies 
of my real estate and after his decease the whole of the Principal & Interest 
remaining in the hands of the said trustees shall be forthwith divided among 
all his children lawfully together who shall then be living share .& share alike 
except such sums said trustees shall in their discretion think proper to give to 
his widow (in case she survives him) for maintenance & support. 

“And Lastly I do Nominate, Constitute & Appoint my said ‘son Stephen 
Balliet, my brother Paul Balliet and Jacob Saeger son of Christian Saeger to 
be the Executors of this my last Will and Testament hereby revoking all 
former or other Wills by me hereto former made and declaring none other 
to be my last Will & Testament In Writing whereof I have herewith set my 
hand & seal the Twenty fifth day of March in the year of our Lord One 
Thousand eight hundred and fourteen. 
signed, sealed, published, 
pronounced & declared 
by the said Stephen Balliet 
is & for his last Will & 

Testament in the presents

or persons & for such price or prices as may be reasonably gotten for the

Stephen and his wife, Magdalena, which is now hanging in Trout Hall, the 
home of the Lehigh County Historical Society, Allentown, Pennsylvania. 


Colonel Stephen Balliet | Magdalena Balliet 
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Colonel Stephen Balliet died August 4, 1821 and his wife, Magdalena, 
in 1805. Both are buried in the Union Church Cemetery at Neffs, Penn- 
sylvania.

Stephen, the first child was born October 27, 1781 at the old home- 
stead in Ballietsville, Pennsylvania. No account of his early life is known. 
He was married on January 22, 1804 to Susan Ihrie, daughter of Conrad 
Ihrie who came to this country in 1754 and settled in Eaton, Northampton 
County, Pennsylvania. 

Conrad and his wife Elizabeth Ihrie (Ihrig) were sponsors at the bap- 
tism on August 10, 1766 of John, son of John & Catharina Schneider. 
(see page 83, “The Forkes of the Delaware). Under date of “July 
1781, Plainfield” Conrad Ihrie is listed in “A Class Roll of The Fourth 
Company of The Second Battalion of Northampton County Militia” where 
he served under Captain Stacker. (P.A., 5th S., V. 8, p 149) 

The records of the Egypt Reformed Church show Stephen, Jr. and 
Susan were sponsors at the baptisms of: (see P.A., 6S, V 6, pp 71, 73, 75) 


“Horne, Susanna, dr. Jacob Horn and w. Elizabeth; b. Nov. 5; 
bap. Dec. 5, 1808; sp. Susanna Balliet, wife of Stephen Balliet, Jr.” 

“Gobrecht, Rache, dr. John Gobrecht, V.D.M. and w. Hanna; b. 
Nov. 5; bap. Dec. 5, 1808; sp. Susanna Balliet, wife of Stephen Balliet, 
feos 

“Graff, Stephanus, s. Peter Graff and w. Elizabeth; b. June 15; bap. 
July 29, 1810; sp. Stephanus Balliet and w. Susanna.” 


In 1826, Stephen Balliet, Jr. and Samuel Helffrich purchased 25 acres 
of land at the foot of the Blue Mountains, in Washington Township, Le- 
high County, on which they erected an iron furnace. Originally it was 
called the Balliet Furnace, but later became known as the Lehigh Furnace. 
Other adjoining tracts were subsequently purchased. “The first apparatus 
for screening ore was made by Fritz Guh, an ingenious German, who was 
persuaded by Stephen Balliet, II to immigrate to this country, and who for 
many years lived at Ruchville.” 

In 1830, Mr. Helffrich died and shortly afterwards Stephen, Jr. bought 
out his interest and operated the furnace until his death in 1854, after 
which it was operated by his heirs for a number of years; then it became 
the property of Cooper and Hewitt of New York who continued its opera- 
tion until 1880. The furnace was managed by Samuel Lewis, Sr., husband 
of Stephen, Jr.’s, niece Elizabeth Balliet Lewis, until 1832; from that date 
until the death of Stephen, Jr., Benjamin S. Levan was in charge of the 
plant. Mr. Levan was Stephen, Jr’s son-in-law, husband of his daughter, 
Maria. (see A.H.L.Co., V. 1, pp 729, 854, and 1039) 

In 1828 Stephen, Jr. and Mr. Helffich erected a forge in East Penn 
Township, Carbon County and in 1837 moved to that locality and pur- 
chased 3000 acres of land, on which he built a furnace and four houses. 

In the summer of 1853, Stephen Balliet, Jr, two of his sons, Stephen, 
3rd, and Aaron, and Benjamin S. Levan organized the “Stephen Balliet 
& Co.”, for “the purpose of erecting and operating an iron furnace”, which 
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was known as The Coplay Iron Works. It was located on a twelve acre 
tract on the west bank of Coplay Creek, the foundation was laid and a 
block of houses for the workmen were built in the fall of 1853. 

Stephen, Jr. died in January of 1854 and a reorganization of the firm 
became necessary. Mr. Levan was elected secretary-treasurer-superinten- 
dent. When the company was disbanded in 1878 it consisted of three 
furnaces. In 1879, a new company, The Coplay Iron Company, was 
formed, with Aaron, son of Stephen, Jr., as one of its directors. (H. of L & 
C. Cos. Pa., p 504) 

Several other mining and smeltering enterprises were noted in which the 
Balliets were involved, mainly: “Balliet & Schenguger’’, “Schall & Balliet” 
and “Balliet & Kock’. These are listed, but since the given name of these 
members of the family is unknown, it is not possible to identify them. It is 
not unlikely that they were the sons of Stephen, Jr., who entered into 
partnership with others to develop the mines and continue the operation 
of the iron furnaces after their father’s death. Details of the known facts 
will be given under the sections devoted to the sons of Stephen, Jr. 

Susan, wife of Stephen, Jr., was born October 7, 1784 and died aged 67 
in 1852. Stephen, Jr. died at the age of 72 on January 16, 1854, at East 
Penn Township, Carbon County, Pennsylvania, and is buried at Ashfield, 
Pennsylvania. 

Stephen, Jr. and Susan Balliet had eleven children: Stephen, Susan, 
Stephen 3rd, Paul, Aaron, Maria, George, John, Charles, Sabina and 
Caroline. 

Three of the children died young; Stephen born July 8, 1805, died 
before 1809; Charles, born July 24, 1822, died in 1828; Caroline, born 
June 1, 1829, died July 1, 1834. 


SUSAN BALLIET* of Stephen, Jr. & Susan 


Susan was born July 29, 1806 and died July 1, 1873, aged 67 years. 
She married Dr. Jesse Hallman, who was born in Montgomery County, 
March 10, 1795 and died in 1861 at the age of 66 years. They left seven 
children named as follows: Mary Ann, Alfred, Nathaniel (or Nathan), 
Louisa, Stephen, Elmira S. and Josephine Hallman. 


ALFRED HALLMAN? of Jesse & Susan 
Alfred and his wife Kate had four children: Nanetta, born about 1868; 
Alfred, Jr. born March 18, 1870, died February 21, 1889; Wayne G. 
born about 1875; and Clason Hallman®, born about 1876. (U.S.C. 1880, 
Lehigh Co. Penn. ) 
JOSEPHINE HALLMAN? of Jesse & Susan 
Josephine was born March 19, 1837 and died June 29, 1914. Single (?). 
ELMIRA S. HALLMAN? of Jesse & Susan 


Elmira married Charles H. Nimson who was born May 19, 1834. They 
had a daughter: 
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Emma S. Nimson® of Charles & Elmira 


Emma married Miles L. Eckert. Miles was a grandson of (Michael) 
Friedrich Gutekunst who came to Pennsylvania in 1766 and settled in 
Saucon Township, Lehigh County. Friedrich Gutekunst (Gudergunst) 
served in the Revolutionary War in the First Company, Third Battalion of 
Northampton County, Pennsylvania, commanded by Lieutenant Colonel 
Nicholas Kern. (AH of L. C., V.2, p 476) Emma S. died in 1923 and 
Miles L. in 1927. Issue a son: 

I. Nimson Eckert’ was born September 11, 1877 and in 1961 was still 
practicing law in Allentown, Pennsylvania. He married Mabel Stine and 
had a son: 

A. N. Stine Eckert® married Catharine Marshall, of Baltimore Mary- 
land. Their two children are Charles N and David M. Eckert®. No fur- 
ther record of this line is known. 


STEPHEN BALLIET, 3rd* of Stephen, Jr. & Susan 


Stephen, 3rd was born March 25, 1809 and married, first, to Mary A. 
(or Maria Anna?) Bieber, daughter of Theobald and Elizabeth nee 
Sassamanhausen Bieber. Mary A. was born October 11, 1811 and died 
April 17, 1832 at the age of 21. 

Stephen, 3rd married, second, Elizabeth Huntszinger, daughter of Jacob 
Huntszinger of Orwigsburg, Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania. No further 
record of Stephen, 3rd is known until his death, at the age of 51, on July 
13, 1860 at Saint Paul, Minnesota. Stephen, 3rd and his first wife Mary 
A. had one child: 


LOUIS BIEBER BALLIET?’ of Stephen, 3rd & Mary 


Louis was born at Ballietsville, March 3, 1832 and graduated from the 
School of Medicine at the University of Pennsylvania, April 1, 1854. He 
practiced medicine at Unionville until 1894, when he moved to Allen- 
town, Pennsylvania. He was a practicing physician for over fifty years. In 
1873, he published “The Race of Balyard and The Balliets of Whitehall’. 
His collection of mementos and relics of the Balliet Family were pre- 
sented to the Historical Society of Pennsylvania and to the Lehigh County 
Historical Society. (See Part I of this volume) 

Dr. Louis B. Balliet was married May 19, 1857 to Anna Maria Cathe- 
rine Loeser who was born 1839 and died 1858. Louis died January 28, 
1913. According to his obituary, his surviving wife was “Mrs. Mary 
Balliet’; there is no record of a second marriage. Issue: a daughter. 


ANNIE EvizABETH BALuet® of Dr. Louis & Anna 


Annie, born in North Whitehall Township, married Rev. Phaon Silas 
Kohler of Glasgow, Pennsylvania. Rev. and Mrs. Kohler had four children: 
Florence Blanche, born Overton, Pennsylvania; Louis B.; Arthur; and 
Ellen Kohler’. Florence was a member of the DAR, National #51529 
(see DAR, LB: V3;;:p 1 and*Ay HH? of Co.) Par sV.2-ps4oa. 
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Grave of Stephen Balliet*, 3rd at 
the Union Church Cemetery, Neffs, 
Pennsylvania. The four markers in 
the foreground are of his children; 
Mary E., Stephen O., Mary A. and 
Stephen W. 


Stephen Balliet, 3rd and his second wife, Elizabeth Huntszinger, were 
married in 1837. She was born in 1812 and died in 1880 and is buried at 
the Union Church Cemetery, Neffs, Pennsylvania. 

They had twelve children; seven of whom died before maturity: 
Stephen Oscar, born January 24, 1843, died age 2 years, 4 months, 21 
days; Mary Alice, born February 13, 1844, died age 1 year, 3 months, 
22 days; Edward, died young; Mary E., born December 28, 1847, died 
age 9 months, 20 days; twins—born in 1850—Stephen William, died 
September 17, 1850, age 23 days, and Jacob Charles died October 3, 
1850, age 1 month, 9 days; and Albert A., died young.

PAUL BALLIET* of Stephen, Jr. & Susan 


Paul was born May 11, 1811 at Ballietsville, Pennsylvania, and died 
there December 26, 1886. He attended school at™home and later at 
Easton, Pennsylvania, after which he was in charge of a store in Heidel- 
berg Township, which he managed in connection with his father’s iron 
furnace. After several years he took over his father’s farm, which he later 
purchased. In 1857 he was the landlord of the old “Whitehall Inn” at 
Ballietsville. 

With his brothers, Aaron and John, he embarked in mining enterprises 
in North Whitehall Township, which was known as “The Balliet Brothers’ 
Mine”. The yield from these was very large; “. . . the profits from these 
two pits have in a single year reached the large sum of thirty-five thousand 
dollars (H. of L & C Cos., Pa., p 523). From 1848 to 1863 the “Diamond 
Quary”, a slate quary was owned and operated by “Schall & Balliet’, 
this was undoubtedly Paul Balliet and his son-in-law, James D. Schall. In 
1851, Paul was elected a school director for North Whitehall township. 

Paul married twice. First to Salome (or Sarah), daughter of Peter 
Moyer of North Whitehall. Salome, the mother of their ten children, was 
born October 15, 1808 and died January 11, 1869. In the Proceedings of 
Lehigh County Historical Society, Volume 12, page 94, the marriage 
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Paul Balliet 


records of Rev. Joseph S. Dubs list; “Paul Balliet of North Whitehall 
married Sarah Meier of South Whitehall on March 24, 1833.” Dr. L. B. 
Balliet and other family records gave her name as Salome Moyer which 
will be used herein. On May 20, 1878, Paul married Mrs. Kate Emery, 
daughter of John Haines. There were no children by his second wife. She 
had a daughter, Mamie Emery, born in 1872, by her first marriage.

JOSEPH BALLIET’ 
of Col. Stephen and Magdalena 


Joseph, the second child of Col. Stephen and Magdalena Balliet was 
born at Ballietsville, Pennsylvania. His birth is recorded in the records of 
the Union Reformed Church at Unionville, Pennsylvania: 


“Joseph Balliet, son of Stephen Balliet and wife Magdalena, born 
June 12, 1773, bapt. July 13, 1773; sp., Nicholas Saeger and wife 
Eva” 


Eva Saeger was the sister of Col. Stephen Balliet and aunt of Joseph Bal- 
liet. He owned the “Joseph Balliet Mine” located near Ironton, afterward 
owned by his heirs and Frank P. Mickly. Joseph married Margarette (or 
Margaret) Burger around the year 1802 and they lived on a farm near 
Ironton, Pennsylvania, where Kolapechka, the Indian Chief, is said to 
have lived; hence, Margarette, in her old age, was called Aunt Koplay. 
Tradition has it that Margarette was a daughter of Jacob Burger who came 
from Germany in 1754 and settled in Northampton County. Jacob served 
in the Revolutionary War. He was a private in “1st Battalion of North- 
ampt’n County Militia Command’d by Steph’n Balliet Esq’r. Lieu’t. Coll. 
Ist Nov. 1781—1st Jan’y 1782”. (PA, 5S, V8, p 48) 

Margarette was born January 10, 1783 and died February 20, 1863, 
age 80. Joseph died March 15, 1853 age 69. 
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Both are buried in the Union Church Cemetery at Neffs. Her marker is 
inscribed ‘“‘a born borger”. All other records give her maiden name as 
Burger. 

They had thirteen children: Mary Magdalena, Elizabeth, Joseph, Sarah, 
Catharine, Nicholas, Asa, Eliza, Hiram, Harriet, Susan, Samuel and 
Horace. The birth and baptism of the children, except Horace, are found 
in the records of the Union Reformed Church, Unionville, Pennsylvania, 
as transcribed by Dr. William J. Henkel in 1938, the original of which is 
now in the collection of the Historical Society of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church, Frackenthall Library, Lancaster, Pennsylvania. 


MARY MAGDALENA BALLIET* 
of Joseph & Margarette 


Mary Magdalena was born August 2, 1803 and baptised September 4, 
1803; the sponsors were Nicholas and Maria Magdalena Wotring. She 
married Daniel Frack, son of Michael and Hannah (Ruch) Frack. Daniel, 
the eldest of eight children, was born in 1803 in Northampton County. The 
family moved to Lehigh County in 1810, where Daniel and Mary Magda- 
lena were married about the year, 1829. 

In 1833, Daniel and Mary moved to Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania, 
where he owned and operated a hotel at St. Clair. In 1842, he, with 
Michael Seltzer, under the name of Seltzer & Frack, manufactured blasting 
powder. In 1843, under the firm name of Frack & Sheaffer & Co., operated 
a colliery near Wadesville, Pennsylvania. In 1850, he purchased one hun- 
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dred and sixty acres of land, which later became the town of Frackville. 
He and his family were members of the Zions German Luthern Church of 
Frackville, of which he served as an elder and trustee. Daniel died No- 
vember 7, 1890. Issue, three children: Lenora; Samuel, born July 22, 
1832 at North Whitehall, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania; and Daniel B. 
(See Cyclopedia of Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania, S. T. Wiley, 1893.) 


ELIZABETH BALLIET’* of Joseph & Margarette 


Elizabeth was born July 6, 1805; baptised July 21, 1805; and died 
May 11, 1864, age 58. She married Samuel Lewis, Jr., son of Sam- 
uel and Elizabeth (Long) Lewis, Sr., During the Revolutionary War, 
Samuel Lewis, Sr., then a resident of Chester County, furnished iron 
which was used in making cannons for the Revolutionary troops. Of Sam- 
uel Sr. and Elizabeth’s seven children, Samuel Lewis, Jr. was the only one 
that married. Samuel, Jr. was manager of the iron furnace of the Allen- 
town Iron Company. After the death of Elizabeth, Samuel, Jr. married on 
July 21, 1869, Mrs. Harriet (Balliet) Benner, widowed sister of Elizabeth. 
Samuel, Jr. was born about 1804 and died about 1895. 

Samuel and Elizabeth (Balliet) Lewis had eleven children: Samuel 
B., Elizabeth, Mary, William, Martha, Joseph B., John S., Sarah, Law- 
rence, James B., and Ella. 


SAMUEL B. LEWIS’ of Samuel, Jr. & Elizabeth 


Samuel was born in 1830. He was reared and educated in Allentown, 
Pennsylvania. He succeeded his father as manager of the Allentown Iron 
Company. In 1858, he married Mary A. Rosensteel of Allentown. They 
had two children: Fred E. and Elizabeth. 


Frep E. Lewis’ of Samuel B. & Mary 


Fred was born February 8, 1865 at Allentown, where he attended public 
school and later studied at the New England Military Institute and Muhl- 
enbery College. He then took up the study of law in the office of the Hon. 
Robert E. Wright and was admitted to the bar at Lehigh County in 1888. 
In 1896, he was elected Mayor of Allentown and in 1902 was reelected. 
It has been recorded “that he was the equal of the best mayor Allentown 
ever had”. In 1912 he was elected congressman at large and served in the 
Sixty-third Congress. He established and served as the first president of the 
Merchants National Bank of Allentown, he organized the Lehigh Tele- 
phone Company, and was president of the Allentown Board of Trade. 

Fred E. Lewis was married April 16, 1892 to Juliet M. Hammersly, 
daughter of Capt. James B. Hammersly of Allentown. She was born in 
1869 and died in 1932. Fred E. died in 1949. They had two children: 
Samuel’, single in 1914; and Anna Maria’, married to Joe Elverson. 


EvizABETH Lewis’ of Samuel B. & Mary 


Elizabeth was born August 19, 1859 and died May 4, 1938. She mar- 
ried Thomas Simcol, born August 12, 1857 and died November 3, 1929. 
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They had four children: Carol; Bert; Mary; and Fred Simcol’ who lives 
in Allentown. 


ELIZABETH LEWIS? of Samuel, Jr. & Elizabeth 


Elizabeth was born in 1832 and married Oliver T. Ritter. They had a 
son, Templeton C. Ritter®, who married Frances Ihrie and they had a 
daughter named Frances Ritter’. 


MARY JANE LEWIS? of Samuel, Jr. & Elizabeth 


Mary Jane married Col. Henry C. Longnecker who was born in Cum- 
berland County, Pennsylvania on April 17, 1821 and died September 
16, 1871. He was admitted to the bar in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, 
January 30, 1844. He served as a lieutenant in the Mexican War and in 
the Civil War he became a Colonel of the Ninth Pennsylvania Infantry. 
In 1858, he was elected a representative from the sixth district of Penn- 
sylvania. He also served a term as district attorney of Lehigh County.

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Home of Hiram Balliet taken in 1907 
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$178,000.00. The Lehigh Iron Company was organized in 1867. It was 
located at Aineyville on the west bank of the Lehigh River. Hiram, his 
brother Asa, and Aaron Balliet, a cousin, were three of the first directors 
of the company. The Lehigh Iron Company continued operating until 
1908. 

In 1962, during Lehigh County’s “Bicentennieal Tour of Historical 
Homes’, the home of Hiram Balliet was included in the tour sponsored by 
the Lehigh County Historical Society. The home is now owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. William Hacker and is located just across the street from the 
Ballietsville Hotel—the site of PAULUS Balliet’s old Whitehall Inn. The 
following is taken from the Allentown Call-Chronical of May 27, 1962: 


66 
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. . the Hacker’s French Provincial manor house located on Main Street 
in the picturesque village of Ballietsville. Built by iron ore scion Hiram Balliet 
in 1845 it is encompassed by a handsome “show-off” grape wrought iron 
fence. The 200 foot span believed to be the largest of its kind in this area, 
has the original horse hitching post in the twisted grapevine. The house has 
all of the original blown glass windows, some tinted in pink and aqua. It was 
restored nine years ago by the Hackers who have maintained the period 
atmosphere. On the property are, an old smoke house, a cold cellar and a 
schoolhouse once used for tutoring the seven Balliet children and the village 
children as well. It was one of the first English speaking school houses in the 
county”’. | 


In 1871 Hiram Balliet was elected County Commissioner and in 1876 
served as school director. Hiram married Caroline Schneck on April 18, 
1851. She was born January 7, 1829 and died March 21, 1894. Hiram 
died January 18, 1881. Both are buried in the Union Church Cemetery, 
Unionville, Pennsylvania. 


Hiram and Carolina Schneck Balliet 
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Caroline was a daughter of Henry (Heinrich) Schneck and Anna 
Margaret nee Schneck. Henry was born February 4, 1794 and died De- 
cember 16, 1849 and is buried in the Union Church Cemetery. Besides 
Caroline, they had a daughter Heddie Schneck (b 10/18/1838—d 2/ 
26/1909) married to Jonathan Clauser; and a son, Hillarius Schneck 
(b 12/29/1833—d 3/24/1894). Henry Schneck, the father of Caroline 
Schneck Balliet, was undoubtly the son of Henry, who was a son of Adam 
Schneck, the pioneer founder of the family in Lehigh County, Pennsyl- 
vania. Adam came from Wurtenburg, Germany and as early as 1766 
took out land warrants where the village of Schnecksville is now located. 
Both the great grandfather and grandfather, Adam and Henry Schneck, 
served in the Revolutionary War; Adam as private 2nd class, and Henry 
as private Sth class, 8th Company, “Second Battalion of Northampton 
County Militia. May 14, 1778. Field Officers, Colonel George Breinig, 
Lieut. Col. Stephen Bolliet”. (see PA, S 5, V.8, pp 116, 117; L. No.& Ca.

Obituary of Hiram Balliet 

“This well known citizen died at his home in Ballietsville yesterday morn- 
ing at four o’clock, after suffering terrible agony from that dreadful disease, 
gangrene, which affected both feet. In the fall of 1879 Mr. Balliet returned 
from a trip to Indiana suffering from gangrene in one of his feet. For a time 
he was critically ill and his death expected. His strong constitution pulled 
him through, however, and he was once more enabled to give his affairs his 
personal attention. Two weeks ago he was again attacked by the malady and 
to his last attack he succumbed. Mr. Balliet enjoyed great popularity and had 
a wide acquaintance. A number of years ago he was elected county commis- 
sioner, his election being the first triumph of a Republican in the County for 
a long time. He was possessed of great energy and sound common sense 
and accumulated a goodly portion of this world’s goods. He leaves a wife 
and seven children. The funeral will take place on Saturday morning at ten 
o’clock.”

ALLEN SCHNECK BALLIET”’ of Hiram & Caroline 


Allen Schneck Balliet was born November 18, 1852 at Ballietsville. 
It is believed that he operated the ore mine after the death of his father, 
Hiram, as several references were found concerning the “Allen S. Balliet 
Mine”. Allen was married about 1874 to Josephine, daughter of James 
and Sarah (Harwick) Hoffman. Josephine was born in Lehigh County, 
Pennsylvania and died there June 28, 1881. After the death of Josephine, 
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Allen S§. Balliet 


Allen married her sister, Ida Hoffman, who was born March 5, 1858 and 
died November 17, 1945. From an old newspaper clipping dated January 
20, 1885, found in the Bible of his sister Alice (Balliet) Slough, the 
following is quoted: 


“Only One Left” 


“About ten years ago Allen S. Balliet, son of the late Hiram Balliet, and 
Miss Josephine Hoffman were joined in wedlock and started in life under 
very happy and promising auspices. Four children were born to them and 
completed the joy of the family circle, but this joy was of brief duration. 
About four years ago death laid its hands’on the family, and one by one has 
since been taken, so that now but one is left. First a bright little daughter 
was scalded so badly that she died. The mother followed a year later and a 
son four years old died last summer. In the latter part of November the father 
succumbed to an attack of typhoid pneumonia. Yesterday Blanche, a sweet 
child nine years old, died and now but one of the family, a boy six years 
old, is left. He is tenderly cared for by Mr. Balliet’s second wife, who is a 
sister of the first wife.”

It is interesting to note that in this document, his father is listed as “Steven 
Balyet” and “Steve Boliet”; the date of birth is recorded as “Oct. 21, 
1909”, but the date the certificate was filed is given as “Oct. 20, 1909”, 
a day before his birth! He was given the name “Morris Clay” but when 
the family moved from Forest to Lima Ohio, he enrolled in the next school 
year, 1917, as Stephen Clay Balliet, by which name he has since used. 
This document illustrates the liberties taken with the family name by oth- 
ers in recent time, and undoubtedly accounts for the adoption of the dif- 
ferent spellings—Balyeat, Bolyard, etc.—by some members of the family. 

Stephen C. started in the optical business in 1929 in Lima, Ohio and 
since has followed this occupation, having been engaged in various phases 
of the optical business in Columbus, Ohio, San Antonio, El Paso and Dal- 
las, Texas, New Orleans and in 1945 settled in Baton Rouge, Louisiana 
where in 1948 he organized and now operates his own retail optical dis- 
pensing concern, known as Steve’s Optical Dispensary. 

He married Mildred Loretta Craig of Colorado Springs, Colorado on 
September 11, 1937 at El Paso, Texas. Mildred was born August 1, 1915, 
Toledo, Ohio, the daughter of Dwight Laviega Craig (b.

Lutte’s date of birth and death unknown; the U. S. Census of 1880

Rospert F. Barut’ of Samuel & Mary 


Robert was born at Ironton, Pennsylvania on June 13, 1878. On 
September 2, 1907, he was married to Charlotte Cassell, daughter of 
William D. and Elmira (Gehr) Cassell. He enlisted in the 8th U. S. In- 
fantry on December 6, 1898 and served three years in Cuba, China and 
the Philippines. After being discharged he was employed as a clerk for the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Company; then as a detective for the State of 
Pennsylvania, being stationed in Pittsburgh. After several years he returned 
to Ironton and formed a partnership with his brother, Horace, as “Balliet 
Brothers”, dealers in coal, wood and feed. He died in 1951. Their daugh- 
ter:

BENJAMIN J. BALLIET’ of Horace & Annie 


Benjamin J. was born December 1846, Lehigh County (some sources 
give the year as 1852, but this does not correspond with other known 
records). He was educated in the public schools and at Kingston Semi- 
nary, and worked in his father’s store and ore beds. In 1871, he took up 
farming, after four years he sold his first tract to his father and purchased 
a larger farm near Sherersville. For eleven years he was foreman of the 
Columbia Mill of the American Cement Company at Egypt, Pennsyl- 
vania where he retired and spent the last years of his life. He died No- 
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vember 8, 1915 and is buried at the Union Church Cemetery. In 1871 he 
married Sarah (or Sallie) Marks, born January 24, 1849, died February 
1, 1886. She is a great-great-great-granddaughter of Kilan Merck (later 
spelled Marcks or Marks), one of the early pioneer settlers of Lehigh 
County. Kilan (Mertz) landed at Philadelphia on May 29, 1735 on the 
ship “Mercury” from Rotterdam. Kilan was sixteen at the time and on the 
same ship list is found Henrich “Merk” presumably his father. Kilans 
son, Conrad Marks, was born June 12, 1745 and lived at Whitehall Town- 
ship from 1774 to 1793, where he owned a 243 acre tract. He then 
moved to Milford Township, Bucks County, where he operated a hotel. 
He died January 16, 1807 and is buried at Salisbury Church, Lehigh 
County. Conrad and his wife, Margaret had eight children. The oldest 
son, Peter, was born August 5, 1773 and died April 27, 1835. Peter 
owned a farm near Sherersville, Pennsylvania; and was married in 1796 
to Anna Maria, daughter of Gottfried and Anna Maria (Griesmer) 
Knauss. Anna Maria was born May 12, 1774 and died January 21, 1829. 
Both Anna Maria and Peter are buried in the old Allentown Cemetery. 

Gideon Marks, youngest son of Peter and Anna Maria, married Esther 
Eisenhard and they were the parents of Sarah A. Marks, wife of Benja- 
min Balliet. Gideon, was born May 7, 1810 and died December 25, 
1889. His wife, Esther, was born July 15, 1842 and died April 12, 1913.

(P.A., S 5, V 8, p 49) In the muster 
roll of the 2nd Battalion of Northampton County Militia of May 14, 1778, 
Lt. Col. Stephen Balliet, 4th Company under Captain John Morretz, 
Conrad Marks is listed as private 5th class (P.A. S 5, V 9, p 109).

“Susan Balliet, second daughter of Paulus, was married to one John Bahr. 
All trace of this line of the family is lost. Tradition says that they at an 
early date moved to Virginia. Subsequently, one line of this family settled on 
the Wabash River.” 


Dr. L. B. Balliet gave the foregoing account of Susan. 
_ No descendants of this branch was found, but from other sources, some 
additional data can be added to the record. Although Dr. Balliet gives the 
name of her husband as John Bahr, all other reference found gives his 
name as Johannes Baer, which will be used in this deleneation. 

According to the Anniversary History of Lehigh County, Volume Pe; 
page 14; 


“Susanna Balliet was born about 1755 and married John Baer. They later 
removed to Hampshire County, Virginia, where Susan was living in 1811.” 


From the Pennsylvania Archives, 6th Series, Volume 6, pages as indi- 
cated, the following entries concerning Susan and Johannes Baer are 
quoted: 


(page 18) Susan Balliet was one of the sponsors on October 17, 1773 at the 
baptism of David Deschler, son of Adam Deshler and his wife Catharina. 
(Balliet). This Catharine was a sister of Susanna. 

(page 19) On January 23, 1744 Susan Balliet was a sponsor at the baptism 
of Maria Susanna Roeder. 

(page 28) Johannes Baer and wife Susanna were the sponsors at the baptism: 
of Marie Susanna Deshler, June 3, 1871. 

(page 40) The baptism of Susanna Arner, daughter of Jacob and Margaret, 
was sponsored by Johannes Baer and Susanna, on March 28, 1790. 

In the baptismal records of the Jordan Reformed Church, South White-. 
hall, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, is found the ensuing: 


“Parents Child Sponsor 
John Baer Mary Magdalena Jacob Baer 
and w. Susanna B. Nov. 28, 1779 Magdalena Balliet 


bap. Dec. 19, 1780” 


This Jacob Baer is a brother to Johannes and Magdalena Balliet is. 
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Susanna’s sister. It is believed Mary Magdalena Baer died young and was 
the only child of Johannes and Susanna Baer. 

Christophel Baer, father of Johannes Baer, emigrated from Zweibruch- 
en in the Palatinate in the ship, Phoenix, arriving in Philadelphia, Septem- 
ber 30, 1743. Christophel was accompanied by his parents, Melchoir, Sr. 
and Elizabeth and two brothers, Melchoir, Jr. and Johannes. 

Christophel, known as Staffel Bear, settled in Whitehall and married 
Catherine Mingert. They had six children: Hernrick, Melchoir, Salome, 
Appolonia, John Jacob, born 1761; and Johannes, the third child. 

“Johannes Baer, married Susanna Balliet (Belgert). He sold his 
holding in Whitehall and removed to Alleghany Township, Maryland, 
where he died without issue. His widow later resided in Romney County, 
Virginia” (A.H.L. Co.Pa., V. 2, p 42; for a detailed account of The Baer 
Family, see ibid, pp 33-44). 

In the Pennsylvania Archives, 6th Series, is found various spellings of 
members of the Baer family who served in the Revolutionary War. 

“Christopher Bar” Vol. 1, p. 104; “Melchoir Bander” Vol. 8, p 81; 

“John Baer” Vol. 8, p 251, 479; “Milcher Baender” Vol. 8, p 362. 

The battalion in which these are listed were made up of men from 
Lehigh County, so in all likelihood, these entries concern John Baer, hus- 
band of Susanna Balliet Baer and his father Christophel Baer. The Mel- 
choir Baer could possibly be an uncle rather than the grandfather of John 
Baer. 


EVA BALLIET 


of Paulus and Maria 


Eva was born in 1760 and baptised at the Egypt Reformed Church: 


“Palliet (Balliet), Eva. dr. Paulus Palliet (Balliet) and w. Magdalena; born 
.. . bap. March 26, 1760; sp. Johann Nicolus Schneider, Maria Catharina, 
w. of Johannes Solt”. (PA. 6 S, V 6, p 12) 


Maria Catharina Balliet Solt, was a sister to PAULUS and aunt to Eva 
Balliet. Dr. L. B. Balliet gives Eva’s date of birth as 1763 which is un- 
doubtly in error. Under date of September 24, 1775, Eva was one of the 
sponsors at the baptism of her niece, Maria Susanna Deshler, and on 
November 28, 1778 she is listed as one of the sponsors for Daniel Marck. 
(ibid, pp 22 and 25) 

Eva married Nicholas Saeger on April 10, 1781. He was born May 16, 
1759, Whitehall Township, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania and died Janu- 
ary 7, 1835. Eva died March 20, 1797. Both are buried in the Fairview 
Cemetery, Allentown, Pennsylvania. After the death of Eva, Nicholas 
married Maria Stoffet on October 24, 1797; no issue by his second mar- 
riage. 

Nicholas, husband of Eva Balliet, was a grandson of John Nicholas 
Saeger (Sager, Seger), the pioneer emigrant of the family in America. 
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John Nicholas was born in 1694 and came from Reichenback, Bavaria, 
arriving on the ship “Richmond and Elizabeth” at Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania on September 28, 1773, with his wife Anna Barbara (b. 1705) and 
seven children. (Strassburger’s German Pioneers, V 1, p. 127) He settled 
on a tract of 250 acres along the Coplay Creek in Whitehall Township, 
which he secured by a warrant dated March 28, 1737. On January 24, 
1739, he secured by warrant an adjoining 40 acres. He farmed this land 
until his death in January, 1762. In his will, dated October 27, 1753 and 
probated February 5, 1762, the homestead was bequested to his two oldest 
surviving sons, Samuel and John Christian Saeger. John Nicholas and 
Anna Barbara had thirteen children, ten of whom survived him. Of 
these, Samuel and John Christian had sons who intermarried with de- 
scendants of PAULUS Balliet. John Nicholas was a Lutheran and a mem- 
ber of the Jordan Lutheran and the Egypt Union Church. 

Samuel Saeger, son of John Nicholas, was born in 1727 and came with 
his parents to America in 1733. He was married October 28, 1752 to 
Anna Eva, daughter of Frederick Eberhard. She was born in 1736 and 
died January 9, 1792. Samuel died September, 1798. They had at least 
seven children, one of whom was John Nicholas Saeger, 2nd, born August 
15, 1760 and died April 28, 1829. John, 2nd married Mary Magdalena 
Knauss. Their son, Joseph K. Saeger married a second cousin, Mary 
Magdalena Saeger, daughter of Nicholas Saeger and his wife, Eva Balliet. 
(See deleaniation of Magdalena Saeger ) 

John Christian Saeger, son of John Nicholas, Ist, was born January 26, 
1731, and died November 30, 1800. His wife, Mary Susanna, was born 
February 7, 1736, and died March 6, 1800. They had ten children, one of 
whom was Nicholas Saeger, husband of Eva Balliet. Nicholas served in 
the Revolutionary War; under date of “1st Nov. 1781—1st Jan’y 1782” he 
is listed as “Lieu’t. Nich’l Seger . . . of the 1st Battalion of Northampt’n 
County Militia Comand’d by Steph’n Balliet, Esq’r Lieut’t Coll.” (PA, 5S, 
V 8, p 48; also see A.H of L.C.,V3, p 1189) 

Nicholas was a justice of the peace in North Whitehall and Allentown 
where he lived from 1815 to the time of his death. Nicholas and Eva had 
seven children: Mary Susan, Daniel, John, Joseph, Salome, Magdalena 
and Elizabeth.

Magdalena (Polly), born September 6, 1806—died January 8, 1885, 
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married Peter Miller, 2nd. He was born December 4, 1802, Lynn Town- 
ship, Lehigh County, and died September 12, 1888 and is buried in the 
Heidelburg Church Cemetery. 

Peter, 2nd, was a great-grandson of Christian Miller, 1st, the pioneer 
emigrant of the family, who came to Pennsylvania from Switzerland before 
1749 and settled in Lynn Township, Lehigh County. He had two sons. 
One, Christian Miller, 2nd, born January 6, 1741—died 1778, married 
Maria Butz and they had four sons. The youngest, Peter Miller, 1st., was 
born January 19, 1772 and died August 22, 1855. He married, in March 
1793, Maria Magdalena Bachman who was born October 20, 1773 and 
died May 26, 1864. They had four children, one of whom was Peter, 2nd, 
husband of Magdalena Saeger*. (A.H. of L.C., V3, pp 894-899) 

Peter, 2nd and Magdalena Saeger Miller had seven children: Maria; 
William, died young; Matilda; Sophia; Owen; Aaron; and Edward 


MARIA MILLER? of Peter & Magdalena 


Maria married Levi Krause, son of Frederick and Sallie Saeger Krause. 
Levi was a grandson of John Philip Krause who was born January 3, 1753 
and died January 9, 1798. John Philip Krause was a son of Johannes 
Krause the pioneer emigrant, who was born in Germany, January 9, 1712 
and emigrated to Pennsylvania about 1750 settling in Heidelberg Town- 
ship, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. He died June 12, 1795. (A.H. of L.C., 
V 11, pp 736-739) 

Levi and Maria had eight children: Frederick P.; Milton L.; Franz, 
married Mrs. Missouri Schendler, a widow with five children; Mary, mar- 
ried Telghman Handwerk and had a daughter Della Handwerk’, married 
to Oscar Hensinger; Samuel; Edwin A.; and Lizzie. 


Freperick P. Krause’ of Levi & Maria 
Frederick, born October 14, 1849, Deibertsville, Pennsylvania, mar- 
ried Sophia Krum, daughter of Paul and Elvina Snyder Krum. Issue: 


Lillie Krause’ married William Miller; and Mamie Krause’ married Daniel 
Glase. 


Mitton L. Krause® of Levi & Maria 


Milton, born April 7, 1851, Deibertsville, Pennsylvania, was married on 
December 2, 1879 to Kate, daughter of George and Matilda Mertz Hoff- 
man. 


Epwin Ammon Krause’ of Levi & Maria 


Edwin, born December 20, 1863, Heidelberg Township, Lehigh Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, married Mary Hunsicker, daughter of Paul and Cathe- 
rine Mosser Hunsicker. Her grandparents were Peter and Sarah Bachman 
Hunsicker and David and Elizabeth Smith Mosser. In 1904, Edwin was 
elected Sheriff of Lehigh County. Issue: Bertha, Pearl, Maria and Ed- 
mund Krause‘ 
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Lizziz Krause® of Levi & Maria 


Lizzie married Frederick Bimler. Issue: Florence and Marguerite Bim- 
ler’.

Owen, born February 12, 1837, Saegersville, Pennsylvania, was mar- 
ried on December 20, 1857 to Mary A. Moser, daughter of William Moser 
of Steinsville Pennsylvania. Issue, two daughters:

Dr. Aaron, born July 1, 1839, Saegersville, Pennsylvania, was married 
on May 17, 1862 to Sarah K. Mosser, daughter of William and Susanna 
Kuntz Mosser of Albany, Berks County, Pennsylvania. Issue: Cora A., 
Mrs. James Armstrong of Brooklyn, New York; Peter W. of Jersey City, 
New Jersey; Maggie S.; Mrs. Chester Fenstermacher; Sophia R.; and 
Franklin A. Miller® 


DR. EDWARD P. MILLER? of Peter & Magdalena 


Edward was born January 7, 1842, Saegersville, Pennsylvania and died 
there August 15, 1888. He graduated from the Bellevue Hospital Medical 
College, New York in 1865. He married Flora A. Peter, daughter of David 
and Susan Peter. Flora was born November 11, 1844 and died November 
2, 1905. Issue, two sons: 


Davip A. Mitzter® of Dr. Edward & Flora 


David, born April 7, 1869, Gilberts, Monroe County, Pennsylvania, 
was married September 23, 1900 to Blanche A. Berkemeyer, daughter of 
Dr. Louis C. and Malinda Keck Berkemeyer. David was the proprietor of 
the “Allentown Morning Call” and was one of the founders of the Lehigh 
County Historical Society. He died January 22, 1958, survived by his wife 
and six children: Robert K.; Samuel W., Vice President of the Call- 
Chronicle Newspapers; Donald P., Executive Vice President of the Call- 
Chronicle Newspapers; Dr. Paul B., osteopathic physician; Margaret, Mrs. 
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Rev. John E. Phillips; and Julia A., Mrs. Ridgely Mering. Blanche died 
Peoruary 24, 1959" age -65.* (see P. of L'CH.S?,-V’ 2237p. 285,"-V 23, 
p 113) 


SAMUEL P. MitiErR® of Dr. Edward & Flora 


Samuel, born July 5, 1873, Saegersville, Pennsylvania, married Cora L. 
Ziegenfuss, daughter of William Ziegenfuss. He graduated from Muhlen- 
berg College (Pennsylvania) in 1894, and was in “charge of the mechan- 
ical department of ‘The Allentown Morning Call’”. Issue; Flora A., 
William D., and Evelyn Miller’. 


MESSINA SAEGER* of Joseph & Anna 


Messina married Carlos Samson. Issue, two children: Edward Samson 
and Mrs. Alice Clark® 


MAGDALENA SAEGER*® 
of Nicholas and Eva 


Magdalena was born April 18, 1792 and died August 29, 1836. She 
married General Joseph K. Saeger, a second cousin, son of John Nicholas, 
son of Samuel, as detailed above. Joseph K. was born in 1792 and died 
in Allentown, November 15, 1855. In 1837 he established a machine 
shop and foundry in Allentown where “he put up the first steam engine in 
Lehigh County. He was active in militia circles and became a Brigadier- 
General of Militia”. After the death of Magdalena, Joseph married Mar- 
garet Wilson, daughter of James Wilson. There were no children by the 
second union. 

Joseph and Magdalena Saeger had nine children: Hiram, died young; 
Sallanda, born May 30, 1814, married Elias Sieger; Abigail, married 
Daniel Keck; Catherine; Eli J.; Mary, married twice, Jonas Mohr and 
Elias Matter; Leah Ann; Hiram; and Louise Saeger*, married Enos 
Starke. 


ELI J. SAEGER* of Joseph K. & Magdalena 


Eli was born November 2, 1818 and died October 1, 1888. In 1834, he 
settled in Allentown and became a clerk in the store of Pretz & Saeger 
Company; in 1840 was in the mercantile business with John P. Boas; and 
in 1857 became president of the Catasauqua (Pennsylvania) National 
Bank. He married Sarah A. Spinner, daughter of George Spinner. Sarah 
died January 21, 1905 at Aukona, Indian River, Florida, age 83. Issue: 
Seven children: Emma M. Saeger, married David O. Saylor; Richard N.; 
Edgar E.; Charles M.; Walter J.; George A.; and Arthur E. Saeger®, who 
was living in Florida in 1914. 


. CHARLES M. SAEGER?® of Eli & Sarah 
Charles, born August 7, 1856, Allentown, married Sally A. Hess, in 
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December, 1880. About 1885, he was “general manager and superinten- 
dent of the Coplay Cement Company and in 1902 he went to Spain to take 
charge of the laboratory of the Compania General de Asfaltos at Barce- 
lona. On January 13, 1903, he died at Pueble, Spain.” The surviving 
children were: Bessie M., Geoffrey A., and Charles Marshall Saeger, Jr.°®. 


LEAH ANN SAEGER? of Eli & Sarah 
Leah married Rev. Simon Tobias. It is believed their son, “Prince J. J. 


Tobias” is the author of “The House of King Cloves” as detailed in Part I 
of this volume. 


CATHARINE SAEGER* 
—~of Joseph K. & Magdalena 


Catharine married Mr. Sigman. They had a daughter, Catharine May 
Sigman° who was born in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania and married George A. 
Turville. Catharine May was a member of the DAR, National #136561. 


ELIZABETH SAEGER® 
of Nicholas and Eva 


Elizabeth, born October 19, 1794, married Joseph Siegfried. They were 
the sponsors at the baptism of their nephew, Eli Joseph Saeger, at the 
Egypt Church: 


“Saeger, Eli Joseph, s. Joseph Saeger and w. Magdalena; b. Nov. 2 (1818): 
bap. Nov. 8; sp. Joseph Siegfried and w. Elizabeth.” (PA 6S, V6, p 91) 


In the same year, they were sponsors at the baptism of Maria Schall on 
November 29. (ibid, p. 91) 

Joseph and Elizabeth had ten children: Stephen, Joseph, Owen, Reuben, 
Maria, Sarah, Eliza, Sabina, Carolina, and Lydia Siegfried. 

The only record found of their children is the birth and baptism of Eliza 
in the records of the Egypt Church under date of 1827: 


“Siegfried, Eliza, dr. Joseph Siegfried and w. Magdalena; b. Jan. 11; Bap. Mar 
4.; sp. Henrick Mickly and w. Magdalena, grandparents”. (PA, 6S, V6. 
p11) 


JOHN BALLIET 
of Paulus and Maria 


John was born at Ballietsville, Pennsylvania on November 31, 1761 
(some records give the date as December 1, 1761). The first record 
found of John is his sponsorship of the baptism of John Nicholas Saeger at 
Union Church on May 21, 1785; and at the Egypt Church he was one of 
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the sponsors of Eva Catharine Knoer on October 4, 1778. (P.A.,S.6, V6, 
pact 

He was about sixteen at the time of the death of his father, PAULUS. 
He remained at the old homestead helping the family manage and operate 
the inn and plantation until he married, “when he lived near the Egypt 
Church until 1807”. (Dr. L.B.B. p.26) 

In the tax returns for Whitehall of 1785 he was taxed 1.7.1 on 200 
acres; in 1786 he paid 1.6.10 on the same acreage (P.A. 3S, V 19, 
pp 125 & 210). In a list “Warrantees of Land, County of Northumber- 
land, 1772-1892” (P.A. 3S, V 25, pp 81 & 84) the following land warrants 
are recorded: 


“Balliot, John 400 acres UDyeleea oo 
Balliot, John 400 Acres August 2, 1793 
Ballet, John 240 acres January 31, 1794” 


“October 17, 1806, John Balliet, purchased 240 acres of land in Turbot 
township, Northumberland Co, Pa. (now Limestone township, Montour 
Co) near the present village of Limestoneville”. (A.H. of L.C., V 2, 
p 54). 

In the “History cf Columbia and Montour Counties, Pennsylvania”, 
page 204, it states “. . . John Balliet, a former resident of Lehigh County, 
who with his family came to this part (Limestone township) of the county 
(Montour) in 1807, settling in what is now Limestonville”. These and 
other records indicate that John, son of PAULUS, moved from Whitehall 
and settled in what is now Limestone township, Montour County sometime 
in the year 1807. 

There has been considerable confusion and doubt as to the lineage and 
residence of John Balliet. On page 54, Volume 2, “Anniversary History of 
Lehigh County”, W. W. Deatrich, Sr., D.D. states: “Various records seem 
to make it certain that about 1780 there were several John Balliets in 
Whitehall’. However, neither this, nor any other published accounts lo- 
cated gave a clue as to the identity of the “other John Balliet”. It is be- 
lieved that the above and other records to follow will offer conclusive evi- 
dence that John Balliet, son of PAULUS, lived in Whitehall until 1807 
when he settled in what is now Limestone Township, Montour County. 

Northumberland County was formed in 1772, Westmoreland in 1773, 
Luzerne in 1786, Lehigh in 1812, and Montour in 1850. These counties 
were formerly all or in part included in the original Northampton County. 
This shifting of the county boundary lines make research difficult, as rec- 
ords of a family that might have lived on the same tract for several gener- 
ations are often found in the files of three or four different counties. 

Both “Johns” served in the Revolutionary War. Presented herewith are 
the military records which, when compared with other known facts, seem 
most likely to be those of John, son of PAULUS. 

John Balliet served in the First Battalion of Northampton County Mili- 
tia, commanded by Col. Stephen Balliet, as Private 6th Class, 4th Com- 
pany under Captain George Drine. Time of this enlistment was from 
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November 1, 1781 to January 1, 1782 (P.A. 5S, V8, p 54). On pages 43 
and 63, ibid, under date of November 15, 1781 to January 1, 1782 (1 
month 18 days), “John Balliet” served as clerk, under Lt. Col. Henry 
Geiger, Captain Casper Greenmayer’s company. The fact these two dates 
cover the same period of time in November and December, 1781, is am- 
ple proof that there were at least two John Balliets in Northampton during 
the 1780’s. Tradition has it and it is logical to assume that John, son of 
PAULUS, served under his brother, Col. Stephen, as stated above. The 
“other John Balliet” will be referred to hereafter as “JOHANNES of Sug- 
arloaf” and will be detailed in Part IV of this volume. 

On page 53, Volume 2, “Anniversary History of Lehigh County”, it 
states, “. .. later he (John, son of PAULUS) was a captain of a company 
in Col. Abraham Rinker’s Battalion”, viz, after January 1, 1782. John 
was under 15 at the start of the Revolutionary War and it was not till after 
January 1, 1779 that he would have been over 18, the minimum age for 
enlistment. The muster roll of May 14, 1778, lists a John Balliet as a 
“Court Martial Man” (P.A. 5S, V8, pp 311). Again, it does not seem 
reasonable that John, son of PAULUS, who at that time was under seven- 
teen would have been appointed to such an important office. The period 
of service or enlistment in the Revolutionary army was for two or three 
months of active service. The men were called for duty whenever the local 
situation required military protection from the British or the Indians. 

As mentioned, there has been considerable doubt and confusion about 
John Balliet, son of PAULUS, and JOHANNES Balliet of Sugar Loaf. As 
far as is known, no attempt has been made to document these two “John 
Balliets” or place these two lines in their respective places in the family 
tree. In all the data collected they were apparently treated as one and the 
same. It is hoped that the records herein are conclusive proof that John 
Balliet, son of PAULUS, settled in Montour County. Other evidence to 
be presented later will substantiate this conclusion and will identify JO- 
HANNES Balliet of Sugar Loaf. The balance of this section will be de- 
voted to John, son of PAULUS. The comparison of this data with that of 
JOHANNES Balliet of Sugar Loaf, at least in part, will solve some of the 
perplexities of both branches. 

John Balliet was married about 1780 16 Catherine M. Mickley, the 
daughter of John Jacob and Eva Catherine (Schrieber) Mickley. Cathe- 
rine Mickley was the granddaughter of John Jacob Mickley, Sr., one of the 
first settlers in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. John Jacob Mickley, the pi- 
oneer, originally named Jean Jacques Michlet, was born in 1697, at Alsace 
Lorraine, the eldest son of Rev. Louis and Susan (Mangest) Michelet. In 
1699, “Louis Michelet and his wife Suzanne, born Mangeot, new converts 
to this Huguenot way, Converted to God, not acknowledging Roman Ca- 
tholicism” (Archives of Metz, Germany). Rev. Louis became the paster 
of the French Huguenot Church at Zwerbrucher, Alsace Lorraine, where 
he died in 1750. The son, John Jacob Michley, left Rotterdam May 6, 
1733, and arrived in Philadelphia on the ship “Hope” August 28, 1733. 
In “Rupps Immigrants” page 89, his name is listed as John Jacob Michli. 
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The Homestead of John Balliet?, Limestone, Pennsylvania, as it appeared in 1911 


John Jacob Mickley lived first in Oby, Berks County, Pennsylvania with 
a relative, Jacob Levan, and later in Whitehall, Lehigh County. He mar- 
ried Elizabeth Barbara Burkhalter, daughter of Ulrich Burkhalter. They 
had seven children, the eldest, John Jacob Mickley, Jr. (1737-1808) mar- 
ried Susanne Miller. Their daughter, Catherine M. Mickley became the 
wife of John Balliet. 

John Jacob Mickley, Jr. was elected one of the General Committee of 
the Revolution of Northampton County, November 15, 1776; served as 
Commissioner of Issues; he brought the Liberty Bell from Philadelphia to 
Allentown in September of 1777. The DAR Michelet Chapter, organized 
in 1913, was named in his honor. (AHLC, Pa., V 3, pp 891-894; “The 
Mickley Family”, M.F. Mickley 1893). 

The birth and baptism of Magdalena and John, 2nd, children of John 
and Catharine, are recorded in the Records of the Egypt Reformed 
Church. From the same records the following entrees are given of their 
sponsorship of others (P.A., 6S, V 6, pages as noted) 


“Mueckli, Sara, d. Jacob Mueckli, Jun’r and w. Eva Catharina; b. Dec. 5, 
1790; bap. Dec. 21; sp. John Balliet and w. Catharina” page 41 “Gloeckner, 
Johannes, s. Nicklaus and w. Barbara; b. Jan. 24, 1795; bap. Feb. 22; sp. 
John Balliet and w. Catharina” page 47 “Mueckli, John, s. Peter Mueckli 
and w. Salome; b. Apr 5, 1796; bap. June 12; sp. John Balliet and w. 
Catharina” page 49 “Mueckli, Catharina, dr. Christian Mueckli and w. 
Elizabeth; b. May 8, 1800; bap. Aug 10; sp. John Balliet and w. Catharina” 
page 56 “Levan, John, s. Solomon Levan and w. Magdalena; b. Oct 16, 1801; 
bap. Feb 21; sp. Johannes Balliet and w. Catharina” page 58 “Balliet, John, 
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s. John Balliet, Jr. and w. Elizabeth; b. July 30, 1806; bap. Aug 17; sp. John 
Balliet,Sen’r. and w. Catharina” page 66 “Thurburn, Jenny, b. Jan 1793; bap. 
Mar 8, 1807; sp. John Balliet and w. Catharina” page 67 


After the date of March 8, 1807, no trace of John and Catharine was 
found in the records of the Egypt Church nor in those of Lehigh County. 
It must have been shortly after this date that the family settled in what 
is now Montour County, Pennsylvania. The records of the Paradise Re- 
formed Church, near Milton, Montour County, show that in the following 
year the family was located in Montour County. 


“. . the next record bears date of August 27, 1808. At the last date men- 
tioned, the fathers again met and adopted “Eine Kerchen Ordnung” or a 
Church Constitution, containing fifteen ‘“Beschnisse” or ariic.es, which was 
signed by the following 18 names’. Among those signing were “. . . John 
Balliet, Jr., Solomon LeVan,” and five members of the Eschback family. 


The “John Balliet, Jr.” is the son of John of PAULUS; “Solomon LeVan” 
married Magdalena, daughter of John”; and Josiah, son of John Jr., Mar- 
ried Elizabeth Eschback, possibly a daughter of one of the Eschback sign- 
ers; 

The tombstone for John and Catharine is still standing in the Paradise 
Church cemetery: 


JULY 10,)Q08 


“Catharine, wife of John Balliet, died January 2, 1835. 
Age 70 years, 16 months, 4 days 

“In Memory of John Balliet, died November 2, 1837 
Age 75, 11 months, 10 days” 
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These entries taken from the records of the Egypt Reformed Church, 
Whitehall and the Paradise Reformed Church of Milton, Northumberland 
County, Pennsylvania is prima-facie evidence that John Balliet and his 
family moved to Northumberland County between March 8, 1807 and 
August 27, 1808. The Paradise Church cemetery is the final resting place 
of John and Catharine Balliet, their two children and many of their grand 
children. The John Balliet family “were active and prominent members of 
the Paradise Reformed Church.” 

John and Catharine had two children. 


MAGDALENA BALLIET 
of John and Catharine 


Magdalena (Dr. L. B. Balliet gives her name as Margaretta; W. P. 
Coon’s “LeVan Family” has Mary Magdalena) was born in Whitehall, 
Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. Her birth and baptism is recorded in the 
Egypt Church Records (PA, 6S, V 6, p 29) as follows: 


“Balliet, Magdalena, dr. John Balliet and w. Catharine; b. Jan. 5, 1782, bap. 
Feb. 24, 1782; sp. Jacob Mueckli and W. Susanna.” 


Jacob Mickley was a relative, possibly a brother to Catharine (Mickley) 
Balliet. Her baptismal name, Magdalena, will be used in this book. 

Magdalena married Solomon LeVan about 1799. In the Pennsylvania 
Magazine, Volume 10 page 452, it is stated in an account of Col. Stephen 
Balliet that one of his children “. . . Margaretta Balliet married Solomon 
LeVan”. This, of course, is an error and over the years has added to the 
confusion of the line of John of PAULUS. Soloman was born about 1778, 
Allen Township, Northampton County, Pennsylvania, the fifth child of 
Abraham and Magdalena (Seigfried) LeVan. Abraham LeVan was a 
Revolutionary patriot serving as adjutant under Colonel John Seigfried 
(his brother-in-law), 4th Battalion, Northampton County, dated May 21, 
l777eand May 14,1778 (PA, 5S, V 8, pp 303, 305) 

Abraham LeVan was the son of Daniel (died 1777) and Susanna 
(Seigfried) LeVan of Berks County, Pennsylvania. Daniel, the father of 
Abraham, was the pioneer emigrant of this branch of the LeVan family. 
Daniel landed at Philadelphia September 18, 1727 on the ship “William 
and Mary” from Rotterdam, last from Dover, England. (see Strassburger’s 
“German Pioneers”, and Coon’s “LeVan Family”) Daniel, the pioneer, 
was the son of Daniel LeVan who was born in Picardy, France where he 
married Mlle. Marie Beau. They were French Huguenots who fled from 
France to Holland where they died at Amsterdam. 

Solomon and Magdalena LeVan had ten children, names as follows: 
Charles, John, Thomas J., Lewis F., Daniel, Abraham, Solomon J., Wil- 
liam, Eliza, and a daughter, Mrs. John Williams.

family, brother-in-law of John Jacob Schrieber. John settled at Shippack, 
Montgomery County, Pennsylvania and before 1740 moved to Lehigh 
County. The eldest of their three children was Philip Jacob (called Jacob ) 
Schrieber, born June 13, 1735 at Shippack, married Catharine Elizabeth, 
the daughter of George Kern of Whitehall on May 1, 1759. She was born 
June 28, 1741 and died November 3, 1819. Jacob died April 5, 1813, 
they are both buried at the Egypt Church, of which he was an elder and 
trustee. They had eleven children, the tenth was Elizabeth, wife of John 
Balliet. (see A.H. of L.C., V 3, p 1169 for full account of Schrieber 
family ) 

Jacob Schrieber, father-in-law of John Balliet, was a Revolutionary 
soldier. He served under Col. Stephen Balliet, 2nd Battalion of North- 
ampton County, 4th Company as a private. On September 22, 1781, he is 
listed in the company of Captain Adam Serfoos (P.A., 5S, V 8, pp 110 & 
93) 

John and Elizabeth Balliet lived in Whitehall until about 1807, when 
they moved to what is now Montour County, Pennsylvania. He spent his 
life on a 240 acre farm, which had been purchased by his father on 
October 17, 1806, in Limestone Township, Montour County, Pennsyl- 
vania.

“AN INTERVIEW WITH OUR ELDEST MEMBER” 

“How does it feel to be 89 years young? 

“For an answer in the finest Christian spirit you should drop by and visit 
Mrs. Bertha Colestock who just celebrated her 89th birthday, July 14, 1962. 
Mrs. Colestock was born July 14, 1873 in Montour County, Pennsylvania. In 
1889, she attended the Allentown (Pa.) Female College, the second oldest 
girls school in America. For several years she then taught Home Economics in 
the public schools. In 1912 she returned for further study to Bucknell, Cornell 
and Columbia Universities, majoring in Chemistry. During the First World 
War she served as a chemist in Perryville, Md. In 1930 she married Dr. 
Henry T. Colestock, head of the History Department at Bucknell University. 
Upon Dr. Colestock’s retirement in 1934, they moved to Florida. Dr. Cole- 
stock passed away in 1952. Mrs. Colestock was active in the life of the 
church and community affairs for most of her years. She came to Arlington 
in 1960, residing with her niece, Elizabeth Feinour. Few people at the age 
of 89 are as keen of mind and vigorous in spirit as is Mrs. Colestock. She is 
an historian in her own right, knowing in great detail histories of the German 
and French Huguenot movements in Europe and in the United States”. 


Mrs. Bertha Colestock is a member of the DAR National #176328, with 
9 lines and has 20 lines in the Daughter of the American Colonists. For a 
number of years she was secretary of the “Balliet Family—Descendants 
of John Balliet of Montour County, Pennsylvania”. The following news 
item was written over 57 years ago by the then Miss Bertha Balliet Wagner 
and is quoted verbatem: 


“BALLIET REUNION” 
“One of County’s Oldest Families Celebrates One Hundredth Anniversary 
of the settling of John Balliet in this section” 
“Saturday last, September 23 (1907) was a memorable day in the history 
of the Balliet family. They met at Milton Park to commemorate the one 
hundredth anniversary of the arrival in Northumberland County of John 
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and Catherine Mickley Balliet, the ancestor of this branch of the family. 
About seventy-five members of the Balliet family were present and participated 
in the bountiful repast spread in the pavillion. 

“The oldest Balliet present was Charles K. Balliet, of McDougal, N.Y., in 
his eightieth year; the youngest, Catherine B. Balliet, seventeen months old, 
daughter of A. Elwood Balliet, of Milton, Pennsylvania. William Balliet, Sr., 
of Limestoneville (now in his eighty-seventh year) was too feeble to be 
present. Had he been there four generations would have been represented. 

“After dinner a group picture was taken on the lawn by photographer 
Montgomery. Then followed a business session in the pavillion, at which 
William H. Balliet, of Tivola, Pennsylvania, gave some historical facts con- 
cerning the family. E. P. Balliet, of Limestoneville, brought for the inspection 
of members several old papers which have been preserved by the family. 
One of these was the Will of Paul Balliet. Another paper was the original 
patent of a large tract of land at Limestoneville, Northumberland County, 
issued in 1772 and signed by John and Thomas Penn, also Deed of the 
Old Balliet Homestead, showing the purchase in 1806. The old stone house 
built in 1808 still stands in a good state of preservation, and is owned by 
William Balliet, Sr., of Limestoneville, the only surviving member of his 
family. Another interesting document shown was a Captain’s commission 
issued to John Balliet by Governor Mifflin, of Pennsylvania. 

“It was decided to form a permanent organization. The following officers 
were elected for the ensuing year; President, E. F. Balliet, Limestoneville, 
Pennsylvania; Secretary, Bertha Balliet Wagner, Ottawa, Pennsylvania; Trea- 
surer, W. D. Balliet, Buffalo, New York. 

“The Balliets were a French Huguenot family, who fled from Languedoc, 
France, during the persecution which followed the Revocation of the Edict of 
Nates, in 1685. After wandering through several countries of Europe, in 
1738 Paul Balliet, the progenitor of this branch of the family, sailed for 
America and settled in Whitehall Township, now Lehigh County, Pa.” (Milton 
(Pa) Evening Standard, September 27, 1907)

One of her sons, Ambrose W. Goodrich, is at the head of a large 
hardware business in Reading, Pennsylvania. Mr. Ambrose Stroub, son of 
Nancy Balliet Stroub, is living in Philadelphia.

NICHOLAS BALLIET 


of Paulus and Maria 


Nicholas was born about 1763. He was under fourteen at the time his 
father, PAULUS, died in 1777, when Peter Kohler was appointed his 
guardian. Nicholas never married and died at Selingsgrove, Northum- 
berland County, Pennsylvania (now Snyder County) in 1808, where he 
was a tanner. (The Snyder County Pioneers, Dr. Charles A. Fisher, 1938, 
p. 5) 

On April 6, 1795 he was one of the sponsors at the baptism of Catherine 
Troxel at the Egypt Church. (P.A., 6S, V6, p 48) 

His will is recorded at the Northumberland County Court House at 
Sunbury, in Will Book, Vol. 2, page 75: “Nicholas Balliet, deceased, 
letters granted to John Balliet on May 27, 1808”. In November of 1808, 
John Balliet filed a petition, as administrator, to sell Nicholas’ property in 
Penn Township, Northumberland County, Pennsylvania (Orphan Court 
Records, Vol.5, p 33). This John Balliet, is John of Limestone, brother 


PAUL BALLIET 


of Paulus and Maria 
Paul was born March 24, 1766. When his father, PAULUS, died in 
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1777, Peter Burkhalter was appointed his guardian. On reaching the age 
of 14, Paul chose Jacob Wert as his guardian. In the record of the Egypt 
Church he is listed as single and as a sponsor at several baptisms. Under 
the date of December 19, 1819 is the following: 


“Mickley, Thomas, s. Peter Mickley and W. Anna; b. Dec. 16; bap. Dec. 
19; sp. Paul Balliet and W. Elizabeth.” (see P.A. 6S, V6, pp 34, 35, 90, 93 
& 98) 


These records date his marriage before December of 1819. 

In a list dated April 1, 1794, “Return of officers Elected Belonging to 
the Northampton Brigade of the Militia of Pennsylvania”, Paul is listed as 
“Lieutenant Paul Balliet, 7th Regiment, Light Infantry of the 1st Battal- 
ion”, “. . . to be ready to march in support of Government at a moments 
warning”, (P.A. 6S, V5, pp 427 & 431) 

Paul was married on February 17, 1815, to Mrs. Elizabeth Deshler 
Mickley, widow of Christian Mickley (1767-1812) son of John Jacob 
Mickley (12/17/1837-12/12/1808) and Susanne Miller (11/16/1743- 
12/16/1807. Elizabeth and Christian had six children: 

Peter, 1797-1877, married Anna Butz. They had four children: Abra- 
ham, Franklin P., Alfred T., and Carolyn Mickley who married Francis 
LeVan. 

Catherine, married Daniel Seigfried. 

Elizabeth married Peter Troxell

Sarah married Mr. Hass. 

Paul remained at the old homestead where he engaged in the trade of 
saddling and died February 17, 1845 at the age of 67. Elizabeth, born

Cemetery, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. - 


WILL OF PAUL BALLIET 

“I, Paul Balliet of the Township of Whitehall in the County of Lehigh 
and State of Pennsylvania, do make and publish this my last will and testa- 
ment in manner and form following that is to say: 

“First, it is my will and I do order, that all my just debts and funeral ex- 
penses be duly paid and satisfied, as soon as conveniently can be after my 
decease. 

“Item, I give and bequeath unto my beloved wife Elizabeth in lieu of dower 
my house and lot in North Whitehall Township, together with the garden, 
stable and appurtenances as they are now occupied by us, to hold to her 
during her widowhood and absolutely all my household goods, furniture and 
kitchen utensils in said house and premises and also two goods cows and 
two good hogs—and further it is my will and I do order, that hay and straw 
sufficient to feed and keep said number of cows and hogs and for manure, 
and pasture sufficient for said number of cows and hogs—firewood, apples, and 
potatoes as much as she may want for her own use, one barrel of cider, twelve 
bushels of rye, six bushels of wheat and 25 bushels of corn, and three bushels 
of buckwheat be furnished her annually, at the proper season during her 
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widowhood by Stephen Balliet Jr. and Paul Balliet, and hereby make a charge 
upon the messuage, tenement and track of land herein after devised to them, 
and I further give and bequeath to my said wife the lawful interest accuring 
on the following sums of money and payable at the times to wit on the 
one sixth part of five thousand dollars, at the expiration of one year from 
my decease, on the two sixths of five thousand dollars at the expiration of 
two years after my decease, on the three sixths of five thousand dollars at 
the expiration of three years from my decease, on the four sixths of five 
thousand dollars at the expiration of four years from my decease, on the 
five sixths of five thousand dollars at the expiration of five years from my 
decease, and on the full amount of five thousand dollars at the expiration of 
six years from my decease, and thereafter the interest on said sum of five 
thousand dollars be annually and regularly paid to her during her widow- 
hood by the said Stephen Balliet, Jr. and Paul Balliet, and hereby charged 
on the messuage, tenement and tract of land hereinafter devised to them. 
“Item, I give and bequeath the sum of five thousand dollars payable as 
hereinafter specified to the six children of my sister Maria Catharina, deceased, 
by her husband Adam Deshler deceased, to wit; David, Barbara, Magdalena, 
Susanna, Catharine, and Solome to be equally divided among them, and in 
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case any of the said six children are now dead, or may hereafter die before 
this legacy becomes payable then the issue of such deceased child or children 
to take the share which their parents respectively would have taken if living. 
To the issue of the other child of my sister Maria Catharine deceased to wit, 
of Elizabeth who is also deceased, I make no bequest, the reason thereof can 
be ascertained from the administrators of Peter Woodring the late of North 
Whitehall township deceased. 

“Item, I give and bequeath to the issue of my brother, Stephen Balliet de- 
ceased to be equally divided among them, the sum of five thousand dollars 
payable as hereinafter specified and it is my will and I do order and direct 
that the portion or share thereof which would fall to my nephew Joseph 
Balliet one of the sons of my brother Stephen deceased be held and retained 
or be put out at interest by my executors hereinafter named and the survivor 
of them in trust to pay out and apply the interest of said portion or share 
or so much of said interest as maybe necessary towards the maintenance of 
said Joseph Balliet yearly during his natural life and at his death to pay 
the principal sum to his issue in equal parts or portions. 

“Item, I give and bequeath to my sister Susanna intermarried with John 
Baer in case she is living of which I am uncertain, and in case she is dead 
then to her issue the sum of five thousand dollars to be equally divided among 
them and payable as hereinafter specified. 

“Item, I give and bequeath to the issue of my sister Eve deceased inter- 
married with the late Nicholas Saeger Esquire the sum of five thousand dollars 
to be equally divided among them and payable as hereinafter specified. 

“Item, I give and bequeath to the issue of my brother John Balliet deceased 
the sum of five thousand dollars to be equally divided among them and pay- 
able as hereinafter specified. 

Item, I give and bequeath to the issue of my sister Magdalena deceased 
who was intermarried with Christian Troxel deceased, the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars, to be paid on the following conditions and in the following man- 
ner: First, the sum of fifty dollars for each and every year, which Jesse Troxel 
may have kept the said Magdalena his mother and a proportional sum for 
any period less than a year the time to be ascertained by the arbitrators here- 
inafter named in case of dispute, shall be deducted from the said five thou- 
sand dollars and paid to the said Jesse, and the residue thereof shall be paid 
to the issue of the said Magdalena (including the said Jesse) in equal parts 
or portions at the time hereinafter specified. 

“Item, I give and devise all that my messuage tenement and trust of land 
situated in the township of North Whitehall in the county of Lehigh adjoin- 
ing lands of Stephen Balliet late, Peter Batz, Jonas Troxel and others con- 
taining two hundred and sixty acres and more or less with the appurtenances 
to said Stephen Balliet Jr. and Paul Balliet, (sons of my nephew Stephen 
Balliet) their heirs and assigns forever as tenants in common and not as 
joint tenants charged and chargeable nevetheless with the furnishing, de- 
livering and payment yearly of the articles and interest herein before be- 
queathed to my said wife and the sum of thirty thousand dollars hereinbefore 
bequeathed to my sister and the issue of my deceased brothers and sisters to 
be paid as follows viz; twenty five thousand dollars thereof to be paid in six 
equal yearly payments of four thousand one hundred and sixty six dollars 
and sixty seven cents ($4,167.67) each, the first thereof to be made at the 
end of one year next after my decease to the issue of my eldest sister de- 
ceased and the next equal yearly payment to be made to the issue of my 
elder brother deceased and so on in the order of the births of my said brother 
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and sister till the sum of twenty five thousand dollars ($25,000) be paid. 
The remaining sum of five thousand dollars ($5000) to be paid at the ter- 
mination of my said wife’s widowhood or at her decease. And further I do 
give and devise my house and lot whereon I now reside herein before given 
to my said wife to hold to her during her widowhood, from and after the 
termination of her widowhood to the said Stephen Balliet Jr. and Paul Balliet 
their heirs and assigns forever, as tenants in common and my undivided third 
part of a certain messuage tenement and tract of land situated in South White- 
hall township adjoining lands of Peter Moyer and others containing one 
hundred and thirty acres more or less with the appurtenances and my un- 
divided moiety of a certain tract of Woodland situated in North Whitehall 
township adjoining lands of James Deshler and others containing thirty three 
acres more or less with the appurtenances and my undivided third part of a 
certain piece of woodland situated in North Whitehall township adjoining 
lands of late George Semmel containing six acres more or less with the ap- 
purtenances, and my bank stock and all the rest, residue and remainder of 
my estate effects and property of whatsoever kind and wheresoever situate I 
give and devise to the said Stephen Balliet Jr. and Paul Balliet and their 
heirs and assigns forever, to be equally divided between them provided never- 
theless and my will expressly is that in case the residue of my personal estate 
shall exceed the sum of twenty. thousand dollars the excess overplus—above 
twenty thousand dollars, shall be rateably applied to the six legacies of five 
thousand dollars each herein before given to my sister and the issue of my 
deceased brothers and sisters. 

“Item, It is my will and desire that none of the legacies herein bequeathed 
shall lapse but in case any legates whether herein named as such or described 
as such is now dead or shall hereafter die before the legacy or share of a 
legacy herein given or limited shall become payable that such legacy or share 
of a legacy shall be deemed vested in the issue of such deceased legates, 
which issue shall take by representation of their parents respectively such 
share as their parents would have taken if living. 

“Item, It is my will and desire in case my property herein before given 
bequeathed and devised shall be deminished or reduced by my creditors or 
any law of this common wealth relating to collatral inheritances or by my 
said wife to gain the provisions and legates herein before made for and be- 
queathed to her and choosing to take her dower that the same shall be dis- 
posed of and distributed in the manner, on the conditions, and according to 
the directions herein before contained but that each and every legacy shall 
rateably and proportionally abate.

Weida and John N. Hornbeck with power to any two of them in case of the 
inability of the others to act in the premire to choose another to act in his 
stead, and what they or a majority of them shall order, direct or determine 
therein shall be binding and conclusive to and on all and every persons therein 
concerned and lastly: 

“I nominate constitute, and appoint the said Stephen Balliet Jr. and the said 
Paul Balliet to be the executors of this my last will and testament revoking 
and annulling all former wills by me made and ratifying and confirming this 
and no other to be my last will and testament. 

“In witness whereof I the said Paul Balliet have to this my last will and

This document mentions his brothers, Col. Stephen and John; his sisters, 
Maria Catharina Balliet Deshler; Susanna Balliet Baer, Eve Balliet Saeger, 
and Magdalena Balliet Troxel, to whom he bequeathed to each or to their 
children, the sum of $5000.00. This will also mentioned his nephews 
Stephen and Joseph Balliet?; David, Barbara, Magdalena, Susanna, Cath- 
arine, Solome and Elizabeth Deshler’; Jesse Troxel? and his grand neph- 
ew Paul Balliet* of Stephen?. 

The will, signed July 13, 1839 and probated February 22, 1845, sub- 
stantiates the delineation of the line of PAULUS Balliet. 


MAGDALENA BALLIET™ 


of Paulus and Maria 


Magdalena, the youngest child, was born about the year 1771. Peter 
Rhodes was appointed her guardian after the death of PAULUS. She 
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married Christian Troxell. From the records of the Egypt Church the fol- 
lowing is quoted: 

“Ringer, John, s. George Ringer and w. Maria; b. Feb. 15, 1823; bap. Mar 
23; sp. Christian Troxel and w. Magdalena” (PA, 6S, B6, p 101) 


Christian Troxell was born December 6, 1771, the son of Peter Troxell, 
2nd (b. 12/28/1723, Switzerland—d. 2/28/1811, Lehigh County, Pa.) 
and his second wife Hanna Zirckel. Peter 2nd came to America with his 
parents, Peter Ist and his wife Juliana Catharine, arriving at Philadelphia 
August 17, 1733. Peter 2nd served in the Revolutionary War; he is listed 
under date of May 14, 1778 as “Peter Droxell, Private 7th class, 5th Com- 
pany, 2nd Battalion of Northampton County Militia, Field Officers Col. 
George Breing and Lieut. Col. Stephen Balliet”. (PA, 5S, V8. p 114) 

Christian and Magdalena Balliet Troxell had six children: Christian, 
Joseph, John, William, Jesse, and Magdalena Troxell®. Magdalena died 
near Danville, Pennsylvania where she was living with her son Jesse. No 
further trace of this line was found. (For an account of the Troxell 
Family see A.H. of L.Co. Pa., V.II, pp 1323-1333)

The Pioneer Immigrant 
JOSEPH BALLIET 


JOSEPH was born in Lorraine and was baptised there May 11, 1729. 
He was a son of Abraham Baillet, born 1684, died April, 1767, and his 
wife Susanna Hahn. Susanna, born 1683, died December 18, 1777, was 
a daughter of Jacob Hahn of Fleisheim. Both his parents died in Lorraine. 

At the age of twenty JOSEPH came to America, landing at Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania on October 9, 1749: 


“At the Court House at Philadelphia 
Monday Oct. 9, 1749 
Present: Tho’s Lawrence, Esquire, Mayor. 

“The Foreigners whose names are underwritten, imported in the Ship Lydia, 
Capt. John Randolph, from Rotterdam, but last from Cowes in England, 
did this day take the usual Qualifications to the Government. By the List 
154; Persons . . . Wirtemberg, Dourlach, Zweybrecht, Palatinate.” (Pa. 
Ger. Pioneers, VI, p 421) 


This is followed by the signatures of the passengers. JOSEPH signed his 
name as “Joseb Baliet” and his signature is reproduced from page 478, 


volume 2, ibid:

JOSEPH settled in Heidelberg Township in what is now Lehigh Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, about eight miles northwest of the home of his cousin, 
PAULUS Balliet. On August 9, 1750, JOSEPH filed a warrant for 25 
acres of land in Heidelberg Township. (see PA, 3S, V 24, p 116) A 
certified copy of this warrant is reproduced on page 298. 

JOSEPH added to his holdings and died possessing over 290 acres of 
land which he bequeathed to his wife and children. 

From the tax list of Heidelberg Township, Northampton County, as 
recorded in the Pennsylvania Archives, the following entries were taken:

The assessment, made by the commissioners of Northampton County in 
1781, shows that JOSEPH Balliet was a resident of Heidelberg Town- 
ship. (AH. of L.Co.Pa.,V1,p 719) 

JOSEPH served in the Revolutionary War: 


“A General Muster Roll of the Third Battalion of Northampton County Militia. 
1778. Fifty Company, Captain Conrad Ritter. Court martial Men . . . Joseph 
Balied”. (PA, 5S, V8, p 233) 


Members of this branch of the family who are interested in locating 
their Revolutionary War ancestors are referred to “Proceedings of Lehigh 
County Historical Society”, Volume 25, 1964, pages 178 to 216. Raymond 
E. Hollenback, in his paper, “Heidelberg Township in the Revolution”, 
lists in detail the record of 227 men from Heidelberg who served in the 
Revolutionary War. 
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The U. S. Census, year as noted, of Heidelberg Township, North- 
ampton County, Pennsylvania, records the following data: 
1790 


“Joseph Balliat—3/free white males 16 and up, including head of 
family; 2/free white females”.

“Joseph Balliet, Sr; 1/male over 45; 1/female over 45”. 


JOSEPH Balliet’s will and a codicil is on file, Will Book 4, page 183, 
at Easton, Northampton County, Pennsylvania. It is dated January 27, 
1796; the codicil is dated August 12, 1804. The will was probated October 
16, 1804. The actual date of JOSEPH’s death is not known, but it is as- 
sumed he died in the first week of October, 1804. The will is in German. 


“Last Will and Testament of Joseph Balliet” 
“In The Name Of God, Amen. 

“I, Joseph Baliet of Heidelberg Township, Northampton County and Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, being old and infirm; and as my life is drawing 
to its close; make this my last will and testament in the form and manner 
following; Firstly and foremostly I give and bequeathe my soul into the 
hands of Almighty God, and my ktody to the Earth, to be buried in a Christian- 
like and proper manner (on the approval of my hereinafter named executors) 
But pertaining to my hereafter named bequests, they shall be handled with 
mature deliberation and good judgment, and in the following form and 
manner, that is to say. 

Firstly I give and bequeath to the Children of my son Joseph, two pieces 
of land containing Sixty eight Acres and One hundred and twenty perches, 
with the usual appurtenances. The one peice thereof called “Springfield”, lies 
in Whitehall Township, in the aforesaid County and bounded by lands of 
Bernhard Bussler, Peter Schlosser, Daniel Schneider, Felix Arnold and Ulrich 
Arnold, and another hereinafter described piece of land, containing Twenty 
and one fourth Acres of land with the usual Appurtenances (it is the same 
piece of land with the appurtenances, which the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania by Letters Patent given the 11th day of August 1787 and recorded in 
Philadelphia in the Patent Book, No. 11, page 58 &c., granted and confirmed 
to me the aforesaid Joseph Baliet Senior and to my heirs.) The other piece 
of land called “Greenfield” lies in aforesaid Heidelberg Township, and County 
and is bounded by Jacob Baers land, then from thence by the above men- 
tioned piece of land; from thence by Michael Deibers land, and my other 
land, containing Forty eight Acres and Eighty one perches, with the appurte- 
nances bring one part of a certain piece of land, containing One hundred and 
fifty Acres, which the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania by Letters Patent, given 
the 10th day of August 1787 and recorded in Patent Book, No. 11 Page 58 
&c., likewise granted and confirmed to me and my heirs. 

“As I now hold the title to the lands, with the buildings thereon, or to be 
built thereon in the future, so shall it be held by my childrens children, and 
their heirs forever. 

“Secondly, It is my will that after my death all my goods and chattels, and 
real estate shall be held by my beloved wife Maria Barbara, until her death; 
afterwards my whole estate shall go (Except what I already have given to my 
son Joseph and his children) to my six children, Jacob, Magdalena, Leonard, 
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Katherine, Barbara and Stephen, and their heirs to be divided in equal parts 
or portions or everything is to be sold at public vendue and the proceeds to 
be divided into equal parts between them. And lastly, I name constitute and 
appoint my sons Jacob and Stephen Balliet as the lawful Executors, of this 
my last will and testament, and I hereby revoke and destroy, all of my pre- 
vious wills and testaments, Legacies and bequests, and Executors named at 
any previous time, Ratifying and confirming, this and no other as my last 
will and testament. 

“In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal the Twenty- 
seventh day of January One Thousand, Seven Hundred and Ninety six (1796).” 
“Signed, Sealed, published and declared by the 
aforesaid Testator as his last will and _ testa-

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A reproduction of the Codicil to JOSEPH’S will, dated August 12, 1804, and sworn 
to October 16, 1804. 
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JOSEPH was married about the year 1750 to Maria Barbara (maiden 
name unknown). His will lists seven children, but it is believed he had 
another son, Daniel, who died young: “. . . Daniel born Sept. 13, died 
Oct. 18, 1773”. (see A.H. of L.C., V2, p 48) The surviving children of 
Joseph and Maria Barbara who were born in Heidelberg Township were 
named: Jacob, Magdalena, Leonard, Katherine, Barbara, Stephen, and 
Joseph, 2nd. 

Some of the children left Heidelberg before the death of JOSEPH in 
1804, and within a few years the others also settled elsewhere. The U. S. 
Census of 1810 and 1820 does not list any Balliets as residents for the 
township. The census of 1830 records a “Helfrick F. Balliet Jr” as a resi- 
dent, however, his identity is unknown. 


JACOB BALLIET 
of Joseph and Maria 


Jacob, hereafter referred to as Captain Jacob, was born July 6, 1751 
and died November 6, 1831, age 80 years and 4 months, at Dryland, 
Pennsylvania (Kieffer, p 328). Captain Jacob married twice. His first wife 
was Anna Maria Ritter. After her death, he married Elizabeth Barbara 
Ritter, a sister to his first wife. Barbara Balliet, a sister to Captain Jacob, 
married Daniel Ritter, a brother to Captain Jacob’s two wives. 

The pioneer settlers of the Ritter family were four brothers, Paul, 
Henry, Martin, and Casper, who arrived at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
September 11, 1732. Casper Ritter, under sixteen in 1732, lived in lower 
Milford Township, Northampton County, Pennsylvania for a number of 
years. About 1757, he moved to Dryland in Bethlehem Township, where 
he was constable and a member of the Dryland Church. He died in 1792. 
Casper and his wife, Anna Maria Ritter, had eight children, including 
Anna Maria, Elizabeth Barbara and Daniel Ritter mentioned above. (A. 
H. of L.C., V3, p 1060) Casper served as a clerk in “Bethlehem Town- 
ship Aprill 16teen 1782 List of Captin Jacob Ballead Compynee” (PA, 
miss, aah fake WA) © 

The wills of Casper Ritter and his wife, Anna Maria, of Bethlehem 
Township, probated April 2, 1792 and January 30, 1803, state that their 
daughter, Barbara, was the wife of Jacob Balliet, also two grand children 
were mentioned—Barbara and Susanna Balliet. 

The Revolutionary War record of Captain Jacob Balliet is given as 
documented in the Pennsylvania Archives, 5th Series, Volume 8, pages as 
noted:

His grave, at Dryland Reformed Church, at Dryland, Pennsylvania, was 
officially marked June 16, 1918 by the Liberty Bell Chapter, N.S. D.A.R., 
Allentown, Pennsylvania. 

From the Pennsylvania Archives, 3rd Series, Volume 19, pages as 
noted, the following tax records are listed:

His name appears on the “List of Taxables—1781” for Heidelberg 
Township Northampton County, Pennsylvania as “Jacob Bailer” (A.H. 
of: L:Gi Parl ip Wt9). 

Captain Jacob Balliet, by his first wife, Anna Maria Ritter, had a 
daughter, Maria Barbara, born October 21, 1774, baptised December 6, 
1774. The grandparents, JOSEPH and Maria Barbara Balliet, were the 
sponsors (Hinke—Union Reformed Church Records—hereafter referred 
to as Hinke’s). From the records of the Dryland Church, Capt. Jacob 
Balliet and Anna Maria Ritter (both single) were sponsors on August 2, 
1772 of the baptism of Anna Maria Kreiling. These two entries would 
indicate that Capt. Jacob and Anna Maria were married sometime in 
1773. Anna Maria Balliet partook of Holy Communion on December 23, 
1780 (Hinke’s p 144) and died shortly after, probably in January or Feb- 
ruary of 1781. No further trace of this daughter, Maria Barbara, or his 
first wife, Anna Maria, was found. 

Captain Jacob Balliet’s second marriage took place at Dryland, Penn- 
sylvania on November 6, 1781 when he married Elizabeth Barbara Ritter, 
who was born May 14, 1766 at Dryland, Pennsylvania, the younger sister 
of his first wife. “Jacob and Barbara Balliet (Balyet) were the sponsors 
on November 11, 1793 of Joseph Lecht” (ibid p 66). After the death of 
Captain Jacob on November 6, 1831 (Kieffer’s, p 328), Elizabeth Bar- 
bara moved to Northumberland County, Pennsylvania where she lived 
with their son, Daniel Balliet. 

On file in the National Archives, Washington, D.C., is found the Revo- 
lutionary War Pension application #W5209 of Elizabeth Barbara Balliet, 
widow of Captain Jacob Balliet, and Certificate #5220 to widow was is- 
sued April 22, 1853, Act of July 4, 1836 for $130.00 annual pension 
from March 4, 1831. 

An abstract follows: 


Barbara Balliet, applied for a pension March 6, 1850, when 84 years 
old, a resident of Northumberland County, Pennsylvania. She deposed that 
Captain Jacob Balliet, her deceased husband, resided in Northampton Co., 
Bethlehem Township, Pennsylvania, at time of enlistment; they were married 
Nov. 6, 1781 at Hecktown, Easton Church, Northampton County, Pennsyl- 
vania; where oldest son (John?) Jacob was born; before marrying she was 
Elizabeth Barbara Ritter; after the death of Captain Jacob Balliet, she moved 
to Northumberland County Pennsylvania and lived with their son Daniel. 
Documents were submitted dated Sept. 24, 1781 and Sept. 23, 1782, giving 
orders for Captain Jacob to march. 

Abraham Fogel, Northampton Co. Pa. deposed on September 8, 1852, 
he lived as a neighbor to Capt. Jacob and Barbara Balliet for 50 years, and 
affiant he served in the war with Jacob Balliet; said Capt. Balliet sold his 
farm to his son Daniel, but continued to reside on it; son Daniel sold the 
farm about 22 years ago and with his mother moved to Northumberland Co.

Pa.; two sons Jacob and Abraham Balliet still resided as neighbors to Abraham 
Fogel. 

Samuel Stoph testified March 4, 1852 as to the service of Jacob Balliet 
and remembers when Jacob Balliet went away to marry Barbara Ritter in 
Easton, Pa.; he also states that Jacob Balliet was sometimes called Balgert 
and Balyard. 

John F. Dentler, McEwensville, Northumberland County, Pa. on Dec. 6, 
1856 wrote to know procedure to handle pension of Barbara Balliet and how 
to obtain a bounty land warrant to which she was entitled. 

Charles F. Schaffer states that any German will call the name Balgert. 


In the Orphan Court Records, Northumberland County Court House, 
Sunbury, Pennsylvania, Vol. 12, p 95, is found the following: 


“John F. Dentler for Abram (Abraham) Balliet, eldest (?) son and heir 
of Barbara Balliet of Delaware township, deceased widow of Jacob Balliet had 
nine children: Rebecca; Abram; Christiana married Henry Peters; Elizabeth 
married Michael Lower; Isaac; John; Joseph; Polly married George Haup; 
Lydia married John Scheppy; and grandchildren: Joseph and Stephen, children 
of Jacob (Jr) and Catherine Seibert Balliet; and grandchildren of Hannah 
(Balliet) and Stephen Snyder; whose names are unknown to your petitioner; 
and Daniel Balliet. Barbara Balliet died seized in her demise as of fee of and 
in certain Bounty Land Warranted by act of March 3, 1856, bearing date 
of July 17, 1836, No. 34, 266 for 160 acres of government land unto 
Barbara, widow of Jacob Balliet, Captain in Revolutionary War. Abram 
Balliet wants portion of these premises October 31, 1857. On April 1, 1858 
this land was valued at $160.00.” 


The document states Capt. Jacob had “nine children” then lists twelve. It 
also stated “Abram Balliet, eldest son...” It also lists a John and a Jacob. 
Other records give the name of the first born as “John Jacob”. This son, 
John Jacob undoubtedly went by the name Jacob and the fourth born was 
named and went by John. It is believed that the “nine children” listed were 
the surviving children, the other three had died before their mother. (Will 
Book, Vol. 5, p 543) 

The tombstone of Elizabeth Barbara Balliet in the Lutheran and Re- 
formed Cemetery, Turbotville, Pennsylvania is inscribed: “Elizabeth Wife 
of Jacob Balliet, April 4, 1857”. The U. S. Census of 1850 gave her age 
as 83, so at the time of her death she was about 90 years old. This is in 
accord with her date of birth given previously. 

Although the foregoing records as well as some to follow do not agree 
in all details, the deleneation as given is in general an accurate account 
of his branch of the family. The only known descendants of Captain 
Jacob who were located is the family of Albert Harrison Balliet, 1852- 
1907, a great, great grandson. The other dates, names, etc. were taken 
from various sources as indicated. 

Captain Jacob and Elizabeth Barbara (Ritter) Balliet had thirteen 
children. The following is arranged chronologically as it appears from the 
sources found: John Jacob, hereafter referred to as Jacob, Jr.; Abraham 
(or Abram); Joseph; John; Christiana; Catherine; Elizabeth; Daniel; 
Hannah Lydia; Polly and Rebecca. 
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JACOB BALLIET, JR.” 
of Captain Jacob and Elizabeth 


Jacob, Jr. was born “John Jacob son of Jacob and Barbara Balliet on 
June 7, 1782; baptised June 30, 1782. The sponsors were Jacob and 
Susanna Busel;” (Hinke’s page 35). He was confirmed “April 18, 1801 
at the age of 18” (ibid p 197). 

The records differ as to the name of his wife. Kieffer, page 358, states 
that on “July 10, 1808 Jacob Balliet and Cath. Hohenschied” were mar- 
ried. The Orphan Court Records state: “Jacob and Catherine Seibert 
Balliet”. From these entries it is assumed that Jacob, Jr. married twice. 
The following is taken from the records of the Friedens Union Church, 
Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. ‘Elizabeth, daughter of Jacob and Cathe- 
rine Bolger (Balliet), born May 10, 1809, baptised July 2, 1809; Spon- 
sors, Jacob Bolger (Balliet) and wife Barbara”’—her grandparents pre- 
sumably. Jacob, Jr. and Catharine Balliet had three children, possibly 
others: Elizabeth Balliet, born May 10, 1809; Stephen Balliet and Joseph 
Balliet. 


ABRAHAM BALLIET’ 
of Captain Jacob and Elizabeth 


Abraham Balliet was born about the year 1783. At the age of 17 he 
was confirmed at Dryland Union Church, Dryland, Pennsylvania by Rev. 
Thomas Pomp (Hinke’s, Dryland page 206). In 1852 Abraham was 
living in Northampton County, Pennsylvania. On October 31, 1857, his 
attorney filed a petition in regards to his mother’s estate in Sunburg, 
Northumberland County, Pennsylvania. It is believed he married and had 
children but no definite records were found. 


JOSEPH BALLIET’ 
of Captain Jacob and Elizabeth 


Joseph Balliet was born May 28, 1784 and died at Dryland, Pennsy]l- 
vania, November 30, 1835, age 51 years, 6 months, 2 days (Kieffer, p 
334). He married Susan Green about the year 1811 at Dryland. She was 
born October 20, 1794 at Easton, Pennsylvania and died there December 
15, 1887. They had two children, Susanna and Stephen 


SUSANNA BALLIET* of Joseph & Susan 


Susanna Balliet, died at Dryland Pennsylvania, July 9, 1825, age 8 
years, 2 months and thirteen days. (Kieffer, p 319) 
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STEPHEN BALLIET* of Joseph & Susan 


Stephen was born September 20, 1812 at Easton, Pennsylvania and 
died July 25, 1901, at Ridgewood, New Jersey. He married Ann (or 
Annie) Lowery at Easton, Pennsylvania on September 25, 1836 (Kieffer 
p 387). She was born June 6, 1821 at Easton and died there on November 
12, 1893. They had children as follows, all born in Easton, Pennsylvania: 

EDWIN BALLIET” of Stephen & Ann 

Edwin was born about 1837. In 1880 he is listed in the U. S. Census 

as single; age 42; occupation, clerk. 


ELIZABETH BALLIET?’ of Stephen & Ann 


Elizabeth was born about 1839 and married Jeremiah Anglemeyer. 


HARRY BALLIET?’ of Stephen & Ann 
Harry was born about 1845. 


MARY BALLIET? of Stephen & Ann 


Mary was born about 1848. She married Bartlet Frost who was Mayor 
of Phillipsburg, New Jersey. 


MRS. STOCKTON? of Stephen & Ann 
The U. S. Census of 1880 lists a Howard Stockton, age 9, as a grandson 
and he was living with Stephen and Ann. No other facts were found. 
ALBERT HARRISON BALLIET?’ of Stephen & Ann 


Albert H. was born July 9, 1852 and died October 26, 1907 at Brook- 
lyn, New York. He was married October 4, 1873 to Josephine Edna 
Ebert. She was born March 9, 1853 at Mauch Chunk (now Jim Thorpe), 
Pennsylvania and died at Peekskill, New York, on October 14, 1921. 
They had four children: 


Owen W. E. Batuer® of Albert & Josephine 
Owen was born September 25, 1874. He died without issue (?). 


Horace D. Barut’ of Albert & Josephine 
Horace was born July 30, 1876. He died without issue (?) 


EstHer BackMAN BaxueT® of Albert & Josephine 
Esther, born April 18, 1878 at Mauch Chunk, Pennsylvania, died 
August 19, 1961 at New Smyrna Beach, Florida. She had gathered con- 
siderable data on Captain Jacob’s line and her notes were most helpful in 
deleneating this branch of the family. She was a member of the DAR, 
National #:375221, through JOSEPH Balliet and Captain Jacob Balliet. 


ANNE Laury Barut’ of Albert & Josephine 
Anne, born February 2, 1885 at Hoboken, New Jersey married Cas- 
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pian Hale, Jr. at Brooklyn New York, June 29, 1910. He was born No- 
vember 7, 1885 at Brooklyn, New York and died at St. Augustine, Flori- 
da on May 24, 1936. His parents were Caspian and Anna (Skinner) 
Hale of English decent. Anne and Caspian had a daughter: 

I. Ruth Elizabeth Hale’, born at Peekskill, New York on September 11, 
1911, married Walter Lester Robertson, December 19, 1934 at New 
Smyrna Beach, Florida, where they now reside at 704 Magnolia Street. 
Ruth is a member of the Huguenot Society of South Carolina and of the 
DAR, National #375222. 


JOHN BALLIET’ 
of Captain Jacob and Elizabeth 


John was born about 1786. According to the U. S. Census of 1850, 
Lewis Township, Northumberland County, Pennsylvania, he was an inn- 
keeper; his wife was listed as Sarah age 42; his children were: Martin 
Jeff age 11; Harry age 9; Stephen and William twins, age 7; Christiana 
age 5; A. Jackson age 4; and Sarah age 2. The only trace found of these 
children is: 


“A. J. Balliet (A. Jackson?), Turbotville, deceased, appointed his adopted 
son Chester T. Balliet his executor and heir to his estate May 24, 1924. A.J. 
died July 12, 1924.” (Will Book 19, p 270, Court Records Sunburg, Penn- 
sylvania) 


CATHERINE BALLIET’ 
of Captain Jacob and Elizabeth 


Catherine was born August 1, 1788, baptized September 7, 1888, 
sponsors were George Kocher and Catherine Vogel (Hinke—Dryland Re- 
cord). 


CHRISTIANNA BALLIET’ 
of Captain Jacob and Elizabeth 


Christianna was born May 15, 1799 and died November 17, 1874. She 
married Henry Peter who was born November 28, 1798 and died 
March 9, 1884. They are both buried in Dinkey’s Church Cemetery, 
Ashfield, Pennsylvania. They had eleven children: 


AARON PETER‘ of Henry & Christianna 


Aaron was born June 28, 1821 and died September 30, 1900. He mar- 
ried Susan A. Ringer who was born July 21, 1829 and died November 
30, 1912. They had seven children: Austin Alexander, born December 
19, 1859, died July 9, 1934; Eldred Douglas, born February 13, 1852, 
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died April 19, 1911; Emma, born January 6, 1858, died July 25, 1948; 
Olivia, born August 16, 1863, died June 15, 1945; Irene C., born January 
14, 1866, died October 10, 1870; Alesta J., born July 10, 1868, died 
December 14, 1952; and Blanche®, born June 10, 1872, died November 
20219)3. 

The other ten children of Henry and Christianna (Balliet) Peter were:

ELIZABETH BALLIET’ 
of Captain Jacob and Elizabeth 


Elizabeth married Michael Lower. In the records of the Christ Luther- 
an Church, Shoenerville, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, is the baptism of 
“John Jacob Lower, son of Michael and Elizabeth (Balliet) Lower; born 
January 8, 1817, baptised July 23, 1817; sponsors John Balyat (Balliet) 


and Polly”. This John and Polly were probably a brother and sister to 
Elizabeth. 


DANIEL BALLIET’ 
of Captain Jacob and Elizabeth 


Daniel was born about 1801 and married Catherina Dreisbach on 
August 30, 1835 (Kieffers p 385). From the records of the Northumber- 
land County Court House at Sunburg, Pennsylvania, the following data 
concerning Daniel and his family is taken: 

Will book, Vol. 5, page 472: 


“April 5, 1855, letters were granted to John F. Dentler and Joseph Cravens 
to administer the estate of Daniel Balliet. 


Orphan Court Records, Vol. 11, page 394, dated January 7, 1856: 


“Daniel H. Dreisbach was appointed guardian of Catharine Ann Balliet minor 
child of Daniel (deceased), above 14 years. Also, the same guardian was ap- 


pointed for George W. and Caroline C. Balliet, minor children of Daniel, 
both under 14. 


Orphan Court Records, Vol. 12, page 9, date June 3, 1857: 


John F. Dentler and Joseph Gravin, administrators of estate of Daniel Balliet 
want permission to sell the land on behalf of Daniel’s three children, Catharine, 
George and Caroline, all in their minority. 


Orphan Court Records, Vol. 12, page 173, dated March 26, 1858 
states: 


Daniel Balliet left widow, Catherine, and three children: Catherine Ann, 
George W. and Caroline Balliet. 
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In the Turbotville (Pa.) Lutheran and Reformed Cemetery, the grave 
stone of Daniel is inscribed “Daniel Balliet, October 16, 1854, age 53”. 


GEORGE BALLIET* of Daniel & Catherina 


George was born about 1844. He owned a farm in Delaware Town- 
ship, Northumberland County, Pennsylvania. He married Sarah E. about 
1865. Sarah was born about 1844. They had the following children (U. 
S.C. 1870 & 1880):

Isaac was born January 16, 1809, Northampton County, Pennsylvania. 
He married Catharine Koechlem, January 15, 1837 (Keifers, p 387). 
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Both are buried in the Harmony Cemetery, Milton, Pennsylvania. Their 
tombstones are inscribed: 


“Father Isaac Balliet, Jan. 16, 1809-Feb. 9, 1888”. 
“Mother Catharine Balliet, March 6, 1818-Jan. 9, 1885”. 


In Will Book, Vol. 8, page 213, Northumberland County under date of 
April 26, 1887; “Isaac Balliett deceased, of Chillesquaqua township, left 
farm to son Edwin F. Balliet with the provision that “daughter Katie shall 
have a room in the house as long as she remains single”. The rest of the 
estate to be divided “between all my children”. Thomas Satteson was 
named administrator. The names of the other children are not given. The 
U. S. Census of 1850, Delaware Township, Northumberland County, 
Pennsylvania gave the following children of Isaac and Catherine: 
Mary and Jacob T. twins, b. 1839; William L. b. 1842; Robert H., b. 1843; 
Leamon, b. 1847; Andrus L., b. 1849. 

In the newspaper file of the Sunbury (Pa) Library the following is taken: 
“Augustas German Balliet, son of Isaac Balliet, died on June 16, 1853, 
age 1 year 4 months, 15 days.” The U.S. Census of 1880 lists Edwin F., 
b. 1856 and Kate, b. 1866.

Emma, born May 12, 1869, Montandon, Pennsylvania, died in North- 
umberland County, Pennsylvania in 1934. 


CHESTER TILLMAN BALLIET?’ of Jacob & Mary 


Chester, born September 4, 1885, married Ina Pearl Billhime. Ina was 
born August 5, 1885, Danville, Pennsylvania and died January 4, 1955. 
Her parents were William Boyd Billhime (b. 10/30/1859 Columbia Co., 
Pa.—d. 11/19/1938 Danville, Pa) and Regina Elizabeth Beyer (b. 1/ 
22/1861, Valley Twp., Montour Co. Pa.—d. 10/29/1930, Danville, Pa). 
Her paternal grandparents were John Billhime (b. 12/8/1819, Columbia 
Co., Pa—d. 1901, Turbotville, Pa) and Harriet Morrison (9/20/1832— 
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2/7/1888). Her maternal grandparents were Edward and Agnes Settler 
Beyer. 
Chester and Ina had four children: 
Joy Epona Batuet® of Chester & Ina 
Joy, born November 23, 1907, Danville, Pennsylvania, married a Mr.

In the U. S. Census of 1880, Edwin is listed as single, age 24, and 
living at home with his parents and sister Kate. The Orphan Court 
Records of Northumberland County, Pennsylvania, Vol. 25, p 402, states 
that, “T. J. Carathers and O.J. Gilbert were appointed April 16, 1894 | 
appraisers of the property of Edwin F. Balliet, late of Chillisquaqua twp. | 
He was survived by widow, Lizzie Balliet’”. He was buried in the Harmony | 
Cemetery, Milton, Pennsylvania, his marker inscribed: 


“Edwin F. Balliet, Oct. 19, 1809-Feb. 18, 1894”.

Lydia married John Scleppy. 


POLLY BALLIET’ 
of Captain Jacob and Elizabeth

REBECCA BALLIET’

Rebecca, in 1850, was single and living with her brother, Daniel. 
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MAGDALENA BALLIET 
of Joseph and Maria 


It is believed that Magdalena was the second child of JOSEPH and 
Barbara, and was probably born in the early part of the year, iba espel 
Heidelberg township, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. She was married 
about 1774 to Johannes Keck. He died in the early part of 1815—his will 
was filed April 10, 1815. 

The founder of the Keck family in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania was 
Henry Keck (Geck), a native of Upper Pfaltz, Bavaria, who landed 
with his wife at Philadelphia on October 17, 1732. He lived in Chester 
County, Pennsylvania and about 1736 settled in what is now Lehigh 
County. (For additional data on the Keck family, see A:H. of L.Co., 
Pa. V.2, pp 618-620). Johannes Keck served in the Revolutionary War. 
From the Proceedings of Lehigh County Historical Society, volume 25, 
1964, page 206, the Revolutionary War record of Johannes Keck is tak- 
en: 

“Keck, John—General Muster 1778. 

5th Class, 7th Col. 3rd Battalion. 

General Muster 1780, 5th Class, 7th Co. 3rd Battalion. 
General Muster 1782, 5th Class, 7th Co., 3rd Battalion 
Private, Capt. Roeder’s Co. May 1780”. 


(also see P.A. Sth series, V.11, pp 237, 439, 5159 

After the death of Magdalena (Balliet) Keck, who survived her hus- 
band, Johannes, their eleven children petitioned for a partition of the 
estate. They were: (Margaret) Elizabeth, John, Catharine, Leonard, 
Magdalena, Henry, (John) Michael, (Johannes) Stephen, Barbara, Sarah 
(Salome) and Daniel Keck. 


MARGARET ELIZABETH KECK’ 
of Johannes and Magdalena 


Margaret Elizabeth appears to be the first born. In Hinke’s Union 
Church Records is found the following: 


“Margaret Elizabeth, daughter of John and Magdalena Keck was born 
March 25, 1775, baptised April 1, 1775; the sponsors were Michael Keck, 
Elizabeth Bockel, Leonard Balliet, and Elizabeth Keck.” 


These presumably were aunts and uncles of Margaret Elizabeth. 


CATHERINE KECK’ 
of Johannes and Magdalena 


Catherine, third child, was born about 1780 and died July 2, 1845 at 
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Williamsport, Pennsylvania. She was married about 1797 to Lawrence 
Ebert of Heidelberg Township, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. The names 
of Tobias, John and Philip Ebert appear on the tax list of Heidelberg 
Township in the year 1762. Lawrence was possibly a son of John Ebert. 
(see A.H. of L.Co.,Pa, V.11, pp 292, 293 for additional data on the 
Ebert family ). 

In the U.S. Census of 1800, Lawrence Ebert, wife and three daughters 
appear in the listing for Heidelberg Township. In 1810 they were living 
in Tyrone Township in what is now Perry County. Lawrence was born in 
Heidelberg Township, Lehigh County, about 1767 and died in Perry 
County, Pennsylvania in December of 1840. They had fourteen children 
as follows: 


SUSANNAH EBERT’ of Lawrence & Catherine 


Susannah was born about 1798, Northampton County, Pennsylvania 
and died in Perry County, Pennsylvania. She married Samuel Bower. 


CATHERINE EBERT’ of Lawrence & Catherine 


Catherine was born February 1, 1799, Northampton County, Penn- 
sylvania and died age 38 years, 5 months, 1 day on July 2, 1837 in Loys- 
ville, Perry County, Pennsylvania. She married John Ockerman. 


SARAH EBERT’ of Lawrence & Catherine 


Sarah (Salome), born February 27, 1801, Northampton County, died 
on March 1, 1864, age 63 years, 4 days at Loysville. She married George 
Kiner, (1794-1853). 


MARY EBERT?’ of Lawrence & Catherine

Michael was born March 10, 1789 and married Catharine. In 1826 he 
was living in Macungie Township, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania.

Daniel and Sarah had eight children: Elizabeth Steckel, born November 
7, 1816, died young; James, born October 20, 1817, died young; Levina, 
born June 21, 1819, married Charles Freyman; Maria, born September 
9 1820, married Monroe Music and had two daughters and moved 
West; Eli, born April 24, 1822, married twice, had two daughters and 
died in Cleveland, Ohio; Alexander, born December 6, 1823, died single; 
Gideon, born January 18, 1825; and Sarah A. Steckel*, born February 
15, 1827, died September 30, 1902, married Joshua Miller and had three 
children: Robert A.®, Jane E., and Rosa Miller® who married William 
Koehler.

Daniel, the youngest child, was born January 31, 1797. His wife’s 
name was Catharine and they settled in what is now Spring Township, 
Perry County, Pennsylvania where he died. He served in the War of 1812. 
(P.A. 6S, V8, p 661) 


LEONARD BALLIET 
of Joseph and Maria 


Leonard was born in Heidelberg Township, Northampton County (now 
Lehigh County), Pennsylvania on February 27, 1758. Henry and Marga- 
ret Berger, Leonard Steininger and Julian Gietim were the sponsors at his 
baptism. 
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The records of Leonard, his brothers and sisters, and their families are 
not as complete or as readily located as those of PAULUS’ line. 
JOSEPH’s children all moved from Heidelberg Township and settled in 
other sections of Eastern Pennsylvania. It is presumed that the family was 
members of the Heidelberg Reformed Church which was organized in 
1740. “According to Father Johannes Hunsicker the first church (Heidel- 
berg) and its records were destroyed by fire in 1756. A second church was 
built in 1764 and the records are still in existence”. (A.H.L.C., V 3, 
p 726) The writer has not been able to inspect these records. 

The first reference found of Leonard is his sponsorship of the baptism 
of his niece, Margaret Elizabeth Keck on April 1, 1775 (Hinke’s—Union 
Church). In the tax list of Heidelberg Township of 1781, Leonard is 
listed as single. Tradition has it, that his first child, John, was born March 
18, 1783. These facts indicate that he was married sometime in 1782 to 
Hannah Beatty. In the court records at Easton, Pennsylvania, the German 
will of Joseph Betty (or Petty?) of Lehigh Township, probated August 8, 
1789, states that one of his daughters is Hannah Balliet. Again it is impos- 
sible to determine from this document whether the surname is Betty or 
Petty. In the old German records it is in many instances impossible to 
distinguish between the German “B” and “P”. For instance PAULUS 
Balliet’s name is often found as Baulus Balliet or Baulus Palliet. From 
family and other records it is believed the name was originally Bedisin 
or Bettisin, which over the years became Betty or Beatty. Hannah died 
December 27, 1817 according to records handed down to members of 
this line. 

It is possible that Leonard remarried. The U. S. Census of 1820 and 
1830 list a female between 45 and 50 years of age in the household. How- 
ever, no actual proof of this was found. It is believed that he died some- 
time between 1830 and 1840 in West Penn Township, Schuylkill County, 
Pennsylvania. The U. S. Census Records for Pennsylvania, year, county, 
and township as indicated for Leonard Balliet follows:

In 1785, Leonard Balliet, a resident of Penn Township, Northampton 
County, Pennsylvania, paid a Federal Tax of 1£ on 300 acres, 2 horses 
and 1 cow. (P.A., 3S, V19, p 164). In 1786, he paid 18 shillings on 
150 acres, 2 horses and 1 cow. (ibid, p 258). In 1788, he was taxed 13 
shilling 7 pence on 200 acres, 2 horses and 2 cows. 

In the Pennsylvania Archives, 3rd Series, Volume 26, pages 39 and 
48 are found the following “Warrantees of Land—Northampton Co.”: 


“Balliot, Leonard; 50 acres, June 11, 1788 
Balliet, Leonard; 349 acres, Dec. 2, 1808” 


The patents for these two Land Warrantees are on file in the Department 
of Internal Affairs of Pennsylvania at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania at Patent 
Book “P”, Volume 63, pages 407 and 408. Following is a copy of a 
certified reproduction of the second mentioned above: 


“THE COMMONWEALTH OF PENNSYLVANIA 

“To all to whom these presents shall come, Greetings: 
Andrew Ellicott (L.S.) 
Sec’y. Land-Office 
Know ye, That in Consideration of the sum of two hundred and seventy 
dollars and three cents now paid by Leonard Balliet of Northampton County 
into the Receiver-general’s Office of this Commonwealth, there is granted by 
the said Commonwealth unto the said Leonard Balliet a certain tract of 
Land, called “AMSTERDAM” situate in Penn T ownship Northampton 
County BEGINNING at a Stone thence by land late of John Weasner North 
thirteen degrees and a quarter West one hundred and fifty two perches and a 
quarter to a Stone thence by land of Michael Ohl North seventy degrees and 
a half East twenty eight perches to a stone North thirteen degrees West 
ninety seven perches to a stone North seventy seven degrees and half East 
two hundred and thirty four perches to a Stone thence by land of Nicholas 
Backman South thirteen degrees and a quarter East two hundred and twenty 
perches to a Stone thency by land of Leonard Balliet South seventy degrees 
West one hundred and sixty four perches and a quarter to a Chestnut Oak 
and thence by land of Andrew Harrison South seventy three degrees West 
ninety nine perches and a quarter to the beginning, CONTAINING Three 
hundred and forty nine acres and allowance of six per cent for roads, &c, 
which said tract was surveyed in pursuance of an Application No. 2271 dated 
20th January 1767 to William Gable who died in estate seized of the above 
described tract of land whereupon the Orphans Court of Northampton County 
by an order dated Ist August 1783 adjuded the same to Joseph Gable who 
by deed dated 4th August 1783 conveyed the same to Leonard Balliet to 
whom a warrant issued the 2d instant with the appurtenances. 

“To have and to hold, That said Tract or Parcel of Land, with the Ap- 
purtenances, unto the said Leonard Balliet and his heirs, to the use of him 
the said Leonard Balliet his heirs and assigns forever. Free and Clear of all 
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Restrictions and Reservations, as to Mines, Royalties, Quit-rents or otherwise, 
excepting and reserving only the fifth part of all Gold and Silver Ore, for the 
use of this Commonwealth, to be delivered at the Pitt’s mouth, clear of all 
charges. In Witness whereof Andrew Ellicott, Secretary of the Land Office 
of the said Commonwealth, hath hereto set his hand and the State Seal hath 
been hereunto affixed, the third day of December in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and eight and of the Commonwealth the thirty 
third. 

Attest: T. M. Thompson Sec. Comth. Enrolled the 3rd day of December 
A.D. 1808.” 


The military service record of Leonard Balliet during the Revolutionary

“Leonard Balliett, 6th class, Sth company Capt. Conrad Ritter, Muster Roll 
of the 6th Battalion of North’n county... 1782”. (ibid p 510) 

“Leonard Balliet, Rangers on the Frontiers, 1778-1783. Northampton Co”. 

“Leonard Balliet, private, Northampton County, Continental Line” (ibid 

V 4, p 644) 
The surrender of the British at Yorktown occurred on October 19, 1781. 
The War did not actually end until September 3, 1783 when the peace 
treaty was signed. This period was of great concern to the people of the 
frontier, and the militia was frequently called out to protect the settlers 
against the continuing Indian raids between 1781 and 1783. (also, see 
LCHS, V 25, pp 178-216, for Hollenback’s Heidelberg Township in the 
Revolutionary War. ) 

Leonard and Hannah Balliet had ten sons and one daughter. Of these, 
seven: Stephen, Daniel, Eva, Henry, Jonas, Jacob and David, moved to 
Ohio and subsequently some of their children settled in Indiana, Michigan 
and Wisconsin. Leonard, Jr., Joseph and George remained in Pennsyl- 
vania. No authentic account of their oldest son, John, was found. 

The family of Leonard and Hannah Balliet, taken from the Family 
Bible, which was in possession of their grandson and his wife, Leonard 
and Judith Hoppes Balliet. 

“In the year 1758, February 27, Leonard Balliet was born. The sponsors 
were: Henry and Margaret Berger, Leonard Steininger and Julian Gietim. 
Leonard’s wife Hanna, daughter of Yoseb (Joseph) Betty, died December 
27,1817. 

“John Balliet, born March 18, 1783. Sponsors were Johannes Betty and 
Barbara Balliet. Died as a young boy. 
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“Stephen Balliet, born September 26, 1784. Sponsors were Stephen Balliet 
and Maria Betty. 

“Leonard Balliet, born February 12, 1786. Sponsors were Joseph and 
Magdalena Balliet. 

“Daniel Balliet, born March 1, 1788. Sponsors were Adam Kiesner and 
Juliana Mensiner. 

“Eva Balliet, born August 29, 1790. Sponsors were Johannes and Eva 
Catarina Kiesner. 

“Joseph born April 7, 1792. Sponsors were Samuel and Magdalena Sekartz. 

“George Balliet, born March 7, 1794. Sponsors were George and Anna 
Marie Raug, great grandparents. 

“Henry Balliet, born December 13, 1796. Sponsors were Henry Folt and 
Gertrude Fliefer. 

“Jonas Balliet, born July 24, 1798. Sponsors were Johannes and Christiana 
Shmit. 

“Jacob Balliet, born September 13, 1800. Sponsors were Jacob and Marilisa- 
beth Bachman. 

“David Balliet, born June 24, 1802. Sponsors Emmerson Jiffin and wife.” 


(Note: the spelling of the names of the sponsors is recorded as they ap- 
pear to the writer ) 


JOHN BALLIET’ 


of Leonard and Hannah 


John, the first child of Leonard and Hannah, was born March 18, 
1783. The date of his birth and of his baptism on March 30, 1783 is re- 
corded in records of the Union Church of Whitehall, Lehigh County, 
Pennsylvania (see Hinke’s). The sponsors were John Betty (?) and Bar- 
bara Balliet. This is the only documental evidence found. No known 
descendants of John have been located. It is assumed that John died at an 
early age, unmarried. In the papers of Dr. Thomas Balliet a list of the 
names and dates of birth of Leonard’s children copied from “a Bible be- 
longing to Judith (Hoppes) Balliet” a notation after John’s name reads 
“died as a young boy”. 


STEPHEN BALLIET’ 


of Leonard and Hannah 


Stephen was born September 16, 1784 Northampton County, Penn- 
sylvania. He was baptised September 26, 1784. The sponsors were Stephen 
Balliet (his uncle) and Maria Betty. He married Catherine Zehner about 
the year 1808. Adam Zehner, (Zanor, Siener, etc) the grandfather of 
Catherine, was the founder of this line of the family in America. Tradition 
has it that he was of Swiss descent and was born in Swortzwolt, Germany 
in 1726 and arrived in Pennsylvania in 1747. No evidence was found to 
support this tradition.

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It is feasible, that Adam Zehner was the “Johan Adam Zehner” in- 
cluded in a “List of Foreigners imported in the ship John and Elizabeth, 
from Amsterdam and Portsmouth, Capt. Ham. Qualifyed the Seventh No- 
vember 1754. From Honan, Polatinate Wirtemberg, 330 whole freights”. 
(Strassburger, Vol. 1, p 666). To pay for his passage to America, Adam 
was bound out for three years to a Mr. Mertz of Berks County, Pennsyl- 
vania. He later married Mr. Mertz’s daughter, Mary (or Maria). Adam 
(1726-1809) and Mary had fifteen children, the second named John 
Zehner (b. 6/13/1761, d. 11/13/1839, Berks Co. Pa.) married Barbara 
Zemmerman, daughter of Leonard and Sophia. Leonard Zimmerman 
served in the Revolutionary War under Colonel Stephen Balliet from July 
9 to September 11, 1781. In 1783 he is listed as a lieutenant. (P.A., 5S, 
V8, pp 77, 467) John and Barbara (b. 10/1/1776, d. 10/28/1844) had 
twelve children, the oldest, Catherine, married Stephen Balliet. 

The tombstone of Adam and Mary Zehner is found in the Zion Ceme- 
tery, West Penn Township, Schuylkill, Pennsylvania, inscribed in Ger- 
man: 


“Adam Zehner, born 1726, died 1809, age 83, Mary, wife, born Mertz, died 
age 77 years’. 

John Zehner is buried in the Zion Cemetery, West Penn, Schulykill, 
Pennsylvania and his wife, Barbara, is buried in Mansfield, Ohio, where 
she lived with Stephen and Catherine Balliet. 

Both Adam and John Zehner, father and grandfather of Catherine 
Zehner Balliet, served in the Revolutionary War. In the Muster Roll of 
the County of Northampton, as given in the Pennsylvania Archives, the 
following Revolutionary War record is found:

In September of 1737, Stephen Balliet and his family moved to Ohio 
and settled on the west half of section 23 in Miffin Township, Richland 
County. The U.S. Census of Richland County, Ohio gives the following 
data of Stephen Balliet:

“Catherine, died April 19, 1866, age 79 years, 15 days. Wife of Stephen” 
“Stephen Balliet, died Sept. 26, 1878, age 94 years. Husband of Catherine”. 


Stephen and Catherine Balliet had eleven children: Benjamin, Nannie 
(Marie Barbara?), Joseph, Stephen, Telina (or Matilda?), Catherine, 
Leonard, Henry, David, Mary and Jonas. 


BENJAMIN BALLIET’ of Stephen & Catherine 


Benjamin, the first child of Stephen and Catherine, was born January 
14, 1809 in Northampton County, Pennsylvania and died there May 30, 
1833, single. In “Skizzen aus dem Lecha Thal’, 1880, Allentown, Penn- 
sylvania, a collection of news items and happenings in Lehigh Valley, there 
is an account in German, of the death of Benjamin Balliet. 


“Benjamin Balliet, twenty year old son of Stephen Balliet was at Leighton. 
He was stabbed by an Iclander and died. He wanted to help an elderely man 
by the name of Muscelman who was nearly killed by the Iclander, but he 
himself was stabbed and died. It said in the paper “Friedenbate” that Michel 
Brady was 5 feet 8 inches tall, had dark skin, and black hair. 

“This Brady stabbed my son on the 25th day of May twice in the neck, 
once in the shoulder, he died May 30, 1733. This Brady worked in a coal 
mine at Mauch Chunk. The head man at the camp said he was a scamp. 
He fled May 29th. A reward of $50.00 is offered to anyone who can deliver 
him to the jail at Easton. 

(signed) Stephen Balliet” 


The account states that Brady was caught, tried and sent to prison for 
five years. 


NANNIE BALLIET’ of Stephen & Catherine 


Nannie, born about 1810 (?) married John Andreas. No trace of this 
family was found. It is believed they remained in Pennsylvania (?). 


JOSEPH BALLIET’* of Stephen & Catherine 


Joseph was born about 1811 in Northampton County, Pennsylvania. 
He married Elizabeth Andreas (possibly a sister of John Andreas, hus- 
band of Nannie Balliet).

Census of 1840, Madison Township, Richland County, Ohio, as:

The female between 10 and 15 could not have been his daughter. In the 
Census of 1850, ’60, ’70 and ’80, he is listed in the same township as:

Balyeat 8, born Ohio, Amanda Balyeat 6, born Ohio, Emanuel Balyeat 4, 
born Ohio” 


The U. S. Census of 1860 records the following: 


“Leonard Ballyet, 44, farmer, $9,000.00, born Pa., Judy Ballyet 36 (?); 
Josiah 19; Amanda 17; Stephen 14; Leonard H. 16”. 


In 1880, he is listed in the census of Eden Township, Wyandot County: 


“Leonard Balliet, 64, married farmer, born Pa.: Judith Balliet, 65, wife, 
born Pa.” 

When the St. Johns Church, Mansfield, Ohio, was organized in 1845, 
Leonard, was among the original members. Later he was a member of the 
German Reformed Church of Wyandot County, where he settled and pur- 
chased a farm in 1865. When Leonard was unable to attend the Ohio 
Zehner Family Reunion he penned the following, dated May 10, 1900: 


“I guess they are a pretty good looking set when they are all together. I 
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can take it myself and I am only a half one, but my mother was a full blooded 
Zehner and she knew how to raise boys. She cooked a great many snitz and 
gnep (apples and dumplings) and no stronger boys could be found than she 
raised. Only David and I are left any more. I guess Adam Zehner had a 
hard time to start up in America. They must have lived good Christians as 
they went fifteen miles to Church, over the Blue Mountains (Pa.). One 
time his horses were taken by the Indians and he was gone four days until 
he had them again. Adam must have had a different hide than we have as 
an Indian bullet would not go through it, he was bullet proof. My grandpa 
John, son of Adam, had a still house, in which he made apple jack. Oh! 
I wish I had a barrel now. I would treat everyone that would come to see 
me. Oh! I would like to see you all. I will write to Indiana to Joseph and 
William Zehner. 
Leonard Balliet” 

At one time the family Bible of Leonard? and Hannah Balliet, was in 
the possession of their grandchildren Leonard and Judith Hoppes Balliet. 
A copy of the births and baptisms of Leonard’s? children taken from this 
source is given at the beginning of Leonard’s line. 

Leonard and Judith are both buried at Nevada, Ohio. He died Septem- 
ber 14, 1911, age 95 years 8 months, 23 days; at a hospital in Crookston, 
Minnesota; Judith on November 28, 1906. Their six children were named: 
Catharine Ann; Josiah, Stephen, Amanda, Emmanuel, Leonard H. 


CATHARINE ANN BALLIET® of Leonard & Judith 


Catharine, the first child of Leonard and Judith, was born June 9, 1839 
(?) and died March 31, 1922. (Note: the year 1839 is possibly an error: 
Josiah, the second child was born December 18, 1839 (?); the U.S. Cen- 
sus of 1850 gives Catharine’s age as 12) She married Philip M. Shively on 
November 18, 1858, who was born in Ohio March 11, 1835 and died 
May 14, 1889. In 1860 they were living in Madison Township, Richland 
County, Ohio and in 1880 in Sycamore Township, Wyandot County, 
Ohio. After the death of Philip, Catharine cared for her father and mother 
until their death, then moved to South Dakota where her daughters were 
living and died at Plankington, South Dakota.

John Anlin who died in Minnesota in December of 1906. 


EMANUEL BALLIET’ of Leonard & Judith 
Emanuel was born about 1847 and died before 1911. Married? 


LEONARD H. BALLIET’ of Leonard & Judith 


Leonard H. was born about 1851 and died about 1920 (?). He lived 
near Sycamore, Ohio. Married? 


HENRY S. BALLIET* of Stephen & Catherine 


Henry was born in Northampton County, Pennsylvania, November 26, 
1817. He came to Richland County, Ohio in 1837 with his parents. Henry 
married Henrietta Lichty on April 18, 1844. She was the fifth daughter 
of Peter and Catherine Lichty of Delaware County, Ohio. They settled in 
Mifflin Township on an 871% acre tract of the “old homestead” which was 
deeded to Henry by his father, Stephen Balliet. “They have resided on 
this farm from that time to the present (1880). Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Balliet, by industry, perseverance and economy, have been enabled to 
acquire a competence for themselves and children”. The census of 1880 
valued the estate at $11,000.00. Henry and his family were “active and 
consistant members of the Lutheran Church for over forty-five years”. 
(see Grahams’ Richland County). Henry died April 24, 1900. No record 
was found of the death of Henrietta. 

To again illustrate the liberties taken in the spelling of the family name, 
it is noted in the U. S. Census of 1850, 60, 70 and 80 that Henry is listed as 
Balyeat, Ballyet, Balliot and Balliet. On the grave markers of his children 
buried in the Emmanuel cemetery, the name inscribed is Ballyet. Of 
Henry and Henrietta’s eight children, five died at early ages and are in- 
terred in the Emmanuel cemetery: 


“Ephraim H. Ballyet died October 12, 1848, age 10 months 23 days” 

“Franklin A. Ballyet, died February 25, 1859, age 7 years, 6 months, 1

(It is an error in date of death or age in the last two listed children) 
The three surviving children were: Fianna, Samuel L. and William A. 
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FIANNA BALLIET’ of Henry & Henrietta 


Fianna was born in 1845 and died in 1928. She is buried in the Em- 
manuel Cemetery. She married William Hess. Issue? 


SAMUEL L. BALLIET’ of Henry & Henrietta 


Samuel was born about 1846 and married Catherine Lanehart about 
1869. From the U. S. Census 1880, Madison Township, Richland Coun- 
ty, Ohio, the following entry was taken: 


“Samuel L. Balliet, 33, married; farmer; O-Pa-Pa; Catharine Balliet, 32; 
wife; Pa-Pa-Pa.; Sarah H. (Hattie) Balliet, 8, daug., O-Pa-Pa.; Darsey M.

No further record of Samuel L., Catherine or the daughter, Darsey M., 
was found. 


SarAH Hattie BaLtuet® of Samuel & Catherine 


Sarah Hattie (called Hattie) was born about 1871 and died 1945. She 
is buried in the Mansfield Cemetery. She married Luther G. Balliet, the 
son of William W. and Serena (Weirich) Balliet. William W. was the son 
of David Balliet, son of Leonard?. Luther and Hattie Balliet had a son:

TELINA BALLIET’* of Stephen & Catherine 


Telina’s statistics are uncertain. Even her name is in doubt. The data con- 
tained herewith is presented in the hope it may shed some light on her line 
of the family. 

In Mrs. Carpenter’s “Zehner—Balliet—Hoppes”, it states that “a daugh- 
ter of Stephen and Catherine married John Bell”. The only other details 
found that could possibly concern Telina (the name that will be used, 
even though the facts given are not conclusive) are taken from the US. 
Census of Ohio, Richland County and from the years and townships as 
noted: 

1850, Madison Township: 


“John Bell, 37, farmer, born Pa.; Zelina, 26, born Ohio (?); Margrette, 
10, born Ohio; Amanda 8, born Ohio; Susanna 2, born Ohio; Matilda 
3 mos. born Ohio’’. 


The name listed is Zelina instead of Telina and also that she was born in 
Ohio in about 1824. Other records indicate she was born in 1822 but 
since her parents did not leave Pennsylvania until 1837, the place of birth 
would be the last state mentioned. 

1860 Madison Township: 


“Amanda Bell 18, Matilda Bell 10; and John L. Bell 6” are listed in 
the home of Solomon and Mary Belle Balliet. 


In the Emmanuel Cemetery records is found: 


“John Bell, Husband of Telina, died April 14, 1859, age 46 years, 2 months, 
6 days” 


This would account for their three children, mentioned above, living in the 
home of Solomon Balliet in 1860. In the same records, Telina’s death is 
listed as follows: 
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“Telina, Wife of John Bell, died February 17, 1873, age 51 years, 11 months, 
28 days” 


These facts do not agree in all details, but essentially it would seem that 
the following recapitulation of Telina’s family, based on these assumptions, 
is correct. Telina Balliet was born in Pennsylvania in February of 1821. 
She was married in Richland County, Ohio about 1839 to John Bell. John 
was born in Pennsylvania in 1813 and died in Richland County, Ohio 
April 14, 1859. Both John and Telina, who died February 17, 1873, are 
buried in the Emmanuel Cemetery. Their children are: Margrette Bell, 
born c 1840; Amanda Bell, born c 1842; Susanna, born c 1848; Matilda 
Bell, born March 1850; and John Bell, born 1854. 


CATHERINE BALLIET* of Stephen & Catherine 


Catherine was born about 1824 in Pennsylvania and moved to Richland 
County, Ohio with her parents in September of 1837. She was married in 
Ohio about 1842 to David Bell (presumably a brother to the husband of 
her sister, Telina). He was born about 1815 in Pennsylvania and settled in 
Richland County Ohio in April of 1841. From the U.S. Census 1850 to 
1880 Springfield Township, Richland County, Ohio, the following list of 
their children is taken, all born in Ohio: 

Phuanna, born about 1843; Samuel, born about 1844; Catherine, born 
about 1847; Lucida born about 1851; John, born about 1853; and Emma, 
born about 1862. 

No record of the death of David and Catherine Bell was found. They 
were both living in 1880. 


DAVID BALLIET’* of Stephen & Catherine 


David was born April 7, 1820 in Pennsylvania and moved to Ohio with 
his parents in 1837. He was married in Richland County, Ohio, on Jan- 
uary 6, 1846 to Leah Swartz. Leah was born in Pennsylvania in April of 
1823. She is buried in the Emmanuel Cemetery, her marker is inscribed: 


“Leah Balliet, died October 7, 1855, age 31 years, 5 months, 27 days. Wife 
of David Balliet’’ 


The U. S. Census, 1850, shows he was a resident of Mifflin Township, 
Richland County, Ohio and the following data is quoted: 


“David Balyeat, 30, miller, Pa.; Leah Balyeat, 29, Pa.; Aaron Balyet, 5, Ohio; 
Lydia Ann Balyeat 3, Ohio; Marietta 5/12, Ohio” 


In the same household Elizabeth, the widow of David’s brother, Joseph, is 
listed with her children: “Elizabeth 35, Tillman 15; William 6, Sarah Ann 
3, Ohio”. In subsequent censuses of Richland, Wyandot and Crawford 
counties no record of David was found. 

After the death of Leah in 1855, David, on November 6, 1856, married 
Mrs. Elizabeth Balliet, the widow of his brother, Joseph. Tradition has it 
that David married four times. The names of his third and fourth wives are 
not known. Other records indicated that David had at least one son, 
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Charles David Balliet (b 1873) by this third wife. David died at Nevada, 
Ohio, March 3, 1914 age 94 years. The known children of David and 
Leah are: Aaron Henry, Lydia Ann, Marietta (or Mary Etta), John 
Franklin, Nathaniel and Tillman; and Charles David by his third wife. 


AARON HENRY BALLIETT’ of David & Leah 


Aaron, the first child of David and Leah, was born December 2, 1846 
and died at Osceola, Ohio on April 3, 1889. He used the Balliett spelling 
of the family name. Aaron married Frances Smith in 1869, who was born 
December 25, 1848 at Osceola, Ohio. She died in North Dakota on 
May 14, 1919. They had two sons, Paul J. and Ward S. 


Paut Jones Batuettr® of Aaron & Frances 


Paul was born March 21, 1881 in Ohio (Richland Co?) and died near 
Watford City, North Dakota. He was married at Williston, North Dakota 
on December 23, 1907 to Mable Folkested. She was born in Iowa, Septem- 
ber 16, 1884, the daughter of Charles and Inga (Holland) Folkested.

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DANIEL BALLIET* 


of Leonard and Hannah 


Daniel, the fourth child of Leonard and Hannah, was born in Northamp- 
ton County, Pennsylvania (now Schuylkill County), on March 1, 1788. 
The sponsors at his baptism were Adam Keesner and Juliana Mensiner. 
He married Hanna Dupert about 1808 in Pennsylvania. In 1820 they 
were living in West Penn Township, Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania as re- 
corded in the U.S. Census: 


“Daniel Balliet: Males; 4 under 10, one 10 to 16, one 26 to 45; females; one 
VO. tO 6 


Sometime before 1830 the family migrated to Ohio and settled in Bloom- 
field Township, Richland County, as shown by the U.S. Census: 


“Daniel Bolyard: males, one under 5, two 10 to 15, two 15 to 20, 
one 40 to 50; females, two under 5, one 30 to 40”

“Daniel. Bolard, farmer. males; one 5 to 10, one 50 to 60; females;

In these six censuses, his name is listed as: “Balliet, Bolyard, Bolard, 
Bolliard and Boliard”. One of his sons, Enoch, went by the name Balliett, 
the others used Bolyard; two grandsons adopted the Balyeat spelling of the 
family name. 

It is to be noted, that Richland was one of the early counties of Ohio. 
Later, as the population increased, parts of Richland were incorporated 
into the newly formed counties of Crawford, Ashland, Morrow, Wyandot, 
etc. . In locating the place of residence of a family, the date very often de- 
termines whether it would be in the present boundary of Richland or in a 
section used to form one of the surrounding counties. 

It is believed Daniel was the second of Leonard’s sons to migrate to 
Ohio, probably about 1828. He was a wagon maker by trade, but after 
settling in Ohio, he became a farmer which he followed for the rest of his 
life. Frances S. Balliet, in a letter dated August 1, 1935, gave the following 
account of Daniel: 


“Daniel settled in Crawford County joining Richland on the west. Stephen 
(Daniel’s nephew, son of Stephen) told me that Daniel had a hard time to 
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get started. Caught coons and shot wild deer and fished while clearing land 
to raise wheat and corn. In the warm season all of the family went with bare 
feet. Old Daniel had a infected foot; one toe had a bad joint and it would lap 
under his foot while walking, which hurt and anoyed him. So he took a 
scythe and set his foot on a block and cut it short and healed it without a 
doctor.” 

Hanna was born in Pennsylvania about 1793 and died in Galion, Craw- 
ford County, Ohio in 1874. Daniel died there also, in the year 1874. 

When the price of the government land in Ohio went up, Daniel pur- 
chased 40 acres of land in Indiana for John, Daniel, Amos and Mary 
where they settled and raised their families. John located in Elkhart Coun- 
ty and the others in Allen County, Indiana. 

Daniel and Hanna had five sons and three daughters: Isaac, John, Dan- 
iel, Amos, Mary, Hannah, Enoch, and Elizabeth. 


ISAAC BOLYARD* of Daniel & Hanna 


Isaac, the first child, was born in Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania about 
1809. The only trace of his family found is that of the U.S. Census of 1840, 
Bloomfield Township, Richland County, Ohio. 


“Isaac Bolyard, farmer. Males, one 20 to 30; females, two under 5, one 10 
to 15, one 20 to 30” 


The names of his wife and three daughters are unknown. No further cen- 
sus or other records were found in Richland or the surrounding counties. 
Whether he died before 1850 or migrated to another part of the country 
has not been ascertained. 


JOHN BOLYARD* of Daniel & Hanna 


John was born in West Penn Township, Schuylkill County, Pennsylva- 
nia, in April, 1810. He migrated with his parents to Ohio where he mar- 
ried Sarah (or Sara?) Mummea. She was born in Pennsylvania about 
1817. 

In the U.S. Census of 1870, he is listed as a resident of Middlebury 
Township, Elkhart County, Indiana: 

“John Bolyard, 57, $7,500.00, Pa.; Sarah Bolyard, 53, Pa.; Daniel Bolyard, 
21, Ohio; Samuel Bolyard, 18, Ohio; Mary J. Bolyard, 15, Ohio; John Bolyard, 
10, Ohio.” 

In 1880, John, Sarah and John, Jr. were still living in Middlebury Town- 
ship. The date of death of John and Sarah is not known. It is assumed they 
died in Indiana. They had seven children named: Hanna, James K. P., 
Rebecca, Daniel, Samuel, Mary J., and John W.

Daniel was born in Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania in March, 1811. 


and died December 5, 1871 near New Haven, Indiana. He migrated 
to Richland County, Ohio with his parents about 1828 where he married 
Mary Landis about 1829-30. Mary was born July, 1813, (Pa. ?), and died 
July 30, 1890 near New Haven. The following is taken from the U. S. 
Census, year and place as noted:

“Daniel Bolyard; males, one 15 to 20; one 20 to 30; females, one 15 to 20;” 


The male 15 to 20 was probably a farmhand or relative living with Daniel 
and Mary. No trace of Daniel was found in the Census of Richland Coun- 
ty for the years 1840 or 1850.

Ohio:

MARY BOLYARD*‘ of Daniel & Hanna 


Mary was born September 10, 1825 in Schuylkill County, Pennsyl- 
vania. About 1829 she, with her parents, moved to Ohio and settled in 
Richland County. Mary died March 3, 1915 and is buried in the I.0.OF. 
Cemetery, New Haven, Indiana. She married John Nail. The records dif- 
fer as to the place and date of this marriage. From various sources Mary 
and John were married: May 22, 1845, Crawford County; March 27, 
1847, Crawford County; or May 27, 1847 Richmond County. The first 
two dates are from family records and the latter is recorded in “Record of 
Marriages,” Vol. 5, p 71, Richland County, Ohio. It is possible the May 
22, 1845 or March 27, 1847 was a church ceremony and either through 
neglect or error it was entered in the official records as noted. In con- 
sidering all available data it is believed that May 22, 1845 is the most 
likely date of their marriage. John Nail was born September 11, 1823, 
Crawford County, Ohio, the son of James Nail and Elizabeth Brown. 
(James married second Lydia Cunningham, but it is believed John was by 
his first wife. ) 
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Mary Bolyard Nail 
age 80 


In the “History of Crawford County”—Baskin & Battey, 1881, Chi- 
cago, pp. 426, is an interesting account of James Nail and life in Rich- 
land County in the early 1800’s. It is quoted in part as follows: 


“Soon after the War of 1812 James Nail, Esq., was in Richland County; 
his father’s was the seventh family in the county. Mr. Nail was born in 
Somerset County, Pennsylvania, November 9, 1797; he left his father in 
1819 and came to Sandusky Township, and bought 160 acres of land (called 
Congress land) two miles north of Galion. In 1821 he married and settled 
on his land. When he first came he knew of no neighbors but the Leveredges 
and his brother-in-law, Lewis Leiberger, with whom he lived till married. 

“Bee-trees were plenty at this time, and Mr. Nail and his brother-in-law 
‘started one morning on a bee hunt, taking a southwest course. They camped 
the first nite on Sandusky Plains at a small stream; the next day they hunted 
till evening, and camped on Sandusky River, two miles west of Bucyrus; 
they saw many deer and turkeys, many bee-trees, but not a human being or 
settlement. 

“By the year 1821, John Brown and others had moved into the neighbor- 
hood. 

“For a long time, the Indians had been in the habit of taking large quantities 
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of cranberries to Richland County which they traded for meal, etc. The 
Indians kept secret the place of their growth, but Mr. Nail, his father-in-law, 
Samuel Brown, Michael and Jacob Miller determined to find the place where 
they were procured. They went southwest till they struck the Pennsylvania 
army road, after going some distance they struck the Sandusky River east 
of Bucyrus; they rode up and found Mr. Daniel McMichael, a man they had 
never seen before; he seemed much alarmed but was reassured when Mr. Nail 
rode up close to him. Mr. McMichael pointed out to them an Indian trail, 
which they found led to the cranberry marsh. They camped out that night 
and saw the camp-fires of several Indian parties, but were not molested. 
The next morning they gathered as many cranberries as their horses could 
carry. Mr. Nail states that their food, when he was young, consisted of bear 
meat, venison, turkey, corn bread, potatoes and hominy. Their clothing were 
generally buckskin and linsey-wooley; the children mostly went bare headed 
and barefooted nearly all year. 

“Sometime after Mr. Nail and his brother-in-law had hunted and marked 
their bee-trees, they went after the honey. They collected nearly two barrels, 
Which a Mr. Christian. Snyder took to Jefferson County and sold for $1.00 a 
gallon. 

“In 1822 Mr. Nail sold his land and bought eighty acres on a branch 
of the Whitestone, southwest of Galion. Michael Brown, and others assisted 
him in putting up his cabin; about this time he had occasion to go to Mans- 
field on foot, which was twenty-two mailes the way he was obliged to go; he 
got back at 10 o’clock at night; but as he reached the house his dog barked 
violently. The wife drew the blanket that covered the door to one side, when 
the dog ran in the cabin followed by a wolf, who, seeing a large fire, ran back. 
Mr. Nail found his wife prepared for emergencies, standing near the fire, the 
dog at her feet and the ax in her hand. 

“About this time Mr. Nail built a dam and erected a sawmill, but the 
settlers were to sparce and the project was given up. In 1822 he moved one- 
half mile below his saw-mill and in 1824 erected a grist mill. The mill-stones 
were made of “Nigger Heads” by Mr. Buckland, of Bucyrus. The market 
prices at this time were as follows: Coffee, 50 cents a pound; salt, 6 cents a 
pound; powder $2.00 a pound; lead 50 cents a pound; chewing tobacco, 50 
cents a pound; whiskey, 50 cents a gallon; and the latter two articles, Mr. 
Nail says, no family could get along without. 

“In the year 1825 Mr. Nail added a distilling to his grist-mill and con- 
tinued grinding and distilling till the year 1835. Corn meal was more plenti- 
ful than flour. It was generally cooked in four different ways: a very common 
way of using it was to make mush and eat it with milk; when it was baked 
in a Dutch oven, it was a pone; when it was baked on a board, it was called 
johnny-cake; and when made into round balls and baked, it was called corn- 
dodgers. In 1835 Mr. Nail sold his grist-mill and distillery to Mr. Parks from 
Beaver County, Pennsylvania. 

“Mr. James Nail says that he never heard any preaching in his life till long 
after his arrival in Polk Township. The first sermon he heard was preached 
south of his mill, in a house belonging to a Mr. Straw, by Elder Jackson. 
There was a great turn-out of the settlers for miles in every direction. 

“Mrs. Brown (wife of Samuel, and mother of Elizabeth who was the wife 
of James Nail) was known and beloved by all the families in the settlement. 
She spun and wove, and helped many families with their supply of cloth, 
linen and yarn; many families never wove any, nor even possessed the 
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machinery. She is reputed to have done the first weaving in Polk Township, 
and for many years the only weaving.” 
(For a similar account see “Personal Recollections of James Nail” in 
Bucyrus Forum, Jan. 24, 1874. In this account James Nail’s father-in-law 
is given as John Brown.) 


This was life in “the good old days” in which John Nail and Mary 
Bolyard Nail grew to adulthood. John was a descendant of Henry Nail, 
a native of Germany, and a Revolutionary War Patriot. 


Honie of John and Mary Boltyard Nail, built in 1870 


In the early part of 1849 John and Mary migrated to Jefferson Town- 
ship, Allen County, Indiana, where they lived the rest of their life. John 
was a Justice of the Peace and a school teacher for a few years. He served 
in the Union Army during the Civil War. He died February 6, 1899 and 
is buried beside his wife, Mary, in the I.0.0.F. Cemetery, New Haven, 
Indiana. John and Mary had nine children named: Elizabeth, Sarah, 
James, Deborah, Daniel, Lydia, Clara, Ida and John. 


ELIZABETH NAIL? of John & Mary 


Elizabeth, the first child, was born in Crawford County, Ohio, De- 
cember 11, 1847. In 1849 the family moved to Allen County, Indiana 
where Elizabeth later married Alfred Snider. Alfred was born October 7, 
1843, Stark County, Ohio, the son of James Snider (b. 1/30/1820 Pa?— 
d. 5/4/1874 Allen Co., Ind.) and Susannah Lynn Snider (b. 3/14/1820 
Pa?—d. 5/25/1905 Allen Co., Ind.). Alfred served in the Civil War as a 
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Private in Co. D. 88th Regiment, Indiana Infantry Volunteers. He en- 
listed at Fort Wayne, August 2, 1862 and was honorably discharged at 
Washington, D.C. on June 7, 1865. He was wounded at the Battle of 
Murfreesboro, Tennessee, December 30, 1862, and near Atlanta, Georgia 
was severly wounded in the left leg on July 22, 1864. His Pension Cer- 
tificate, No. SC-631-197, is on file in the National Archives. In 1879 
Alfred and his family moved to Ottawa County, Kansas, and in Septem- 
ber, 1894, settled in Custer County, Oklahoma, where they remained the 
rest of their lives. They experienced the hardships of pioneer life in Ohio, 
Indiana, Kansas, and Oklahoma. On settling in Oklahoma, the family 
lived in a sod house located between Arapaho and Custer City, later they 
built a large farm house. Elizabeth died February 20, 1905, Custer Coun- 
ty, and Alfred, May 11, 1924, at Custer City, Oklahoma. Both are buried 
in the Custer City Masonic Cemetery, Lot 8, Block 60. Alfred and 
Elizabeth had ten children, four of whom died young: Lafayette, John, 
Emma, Alfred, James, Eugene, Daniel, Ida, Clyde and Mary Snider. 


LAFAYETTE BENJAMIN SnwweER® of Alfred & Elizabeth 


Lafayette, born August 4, 1867, Allen County, Indiana, was twelve 
years old when the family moved to Kansas. He attended the Teachers 
Institute in Ottawa County, Kansas, and studied at Salina Normal and 
completed the Commercial Course at Campbell Normal University, Hol- 
ton Kansas, on January 16, 1890. He taught in Lamar Oak Hill and Tes- 
cott, Kansas. He was school principal at Hennessee, Oklahoma and 
superintendent of schools in Pawnee, Oklahoma from 1897 to 1903. He 
was president of the Oklahoma Territorial Teachers Association in 1899- 
1900. In the fall of 1903, the family moved to Clinton, Oklahoma where 
both Lafayette and his wife, Nellie, taught. During the 1906-1907 year 
they both taught all grades of a large consolidated school at Port, Okla- 
homa. In 1907, he was elected as County School Superintendent of Custer 
County, and in 1910 was a candidate for re-election, when he died of a 
heart ailment, June 6, 1910, at the age of 42, at the family home in 
Weatherford. His widow, Mrs. Nellie Snider, was appointed to finish his 
term and was herself elected for a three year term as county superinten- 
dent of schools. Lafayette and his wife, the former Nellie Ashsah Smith, 
were married December 15, 1891, Lamar, Kansas. Nellie died March 17; 
1955 at Norman, Oklahoma. Her parents were Myron Smith (b. 1/27/ 
1823, Smith’s Mills, N.Y.) and Sarah Adelaide Caryl Smith (b. 1/5/1831, 
Watertown, N.Y.). Lafayette and Nellie were the parents of three chil- 
dren: 

I. Ivan Snider? was born October 12, 1892, Oak Hill, Kansas. He never 
married and died in the Hotel Times Square, 255 W. 43rd Street, New 
York City, on April 2, 1965. 

II. Lafayette Benjamin Snider, Jr.“, born November 25, 1893, Tescott, 
Kansas, married Pearl Ashill McCullough, July 28, 1919. They live at 
Apt. 4, 102 Katherine Court, San Antonio, Texas. No issue. 

III. Lucile Snider’, born January 24, 1895, Tescott, Ottawa County, 
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Kansas, married John Benjamin Parks at Reno, Nevada, May 2, 1927. 
They were divorced November 16, 1945. John was born December 31, 
1887, Effingham County, Illinois and died November 13, 1957, Reno, 
Nevada. Lucile is active in the DAR and in 1962 served as Nevada State 
Chairman, Lineage Committee.

Most of the data on the descen- 
dants of James and Mary were taken from the notes and records in her 
possession. She describes life in Custer County, Oklahoma around the 
year 1900: 


“The school house was made of sod—the bricks were of soil and straw 
mixed together and dried in the sun. The walls were twelve inches thick; a 
one room building, half of which was below the ground level with logs hold- 
ing up the roof; steps led down to the dirt floor. 

“I was born in a frame house built from cotton-wood trees cut and milled 
into lumber on the land father homesteaded in 1894. The house still stands 
today, and has been made larger and modernized and is still being lived in. 
The rest of the family lived in a building much like the school house when 
the family first settled in Oklahoma. I remember the old house and the water 
well near by, with a hollowed-out log for a trough to water the horses. My 
father was an expert rail-splitter in the early days in Indiana and became a 
building contractor—made everything from coffins, furniture, church, school 
house and office buildings. After he retired in 1915, he organized The Farmers 
Cooperation, now known as the Farmers Elevator Exchange in Custer City, 
Oklahoma.”

To this union was born eight children, 
two of whom died in infancy, and a third, Geraldine, died at the age of four- 
teen from severe burns. 

“In 1904 my parents purchased the John Bass farm near Maples, consisting 
of 465 acres for $30,000.00, which our family operated until his death. He 
had many trying and frightening experiences. Among these being a narrow 
escape from being stabbed by an enraged transient laborer whom he had hired. 

“Another event which I can remember was the blowing of the store safe 
with nitroglycerin. I recall helping to pick up the hundreds of pieces of small 
change which was scattered over the fioor.” 


He became interested in the First Citizens State Bank of Monroeville a 
few years before discontinuing his store business, and later was the largest 
stockholder as well as being the bank president. He died January of 1953 
at the age of 84.

29, 1790, were Johannes and Eva Catarina Kiesner. In 1806, when 
about sixteen years old, she married George Ohl (b. 1784—d. 1862) in 
Northampton, Pennsylvania. George was a great grandson of Heinrich Ohl, 
the pioneer ancestor of this line of the Ohl family in America. “Between 
the years 1735 and 1740 there also came hither (Heidelberg Township) 
Palatines and Wintemburgers, who strengthened the colony. Among 
these, there were, on the Reformed side, Heinrich Ohl, etc.”. “Henry 
Ohl, who had taken up the land where Saegersville (Pa.) now stands, 
was the richest and most respected man in the settlement; he agitated 
the matter of building a church, but four years passed before the church 
(Heidelburg Union) was constructed”. Among the heads of families who 
built the new church in 1756 were Heinrich Ohl and his son, Michael. 
Michael was born June 26, 1729, Bucks County, Pennsylvania and died 
July 4, 1804; he and his wife Elizabeth Barbara (Gucker) had ten chil- 
dren, the oldest, Michael, Jr. was born in 1750, Heidelberg Township, 
Lehigh County, Pennsylvania and married Catherine Mosser. Michael Sr. 
and Jr. were Revolutionary War Patriots. “In a complete General Muster 
of the 5th Company and 7th Company, 3rd Battalion, Northampton 
County militia, from Heidelberg in 1788” is found the names of both 
“Michael Ohl, Sr.; 3rd Class” and “Michael Ohl, Jr.; 6th class”. (see A. 
H.L.C., V.1, p 724; V.III, p 971; L.C.H.S., V 25 pp 179, 182, 183; and 
PA, S.5, V8, p 237 and S.2, V. XIV, p 614) 

Michael and Catherine Ohl had seven children. The oldest, George 
Ohl, married Eva Balliet. They settled in Ashland County, Ohio about 
1831 and had sixteen children; three died young, names unknown: Jacob; 
John; Catherine; Mary J.; Rebecca; Michael; Stephen; Hanna; William; 
Eva; Christine; Elizabeth and Lydia.

County (Pa.) and Susanna Lichti, a daughter of Marcus Lichti of Maxetowny Town- 
ship, Berks County, Pennsylvania were married July 2, 1815.” 

Altenderfer. Marx was born in Switzerland, March 16, 1753 and died 
May 5, 1817, Maxatawny Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania and is 
buried in the Ziegel Lutheran Cemetery. His will was signed and wit- 
nessed on May 7, 1813 and is on file at the Registrar’s Office, Reading, 
Pennsylvania (see A.H.L.C., V.III, p 825 for an account of the Lichti 
family). Marx served in the Revolutionary War as a private in the 
“3rd Company Captain Peter Schuller, Northampton County Militia, 
May 14, 1778, under Lieut.

Nathan was born February 18, 1816 and died in Carbon County, 
Pennsylvania, April 2, 1896.

“History of Carbon County, Pennsylvania” by Fred Brenckman, Harris- 
burg 1913, records four generations of this branch of the family: 


“Joseph, a son of Leonard Balliet, who had located in West Penn Town- 
ship, Schuylkill County (Pa.) first established himself on a farm at Center 
Square. Later he purchased the farm of Jacob Feller, near St. Johns Church. 
Here his son Nathan lived and reared a large family. His son, Francis S. 
Balliet, now occupies the old homestead.”

Nathan married Sarah Meinhart about 1851. She was born at Nes- 
quehoning, Pennsylvania on January 24, 1832 and died April 4, 1915.

DR. THOMAS BALLIET® of Nathan & Sarah 


Thomas was born March 1, 1852 and died February 18, 1942. He was 
confirmed March 31, 1867 by Rev. Abraham Bartholomew of the St. 
Johns German Reformed Church in Mahoning Township, Carbon County, 
Pennsylvania. He was later a licensed minister of the Reformed Church 
as shown by the following copy of his appointment: 


“Mr. Thomas M. Balliet, after having sustained an examination on the 
different literary and theological studies prescribed by the Constitution of the 
Synod of the Reformed Church in the United States in the case of Candidates 
for the Gospel Ministry, and otherwise complied with the regulations of the 
Reformed Church, was regularly licensed to preach the Gospel under the 
provisions of the aforesaid Constitution of the Clapis of East Pennsylvania at 
a meeting held at Easton, in the month of May, A.D. 1880. 

“In testimony whereof we have hereunto subscribed our names and offered 
the Seal of Clapis, this 25th day of May, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty. 

By order of Clapis 
signed: Rev. D. F. Brindle, Pres. 
signed: Rev. Tilghman O. Stern, State Clerk” 


Shortly afterwards, in 1881, Dr. Thomas Balliet was electer Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools of Carbon County, Pennsylvania, which office 
he held for six years. It was the field of education, rather than the minis- 
try, that Dr. Thomas made his life’s work. A field in which he attained 
national renowned. He founded the Carbon County, Pennsylvania ‘“Nor- 
mal Institute” and was for seventeen years (1887-1904) Superintendent 
of Public Schools of Springfield, Massachusetts. During his superintenden- 
cy, “the Springfield school system attained National recognition for high 
academic standing equalled by only one other city in the United States”. 
“He started—and he alone—the first public evening school of trades in 
America”. “The first shop mathematics course and other similar ‘unit’ 
courses—now a common affair—was his idea”. “Dr. Balliet originated the 
junior high school idea in America. There will be claims from Los Angeles 
that a Superintendent Francis turned the trick first. Anyhow, if Pacific 
West did it first, Connecticut Valley did it next’. He was the first in Ameri- 
ca to establish public “Under-Privileged Classes” for handicapped chil- 
dren. In 1904 he was appointed Dean of the New York University School 
of Education in which capacity he served until his retirement in 1919. In 
the Chicago World’s Fair of 1893, Dr. Thomas’ innovation was shown. 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler referred to him as “one of the Nation’s fore- 
most educators”. 

Dr. Paul R. Radosavljevich, professor of Experimental Education, New 
York University, presented to the University a library of some 15,000 
volumes and an equal number of pamphlets and periodicals on education, 
to be known as “The Dean Thomas M. Balliet Teachers Library” in 
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grateful memory of his old teacher and associate Dean Balliet”. Mr. 
Arthur Dean, a member of the Springfield, Massachusetts School Board, 
describes Dr. Balliet “as the most intellectually honest man I ever met. 
Many of us can be honest with money, but few can be honest with our 
minds. He was the sweetest man I ever saw. We apply that term usually 
only to women and few may understand what I mean. Those who knew 
him will understand”. (See: N.Y. University Information Bulletin of 
3/23/1945; Springfield (Mass) Republic, Feb. 20, 1942 and March mie 
1951; pp 372 and 626) 

Dr. Thomas married Elizabeth Stearn who was born October 6, 1862 
and died April 2, 1953. Both are buried in the Lehighton (Pa.) Cemetery. 
Elizabeth was a descendant of Pastor John Robinson (1575-1625), the 
minister to the Pilgrims before they sailed to America on July 21, 1620. 
After Dr. Thomas’ retirement in 1919, he spent considerable time and 
effort in collecting information on the Balliet Family. Due to his advanced 
age (he died age 90) and failing health he never completed the manu- 
script of the family history. Through the courtesies of his two nieces, 
Misses Agnes S. and Anna L. Hunsicker, his notes, documents, photo- 
graphs, newspaper clippings, etc. were made available to the writer. 


SUSAN BALLIET’ of Nathan & Sarah 
Susan was born September 5, 1853 and died July 25, 1940. She married 
Edwin Hunsicker, who was born June 29, 1851 and died November Ih ba 
1937. Issue, seven children:

He attended Normal Institute of his home township and _ later 
studied at Kutztown State Normal School, and graduated from Franklin 
and Marshall College in 1886. He taught in the public schools for several 
years and then became an instructor in Greek and Latin at Palatinate 
College. He then accepted a professorship at Ursinus College where he 
taught Latin and Roman literature for two years after which he entered 
the New York Law School and graduated in 1895. He was admitted to 
the Bar of New York, but settled in Lehighton, Pennsylvania where he 
succeeded to the law practice of the late Senator William M. Rapsher. In 
1896 he formed a partnership with his brother-in-law, Ira E. Seidel, 
under the name of “Balliet & Seidel”. He married Emma L. Seidel on 
August 6, 1891. She was born February 9, 1866 and died October 13, 
1919. Emma was the daughter of Charles H. and Catherine A. (Noth- 
stein) Seidel. Charles was born in Carbon County, December 8, 1942, 
the son of Jonathan and Sallie (Kocher) Seidel. Nathan and Emma were

Andrew was born January 8, 1863 and died in 1960, age 97, in 
Seattle, Washington. He graduated in 1887 from Palatinate (later called 
Albrights) College, Myerstown, Pennsylvania and entered Phillips And- 
over (Mass.) Academy, graduating in 1888. He received a B.A. Degree 
from Yale University in 1892 and entered the Yale Law School for a year. 
After finishing the year term, he settled in Seattle, Washington and 
studied law in the office of James Kiefer and later entered into partner- 
ship with Mr. Kiefer. 

When gold was discovered in Alaska in 1897 he sailed for ‘The 
Klondike” and spent about two years prospecting—with little success. In 
1900 he was appointed U. S$. Commissioner of Alaska. In September of 
1902 he returned to his law practice in Seattle. He was appointed, in 1907, 
Special Assistant to the U. S. District Attorney for the states of Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Idaho, and Montana. He held this office for two years. 

From 1894 to 1897 he was Consul for the Republic of Salvador, and 
from 1904 to 1907 served as Consul for Guatemala in Seattle. In 1892 
he was captain of Yales championship skull crew, which beat Harvard by 
18 lengths. Andrew married Eva Folsom and died without issue. 


EMMA L. BALLIET® of Nathan & Sarah 


Emma was born in 1864 and died single in December of 1944.

Baptismal Witnesses were Hannas Kaufer and his 
wife Magdelena;—and they have given him the name PAULUS.” 
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Paul married Priscilla Turner about the year 1838. Her birth and 
baptism are taken from the original certificate:

Shortly after their marriage they settled in Ohio. Their first child, John, 
was born in Miami County, Ohio in 1839.

Henry, the eighth child of Leonard and Hannah, was born December 
13, 1796, in what is now West Penn Township, Schuylkill County, Penn- 
sylvania. Henry Folt and Gertrude Fleifer were the sponsors at his baptis- 
mal ceremony. He was married to Catherine (or Martha?) Munce in West 
Penn in 1818. Tradition has it that their first two children—John, born 
1819 and a daughter born about 1822, name unknown—were born in 
Schuylkill County. About the year 1823 Henry and his family migrated to 
Ohio and settled in Mifflin Township, Richland County. 

The U.S. Census records substantiates the known facts and traditions of 
this line of the family.

JOHN BALLIET* of Henry & Catherine 


John was born August 18, 1819, Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania, and 
died August 10, 1879. John was killed by a horse. His death certificate is 
on file in the Probate Court, Richland County, Ohio, Records of Death, 
Vol. I, page 31. His wife, Anna Swartz, was born in Pennsylvania, March 
3, 1822 and died May 17, 1899. Both died in Ohio and are buried in the 
Emmanuel Cemetery, Mifflin Township, Richland County, Ohio. Their 
markers are inscribed: 


“Anna Balliet, died May 17, 1889, 
age 67 years, 3 months, 3 days’. 
“John Balliet, died August 10, 1879, 
age 60 years, 8 months, 18 days”. 


According to this inscription, John was born in the year 1819, which 
is believed to be correct, that is, August 18, 1819. The existing records as 
to the year of his birth vary as much as twenty years. According to some 
family records, he was born in 1799, This is an error, as Henry, his father, 
was born in 1796. John’s death certificate gives the same date of death, 
but his age is given as 68 years, 11 months, which would make the year of 
birth 1810, in which event, his father would have only been 14. The US. 
Census records his age as: 1850, age 31 (b. 1819); 1860, age 45 (b. 
1815); and 1870, age 50 (b. 1820). 7 

The same discrepancies are found in the records of his wife, Anna— 
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John and his brother, Stephen Balliet4

The family name is recorded as Balliet in the 1880 U.S. Census and 
Balliett in the Emmanuel Cemetery records. 

According to the U.S. Census of 1880, Anna was born about 1855 in 
Pennsylvania and they were living in Washington Township, Richland 
County, Ohio. She is buried beside David L. and her tombstone is in- 
scribed: 

“Anna, wife of David L. Balliet. Born 1854, Died 1918” 


From this census and the Emmanuel Cemetery records, it is found that 
they had at least five children, and undoubtedly others, of whom no record 
was found.

Jonas, the ninth child of Leonard and Hannah, was born July 24, 1798 
in what is now Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania. The sponsors at his 
baptism were “Johannes Shmit and his wife Christina”. He was married 
about 1819 to Catherine Hamm (Ham, Hum?). She was born in West- 
moreland County, Pennsylvania on November 29, 1799. Shortly after the 
birth of their first child, David—April 7, 1820—they moved to Ohio and 
settled in Richland County about seven and one-half miles east of Mans- 
field. The exact date of his arrival in Richland County is not known. In 
1821 he purchased a farm as recorded in the Richland County records: 

Deed Index, Vol. 1, p 56 
“Jonas Bolyet-1821-S.E. sec. 10-Twp 23-Row. 17” 
No record was found of Jonas in the 1820 census of Pennsylvania or 
Ohio. The census of 1830 and after show he was a resident of Ohio, as 
noted below:

Henry and Sallie Balyeat 
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The 1850 census gives Ohio as the birth place of Catherine, whereas 
the 1860, 1870 and 1880 census give Pennsylvania as her place of birth. 
In the census records of David Balyeat, the first born, the records show 
that he was born in Pennsylvania, whereas all the other children were born 
in Ohio. This substantiates the arrival of Jonas and his family in Ohio in 
late 1820 or early 1821. In the three census records noted above, the 
family name is listed as Bolyard, Bolyeat, and Ballyet. 

Sometime between 1860 and 1870 Jonas moved to Van Wert County, 
Ohio where he had previously purchased 481 acres of land, according to 
the original land entries of 1837 for Van Wert County, Ohio: 


Harrison Twp., Section 24, 240 acres; Pleasant Twp., Section 30, 193 acres; 
Pleasant Twp., Section 31, 48 acres. 


In the late 1840’s several of the older sons acquired land in Van Wert 
County and settled there before Jonas. 

After the family took roots in Van Wert County, they adopted the 
Balyeat spelling of the family name, which has been used by Jonas’ 
descendants. In a letter written by Leonidas Balyeat, a grandson of 
Jonas, dated April 29, 1923 and addressed to Dr. Thomas M. Balliet, he 
states: “The spelling of the name as Balyeat was due to the misspelling 
of it by a school teacher where the children started to school”. 

The U.S. Census for 1870 lists: 


“Jonas Balyeat, 71, farmer, Pa., Catherine 70, Pa; Reuben 20, Ohio” 


After the death of his wife, Catherine, Jonas lived with a grandson, 
Phillipe Balyeat at 3 Wall Street, Van Wert, Ohio (U.S.C. 1880). 

From the “History of the Auglaize Baptist Association (Ohio)”, pub- 
lished in 1901, and other sources as noted, the following is taken: 


“Jonas was a devout Christian, although born and reared as a member 
of the Reformed Church, he became a member of the Presbyterian Church 
and was one of the three Trustees appointed to the Mifflyn Presbyterian 
Church (Richland Co., Ohio) when it was organized in 1851 (H. of R. Co., 
Ohio, p 536). Through the efforts of Chris Hoover, father of Aaron Hoover 
who married Jonas’ daughter, Eliza, Jonas and his family were enticed to 
join the Baptist Church. Jonas and his children took a leading and active part 
in the affairs of the Baptist Church. The parents and children “were well 
known and highly respected, and for moral worth and the upbuilding of the 
community, none stood higher. Their eighteen children were given Biblical 
names and reared under the influence of the Church of their choice, and they 
all followed in later years their early teaching”. 


Jonas died September 18, 1899, age 87, and Catherine died April 14, 
1878, age 78 years. Both died in Van Wert County, Ohio, and are buried 
in Harrison Baptist Rural Church cemetery, near Van Wert, Ohio (here- 
after referred to as the Harrison Cemetery). Jonas and Catherine had 
eighteen children, named: David; Jacob; Abraham; Jonathan; Sarah; 
Aaron: Eliza; John; Moses; Phoebe; Joshua and Caleb, twins; ae 
Joseph; Emanuel; Reuben; Mary; and Marquis. 
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DAVID BALYEAT’ of Jonas & Catherine 


David, the first child, was born in Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania (or 
Richland County, Ohio?) April 7, 1820 and died in Van Wert, Ohio, De- 
cember 18, 1891. The U.S. Census of 1860 gives his place of birth as 
Pennsylvania. He married Sarah Thomas on May 17, 1842, Richland 
County, Ohio. Shortly after his marriage, David purchased a farm in 
Ashland County, Ohio, where he lived until 1852 when the farm was 
sold. David and his family moved to Van Wert County, Ohio and settled 
on a farm in Pleasant Township where David and Sarah spent the re- 
maining years of their life. David had previously purchased, in 1837, two 
pieces of land in Van Wert County; Harrison Township, section 36, 240 
acres; and Pleasant Township, section 18, 192 acres. David’s family was 
active members of the Harrison Baptist Church in that vicinity. Sarah 
was born January 11, 1820 and died January 19, 1894. Their eight chil- 
dren were named: Lavina, Elizabeth, Reuben, Samuel, Alfred, Sarah, 
Clinton, and Addison. 


LAVINA BALYEAT? of David & Sarah 


Lavina, the first child, was born February 17, 1844 in Ashland Coun- 
ty, Ohio and died there December 10, 1844, age 10 months. 


ELIZABETH BALYEAT? of David & Sarah 


Elizabeth, born January 5, 1848, Ashland County, Ohio, married N.S. 
Allen. In 1896 they were living in Oregon where Elizabeth died at Port- 
land on February 2, 1928.

Reuben, the third child, was born December 5, 1849, Ashland County, 
Ohio, and died August 31, 1927, Stillwater, Oklahoma. He married 
Melissa Ellen Hoffman on September 17, 1874 (in Van Wert Co., O.?). 
Melissa was born March 1, 1853, Richland County, Ohio and died 
July 8, 1922, Fallis, Oklahoma. According to the U.S. Census of 1880 
they were living in Ridge Township, Van Wert County, Ohio: 


“Reuben Bolyeat, 31, wed, farmer, Ohio; Molissa 27, wife, Ohio; Cary Hays 
4, son, Ohio; Minna F. 1, da.” 


About 1890 the family settled in Oklahoma.

ABRAHAM BALYEAT' of Jonas & Catherine 
Abraham, the third child, was born August 27, 1823, Richland County, 
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Ohio. About 1846 he moved to Van Wert County, Ohio, and settled on 
eighty acres of land in Harrison Township. He added to his holdings from 
time to time until he became the owner of over 400 acres, which later was 
divided among his children. During the Gold Rush of ’49, he went over- 
land to California, meeting with little success. He returned to Van Wert 
County in 1851. A diary written by Abraham of the trip and his adven- 
ture to California is in the possession of one of his great grandsons. 

On returning to Van Wert, he married Sarah Slater (originally Schlater) 
on May 13, 1852. Sarah was born in Pennsylvania, November 26, 1829. 
He resumed the pursuit of agriculture and also taught school for a number 
of years. During the Civil War he served as 2nd Lt. and Captain in Co. I, 
139th Ohio National Guard. 

Abraham, in his later years, was active in the political affairs of Van 
Wert County. He served a three year term as County Commissioner and 
a like term as Director of the County Infirmary. In 1881 he was elected 
county treasurer, but died six weeks before assuming office. Abraham died 
July 25, 1881 and Sarah after 1905 while she was living with her son, 
Leonidas. 

He is listed in the U.S. Census, Ohio, Van Wert County, Harrison 
Township for the years 1860, 1870 and 1880. The numeration for 1880 
follows: 


“Abraham Balyeat, 57, wed. farmer, Ohio; Sarah, 50, wife, Pa; O. (Oscar) 
A. 27, son; L(eonidas), 24, son; Stephen 20, son; Franklin 18, son; Sherman 
16, son; Charles 12, son; Ora M. 10, daug.”

John S.; Stephen; Franklin; Sherman; Charles; and Ora—all born in Van

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OSCAR ADDISON BALYEAT? of Abraham & Sarah 


Oscar, the first child, was born April 30, 1853. When nineteen, he began 
teaching, and for eleven years was in charge of the schools in Harrison and 
Neiburg Townships. In 1882 he was superintendant of Patron’s Warehouse 
in Van Wert, and in October of 1883 was chosen deputy clerk in the Van 
Wert Courts, which office he held until 1890. In April of 1890 Oscar was 
elected Mayor of Van Wert on the Republican ticket by the largest major- 
ity ever given a candidate for that office in the city. He was re-elected in 
1894. After his second term was completed at the age of 41, he began the 
study of law in the office of H. G. Richie of Van Wert. Later he formed a 
partnership with H. L. Conn, known as “Balyeat and Conn, Attorneys-at- 
Law” with offices at 10712 East Main Street, Van Wert, Ohio. At the same 
address, before 1909, Oscar and S. E. Walters formed a partnership for 
the practice of law. Oscar served as a judge in the court of Van Wert. From 
letters in Dr. Thomas Balliet’s records, Oscar appears to have been inter- 
ested in the genealogy of the family. The following, quoted in part, from 
letters to Dr. Thomas will substantiate some of the records given for this 
line of the family: 


“April 26, 1905, Van Wert, Ohio 

“I presume my son gave you the family history, and like your family we 
are full fledged Balyeat family. Our family consisted of eight boys and one 
girl. Two of my brothers, Leonidas and Sherman, are in the furniture business 
in this city (Van Wert); my youngest brother, Charles, is in the clothing busi- 
ness; another brother, Frank, is a farmer in this county; Stephen is a farmer 
and hay merchant in Lynn County, Kansas; and my brother, John S., is a hay 
shipper in Ottawa, Kansas.” 

“My mother (Sarah) is still living and resides in this city with my brother 
Leonidas. My father (Abraham) went to California in 1850 during the time 
of the gold excitement there. It required four months to go from what is now 
Kansas City to San Francisco . . . He kept during that time a diary which I 
have copied for my son’s benefit.” 

“May 22, 1909, Van Wert, Ohio 

“, .. My daughter (Eva O.) is teaching in the public schools in this city, 
and my eldest son (Ira) is still located in Seattle. Since I last wrote to you 
we have had an addition to our family . . . James Abraham Balyeat, who was 
a week old last week; . . . this is the first for nearly twenty-one years, so you 
see, I am maintaining the ‘Balliet’ reputation.”

JOHN WESLEY BALYEAT? of Jonathan & Margaret 


John, the second child, was born March 18, 1847 in Richland County, 
or possibly Van Wert County, Ohio and died October 30, 1931, Middle- 
bury, Indiana. He married Sarah C. Cramer, daughter of John and Ann E. 
Shaffner Cramer in 1875, Van Wert, Ohio. Sarah E., wife of John W. Bal- 
yeat, was born July 16, 1853, Van Wert County, Ohio and died April 1, 
1941, Middlebury, Indiana. 

Sarah was a great-granddaughter of Helfar Cramer, a native of Ger- 
many and a soldier in the Revolutionary War. After the War he settled 
in York County, Pennsylvania where he died, leaving seven children, one 
of whom was John Cramer, Sr., Sarah’s grandfather. John, Sr. was born 
1792, York County, Pennsylvania where he married Catherine Schlote 
in 1816. They settled in Seneca County, Ohio in 1840, where John Sr. died 
June 29, 1856 and his wife, Catherine, on September 16, 1854. 

John Cramer, Jr., one of the nine children of John and Catherine Cram- 
er, Sr., was born October 9, 1822, York County, Pennsylvania. He mar- 
ried Ann E. Shaffner in Seneca County, Ohio on December 29, 1849. Ann 
E., daughter of Martin and Ann E. (Wert) Shaffner, was born Septem- 
ber 17, 1830, Crawford County, Ohio. (Bowen, H.V.W. Co, page 154) 

In 1896 John W. and Sarah C. Balyeat were living in “Ionia County, 
Michigan, where John was a nurseryman”. They had two children, Orley 
and Wilma. 


Ortey E. Batyeat® of John W. & Sarah 
Orley, born January 6, 1877, Ionia County, Michigan, married Mabel 
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Landis November 30, 1905, Woodland, Michigan, where Mabel was born 
April 26, 1883. Her parents were David and Hettie Leedy Landis. Mabel’s 
paternal grandparents were John and Elizabeth Stutsman Landis. Orley 
lived with his maternal grandparents in Van Wert, Ohio, where he at- 
tended high school. Orley retired in 1943 after 44 years as a teacher, 34 of 
which was Superintendent of Schools, at Sparta, Michigan. They now live 
in St. Petersburg, Florida at 4125 Part Street, North, Box 328. Issue, two 
sons: 

I. Gordon Wesley Balyeat, M.D.7, born April 2, 1911, Woodland, 
Michigan, married Betty Anne Peterson, September 20, 1941 at Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, where she was born November 25, 1919.

1917, 
Traverse City. Phil owns and operates “The Camera Shop” at 137 East 
Front Street, Traverse City. They reside at 510 West 9th Street, Traverse 
City. Issue, three children:

Wilma was a school 
teacher until she retired and lived in Clearwater, Florida from 1950 until 
her death. She is buried in Middlebury, Indiana. 


SARAH BALYEAT’ of Jonas & Catherine 


Sarah, the fifth child, was born September 16, 1825, Richland County, 
Ohio. She married Phillip Troup in Richland County, Ohio about 1846. 
He was born in Pennsylvania about 1823. Sarah died after 1870 and be- 
fore 1896. After Sarah’s death, Phillip married Mrs. Phebe Balyeat Pom- 
ery, Sarah’s widowed sister. 

The U.S. Census record for Phillip and Sarah follows:

In 1880, Francis married Eliza Jane Bal- 
yeat, daughter of Aaron and Martha Balyeat. Francis and Mary had three 
children: Ada V. Allen, wife of Aaron Smith of Union Township, Van 
Wert County, Ohio; Harriet A. Allen, died before 1896; and Orlin F. 
Allen. (see Bowens H. of V.W. Co., Ohio, p 14) 


AARON BALYEAT’ of Jonas & Catherine 


Aaron, the sixth child, was born March 15, 1827, Richland County, 
Ohio. He married three times. First to Martha LaRue on October 11, 
1849, Richland County, Ohio. In the spring of 1850 they settled in Harri- 
son Township, Van Wert County, Ohio. Martha died July 5, 1864, Van 
Wert County and was the mother of seven children: Lambert; Lucretia; 
Orlando; Clarence; Mary; Eliza; and Marquis. In April of 1865 Aaron mar- 
ried Priscilla Brubaker of Ashland County, Ohio, duaghter of Augustus 
and Susan Brubaker. There were seven children by this union: Edgar; 
Stella; Bertha; Atha S.; Effie; Charles and Susan. Priscilla died January 2, 
1886. On April 10, 1891, Aaron married Mrs. Amelia Wells—no issue. 

Aaron was engaged in farming in Van Wert and Paulding Counties and 
taught school for over twenty years in Van Wert County. He was also in 
the real estate business in Ohio and Nebraska, where two of his children 
later settled. He was a member of the Windsor Baptist Church, Richland 
County, Ohio and on moving to Van Wert County became affiliated with 
the Pleasant Baptist Church where he-was ordained a Deacon. When the 
Harrison Baptist Church was organized in 1857, Aaron and his wife went 
in as constituent members. Aaron, his brother, Abraham Balyeat, and 
John LaRue, brother to Martha, were appointed as a building committee. 
Here he served as Deacon and Clerk for thirty years. In 1886 he moved 
to Van Wert and was a member and Deacon in the Baptist Church of that 
city. For a period of thirty-five years he did not miss a church meeting 
or Communion Service. 

Martha LaRue, the first wife of Aaron, was born in Virginia, Decem- 
ber 25, 1827, the daughter of Lambert and Jane McBride LaRue. From 
Bowen’s History of Van Wert County, Ohio, the following is quoted. 
Martha’s “paternal grandfather (no name given) came from France, set- 
tled in Virginia and was a soldier in the War of the Revolution; Martha’s 
maternal grandfather, Alexander McBride, was of Scotch Irish descent and 
also a patriot of the Revolutionary War”. Additional information on the 
LaRue family was supplied from the records of Mrs. W. L. Hawkins, 225 
Virginia, Ponca City, Oklahoma, who is compiling a new edition of the 
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Aaron Balyeat 


“Larue and Allied Families”, originally written in 1921. A brief outline 
of the LaRue Family from the above and other sources follows: 

The pioneer founders of this line of the LaRue family were Isaac LaRue, 
Sr. born 1712 and his brother Jacob LaRue. They were born in France 
and settled in Virginia. Isaac married Phebe Carman. They had ten 
children, one of whom was Elizabeth LaRue, born June 23, 1749. Eliza- 
beth married her cousin, Peter LaRue, born April 21, 1745. Peter was a 
son of Jacob LaRue, a brother of Isaac. Among other children, Peter and 
Elizabeth had four sons: Abraham, born 1769; Isaac, Jr. born L793; 
Jacob, born 1776; and Lambert LaRue, born 1790. Isaac LaRue, Sr. left 
land to these four grandsons near St. Marys, West Virginia. Lambert sold 
his holdings and went to Richland County, Ohio, where he married Jane 
McBride. They later settled in Van Wert County, Ohio. Lambert and 
Jane LaRue had ten children: Alexander; Jane; John; Abraham; Eliza- 
beth; Margaret; Martha; Mary; Joseph; and another, name unknown. 
Joseph LaRue “was an old and dear friend of Jonas Balyeat”. Joseph mar- 
ried Matilda Ellen and their daughter Sarah Jane married Leonidas Bal- 
yeat. Margaret LaRue married Paul Balliet, son of Henry Balliet, and 
Martha LaRue married Aaron Balyeat, son of Jonas. 

The U.S. Census of 1860, Ohio, Van Wert County, Pleasant Township, 
records:

ELIZA BALYEAT' of Jonas & Catherine 


Eliza, the seventh child, was born March 1, 1829, Richland County, 
Ohio. She married Aaron Hoover on February 9, 1854. He was born in 
Richland County, August 4, 1830. Chris Hoover, grandfather of Aaron was 
one of the pioneer settlers in Richland County. He came from Virginia 
with his family before 1820. One of his children was Daniel Hoover, born 
in Rockingham County, Virginia in 1796. Daniel Hoover had nine chil- 
dren, including Aaron, husband of Eliza Balyeat. 

In 1856, Aaron and Eliza moved to Van Wert County, Ohio and settled 
on land in Harrison Township. They became members of the Harrison 
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Baptist Church and took an active part in the affairs of the Church. 
Aaron served as Trustee and Treasurer for a number of years. In 1893 
Aaron purchased property in Van Wert where they were living in 1902. 
The date of their death is not known.

All the children were listed as being born in Ohio. The “Anna 20 da” 
undoubtedly should be the “Adam” listed in 1870. “Elizabeth 16” is probably 
the same as “Lydia” as given in 1870. 

The liberties taken by others in spelling the family name is illustrated 
by the U.S. Census as given above: Bolliard, Bolyart, Balyeat, Ballyet, 
Ballyett, and finally in 1880 as Balliet. Jacob’s children and grandchildren 
used the Balliet, Balliett and Balliette spelling. 

From page 823, Graham’s History of Richand County, Ohio, the fol- 
lowing is quoted: 


“Jacob Balliet, deceased, was born in 1800, Pa; came to Ohio in 1822. 
He was married in April 1823 to Mary Keifer; they had six children-Mary 
born August 22, 1825; Eliza (Elias?) August 21, 1827; Leonard, August 10, 
1829; Ester, October 8, 1830; Henry September 4, 1831; Jacob, November 
18, 1833; Mrs. Mary Balliet died September 10, 1834. Mr. Balliet was after- 
ward married to Sarah Gongwer; they had six children: Solomon born Octo- 
ber 15, 1835; Hannah, August 13, 1837; Emmanuel, October 13, 1839; 
Ephraim, April 5, 1842; Louis, November 11, 1847. Mrs. Sarah Balliet died 
July 2, 1848. Mr. Balliet was again married to Margaret Matthes September 
6, 1851; they had seven children: Frank B. born August 4, 1852; Melinda, 
August 13, 1854; Eliza, June 4, 1856; Joseph August 13, 1857; Adam, Novem- 
ber 9, 1859; Amanda, August 31, 1861; Lydia, September 8, 1863. Mr. Jacob 
Balliet died August 20, 1877; Calvin in March 1864; Ephraim in May 1851; 
Eliza in Wisconsin”. 
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These statistics, with a few exceptions as noted, are in agreement with 
family and other records. Jacob was a life long farmer and according to 
family tradition a “well known herb doctor”. Jacob died August 20, 1877, 
age 76 years, 11 months, 23 days, in Richland County, Ohio, having 
fathered nineteen children by three wives. Jacob and his first wife, Mary 
Keifer, were married in Richland County in April, 1823. She died Septem- 
ber 10, 1833 and was the mother of six children: Mary, Elias, Leonard, 
Esther, Henry and Jacob. About 1834 Jacob married Sarah Gongwer 
who died July 21, 1848. Her six children were named: Solomon, Hannah, 
Emanuel, Ephraim, Louis and Calvin. Jacob and his third wife, Margaret 
Matthes, were married September 6, 1851. There were seven children by 
this union: Franklin, Melinda, Eliza, Joseph, Adam, Amanda, and Lydia. 
All the children were born in Mifflin Township, Richland County, Ohio. 
Margaret died August 15, 1902, age 79 years, 5 months, 2 days.

About a year after Caroline died, Emanuel met Mary Florence Hills 
who was visiting her cousin, Frances Gonzales, in Plymouth. “Frances, 
was in love with Emanuel and challenged her guest not to fall in love with 
him too. After a two month visit Mary returned to her home in Iowa. A 
year later Emanuel went to Iowa, married Mary about 1873 and brought 
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her back to Plymouth. Because of the rivalry between the two girls, 
Emanuel and Mary returned to Iowa.” 

Emanuel bought out a drugstore in Ely, Iowa, near the home of 
Mary’s parents. About 1876, their family moved to Halstead, Kansas 
where Emanuel purchased a farm. He farmed in the summer and taught 
school in the winter. A lean year followed by a grasshopper epidemic 
made Emanuel decide to leave that section. About 1884 they traded the 
farm for one near Bronson, Iowa. (Family records give Bronson, Indiana, 
but no such town has been located in Indiana.) After a number of years 
he traded this farm for property in Bronson which consisted of a hotel and 
store. The family lived in an apartment over the building and rented the 
rest. 

Emanuel was the business manager of the Erie Elevator Company of 
Bronson. After three years, due to Mary’s health, they moved to Pulaski, 
Kentucky, where they stayed for five years and where Emanuel owned 
and operated a fruit farm. About 1890, Emanuel traded the fruit farm 
for a fourth interest in a stone quarry in Clarksfield, Ohio which he 
managed. 

Mary died in Clarksfield, June 29, 1892. After the death of Mary, the 
family moved to Mansfield, Ohio, where Emanuel “was engaged in the 
grocery business with his brother Saul (Solomon S.?).” Later in life, after 
the children were married, Emanuel married Mrs. Jennie McFarland, 
with whom he lived until his death on February 14, 1915, Alta, Ohio.

First on March 26, 1857 to Margaret A., daugh- 
ter of Abraham and Sarah Marks. Margaret died in 1858 after the birth of 
their only child, James. In 1860, James, age 2, was living with his grand- 
parents, Abraham and Sarah Marks. On February 5, 1860, Andrew mar- 
ried Jane McBride who was born about 1839 (Marriage Records., Rich- 
land Co., Ohio) 

In 1880 Andrew and Jane were living in Monroe Township, Richland 
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County, Ohio. In the court records at Mansfield, Ohio, Deed Index, Vol. 
II, page 29, it is recorded that between 1877 and 1879, Hannah Balliet, 
his stepmother, transferred three sections of land to Andrew.

Andrew apparently took over, either by purchase or inheritance, part of 
the family holdings after the death in 1876 of his father, David. Previous- 
ly, he purchased, in 1868 and 1869, two tracts of 125 and 35 acres in the 
S.E. section 4 of the same township (ibid, page 32). 

According to the U.S. Census, 1860-70-80, Andrew had three children; 
one by first marriage and two by the second marriage: 
James (L?), born about 1858; Sarah L. Balliet, born about 1863; and 
Olive Balliet, born about 1867. In 1880, James, age 22, was living with 
his uncle, Francis E. Balliet.

A newspaper clipping of his 
obituary, date and source unknown, relates: 


“W. W. Balliet, well known farmer died after two weeks illness at his home 
near Lucas, Ohio. Born April 19, 1839 in Monroe Township, he was 78 
years, 4 months, one day.

one daughter, Mrs. S. E. Bell, east of Mansfield, eight grandchildren and one 
great grand child. Member of the Emmanuel Lutheran Church.” 


William and Serena are buried in the Emmanuel Cemetery, Mifflin 
Township, Richland County, Ohio. Their markers are inscribed: 
“William W. Balliet, born 1839, died 1917. Husband of Serena Weirick” 
“Serena Weirick, died 1923. Wife of William W. Balliet” 

In the Richland County marriage records, Vol. I, p. 68, their marriage 
is recorded as of March 2, 1869. 

William and Serena had four children: Luther G., Jennette M., Nola E., 
and Charles C., all born in Richland County, Ohio.

David H., the seventh and youngest child by David’s first wife, was born 
in 1842, Mifflin Township, Richland County, Ohio, and died February 9, 
1908 in Richland County (see R. Co., Rec. of Deaths, V 2, p 25, which 
records the name as David Balliet). He was married January 19, 1865 
to Drusilla Snyder, who was born about 1842 and died after 1880. No 
descendants of this line were found.

Scully at the Mt. Zion parsonage near Lucas, Ohio on August 28, 1869. 
(See R..Gox 0. Marriage Rec., Vol. I, p 48). Katherine was born in New 
York, New York, October 10, 1851 and died February 12, 1940; she is 
buried in the I.0.0.F. Cemetery, Lucas, Ohio. She came to Ohio with a 
group of orphans and was reared by Dr. Guy Sheets of Mt. Zion Road, 
southeast of Mansfield.

It has not been determined if this Joseph Kendall is the same 
Joseph Kendall that married Katherine. No other trace of this line. 


BARBARA BALLIET’ 
of Joseph and Marie Barbara 


Barbara married Daniel Ritter, who was born August 1, 1758 and died 
August 29, 1836. Two of his sisters, Maria and Barbara Ritter, married 
Captain Jacob Balliet, Barbara Balliet Ritter’s brother. Daniel served in the 
Revolutionary War as a Sargeant in Capt. Jacob Balliet’s Company, 2nd 
Battalion, 1781. (P.A. 5thS, V8, Pp 158, 205; also, A.H.L.C., pp 1054- 
1063 for an account of the Ritter family) No trace of Daniel and Bar- 
bara’s children was found. 
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STEPHEN BOLYARD 
of Joseph and Marie Balliet 


“Stephen Bolyard arrived here (Preston Co., W. Va.) very close to the 
year 1799, having come from Pennsylvania. He first settled on the Ford 
place on the east bank of Cheat River, just above the mouth of Wolf Creek. 
A few years later he crossed the river and located on the top of the mountain, 
south of where it is crossed by the Northwestern Turnpike (now Route 50), 
and between the present homes of Hamilton J. Brown and Columbus Bolyard. 
Here he died about 1840, age not far from 80 years. He was about 5 feet, 
6 inches tall, of very broad frame, and of swarthy complection. His first wife 
Margaret Wagoner, accompanied him to Wolf Creek, and was the mother 
of their seven children. 

“He later married Sarah White. At the present time (1908) his offsprings 
are very numerous, particularly in the eastern half of Reno Dictrict. The 
prevalence of the Bolyard name in this locality has long been a by-word. 
This is not surprising when we find that although one of the five sons (Jacob) 
did not settle in Preston County, the four who did remain were the parents of 
31 sons and 15 daughters. The representation in the male line was thus so large 
that the name has become very conspicuous. One year a school class in Pres- 
ton County had 12 Bolyards and 3 Matlicks in attendance. There are several 
Bolyards also in Union District and Lyon. 

“Until comparatively recent date the family has not shown very much of a 
dispersive tendency, but a considerable number have since bought other homes, 
particularly in the West. They have also been strongly inclined toward agri- 
cultural pursuits and they include some hard working and very substantial 
farmers. 

“The Bolyards came to Preston County a German-speaking folk, and would 
appear to be of Palatine-German extraction, although the family name in its 
present spelling is more suggestive of a French origin. The original form of 
the name seems to be lost’. 


This article, taken verbatum from the Preston County Journal of March 
19, 1908, is the only account or background of Stephen’s origin and mi- 
gration to what is now Preston County, West Virginia. Apparently, 
Stephen’s descendants by 1908, had only a faint recollection of their 
French ancestory and were not aware of the original French spelling of the 
name. This was true in several other lines in which members of the second 
and third generation left Pennsylvania and settled in Ohio, Indiana and 
Michigan, some using the Bolyard, Balyeat, Balliett or Balliette spelling 
of the family name. 

In the first U.S. Census of 1790, there was no listing in any of the 
thirteen states of the name Bolyard. The same is true of the early records 
of Pennsylvania. The documentary evidence found of Stephen and his 
family in Pennsylvania in conjunction with the West Virginia records and 
traditions logically indicated he was a son of JOSEPH Balliet of Heidel- 
berg. 
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Vital statistics for Virginia did not begin until 1852 and are incomplete 
until 1912. The 1800 U.S. Census for Virginia is missing, so it is impossi- 
ble to confirm the tradition of Stephen’s arrival in Virginia in 1799. At 
the beginning of the Civil War, West Virginia was formed from Virginia. 
During this conflict many of the early records were destroyed or lost. Re- 
search, which the writer was unable to undertake, in the court records and 
genealogical libraries in Virginia and West Virginia will undoubtedly 
bring to light other documentary evidence of the early events in the life 
and affairs of Stephen Bolyard and his family. Except for the articles 
quoted and the U.S. Census Record, the delineation presented is based on 
family records and tradition. Many of these records are incomplete. In the 
delineation of this branch these records and traditions have been supple- 
mented by what appears to be logical conjectures to complete some of the 
lines. 

West Virginia and family records give the name of the children as: 
Sarah, believed to be the oldest; John, born 1793; Mary; Stephen and 
Nicholas, twins, born 1795: Henry, born 1798; and Jacob, born 1805. 

The census records for Preston County; Virginia; and (after 1860) 
West Virginia, substantiates the names of his sons, however, these ages are 
not exactly in agreement with those listed above. A brief review of the 
census renumerations will give a more accurate date of their birth: 

John Bolyard: “1850, Age 56, Pa.” “1860, 66, Pa.” Accordingly he was 
born about 1794 in Pennsylvania, which is in agreement with other 
records. 

Henry Bolyard: “1850, 54, Pa.” “1860, 62, Pa.” “1870, 70, Pa.” makes his 
date of birth in Pennsylvania in the year 1796, 1798, or 1800. He was 
born in Pennsylvania on December 27, 1796. 

Stephen Bolyard: “1850, 49, Va.” 1300) S5reVal? “187027 8aVaie- Lhese 
entires would indicate he was born in Virginia in the year 1801, 1805 
or 1792. The latter date of 1792 is not in accord with any other known 
facts. 

Nicholas Bolyard: “1850, 47, Va.” mi 8605055, Var ictlSTOm67anVaee 
“1770, 79, Va.” These statistics are more or less consistant; giving us 
his date of birth as, 1803, 1805, 1803, and 1801. 

As will be detailed later, Stephen and Nicholas, twins, were born Feb- 
ruary 6, 1802 in Pennsylvania rather than in Virginia. 

Jacob Bolyard: “1850, 43, Va.” “1860, 55, Va.” “1880, 75, Va.” These 
dates agree with other records and traditions giving his birth as “1805 
in Virginia”’. 

No trace of Stephen’s daughters were found in the available Virginia 
and West Virginia records. The exact date of Stephen’s death is unknown. 
The U.S. Census of 1840, Preston County, Virginia records: “Stephen Bol- 
yard, Sr. males—one 10 to 15; one 15 to 30; one 70 to 80; females—one 
10 to 15; one 50 to 60”. It is assumed he died shortly after—“age not far 
from 80 years”. The fact that in general the foregoing is basically true, we 
can, by directing our attention to the information available on Stephen’s 
family before his migration to Virginia, arrive at a more accurate and 
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documented account of the founder of the “Bolyards of Preston County, 
West Virginia” and his children. 

Stephen Bolyard, the sixth child of JOSEPH and Maria Barbara Bal- 
liet, was born about 1760 in Heidelberg Township, Northampton (now 
Lehigh) County, Pennsylvania. He served in the Revolutionary War as a 
private. The name of the company and time of his service is unknown. 
Many of the muster rolls are missing, but his name appears in the Penn- 
sylvania Archives, 5th Series, Volume 4, page 321, in a list of soldiers 
receiving “Depreciation Pay, Continental Line, Northampton County Mi- 
litia. Stephen Balliot, private’. This entry does not conflict with the record 
of the only other Stephen Balliet (Col. Stephen of PAULUS) during that 
period. The tradition handed down among the Balliets of Heidelberg and 
borne out by the records, is that JOSEPH Balliet and his four sons 
served in the Revolution. 

Stephen was named one of the executors in the will written in 1796 by 
his father, JOSEPH. In a codicil dated August 12, 1804, JOSEPH changed 
his will naming Stephen’s brother, Leonard and John Kech, a son-in-law, 
as executors. If Stephen had settled in Virginia in 1799, it is unlikely that 
JOSEPH would have waited five years to so change his will. Other records 
to follow confirm his residence in Pennsylvania as late as February, 1802. 
JOSEPH died in October, 1804. A tenable date of Stephen’s migration can 
be conjected from the advanced age and ill health of JOSEPH and other 
events between 1802 and 1805. 

On February 6, 1802, Stephen and Nicholas, the twins, were born in 
Pennsylvania, to Stephen and his wife Barbara. The Pennsylvania records 
give the name of his wife as Barbara, whereas the West Virginia records 
has the name of his wife as Margaret. They may have been one and the 
same, that is, Barbara Margaret, but a more plausible explanation would 
be that Barbara died shortly after the birth of the twins, leaving Stephen 
with seven small children under 10. Probably late in 1803 or early 1804 
Stephen married Margaret Wagoner. They probably remained in Penn- 
sylvania until JOSEPH’s estate was settled. “. . . my whole estate shall go 
to my six children, Jacob; Magdalena; Leonard; Katherine; Barbara; and 
Stephen . . .” And then early in the spring of 1805 made the journey west 
to Virginia, settling in what is now Preston County, West Virginia, where 
later in the same year Jacob, the youngest child and first by Margaret, his 
second wife, was born. 

The date of Stephen’s marriage and the last name of his first wife are 
unknown. The first child of record, Salome (or Sarah) was born March 8, 
1792, at which time Stephen would have been about thirty years of age. 
They may have had other children born at an early date who died young. 
The birth and baptism of the six children of Stephen and Barbara are 
recorded in the rolls of the Union Reformed Church, North Whitehall 
Township, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, and the other child, Henry, in 
the records of the Jordan Reformed Church, South Whitehall Township, 
same county. These church records, transcribed by Dr. William J. Hinke, 
are housed in the Frackenthall Library of the Historical Society of ‘the 
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Evangelical and Reformed Church located at the Franklin and Marshall 
College, Lancaster, Pennsylvania. (See National Genealogical Society 
Quarterly, Vol. 48, No. 3, Sept., 1960, pp 113-126, for a detailed listing 
of these records.) Hereinafter, these records will be referred to as “Hinke’s 
Records”. 


“Salome, daughter of Stephen and Barbara Balliet, born March 25, 1792; 
baptised March 25, 1792; sponsor Joseph and (Maria) Barbara Balliet”. 
JOSEPH and Maria being the paternal grandparents. Salome is undoubtedly 
one and the same as the daughter called Sarah in the West Virginia records. 

“John, son of Stephen and Barbara Balliet, born December 15, 1793; 
baptised Dec. 29, 1793; John Kech and Catharine Glos were sponsors”. 
John Kech was the brother-in-law of Stephen, the identity of Catherine Glos 
is unknown. This date is the same as that recorded in the old family Bible, as 
detailed later. 

“Maria, daughter of Stephen and Barbara, born August 30, 1795; baptised 
September 27, 1795;-sponsors Adam and Maria Desaxel (?).” The sponsors 
were probably Adam and Maria Catherine Balliet Deshler. Maria was the 
daughter of PAULUS Balliet. Maria, daughter of Stephen was called Mary 
according to the West Virginia records. 

“Henry, son of Stephen and Barbara Balliet, born December 27, 1796, 
baptised January 22, 1797; sponsors, Christian and Susanna Neifer” Perhaps 
the sponsors were Barbara’s parents? 

“Susanna, daughter of Stephen and Barbara Balliet; born November 14, 
1798; baptised November 25, 1798; sponsors John and Susanna Deubert’’. 

“Stephen, son of Stephen and Barbara Balliet, born February 6, 1802; 
baptised March 14, 1802; sponsors Stephen and Magdalena Balliet”. The 
sponsors, “Stephen and Magdalena” were Colonel Stephen Balliet (son of 
PAULUS) and his wife Magdalena Burkhalter. 

“Nicholas, son of Stephen and Barbara Balliet, born February 6, 1802; 
baptised, March 14, 1802; sponsors, John Nicholas and Magdalena Keck”. 
Magdalena Balliet Keck was a sister of Stephen Bolyard (Balliet). This is 
the last entry found of Stephen and his family in the records of Pennsylvania.” 

Since the baptism of these children were performed in the Union Church 
and the Jordan Reformed Church of Whitehall Township, Lehigh County, 
Pennsylvania, and several of the sponsors were residents of that township, 
it is reasonable to assume that Stephen and Barbara settled in Whitehall 
shortly after their marriage. 

A brief recapitulation of the above records and traditions follows: 

Stephen was born about 1760 in Heidelburg Township, in what is now 
Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, the sixth child of JOSEPH and Hannah 
Balliet. He served in the Revolutionary War as a private. He married 
thrice. First to Barbara (Neifer?); they had seven children, named: Sarah 
(Salome); John; Mary (Marie); Henry; Susanne; and twins, Stephen and 
Nicholas. Barbara died shortly after the birth of Stephen and Nicholas. 
Early in 1803 Stephen married Margaret Wagoner. JOSEPH, Stephen’s 
father, died in the fall of 1804. After the estate was settled, Stephen and 
Margaret moved to what is now Preston County, West Virginia. Stephen 
and Margaret had one son, Jacob, who was born in West Virginia. After 
Margaret died, date unknown, Stephen married Sarah White. There was no 
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children from this union. Stephen died about 1841 in Preston County as 
did his second and third wives, Margaret and Sarah. After leaving Penn- 
sylvania, Stephen used the Bolyard spelling of the family name which is 
still carried by his descendants. 


SARAH BOLYARD’ 
of Stephen and Barbara 


Sarah, the first child, was born March 25, 1792, Lehigh County, Penn- 
sylvania. She was baptised Salome, but was called Sarah. Sarah married 
George Harsh. Issue, six children: John, born August 22, 1817; Andrew, 
born June 22, 1819; David, born December 26, 1824; Sarah born August 
12, 1826; Stephen, born April 15, 1829; and Daniel Harsh*, born June 21, 
1833 


JOHN BOLYARD’ 
of Stephen and Barbara 


John, the second child, was born December 15, 1793, Lehigh County, 
Pennsylvania and died December 2, 1868, Preston County, West Virginia. 
John’s date of birth and death were taken from the old John Bolyard 
Bible. It is noted that the date of his birth as recorded in the Bible cor- 
responds with the date given in the Baptismal Rolls of the Union Re- 
formed Church of Lehigh County, Pennsylvania (Hinke’s Records). In 
1960 this Bible was in the possession of Wateman T. Nose, a great- 
grandson of John Bolyard. Many of the dates of birth, marriages, and 
deaths of John’s descendants were taken from this source. 

John married twice. First to Elizabeth Runner (1789-1832), by whom 
he had eleven children: Stephen J.; Lewis; Henry R.; Peter; Catherine; 
Barbara; Phillip; Mary; John A.; Susanna; and Jacob. It is believed that 
Elizabeth died shortly after the birth of Jacob in 1832. John married sec- 
ond, Rhoda Cool. She was born April 4, 1810 and died December 21, 
1861. They had three children: Sarah E.; James K.; and George. All the 
children were born in Preston County, West Virginia. 


STEPHEN J. BOLYARD* of John & Elizabeth 


Stephen, born April 3, 1814, married Mary Ann Sanders, who was 
born May 10, 1810 in Maryland. In 1840 they were living in what is now 
Preston County, West Virginia. The U.S. Census records: 


““Males—one under 5; one 5 to 10; one 20 to 30. Females, one under 
5; one 20 to 30”

Alexander, born December 19, 1839, married Jemima Funk, who was 
born about 1845. It is believed she died after 1870. Alexander then mar- 
ried Mary Funk. In 1870 Alexander and Jemima were living in Reno 
District, Preston County, West Virginia, and had four children at that 
time; Cassie E. born about 1863; John Amos; George S., born about 1868; 
and Sarah E., born September, 1870. In 1880, George and Sarah were 
living with a cousin, John H. Wootring of Union District, Preston County. 
Alexander’s other children were: Anthony, born August 14, 1871, married 
twice, first to Miss Hooton, second to Mrs. Margaret Shaffer; Jonas, mar- 
ried Emma Hays; Perry, married Margaret Myers, widow of Isaac Shav- 
er; Charity, married Charles McGee; and Dolliver, married Hattie Zinn.

ISAIAH BOLYARD?’ of Peter & Susan 


Isaiah’s life story was prepared by three of his granddaughters, which 
follows, verbatum: 


“The Isaiah Bolyard Story” 
by Ethel Peaslee Beerbower 
Assisted in the collection of factual material by 
Ruby Matlick Dugan and 
Beatrice Bolyard Peters 
(NOTE: All three are granddaughters of Isaiah and Amanda Bolyard, 
and all three are teachers in the West Virginia School system.) 
“Isaiah Bolyard was born on August 7, 1847, the son of Peter and Susan 
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Hershman Bolyard. He was one of seven children: his brothers being James, 
Eli and John and his sisters Mary, Martha and Sarah. His birthplace was on 
a farm near Sinclair, West Virginia, where his father and his grandfather 
John had lived before him. The log house in which he was born stood near 
Little Sandy Creek, in what is now Reno District, Preston County, a five 
minute walk across the stream where the present (1963) Isaiah Bolyard home 
stands. (The present house is today the home of Darus Bolyard, grandson of 
Isaiah and son of Greenland, Isaiah’s youngest son.) The story and a half 
log house was of the type used by early West Virginia families, and was as 
good a home as those of the neighbors. His parents were hard working, religious 
people. 

“During his youth he worked on his father’s farm. He split rails for fences, 
cut wood for cooking and warmth, plowed and tilled his father’s fields with 
his brothers, and often did some work for the neighbors. He attended Pay 
School for a short time. This Pay School in the western Virginia country 
of his youth was one in which the parents took up a collection to pay a 
teacher—anyone with a little book learning. The school lasted just as long 
as the “pay” lasted. The family would be divided for schooling. If the father 
had enough for six weeks, often three sons would go for two weeks each. 
Grandfather Isaiah often told us of the old school house. Its benches were 
split logs with no backs. There were no desks for the students. Greased paper 
was used to cover the windows. From the Pay School Isaiah received only 
a very meager education. He was largely a self taught man. During his man- 
hood he was noted for his quick, accurate mental calculations, and appraisals 
of business ventures on which he capitalized. 

“When the Civil War began, two of Isaiah’s brothers, James and Eli, im- 
mediately joined the Union Army. Isaiah tried to enlist in the Army as a 
drummer boy, but because he was only seventeen, he was turned down. This 
point is of special interest to his descendents because he was of the Brethern 
or “Dunkard” faith which does not believe in military service. This war, 
however, said Isaiah was for the “Saving of the Union and the United 
States”. All of his life he remained sincere to the Brethern principles of peace, 
brotherhood, temperance and a simple way of living. He was a member of 
the Shiloh Church of the Brethern, Barbour County, West Virginia, about 
seven miles from his residence. 

“It was at the Denver Church of the Brethern one evening that he saw a 
lovely, brown-eyed girl singing from her hymnal. That night he vowed that 
she would be the girl he would marry. The young lady was Amanda Minerva 
Wilson, the twenty year old daughter of Eugenus and Julia Jeffers Wilson. On 
April 16, 1868, Amanda and Isaiah were married at her home in Denver, near 
Tunnelton, Preston County, West Virginia.: The minister was Reverend Mc- 
Neal, and the witnesses were George Fortney and A. J. Murray. 

“The young couple went to housekeeping in a small one-room house. As 
they set up housekeeping they had a stove, a bed, a large wooden box for a 
table and two chairs. The house had few of the comforts of life and their 
househo'd utensils were few. 

“Isaiah, from this time on, set out to make things more comfortable for 
his charming, modest and capable wife. For a young man of twenty-one he 
was very industrious and ingenious. On a water saw mill, he cut and sawed 
timber. It was he who cleared all of the land on the farm of virgin timber. 
Often his first-born son saw his father only on Sunday because he left the

home before dawn for work at the mill and returned home late in the 
evening. 

“Soon the young couple moved into a two-room house on the part of the 
farm which was later known as the Ulysses Grant Bolyard Farm. Then in 
1878, Isaiah was able to build what in that day was considered a large family 
house. It had two stories and seven large rooms. Later he added another 
wing of three rooms. It was in this house that Isaiah and Amanda lived the 
rest of their lives, and in which seven of their children were born. 

“Isaiah was a hard-working man, and was admired and well respected by 
his neighbors. As the years went by, he added acreage to his farm. The home 
place soon had over three hundred acres. Four hundred additional acres 
were called “The Mountain Farm”, and were used only for pasture land. As 
each of his sons married, a part of the farm was divided and the sons settled 
down in the Sinclair Valley, Preston County, West Virginia. Grandfather Isaiah 
was known as “The Great Provider’. An example of this was “Butchering 
Time”. On butchering day he would count one hog for each member of the 
family, two for company or people who just “stopped by”, not counting the 
beefs, mutton, and innumerable chickens. One granddaughter remembers that 
when chickens were to be killed, Grandmother Amanda would put them in 
a special pen and feed them milk to make them better! She always kept 
several in this pen just in case! 

“Amanda was always at her husband's side, helping him in every under- 
taking. Their home activities were typical of the West Virginia of the late 
1800’s. Amanda made her own soap, using fats and lye made from wood- 
burned ashes, her candles from tallow, and wove all material for the children’s 
clothing, her carpets, and her blankets. Starting with the wool from the 
sheep; she washed it, carded it, spun the thread and then wove it into 
cloth. Each of her children were given a red and black blanket and a white 
blanket which she had woven. Many of these are owned by her grand- 
children today. One special cloth was made of a mixture of linen and wool 
called “linen-woolsey”. Flax for linen was home grown. 

“The outside cave held fruits (such as apples) and vegetables as potatoes, 
onions, and turnips. A special cellar through which a stream passed was used 
for dairy products and canned goods—the fruits of Amanda’s labors. Large 
stone, five gallon jars often held applesauce and blackberries. As her girls 
grew old enough, they too helped with all of the household activities. 

“In the family of twelve children, each did his share of the work. Among 
the older children a division of labor was set up by which each was responsible 
for some of the household tasks. The eldest daughter Olive helped Amanda 
oversee the house, laundry, sewing and cooking; the second daughter Malissa 
did the baking; Clara helped in the housekeeping; Della had as her job to 
fetch and carry for the cooking and baking; Susan, Adeline and Lura preferred 
the out-of-doors and helped in the fields. When any of the girls showed in- 
terest in the field work, which was considered by most families of the time 
as “boy’s work”, they were allowed to do it—even to driving a hayrake 
drawn by horses, or to shock and stack hay. 

“The boys helped to plant, plow, and take care of the animals. They worked 
beside their father until skilled enough for independent work at which time 
each was delegated certain responsibilities. When a son was considered mature, 
he shared in certain profits and was given a riding horse for courting and 
general transportation. They all learned at an early age the principles of an 
industrious life. Their slogan could easily have been, “true worth is in being, 
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not seeming”. They grew into men of strong, stalwart character. Each was 
proud of his ability to accomplish a task. 

“Each year the family gathered herbs to be dried and used as medicines 
during the winter. When illness came, Amanda and her daughters treated 
the patient with homemade remedies. Up until the time when four members 
of the family had typhoid fever, when Adeline the third youngest child was 
seventeen, Isaiah is known to have said that the doctor bills for the family 
were less than $500. Some of their homemade remedies were: sassafras tea 
for blood building; catnip and elder blossom tea for the ills of childhood as 
fevers and colic; bonset for breaking up colds, attacks of jaundice, and as 
a tonic for loss of appetite; skull cap for the treatment of nervous diseases; 
pennroyal and peppermint for teas for relieving cramps and sick stomachs 
and colds. All of these had to be gathered before the September winds hit 
the plant and dried at just the right time, as when the elder bloom was snowy 
white. 

“During the days when his family was growing up Isaiah went over the 
mountains to Cumberland, Maryland, to obtain staples for the home. On 
these trips he traveled over the old Northwestern Turnpike (U. S. Route 50) 
staying overnight at the Red Horse Tavern near Aurora, West Virginia. (This 
old Red Horse Tavern was built in 1839, a stone structure, is still standing 
today—1963.) 

“In the winter evenings, much time was spent around the fireplace in the 
living room. Study was intersperced with popping corn, roasting native chest- 
nuts and apples. A basket of apples was always brought up from the outdoor 
cave each evening and placed beside the fireplace. The boys sometimes played 
checkers. Mother Amanda taught her children to fold paper and make interest- 
ing birds, animals and hats. Often an overnight guest was entertained here. 
This guest might be “Joe, the Peddler” who brought fine materials for sale, 
a group of Morman evangelists who always chopped wood to show their 
appreciation for the night’s lodging, the assessor, or just someone “who just 
happered by”. No money was ever taken from these overnight guests. 

“Families in the neighborhood often planned a Get-Together for Fun. These 
events were usually a combination of work, needs of the day, and play. The 
Isaiah Bolyard farm was the site of many husking bees, quilting parties, apple 
cuttings, log rollings, cane syrup making, pealing birch parties, and chestnut 
gatherings. Thrashings which went on for days brought many people to the 
home. These people were always guests at dinner and for overnight. There 
was rarely an empty bedroom at the home. 

“At cane making time, one of the daughters remembers someone digging 
a large hole in the earth, pouring into it the “skimmings”, placing cane fodder 
over it... then standing back and watching someone accidently fall into the 
sweet, syrupy solution. This boys idea of fun was not always: appreciated by 
the elders. 

“Isaiah’s children attended school at Number 8, Sinclair, Preston County, 
West Virginia. Their school house was a one room building which had 
formerly been the old log church. When it became a school, it was covered 
with weather boarding, but it remained a very cold building. Heated only by 
a potbellied Burnside Stove, the room was little warmer than the outside. 
The daughters of the family remember wearing outing flannel underclothing 
flannel dresses, wool knit hose and coats—and still were cold! The seats were 
made to accomodate two students, but often three students sat together if 
they were small. School terms ran for five months. Often a teacher would 
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teach at two different schools, two terms a year. The Isaiah Bolyard children 
walked the one and a half miles to school each day. If the snows became 
too deep Father Isaiah or his sons, Willis or Wilson, would get out the sled 
and horses to take the younger children to school. (By this time the eldest 
son, Grant, was working in the lumber camps away from home.) The main 
subjects taught at school were reading, writing and arithmetic during the 
early years. In later years Bookkeeping, General History, and Higher Arith- 
metic were added to the couse of study. 

“During the weekends Spelling Bees were popular at school. Singing School 
was held every Sunday €vening when there were no church services. 

“As years went by, weddings became increasingly important in the family 
of twelve children. All of the daughters were married at home. Two double 
weddings—one Olive and Adeline, another Susan and Malissa—were celebrated. 
All of the girls had a dinner at home following the wedding for all of the 
guests. The boys all had an “Infair”? at home, except Greenland. As the 
youngest member of the family he deemed it his privilege to go across the 
West Virginia line to Oakland, Maryland, to be married. The girl he chose, 
Ida May, was the sister of Daisy May, already married to his brother Walter. 
(Some of the grandchildren and great-grandchildren of Isaiah have also been 
married in Oakland.) An “Infair” was a large dinner prepared by the groom’s 
family the second day after the wedding. 

“Each girl in the family was taught to sew early in life by making quilt 
Squares. As she grew older, every girl learned to fashion and make her own 
clothes. Homemade patterns following the styles of the day were cut from 
newspapers. This art of making patterns was handed down to granddaughters, 
many of whom still make their own patterns and fashion their own clothes 
today. Amanda believed that by the time her daughters were married that 
they should have a sufficient number of quilts, at least one feather bed, pillows, 
blankets, and various linens to “set up housekeeping”. The girls also helped their 
mother make an equal amount for the boys of the family. When each married, 
Father Isaiah helped provide the necessities to begin the home. Each of the 
girls also received a cow and a side saddle and the boys an additional horse 
and saddle, in the dowry. That straw ticks were the basis of additional beds 
could be an assumed fact since at least half of the beds at Isaiah and 
Amanda‘s own home were “straw tick beds”. The grandchildren recall the 
straw ticks and feather beds at Grandma’s . . . the scurry to get to sleep in 
the feather beds when several of the children were visiting at the same time. 
Then there was a definite time they remember when one of the youngest 
of the grandchildren called out “I don’t want to sleep in the hay”. 

“The family was a religious one. Each evening both Isaiah and Amanda 
sat before the fire and read the Bible. Each knelt by the bedside to say 
prayers before retiring. Later in life, this is a picture the grandchildren had of 
their grandparents. Although she had no more than four months of formal 
schooling, Grandmother read the Bible through each winter! Isaiah and 
Amanda were of the Brethern faith, but services in the Brethern Church 
were infrequent. When no services were held, the family attended Methodist 
Sunday School and Church at Number 8, Sinclair, West Virginia. As a result 
of this early training all of the children remained church going people. Of the 
children Ulysses Grant and Olive were Brethern, Walter was a Baptist and all 
of the rest were Methodist. 

“Isaiah was a tall and large man. He stood six foot tall and weighed about 
two hundred pounds. He did not drink alcoholic beverages or use profane 
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language. The only time in her life that his wife Amanda raised an opinion 
against him (for they were very thoughtful and considerate of each other) was 
probably just after their marriage at what she laughlingly later told her 
grandchildren was the “Snuff Incident”. Soon after their marriage, grand- 
father remembered that most married folks used snuff. He bought a box, 
and soon after supper brought it to the fireside. Amanda looked at him and 
said, “Now just go and put that away. We have never needed it before we 
were married, and we don’t need it now”. The snuff was put away, and was 
never used by either although it was a custom of the day. Grandfather, in 
his later years, smoked an occasional cigar. This conduct was indicative of 
the children’s training. They were not allowed to use snuff, even though most 
folks of the time did so. Not to be conspicious some of the older girls recall 
carrying ground cinnamon to mislead their friends. 

“His grandchildren remember Isaiah as a truly great man. He aided his 
neighbors; he never hated anyone; he was kindly; and was always interested 
in his children and grandchildren. Previous to the time of “The Community 
Chest”, he always gave his tenth to the needy. This was especially noticable 
at harvest time. Neighbors remember that Isaiah set aside what grain he would 
use for his family, a definite number of bags of grain for the widows and the 
needy, and then found out how much he would sell. He was indeed a superior 
man. 

“Born in 1869, the first son of the family was named Ulysses Grant, de- 
noting the staunch family feeling toward the Union. In his early days, Ulysses 
Grant was a woodsman in the Davis-Thomas section of West Virginia. Later 
in life, he was a farmer, living on the farm adjoining that of his father. Only 
one of his children, Ira, grew to manhood. From the union of his son Ira 
and Minnie Poling today (1963) comes the sixth generation of the Isaiah 
Bolyard family. 

“The second son, Willis, was destined to become a farmer, community 
storekeeper and postmaster, serving in those capacities for many years. After 
his retirement he continued his farming at his home in Sinclair, West Virginia. 
“Willis”, recalls a young sister, “was the best, kindest brother who ever 
lived”. 

“As the oldest girl, Olive took many of the family responsibilities in the 
home during those growing-up years. Later, as a homemaker for her own 
family, she lived at Eglon, West Virginia and Accident, Maryland. Her 
ability at management is shown in the fact that she not only reared her 
own children, but is loved by those of her husband by a former marriage. 

“Wilson is remembered by many in the community of Sinclair as a cabinet 
maker and blacksmith as well as a farmer. Tables, chairs; and stools made by 
him are found in many of the homes of the area..He farmed the land ad- 
joining his father on the west. 

‘“Malissa was a homemaker, living part of her married life in Barbour 
County, West Virginia, near Locust Grove, and later at Bird’s Creek near 
Newburg, Preston County, West Virginia. She was skilled in the arts of the 
home, particularly in the culinary art. 

“Della taught school in Preston County for five years prior to her marriage. 
She lived for almost forty years on the Matlick Farm near Marquess. She is 
remembered by her children for her mathmetical mind, her ability to manage, 
and her great love for children. All of her neices and nephews loved to visit 
her home. 

“Clara was a kind and thoughtful homemaker. She took advantage of 
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every opportunity to help everyone. She was never too busy to take time 
to welcome the children of the neighbors or to help them as well as her 
own children in all of their activities. She lived most of her life in and near 
Tunnelton, West Virginia. 

“Walter graduated from Mountain State Business College in Parkersburg 
in 1902. He attended Fairmont State Normal School and taught for twenty 
terms. When he retired from teaching because of poor health, be became a 
successful farmer. He spent his early married life on land near his father 
and later lived in the Gladesville area of Preston County, West Virginia. 

“Susan was the second daughter of the family to become interested in teach- 
ing and taught for three terms. After her marriage she lived in Morgantown, 
West Virginia. Her lovely brick home stands near the site of the new West 
Virginia University Medical Center. ( 1963) All of this area was once a 
part of the farm on which she and her husband lived. 

“Adeline too was interested in teaching and taught at three different times 
in her life; before her first marriage, during World War II, and after her 
first husband’s death. She graduated from Fairmont State College and taught 
a total of seventeen years. She was not only a beauty, but fortunately in- 
herited her father’s mental acumen and sence of obligation to humanity. 

“Lura, the youngest daughter, found time for much church work in addi- 
tion to her life as a homemaker. Later in life she became interested in 
nursing and worked several years as a practical nurse at Vincent Pallotti 
Hospital in Morgantown. Her skills were certainly versatile: sales clerk, farmer 
(sometimes plowed), seamstress, and even constructed some of. her own 
basement. 

“Greenland, the youngest son, followed the Horace Greeley advice, “Go 
West, young man, go west,” and went to Kansas during his youth. Here he 
worked on a cattle ranch, but returned to West Virginia to marry his child- 
hood sweetheart and to be near his parents in their old age. He is an out- 
standing farmer in the Sinclair community, West Virginia, and lives on a part 
of the original Isaiah Bolyard homeplace. Greenland is noted for his sound 
judgement and gives advice only when it is requested. 

“If Isaiah Bolyard could look down through the years and see the accom- 
plishments of his family, I am sure that he would say, “A job well done”. 
He would find that in addition to his twelve children, his clan would number 
41 grandchildren (not counting those who died in infancy), 104 great- 
grandchildren, 170 great-great-grandchildren, 8 great-great-great-grandchildren. 
In the education of the family he would find that thirteen (13) of his grand- 
children, and thirty-four (34) of his great-grandchildren attended colleges and 
special schools beyond high school. Among them may be found teachers, 
principles of schools, nurses, secretaries, barbers, public accountants, business 
administrators, agricultural leaders, mechanical, electrical and aeronautical 
engineers, medical technicians, and doctors of philosophy and medicine.

Knott of Westernport, Md.; Frank (Francis?) Knott of Tunnelton, W. Va.; 
Philip of Terra Alta, W. Va.; Nicholas of Belington; Thomas of North Mc- 
Alster, Indian Territory; Everett and Edward of Beryl, W. Va.; and Mrs. Ethel 
Light, wife of Walter Light of Luke, Md. She also leaves three brothers 
and one sister: David of California; Henry 2nd of Tunnelton, W. Va.; Alfred 
F. of Kingwood, W. Va.; and Mrs. Amanda Bolyard Funk of Rowlesburg, 
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W. Va. She leaves thirty eight grandchildren and six great grandchildren. 

“Funeral services were held at Red Rock, Preston Co., W. Va. about 6 miles 
from Rowlesburg, December 11, conducted by Rev. Jones. The remains were 
laid to rest beside her husband and two daughters, who preceded to that 
better land”. (Obituary, source unknown)

The ages given in this census are all considerable more than other 
records indicate. The “Noah” is undoubtedly the son of Stephen and 
his wife, Margaret. 

In the U.S. Census of 1880, no listing was found of either Stephen or 
his wife Barbara; it is assumed that they died before 1880. Their son, 
Francis, who died unmarried, was listed as the only member of the 
household in 1880. 

As the 1850 census does not give the relationship of the members of 
the household, we can only summarize and synthesize the known facts to 
arrive at the correct parents of the children listed. The first six children 
were of Stephen and Barbara. 

Henry P. Bolyard married about 1841. It is possible that he married 
twice. Other records give the name of his wife as Rebecca Davis. It may 
well be that his first wife, name unknown, died before 1850, which would

account for Henry being listed in the household of his parents, along with 
his four young children. In subsequent census’ these four children are 
listed in the home of Henry and Rebecca, as detailed later. 

Among the traditions handed down are accounts of “Indian Steve’, 
trapper, hunter, and gunsmith of the early days in West Virginia. Most of 
these stories assume “Indian Steve” to be the son of Stephen, son of JO- 
SEPH. In the “Tableland Trails’ Volume 1, No. 4, an article by Eli Nine, 
states: “Stephen Bolyard and his wife Susan Lantz in front of the log 
house which Stephen built just before he took Susan for his bride”. The 
Stephen who married Susan Lance was Stephen Washington, son of Ste- 
phen J., son of John, son of Stephen, son of JOSEPH. Both could have 
been known as “Indian Steve’. 

Stephen and Barbara Rosier Bolyard had at least eight children: Henry, 
Francis, Jacob, Sarah, Frederick, Allen, Stephen, and Jemima.

“He was born at Easton, Pa. and was a son of Joseph and Louise Balliet, 
who were pioneers of that city, the father, Joseph Balliet, operating the first 
blacksmith shop in Milford, N.J. on what is now called Water street. 

“Thirty-four years ago he united with the Milford Christian Church, and has 
always been a consistent christian, industrious in business, and commanding 
the love and respect of his children and neighbors. 

“He was a good soldier and his Army record was always one to fill him 
with pride. He enlisted in the service April 20, 1861, for three months, in 
Company K New Jersey Vol. Int., 2nd Regt., under Capt. William B. Dunnings, 
and was honorably discharged July 31, 1861. Reenlisting on August 18, 1861, 
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in Company C Sth Regt. U.S. Regular Army, to serve three years under 
Capt. H. A. Haskell, Lt. V. H. Stone, commanding; He was assigned to 
Artillery Brigade, 2nd Corps, Army of the Potomac, and discharged August 
17, 1864; re-enlisting in the same Company for three years, and January 1, 
1866, promoted as a Corporal, and served until August 1, 1866, when he 
was promoted Sergeant and served until March, 1867, when he was honorably 
discharged and mustered out of service on March 18, 1867. His discharges 
read as follows: “An Excellent soldier in field and in garrison, and as good a 
smith as there is in the Army”. 

“He participated in the following battles: Mechanicsville, June 26, 1862; 
Malvern Hill July 1, 1862; Antietam, September 17, 1862; Gettysburg, July 
2-3, 1863; Wilderness, May 5-6, 1864; North Ann River, May 27, 1864; Deep 
Bottom, August 17, 1864; Gaines Hill June 27, 1862; Bull Runn, August 
29-30, 1863; Po River May 10, 1864; Sheldon’s Farm June 1, 1864; Fredericks- 
burg, December 13, 1862; Hatcher’s Run October 27, 1864; Siege of Peters- 
burg 1864-65; South Mountain, September 16, 1862; Charles City Cross 
Roads, June 30, 1862; Chancellorsville, May 3, 1860; Mine Run, December 
1, 1863; Spottsylvania, May 12, 1864; Coal Harbor, June 7-8, 1864; Fort 
Steadman, March 26, 1865. 

“The funeral took place at his late residence at 10:30 am and at the Mil- 
ford Christian Church at 11:00 am, Monday October 20, 1913, Rev. Frank 
E. Gaige, of the Milford Christian Church officiating, assisted by Rev. J. A. 
Vinton, of the Presbyterian Church, there being present members of G.A.R. 
Tolmie Post No. 50, of Phillipsburg, N.J., and Perseverance Lodge, No. 30 
1.0.0.F. and Washington Camp, No. 12 P.O.S. of A, both of this place. Three 
members of each lodge were pallbearers, as follows: Howard Fleming, Hugh 
Rittenhouse, Frank Lippincott, William Forman, Spencer Garret, Rossiter 
Buzzard. Interment in Milford Union Cemetery. 

“He settled in Milford, N.J. in 1858, opening up a blacksmith shop, which 
is still operated by a son, Truman Balliet. On April 14, 1864, he was united 
in marriage to Lydia Rounsaville, and there were five children from this 
union, four of whom are still living. On December 1, 1890, this wife passed 
from this life, and on August 1, 1892, he was united in marriage to Mrs. 
Mary Hawke, who survives him. 

“He is survived also by a brother and one sister, Mrs. Matilda Ballopue, 
of Lexington, Kentucky, three sons and one daughter; Raymond Balliet, of 
Phillipsburg, N.J., Truman Seymour Balliet of Milford, N.J., Orn J. Balliet 
of New Rochelle, N.Y., Mrs. Walter Burgstresser, of Holland, N.J.” (Obituary 
—source unknown)

The Pioneer Immigrant 
JOHANNES BALLIET 


JOHANNES Balliet, in the spring of 1784, settled in the Sugar Loaf 
Valley in what is now Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. His will was signed 
“Johannes Balliet”. In most of the other references found he is called 
“John Balliet”, but in this volume he will be referred to as “Johannes 
Balliet” and his line of the Family will be known as “The Balliets of Sugar 
Loaf”. 

Before the year 1784, little direct evidence was found as to his origin, 
parentage, or record in general. The few references found and traditions 
handed down assumed he was John, the son of PAULUS, or possibly 
John, the son of JOSEPH. No information was unearthed that would 
remotely suggest JOHANNES was a son of either PAULUS or J OSEPH. 
As far as has been determined, JOSEPH did not have a son John. The 
delineation of the line of John, son of PAULUS preludes any probability 
of JOHANNES and John, son of PAULUS, being one and the same. The 
only alternative is that JOHANNES Balliet was a pioneer emigrant who 
settled in Pennsylvania sometime before the Revolutionary War. 

Before proceeding with the delineation of The Balliets of Sugar Loaf, 
we will direct our attention to the Baillets of Lorraine, France and attempt 
to put together a plausable account of JOHANNES’ origin in France. 

Jacob Baillet, of France, 1642-1706, had three sons: 

1. Stephen Baillet, father of PAULUS Balliet who came to Pennsyl- 
vania in 1738. 

2. Abraham Baillet, father of JOSEPH Balliet who landed at Philadel- 
phia in 1749. 

3. Johan Nicolas Bailliet (Sr.), the third son of Jacob Baillet, was born 
November, 1680 and died January 24, 1745 at Schalback, Lorraine, 
France. He married Margaretha Durand, who was born in 1684 and died 
at Schalback on March 27, 1766. They had eight children, names un- 
known. It is known from records at Schalback that a Johan Nicolas Baillet 
(Jr.?), a cousin of PAULUS and JOSEPH, married Susanna Alleman on 
November 17, 1743. (Laux p 18) It is not unreasonable to assume that this 
Johan Nicolas Balliet, Jr. was a son of Johan Nicolas and Margaretha 
Baillet. It is believed that Johan and Susanna settled in Switzerland shortly 
after the death of Johan, Sr. in 1745. As will be detailed later JOHANNES 
Balliet came from Switzerland; whether he was born there or in Schalback 
is not known. Switzerland had long before become a place of refuge for 
thousands of the persecuted Huguenots of France. Muston, a historian of 
this period, speaks of Switzerland as “that land of inexhaustible and 
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generous hospitality for the Huguenots of France, who received here a 
splended welcome”’. 

Switzerland was one of three avenues of escape from France and by far 
the greater number of refugees found their way to Switzerland, Wurtenburg 
and Holland, before embarking on the Rhine River at the start of their 
voyage to America. The records of Switzerland show that other members 
of the Balliet family settled in Switzerland long before JOHANNES 
Balliet and his parents. “Isaac Baillet of Pugen in Ancient Guienne fled to 
Geneva, Switzerland in 1698, where he was provided with means to take 
him to Germany”. In the Genevan records, in a Liste du Corps Medical 
is found a “Jean Balliet in 1475”. And a “Nicolas Baliet of Chatillion— 
sur. Seine is registered as an inhabitant in 1585”. (see Laux pp 7 and 11) 
These Balliets were undoubtedly related to Johan Nicholas Baillet and in 
part would account for his emigration to Switzerland. 

If the assumption is accepted that JOHANNES was the son of Johan 
Nicolas and Susanna Alleman Baillet, this hypothetical delineation can be 
strengthened by the known facts of the Alleman family. Susanna Alleman 
was probably the daughter or a near relative, of Jacob Alleman who ar- 
rived at Philadelphia October 20, 1747. The passenger list records two 
Jacob Allemans (Strassburger, V 2, p 369). It is believed they were father 
and son. Jacob Alleman, Jr. and his wife Elizabeth Barbara had a son, 
Christian Alleman, born December 6, 1766 in Lehigh County, Pennsyl- 
vania and baptised December 14 of the same year. The Egypt Church 
records show that Catharine Balliet, daughter of PAULUS Balliet was one 
of the sponsors when Christian was baptised (PA 6S, V 6, p 14). This 
indicated a close relationship between the two families. 

No record was discovered showing that John Nicolas and Susanna 
Alleman Balliet came to America. Since both had near relatives in Penn- 
sylvania—PAULUS and JOSEPH, cousins of Johan Nicolas Balliet, and 
Jacob Alleman, father of Susanna, and his family had settled in what is 
now Lehigh County, Pennsylvania in 1747—it is within the realm of 
possibility that the family of Johan Nicolas emigrated to Pennsylvania a 
few years later, possibly between the years 1755 and 1760. Many of the 
early ship lists are incomplete or missing. For the years 1755 and 1764 
only seven such records have been found and preserved. 

JOHANNES Balliet’s will, written in 1800, states: ‘Sealed in the 
presence of my Mother and executor in Luzerne county”. From this state- 
ment one can but conclude that Susanna Alleman Balliet was also living 
in Luzerne County and that Johan Nicolas undoubtedly died in Pennsyl- 
vania previous to 1800. Johan Nicolas and Susanna possibly had other 
children, but no substantiating records were found. 

Numerous published accounts of the early history of Pennsylvania and 


the descendants of JOHANNES and John of PAULUS have, in part, ac- . 


cepted the records of both in referring to or in delineating the line of 
“John Balliet”. Consequently, the traditions and facts of JOHANNES?’ 
line has become so entwined with that of John of PAULUS that it is un- 
likely an accurate record can be assembled at this late date. The writer 
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makes no claim of having solved this enigma, but presents what records 
were found and has attempted in the foregoing and what is to follow to put 
together a feasible account of JOHANNES Balliet, the progenitor of the 
Balliets of Sugar Loaf. 

After the Sugar Loaf Massacre of September 10, 1780, two burial 
parties were formed to go to Sugar Loaf Valley to bury the dead—One 
“under the command of Colonel Stephen Balliet from the Lehigh and the 
other from the Susquehanna under Captain Van Campen’”. Upon the re- 
turn of the party a “John Balliet was impressed with the description of the 
valley as related afterwards by members of the party and decided to go 
there and settle which he did in the spring of 1784. . .” There are several 
published accounts of this episode which vary in detail, but in general 
explain the reason of “John Balliet” settling in Sugar Loaf Valley and 
intimated the “John Balliet” was John, the brother of Colonel Stephen 
Balliet and the son of PAULUS Balliet. From these recountals, which will 
be given hereafter, arose the confusion surrounding the line of JOHAN- 
NES Balliet. 

In several published articles the writers have hinted at the possibility 
of another “John Balliet” but no attempt was made to identify this “other 
John Balliet”. One such statement from the Anniversary History of Le- 
high County, Vol. 2, page 54, is quoted verbatem: “These receipts and 
other papers which refer to the subject (John of PAULUS) of our sketch 
and which speak of him as ‘John Balliet of Towamensing’ seem to make 
it questionable whether John Balliet son of PAULUS was the J ohn Balliet 
of Whitehall who was the first settler in Nescopeck (Sugar Loaf) Valley. 
Various records, cemetery, church, and military, seem to make it certain 
that about 1780 there were several John Balliets in Whitehall. Whether 
what is now Butler township in Luzerne County was then included in the 
not clearly defined “Towamensing” this narrator has not been able to 
determine. Northampton county, about that time, as shown by the maps 
of the period extended to the north branch of the Susquehanna.” The 
narrator of this commentary did not list just what records, etc., he was re- 
ferring to, but the data found and included in this section is, at least in the 
present compiler’s opinion, ample proof that JOHANNES Balliet could not 
be the John, son of PAULUS. 

The ensuing data when compared with the known facts of John of 
PAULUS, as detailed in his line, should dispell any doubt as to the 
separate identities of JOHANNES and John of PAULUS. The succeeding 
accounts, source as noted, will illuminate some of the facts, traditions, and 
misconceptions of the Balliets of Sugar Loaf: 


“The belief of Stewart Pearce, Moses Compeer and others of Northampton 
county’s Revolutionary authorities is that Johannes Balliet was the ‘Solitary 
and alone’ first comer to make his home in this beautiful (Sugar Loaf) 
Wallevie Holy. ,.Pa.,.p.539) 

“Among the pioneers was Johannes Balliet, of Whitehall, Lehigh (then 
Northampton) county who emigrated hither (Sugar Loaf Valley) in the spring 
of 1784 and located on what is now known as the Beisel farm, about one 
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mile west of Drums and about the same distance southwest of Hughesville”. 
(H. of L.L. & W. Cos.Pa. P 240) 

“So far as the records can inform us the first whites that passed through 
the township (Sugar Loaf) was Captain Kladus Company on their way to the 
fatal ambush (Sugar Loaf Massacre) in 1780. Then came and returned the 
burial party, and then came Johannes Balliet, wife and two children”. (ibid 
p 580) 

“History tells how John (Johannes) Balliet, of Whitehall, prevented by 
illness in the family, from participating in the expedition made by the detail 
under command of Col. Stephen Balliet, to Sugar Loaf Valley to bury the 
dead massacred by the Indians in 1790, heard from the returning soldiers 
of the beauty and fertility of that then unoccupied region. Having had his 
imagination fired by these glowing accounts in 1784, Balliet, his wife, and 
two children, removed thither, settling at a spring, headwaters of the Little 
Nescopeck in the upper end of the valley, becoming the first settlers in the 
entire valley. Travel to that place could be made only on horseback. The two 
children, as the story goes, were placed one in each of two beegums which, 
trapped together, were slung over the back of a horse. In descending Broad 
Mountain, the connecting strap broke and the beegums with their human 
treasure fell down the mountain side. The two children, one of whom was 
probably Stephen Balliet, were rescued unharmed”. (H.L.C. Pa. p 539) 

“His (Johannes Balliet) first habitation was of poles set up against a tree; 
later he built a log house, which being destroyed by fire several years after, 
was replaced by a frame structure, the first frame home in the valley, still 
standing, removed from its original site and doing duty as a shed on the farm 
of S. F. Readler, the present (1913) owner of the land. In the year, 1784, 
Johannes Balliet took out warrants for two tracks of land, one of 103 acres, 
65 perches, the other of 101 acres in Towamensing”. (A.H.L.C., V 2, p 54) 

“Instead of Balliet proceeding directly there( the scene of the Sugar Loaf 
Massacre) he entered the valley and located further up, in what is now Butler 
township.” (H. of L. C. Pa. p 651) 

“As stated, Sugar Loaf was formed in 1809, then covering what is now 
Black Creek, Hazelton and Butler townships. The oldest document giving 
us information of who were in the township at that time is a list of road 
work for the year 1810. It seems Michael Bisline was the road supervisor. 
He was evidently a good old-fashioned Pennsylvania German, and some of 
his spelling make if difficult to translate into modern English. It is written 
on an old-fashioned double sheet of course paper, and is headed: “Work tone 
on the Roth-gretet-Received” (Work done on the road—credit—treceived). 
Then follows the names and amount of work done by each” (The list con- 
tains about thirty names, only those of interest are given): “George Drum, 
Jacob Spath, Phillip and Nicholas Wottering, Joseph Parke, Michael Knouse, 
Jacob Rittinhouse, Abraham and Stephen Balliet, etc... . 

Approved by the audetors 
George Drum 
Phillip Wottoring” 


The Abraham and Stephen were sons of JOHANNES Balliet, the others 
are members of families related by marriages. (H. of L.C.Pa. p 652) 
In a tax list prepared by Joel Rogers and Samuel Yost, county tax 


commissioners in 1822 for Sugar Loaf township the following members of 
JOHANNES’ line are included: “Samuel Balliet, Nicholas Balliet, Stephen 
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Balliet, Abraham Balliet, John Balliet, Jr., Daniel Balliet and Jacob Bal- 
liet” (ibid p 653) 

In a roster of the Sugar Loaf Rifle Company, dated May 6, 1822, the 
list contains the following: “John Balliet (Jr.) 1st Lt.; Samuel Balliet, 
Abraham Balliet, and Stephen Balliet, privates.” (ibid p 654) 

In a history of Hollenback Township, Luzerne County is found an 
interesting statement and it is on this one item perhaps more than any 
other that his origin as given is based: “. . . Johannes Balliet located 
where Mr. Cripple lived in the southeast part of the township. Mr. Balliet, 
who was the first blacksmith in the township, came from Switzerland, 
hence the name “Switze Hill” for that portion of the township.” (ibid 
p 583) 


“Johannes Balliet was the pioneer inn-keeper of Butler township”. 

“The first weaver of the township was Elias Balliet, who lived a little south- 
west of Hughesville”. No other reference to this Elias Balliet was found, he 
conceivably was a grandson rather than a son of JOHANNES. 

“Johannes Balliet was not only the first farm settled upon, but here (Butler 
Twp) was the first orchard set out, the little trees being brought from his 
former residence on horse-back.” (N. of L. L. & W. Cos., Pa. p 241) 

“The results of his determination to settle in Butler township after more 
than a century are with us today in the numerous descendants of Johannes 
Balliet in this section of the county, who are and have always been among 
the prominent people of Luzerne county”. (H. of L. Co. Pa. p 539) 


JOHANNES Balliet and his family were prominent members and sup- 
porters of the Reformed Church, the church of their Huguenot forefathers 
in France. JOHANNES, in his will of 1800, directed his son, Stephen, to 
“give 12 acres of land, where it is drained, to the Community Shepherd 
Church in Nescopeck Valley, and for the needy and sick, to apportion 12 
pounds of money”. 

The St. Johns Church of Hughesville was organized December 26, 
1799. On January 12, 1800 at a meeting of the Lutheran and Reformed 
congregations it was resolved an edifice for both church and school pur- 
poses be built. Services were held in private homes until 1808 “when 
twelve acres of land was conveyed to the church by Stephen Balliet, and a 
log church was built on the bank of the Nescopeck”. Apparently, the St. 
Johns Church was the same as the Shepard Church mentioned in 
JOHANNES’ will. The Church was built by voluntary subscription. On 
April 18, 1909, Rev. Frederick W. Van de Sloat, a Reformed preacher, 
drafted a constitution and by-laws for both congregations. Among the 
subscribers to this document were the following: “John Balliet, George 
Drum, Phillip Woodring, Jacob Balliet, Jacob Septh, John Balliet, Sr... .” 

Charles Rhoades Roberts, an authority on the early history of Penn- 
sylvania, in an article published in the Annals of the Sugarloaf Historical 
Association, Volumes 1 and 2, page 14, 1934-35, gives us the following 
version of “John Balliet”. Although this account repeats some of the de- 
tails already quoted, it will be given verbatum: 
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“Pennsylvania Germans and the Revolution 

“John Balliet, brother of Lieutenant Colonel Stephen Balliet, born in 1761, 
was prevented by illness in the family from participating in the expedition 
made by the detail under his brother’s (Col. Stephen) command to bury the 
dead, massacred by the Indians and Tories, and heard from the returning 
soldiers of the beauty and fertility of that then unoccupied region. His 
immagination was fired by these glowing accounts and in 1784, with his 
wife and two children he removed here and settled at a spring, headwaters of 
the Little Nescopeck, in the upper end of the valley, at a place later known 
as Beisels, about one mile west of Drums, becoming the first settler in the 
entire valley. 

“Travel could only be made by horseback, and it is said the two small 
children were placed one in each of two beegums, which, strapped together, 
were slung over the back of a horse. In descending Broad Mountain the con- 
necting strap broke and the beegums with their human treasure fell down 
the mountainside. 

“His first habitation was of poles set up against a tree; later he built a log 
house which, being destroyed by fire several years later, was replaced by a frame 
structure, the first frame house in Nescopeck Valley, still standing in 1913, 
removed from its original site, and doing duty as a shed on the farm of S. F. 
Readler. 


“He (John) removed to Northumberland County (Pa.) where he died in 
1837. This John is not to be confused with a John Balliet, an older man, 
who settled in Luzerne County, had a number of sons and died here.” 


The author of this article, although granting the existence of another 
“John Balliet, an older man”, has accepted the erroneous tradition of 
John Balliet, brother of Col. Stephen, as being the pioneer settler in Sugar- 
loaf Valley, Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. As detailed in the line of 
John, son of PAULUS, and supported by the U.S. Census, church, tax 
and other records, John was a resident of Lehigh County, “where he lived 
near the Egypt Church until 1807” and “John Balliet, a former resident of 
Lehigh County . . . came to this part (Limestone Twp) of the county 
(Montour) in 1807”. The “John Balliet’ who was born in 1761 and 
died in 1837, is indeed the John, son of PAULUS; whereas, JOHANNES 
of Sugarloaf was born about 1746 and died in 1831. 

A close examination of the military records of the Revolutionary War, 
as they relate to JOHANNES Balliet and to John of PAULUS, will dispel 
the doubts and uncertainties that have surrounded, their respective war 
records. Here again, the record of both have through the years become 
entwined, both branches of the family using the same records. By collating 
the military records that have been preserved with other known data, it is 
possible to assign the correct record to both JOHANNES and to John of 
PAULUS. Tradition has it and published records show that John of 
PAULUS served as private under his brother “Co. Stephen Balliet, 1st 
Battalion of Northampton Militia, 4th Company, Captain George Drine”. 
The time of this enlistment was from November 1, 1781 to Sana 1, 
1782. (PA 5S, V8,-p 54). 

In the same olumes pages 43 and 63, in “A Muster Roll of 5th class 
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of the 1st Battalion of Northampton County militia, under the command 
of Lt. Col’l. Henery Giger, November 15, 1781” is listed “John Balliet 
(JOHANNES Balliet) Clark (Clerk—with the rank of Captain). Time of 
entry Nov. 15. Time of service 1 month 18 days”. This is from November 
15, 1781 to January 1, 1782. 

These two units were on active duty during the same period of time, 
that is, November and December of 1781. It is most unlikely that the 
same “John Balliet” was serving as a captain in one company and as a 
private 6th class in another company during the same period of time. 

At the time of this enlistment, John of PAULUS, was not quite twenty 
years old. It seem reasonable to conclude that it is unlikely one so young 
would have attained the rank of captain at such an early age and if this 
Captain John Balliet was John of PAULUS, then the other John Balliet, 
private in Col. Stephen Balliet’s Battalion could not have been his brother 
John. Another entry from the same source, page 311 states: “A General 
Muster Roll of the Fourth Battalion of Northampton County militia, May 
14, 1778, Colonel John Sigfried, Fifth Company Captain Frederick Coons. 
John Bullart (Balliet) court martial man”. In 1778, John of PAULUS, 
would have been under seventeen years of age, so, again, it would appear 
that this entry would refer to JOHANNES Balliet rather than John of 
PAULUS. 

There are a number of other entries of “John Balliet’s” (Ballard, Bal- 
lerd, Bolliet, Balliett, Balliot) military service (PA, 5 S, V 8, jaja mesa See Tey 
604, 616; V 4, pp 311, 644), but from the limited information given it is 
not possible to conclude to which “John Balliet” these refer. In the Penn- 
sylvania Archives, Sth Series, Volume 5, page 221 is listed, “Muster Roll 
of the Pennsylvania Volunteers, Berks County in June 1780 to serve to 
July 15, 1781. 1st company, John Ballot”. This raises the possibility of a 
third “John Balliet” who was residing in Berks county at about the same 
time as JOHANNES Balliet and John Balliet of PAULUS were living in 
Northampton County (see John Balliet in Part V). 

JOHANNES Balliet died December 25, 1831 in Newport Township, 
Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. His will, written January 24, 1800 was 
registered on April 23, 1800 and is on file in Will Book A, page 34 at the 
county court house, Wilkes Barre, Pennsylvania. It was probated February 
28, 1832. A statement was filed with the will that “Johannes Balliet died 
Christmas day last, aged 84”. The original will is in German. A literal 
translation and a legal interpretation of the translation as prepared by 
Blythe H. Evans, Jr., Attorney of Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, follows: 


“LAST WILL AND TESTAMENT OF JOHANNES BALLIET 
“In the name of God, I, JOHANNES BALLIET, Master Smith in Wap- 
wallopen Valley in Luzerne County, find myself very weak, but in good judg- 
ment, for which I thank God since I do not know what the future holds 
and perchance, I leave this world, so by this my Last Will and Testament, I 
commit my immortal Soul into the hands of my Heavenly Father, my body 
to a place in the peaceful Earth in a Christian Burial Place. 
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“Having a timely concern for my earthly belongings, I desire that my sons 
Jacob and Johannes to be my executors. 

“From my earth belongs, I direct that my son, Jacob give to me and my 
wife the following: 

“(a) every year 6 bushels of cherries fromy my fruit garden 

“(b) every year 18 bushels of corn 

“(c) every year bring flour to my house 

“(d) every year chop firewood and bring it to may house 

“(e) tend to my two cows as he tends to his own two cows 

“(f) every year 200 pounds of soup meat 

“(g) every year 25 pounds of beef 

“(h) every year one bushel of salt 

(1) every year one bushel of flax 

“My son, Jacob, shall also work for me and my wife as our needs require. 

“My son, Jacob, shall also provide us with shoes and the wool for stock- 
ings. 

“My son, Jacob, shall provide my wife and I with 6 pounds of white linen 
every year. 

“My son, Jacob, shall plant a piece of land in garden and one piece of 
land of 2 acres which I will show him, he shall plant with cranberries and 
corn and send the produce of 1/3 of all that is grown there to my house. 

“My son, Jacob, should also give 4 pounds of money until either me or my 
wife dies and then he shall give 2 pounds in money. 

“My son, Jacob, shall have the place where I now live and my daughter, 
Susanna, shall have her portion, the half of the west side, there being 270 
acres more or less this warrant which is in the name of Choaet Bisch, ever 
acre of which my sons shall pay 20 shilling. 

“My sons shall have 300 acres in the Big Black Creek on the East side, 200 
acres of which shall be in Jacob Balliet’s name and 100 acres of which shall 
be Stephennas Balliets and for every acre they shall pay 17 shilling and 6 
pence. 

“My son, Jacob, shall have all the blacksmith implements and all farm 
equipment. | 

“Everything else which we might possess, I give one-half to my daughter, 
Susanna, when Susanna is older and reaches 18 years of age; my son Jacob 
for his half shall pay all debts. 

“My son, Jacob, shall give Susanna half of all fruit where he has it until 
an orchard is planted on her land. 

“My son, Nicholas, shall have the piece called Sugar Place formerly in 
the name of Johannas Ballinger warrant, and he shall pay to my wife and I 
25 pounds of sugar every year, as long as one of us is:still living and he shall 
have one tract on the South side in Back Mountain on the East side running 
toward the West side in a straight line. 

“My son, Stephannes, shall have the tract of land with the saw mill, upon 
which the mill is built, said tract in the name of John Balliet Warrant being 
429 acres of land more or less, for every acre he shall pay 20 shilling and he 
shall give 12 acres of it when it is drained to the Community Shepherd 
Church in Nescopeck Valley, and for the needy and sick, apportion 12 
pounds of money. 

“Every child who builds a home, that child shall have 5,000 board feet 
of lumber and that child shall have the use and help of Johannes Balliet to 
whom the saw mill belongs.

“My son, Johannes, shall have the white oak tract in the name of John 
Balliet being a piece of land 430 acres more or less covered by white oak 
wood and my son, Daniel, shall have half of this piece of woodland. If my 
sons, Daniel and Johannes, build two houses, then they shall divide the land 
equally and for every acre they shall pay 20 shilling. 

“My sons, Johannes and Daniel, shall also have 200 acres on the Big Black 
Creek on the west of Jacob’s and Susanna’s lands, formerly in the name of 
Stephannes Balliet, and for every acre they shall pay 17 shilling and 6 pence. 

“My son, Abraham, shall have the place which I rented out to Samuel 
Erls the warrant is in the name of Nicholas Balliet and one in the name of 
John Balliet being 630 acres and a part from this tract is in the name of John 
Ballinger. 

“To my daughter, Maria Barbara, who has lands on the west side, I give 
her 50 acres on the east side of the Big Black Creek, and this portion shall 
be from Johannes and Daniel’s portion for which they shall receive 17 shilling 
and 6 pence for every acre, and they shall pay 18 shillings for every acre of 
the 630 acres and they shall divide this land as good as can be done. 

“To my two grandchildren, Jacob and Elizabeth, whom I raised, belongs 
50 acres on the Big Black Creek. 

“When one of my grandchildren dies without heirs, then the other child 
shall inherit his or her portion; if both die, without heirs then my son Nicholas 
shall inherit their share. The two grandchildren are to receive a free deed 
from my executors. 

“If the land falls to my son by death then he shall pay 17 shilling, 6 pence 
for every acre of land and all my children shall be bound to pay. 

“When two children hold land jointly and one dies in poor circumstances, 
then the one who is able shall pay for the land by the acre as I have priced it. 

“The money from all the lands shall belong to all my children, share and 
share alike, and no one can sell his land until he has reached thirty years of 
age then he can do as he pleases, and the land shall be their property as 
long as the woods grow and the water runs. Everyone has 19 years to pay 
the money. 

“Should I Johannes Balliet, die before my wife, then shall my executor 
hold 50 pounds money and give their mother every year 3 pounds as long as 
she lives. 

“This is my Last Will and Testament which I have made while living, 
purely and in vigor and in my own hand and seal. This will covers what my 
house should endow in every direction, and is made with the purpose to 
preserve and pay what should be right and lawful on this the 24th day of 
January, 1800. 

“Sealed in the presence of my Mother and Executor in Luzerne County. 

“So long as my Mother carries my name, she should be given to her 3 
pounds every year. 


“Johannes Balliet (SEAL)” 


JOHANNES, in his will, mentions his: mother; wife; two grandchil- 
dren—Jacob and Elizabeth; six sons—Jacob, Johannes, Daniel, Stephen, 
Nicholas and Abraham; and two daughters—Susanna and Marie Barbara. 
At the time, 1800, the will was written, JOHANNES possessed over 2300 
acres of land: 

270 acres, ‘where I now live” 
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300 acres, “‘in the Big Black Creek on the East side” 

? acres, “Sugar Place, formerly in the name of Johan Ballinger” 
? acres, “one tract on the south side of Black Mountain” 

429 acres, “the tract of land with the saw mill” 

430 acres, “the white oak tract” 

200 acres, ‘“‘on the Big Black Creek on the West” 

630 acres, “the place which I rented out to Samel Erls” 

50 acres, “on the Big Black Creek” 
50 acres, “on the east side of Big Black Creek” 

JOHANNES did not die until thirty years after the will was written. The 
land records at Wilkes Barre reveal that most of his holdings were con- 
veyed or sold to his children under the terms of the will long before his 
death. Several such transactions follow: 


“Warrant to Johannes Balliet, Butler Twp, 439 acres. Warrant conveyed by 
Johannes Balliet to Stephen Balliet July 9, 1804. Patented to Stephen Balliet 
July 19, 1804.” (patent book 54, p 369) 


As directed in the will “Stephen Balliet and Margaret, his wife, con- 
veyed to Scheider, et al, Trustee of United German Lutheran Church, 
T2°acres@ 


“400 acres, Black Creek Area, Hazel twp.” Johannes Balliet conveyed to 
Jacob Balliet, Nov. 20, 1809 (Deed Book 32, p 105). Patented to Jacob 
Balliet April 4, 1836. (Patent Book H, Vol 36, p 44) 


Originally there were eight tracts warranted to JOHANNES and his 
sons, all of which are no longer in the family. In these lands rich deposits 
of coal were later found and are still being mined. Some fifteen or 
twenty years ago claims were filed by some of JOHANNES descendants 
against the mining companies, but the attorney for the claimants reported, 
“We conclude, with reluctance, that there are no enforceable legal claims 
in favor of Balliet heirs against the coal companies in so far as the lands 
we have investigated are concerned. This includes all lands originally war- 
ranted to Balliet ancestors that we know of”. 

An article which appeared in 1833 in the “Friedens-Bote”, a German 
newspaper of Allentown was signed by “Ein Abkommling jenes Jacob 
Balliet”’, that is, “by a descendant of Jacob Balliet”. This “descendant” 
did not further identify himself, but was living in Susquehanna County at 
the time. In 1810, Susquehanna was formed from Luzerne County, the 
home of JOHANNES Balliet. This unnamed writer was undoubtedly a son 
or grandson of JOHANNES. A translation follows: 


“Somethings About The Balliet Family” 

“In 1686 the Edict of Nantes was declared void by Louis XIV, and his 
protestant subjects were almost forced back to the Catholic Church. If his 
subjects did not consider this, they were killed. An entire village in Languedoc, © 
populated by Huguenots, was wiped out. Along with a few others, Jacob 
Balliet escaped. Leaving behind all their property and traveling over 800 miles 
at night, they reached the village of Schalbach in Salm. Here Jacob Balliet 
settled, built a house, which is still existing (1833) and occupied by one of 
his descendants, Peter Balliet. After a while this Jacob Balliet became one of 
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the wealthiest men of the village and to this date there are several hundred 
of his descendants living in and around Schalbach. 

“Later Salm was turned over to France in exchange with the stipulation 
that Louis XV was to allow religious freedom, but in a short time persecution 
set in again and lasted until 1789, the year of the French Revolution. Due to 
this persecution some of the grandchildren of Jacob Balliet immigrated to 
this country. One a Joseph Balliet settled in Easton (Pa.); he was an ancestor 
of the murdered Benjamin Balliet (son of Stephen, son of Leonard, son of 
JOSEPH). Another one was Paulus Balliet, who with several sisters settled 
in Lehigh County. Johannes Balliet, a great-grandson of Jacob Balliet, died 
in Luzerne County last year (1831). All Balliets in this county are descen- 
dants of these early settlers of the Balliet family. 

“The Balliets fled from religious persecution and were blessed in this country. 
May this short story keep the descendants of Jacob Balliet from joining the 
growing indifference to religion and may they, like their ancestors, remain 
faithful to the true belief. Thus wishes your friend and relative. 

A descendant of Jacob Balliet 
Susquehanna County, 1833” 
(See Laux p 9, and Skizzen aus ben Lecha-Thale, Allentown 1880, 
p 245) 
This version—written over 130 years ago by an unnamed member of the 
family; one who must have been born during the lifetime of the pioneer 
founders and who had an intimate knowledge of the Balliet family history 
in the early colonial days—confirms the traditions and records as given in 
this delineation. 

To conclude the documentation of JOHANNES Balliet, the U.S. Census 
records for Luzerne County, Pennsylvania will be reviewed along with a 
few explanatory comments. 

Luzerne County was formed from Northumberland County, September 
25, 1786, about two years after JOHANNES settled there. In the first 
U.S. Census of 1790, no enumeration was found of JOHANNES in either 
of these two counties nor in Northampton. The population was so small 
and scattered in the newly formed county, that apparently no attempt was 
made to count the inhabitants in the sparcely settled sections of the county: 

“Nescopeck township lies in the Sugar Loaf Valley in the southwestern 
part of the county. It was founded in 1792 and included what is now Hollen- 
back, Sugar Loaf, Butler, Black Creek and Hazel township and in 1796 
contained only 31 taxables’’. (H of L. Co. Pa. p 608) 

The underpaid marshalls who were in charge of the census had to provide 
their own ruled forms for the enumeration as well as their means of trans- 
portation. Many of the isolated districts or settlements could only be 
reached by the Indians’ paths, so consequently many of the “out-of-the- 
way” settlers were not counted. Subsequent records of JOHANNES Bal- 
liet’s family will be found in the counties mentioned, as they were later 
formed from Nescopeck township. 

1800 Nescopeck Twp. 


“John Balliet, over 45; females, three under 10, three 10 to 16, one 
16 to 26, one 26 to 45” 


The U.S. Census of 1800 and 1810 listed the oldest group only as “45 and 
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upwards”, so it is impossible to arrive at JOHANNES exact year of birth— 
only that he was born before 1755. The three females were probably 
grand-daughters, the one 16 to 26 was undoubtedly his daughter Susanna, 
who was under 18 according to JOHANNES’ will of 1800. 

It is believed that JOHANNES married three times. The female “26 to 
45” being his first wife, mother of his children, Maria Barbara, born in 
1755. His second wife (Mrs. ?) Catharine Barbara Steib was born April 
14, 1751 and died November 26, 1820, as found in the records of the St. 
John’s Church of Hughesville, Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. Some of the 
young girls listed may have been step-daughters. He is listed as “John” 
in the census but the spelling “JOHANNES” is used to keep the record 
consistent. 

A comparison of the 1800 census records of JOHANNES Balliet and 
John Balliet of PAULUS in itself is ample proof of the existence of both 
at this early date. The enumeration for John of PAULUS follows: 

1800 Pa. Northampton Co., Whitehall Twp. 


“John Balliet, between 26 and 45, .. .” 


Later census shows that John of PAULUS was a resident of Columbia and 
Montour Counties, whereas JOHANNES remained in Luzerne County. 
1810 Nescopeck Twp., Luzerne Co. 


“Johannes Balliet, Sr. over 45; females one 10 to 15, one over 45” 
1830 Newport Twp., Luzerne Co. 


“Johannes Balliet between 80 and 90, males, one 10 to 15; females 
one 70 to 80” The female, “70 to 80”, being his third wife, name un- 
known. 


The Luzerne census for these and later years also listed his children which 
will be detailed later, in the delineation of their lines. 

JOHANNES Balliet married Maria Barbara Schneider October 7, 1771, 
in Northampton (now Lehigh) County, Pennsylvania. Family tradition 
has it that Maria Barbara was a daughter of Johann Nicholaus Schneider 
and his wife, Eva, whose baptism is recorded in the records of the Egypt 
Reformed Church. This tradition is not substantiated by other known 
facts: 


Sa tolse Maria Barbara, da. Johann Nicolaus Schneider and W. Eve: 
Deseo: ; bap. September 23, 1740 by Inspector Torchies; sp. Peter Traxel, 
Paulus Palliet (Balliet), Maria Margaretha, Nicolaus Kern’s wife, Ann Bar- 
bara, daughter of Nicolaus Sigar” (PA 6 S, V 6, p 6) 


Other sources indicate her year of birth as 1755, which seems the more 
reasonable date—JOHANNES was born about 1748, and the census of 
1800 gives her age as “between 26 and 45”. 


In the same volume, page 10, is found another entry that is in accord 
with other data: 


“Schneider Maria Barbel (Barbara), da. of Daniel Schneider; b........ ; bap. 
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October 5, 1755; sp. Heinrich Huber and Maria Barbel Burghalter, Catharina 
Schneider” 


The will of Daniel Schneider, probated September 26, 1778, Whitehall 
Township, Northampton County, Pennsylvania, states his “daughter Maria 
Barbara married Johannes Balliet”’. 

The baptismal records of two of the children of JOHANNES and Maria 
Barbara Balliet gives the sponsors as: 


“Mary Magdalena, baptised May 12, 1772; sp. Daniel Schneider and Mary 
Magdalena Balliet’’. 
“Daniel, baptised Feb, 29, 1784; sp. Daniel Schneider and his wife, Catharine”. 


This Daniel and Catharine Schneider were undoubtedly the grandparents. 
Mary Magdalena Balliet was in all likelihood Maria Magdalena Balliet, 
wife of PAULUS Balliet, which again affirms the close relationship be- 
tween the Balliet and Schneider families; and also indicated that Johan- 
nes Nicolas and Daniel Schneider were brothers—Catharine, wife of 
Daniel, was one ofthe sponsors in 1740 of Johannes Nicolas’ daughter, 
Maria Barbara. 

The foregoing documentation of JOHANNES Balliet is rather involved 
and in some respects vague and fragmentary. Although the picture pre- 
sented is unfinished, the available pieces of the jig-saw puzzle seemly fit 
into place. Further research may disprove some of the conclusions nar- 
rated, but overall the recapitulation is compatible with all known facts. 

Based on the traditions and information as detailed, a brief resume’ 
of JOHANNES follows: 

Jacob Baillet of Schalbach, Lorraine, France had three sons: Stephen, 
the father of PAULUS; Abraham, the father of JOSEPH; and John 
Nicholas Baillet. These three sons all lived and died in France. 

John Nicolas Baillet was born in 1686 and died at Shalbach, January 24, 
1745. He married Margareth Durand who was born in 1684 and died 
March 27, 1766. Johan Nicolas, one of their eight children, married 
Susanna Alleman on November 14, 1743 at Schalbach. Susanna was 
probably the daughter of Jacob Alleman who arrived at Philadelphia 
on October 20, 1747 and settled in Lehigh County near PAULUS and 
JOSEPH Balliet. The fact that both John Nicolas, Jr. and his wife Susanna 
had near kinsmen in America would account for their emigration to the 
same place at a later date. 

John Nicolas, Jr. and Susanna Balliet had a son JOHANNES Balliet 
who was born about 1746 at Schalbach. Due to the continued persecution 
of the Huguenots, John Nicolas, Jr. and his family fled to Switzerland and 
remained there for a number of years. No record was discovered as to 
when JOHANNES came to America or whether he was accompanied by 
both parents and others of their children. According to JOHANNES’ 
will written in 1800, his mother was living with him in Luzerne County, 
so in all probability John Nicolas, Jr., his wife Susanna, J OHANNES, and 
his brothers and sisters (if any) made the voyage together. As near as can 
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be estimated they arrived in America between 1755 and 1760 and settled 
in what is now Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. 

JOHANNES Balliet was married in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, 
October 7, 1771 to Maria Barbara Schneider, a daughter of Daniel and 
Catharine Schneider. She was born in 1755 and baptised October 5 of the 
same year as recorded in the records of the Egypt Reformed Church of 
Lehigh County. 

They remained in Lehigh County, where seven of their nine children 
were born, until the spring of 1784. Members of the party that went to 
bury the dead of the Sugar Loaf Massacre of 1782, on returning home, 
told JOHANNES of “the beautiful and furtile valley”. These stories “so 
fired Balliet’s immagination, that he was determined to seek it out and 
make a home for himself and his posterity”. In the several published ac- 
counts of these episodes it is related how “Johannes Balliet, his wife and 
two small children, one of whom was probably Stephen” made the trip 
through the wilderness to their new home. At that time the two youngest 
children were Maria and Daniel, and although they were not mentioned, 
the five older children undoubtedly accompanied their parents on this 
journey through the enchanted paths and trails into Sugar Loaf Valley. 

JOHANNES Balliet was a remarkable man. From 1784, where he 
“solitary and alone” became the first white settler in Sugar Loaf Valley, 
until 1800, a period of only 16 years, he and his family with their bare 
hands hued a “castle” from the virgin land and forest. He built the first 
log cabin, which, with all it contained, was destroyed by fire in 1786. Not 
to be discouraged, he then erected the first frame house in Butler County, 
which was still standing a hundred years later. He was the first to till the 
soil; set out the first orchard; constructed the first saw mill. He was the 
first pioneer inn-keeper of Butler Township; set up the first blacksmith 
shop; helped to organize the St. John’s Reformed Church, which he sup- 
ported both morally and financially; and he fathered the first white child, 
Abraham Balliet, born in Butler Township. In this interval of time he also 
acquired over twenty-three hundred acres-of land. 

The original warrants for these lands are on file in the Department of 
Internal Affairs of Pennsylvania at Harrisburg and can be found in: 
Patent Book “P”, Vol. 54, p 313; Patent Book “H”, Vol. 36, p 44; and 
Patent Book “H”, Vol. 28, p 513. The last mentioned follows: 


“THE COMMONWEALTH OF PENNSYLVANIA” 

“To All To Whom These Present Shall Come, Greeting: 

KNOW YE, That in consideration of the monies pad by John Balliot at 
the granting of the Warrant hereinafter mentioned, There is granted by the 
said Commonwealth unto John Andress and Abraham Balliot a certain tract 
of land situate on the Road leading from Berwick to Philadelphia in the 
County of Luzerne. Beginning at a Spruce thence by land of James Lattimer 
and William Potters, North seventy four perches to a Lynn, thence by land 
of said William Potter and Nicholas Balliot, South seventy nine degrees and 
one half West, three hundred nineteen perches to a Stone, thence by land 
of Studman & Co., South thirty five degrees East, one hundred eighty two 
perches to a White Oak, thence by land of Jacob Eyerly, East, one hundred

fifty four perches to a White Oak, thence by land of said James Lattimer, 
North one hundred thirty two perches to a Stone and East fifty four perches 
to the place of Beginning. CONTAINING TWO HUNDRED FORTY 
ACRES AND ALLOWANCE &c. 

“Which said tract of land was Surveyed in pursuance of a Warrant dated 
the 31st day of January, 1794, granted to John Balliot who by Deed dated 
the 21st day of November, 1809, Conveyed his right in and to said tract to 
the said John Andress and Abraham Balliot. 

“To have and to hold, The said Tract or Parcel of Land, with the ap- 
purtenances, unto the said John Andress and Abraham Balliot and their 
Heirs to the use of them the said John Andress and Abraham Balliot and 
their Respective Heirs and assigns forever. 

“FREE AND CLEAR of all Restrictions and Reservations, as to Mines, 
Royalties, Quit-rents or otherwise, excepting and reserving only the fifth 
part of all Gold and SILVER Ore for the use of this Commonwealth, to be 
delivered at the Pits mouth, clear of all charges. 

“In Witness Whereof, SAMUEL WORKMAN, Secretary of the Land 
Office of the Said Commonwealth, that hereto set his Hand and the Seal of 
the Land Office of Pennsylvania hath been hereunto affixed, the second day of 
October in the year of our LORD, one thousand eight hundred and thirty, 
and of the Commonwealth the Fifty fifth. 


Attest: 
Richd. M. Crain 
Deputy Secretary of the Land Office” 

This document mentions JOHANNES (John) Balliet, his two sons, 
Nicholas and Abraham, and his son-in-law, John Andress (Andrews), 
husband of his daughter, Maria Barbara. 

The Patent recorded in Book “H”, volume 36, page 44, mentions 
JOHANNES Balliet and his sons, Stephen and Jacob. The patent was 
issued in pursuance of a warrant granted to JOHANNES Balliet on No- 
vember 23, 1784, the year he settled in Luzerne County. 

The land recorded in Patent Book “P”, Volume 54, page 313, is the 
same as that mentioned in JOHANNES will as “the place which I rented 
out to Samel Erls, the warrant is in the name of Nicholas Balliet”. This 
warrant also dated November 23, 1784, for three hundred sixty-eight acres 
and the Patent was granted May 2, 1804. 

JOHANNES Balliet was a soldier of the Revolutionary War. He served 
as Captain (or clerk) of the First Battalion of Northampton County under 
Lt.Col. Henry Gieger; and as a Court Martial Man under Col. John 
Sigfried of the 4th Battalion of Northampton County. We can, with 
pardonable pride, rank JOHANNES Balliet among the foremost of that 
unheralded band of pioneers, soldiers and patriots who fought for our 
country and who suffered, toiled and endured the loneliness and the 
inevitable deprivations of life on the frontiers, and have handed down to 
us a heritage that is without peer in the history of mankind. 

After the death, about 1810, of Maria Barbara Schneider, first wife and 
mother of his nine children, JOHANNES married Catharine Barbara 
Stiebe. The census records indicate that she had several children by a 
previous marriage. She was born April 24, 1751 and died November 26, 
1820. JOHANNES then took a third wife, but nothing is known concern- 
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Original survey, made May 12, 1794 of the above tract of land 

ing her. (This information was taken from the personal records of Miss 
Blanche Goltry of Arnolds Park, Iowa, a descendant of JOHANNES 
Balliet through the line of Stephen-Samuel-John-Rose Balliet Goltry.) 
JOHANNES and Maria Barbara Schneider Balliet had nine children: 


Mary Magdalena, Nicholas, Stephen, Jacob, John, Maria Barbara, Daniel, 
Susanna, and Abraham. 


MARY MAGDALENA BALLIET™ 


of Johannes and Maria 


Mary, the first child, was born in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. Her 
birth and baptism is recorded in the Unionville Church Records: 


“Mary Magdalena Balliet, da. of Johannes and Maria Barbara Balliet, born 
May 11, 1772, bap. May 12, 1772; sp. Daniel Schneider” (her maternal 
grandfather).

Nicholas, the second child, was born in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. 
His birth and baptism are recorded in the records of the Unionville Church, 
Lehigh County: 


“John Nicholas, son of Johannes and Maria Barbara Balliet, born February 
25, 1774, bap. March 20, 1774; sp. John Nicholas Saeger and Elizabeth wife 
of Felix Arner”. 


This John Nicholas Saeger might well have been the husband of or father- 
in-law of Eva Balliet, daughter of PAULUS. Several records were found 
in which brothers were given two baptismal names, the first name of each 
being the same. This was the case of two of PAULUS’ sons. “John Jacob” 
and another son named “John”. Three of JOHANNES’ sons, “John 
Nicholas”, “John Daniel’? and just plain “John” were so baptised. Ap- 
parently, the two sons with given name “John” went by their middle 
name—the first name having an honorary or religious significance. 

A tract of 358 acres, warranted to Nicholas Balliet in Hazle Township 
was patented to Nicholas Balliet on April 2, 1804 (Pat. Book 54, p 313). 
This land was deeded to John Balliet (his brother) May 2, 1804 (Deed 
Book 32, p 349). This is “the place which I rented out to Samel Erls, the 
warrant is in the name of Nicholas” as mentioned in JOHANNES’ will. 
His name appears in a tax list for the year 1822 of Sugar Loaf Township, 
Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. The two grandchildren, Jacob and Eliza- 
beth, mentioned in JOHANNES’ will were possibly Nicholas’ children. 
The will states, “if both die without heirs then my son Nicholas shall in- 
herit their share”. In 1800, Nicholas, the oldest son, was only 26, and the 
two grandchildren must have been beyond their babyhood as JOHANNES 
speaks of them as “whom I raised”. No record was found of Nicholas as a 
head-of-a-family in the census of Luzerne County. He perhaps was living 
with his brother Stephen as there were three males “26 to 45” listed in 
Stephen’s household in 1820. 

It is believed that Nicholas’ first wife died before 1800 and he remar- 
ried. The name of neither is known. Since no other records concerning 
Nicholas were found in Luzerne County, it is assumed he settled elsewhere 
sometime after 1822. In the U.S. Census of 1830 a “Nicholas Balliert, 50 
to 60” is listed as follows: 

1830 Pa. Armstrong Co., Claison Township 


“Nicholas Balliert, 50 to 60; males, one 10 to 15; one 15 to 20; one 
20 to 30; females, one under 5; two 5 to 10; two 10 to 15; one 15 to 
20; one 20 to 30; one 30 to 40; one 50 to 60 (2nd wife ?)” 


Nicholas, born between 1770 and 1780, would be consistent with his ac- 
tual date of birth of 1774. No other Nicholas was found who was born 
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during this period. This census undoubtedly included the family of one of 
his sons, which is indicated by the 1840 census, of Armstrong County: 
1840 Pa. Armstrong County, Monroe Township 

“Nicholas Balliet; males-one 60 to 70 (Nicholas), one 70 to 80; fe- 

males-three 5 to 10; one 10 to 15; one 20 to 30; one 40 to 50” 
A reasonable explanation of this is: his second wife died before 1840; the 
female 40 to 50, could be his third wife; perhaps the male 70 to 80 was 
his father-in-law. In the same census as above, Red Bank Township is 
recorded: 
“George Balliott; males-one under 5; two 5 to 10; one 30 to 40; females; one 
under 5; one 5 to 10; one 20 to 30” This could be one of the sons and family 
listed in Nicholas’ household in the 1830 census. 
In general, these presumptions agree with other records and family tradi- 
tions. An excerpt from a letter dated February 1, 1934 written by David 
M. Balliet (b. 1845) of Waterloo, Iowa, supports the delineation as 
given: 
“My father Nicholas Balliet was born in Luzerne County, Pennsylvania in 
1813. I believe his father, my grandfather, was also named Nicholas and 
had a large family. Of my father’s brothers and sisters I remember only; 
Margaret-somewhat older, Stephen-somewhat older. My father lived in Clarion 
County, Pennsylvania.” (Note: Clarion County was formed in part from 
Armstrong County in 1839) 

Of Nicholas’ two children, Jacob and Elizabeth, mentioned in JOHAN- 
NES’ will, no trace was found of Jacob. Elizabeth died June 11, 1811, age 
13 and is buried in the St. John’s Cemetery. The known children by his 
second wife were: George, Stephen, Susan, Margaret, Nicholas and David. 


GEORGE BALLIET’ 
of Nicholas 


George was born about 1810 in Luzerne County and in 1840 was mar- 
ried and living in Red Banks Township, Armstrong County, Pennsyl- 
vania. At that time he had three sons and two daughters (U.S.C. 1840). 
No further record found. 


STEPHEN BALLIET’ 
of Nicholas 


Stephen was born about 1811 in Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. Noth- 
ing further is known. 


SUSAN MARGARET BALLIET’ 
of Nicholas 


Susan was born about 1812 in Luzerne County, Pennsylvania

NICHOLAS BALLIET’

Nicholas was born 1813 in Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. He married 
twice; the first wife was Catherine. “They lived in Clairon County, Lime- 
stone Township, near Frogtown Salem Church, Pennsylvania. In 1853 
they migrated to Stephenson County, Illinois”. This is verified by the U.S. 
Census 1860, Winston, Stephenson County, Illinois: 

“Nicholas Balliet 49, farmer Pa; L........ By ata bastotusan) 10 1,8Pa. Boe. 1h 


f. Pa” This census gives only the initial of the members of the family. “L” 
was probably his second wife. The name of the daughter “E” is unknown. 


As far as can be determined Nicholas and Catherine had the following 
children: Charles O; David M.; Adam U.; and Susan. By his second wife, 
he had at least two children, a son and a daughter; no trace of these two 
children was found. 


CHARLES O. BALLIET* of Nicholas & Catherine 


Charles was born in 1843, Pennsylvania and died April 6, 1905 and is 
buried in the Elmwood Cemetery, Waterloo, Iowa (see Black Hawk 
Grave Records Vol. 1). His wife, Margaret, was born about 1856, Iowa. 
They had at least two children: Jessie M. Balliet, born about 1883, Water- 
loo, Iowa; and Helene Balliet, born about 1890, Waterloo. 

In 1915 “Margaret, widow, and her daughters, single, were living at 
505 Laughlin Street, Waterloo”. (Iowa Census 1895 and 1915) 
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DAVID M. BALLIET’* of Nicholas & Catherine 


David was born in Pennsylvania in 1845 and died December 28, 1937. 
He is interred in the Elmwood Cemetery, BIk 1, Lot 76, Waterloo, Iowa. 
His first wife, Nancy (Reber?) was born in Illinois about 1849 and died 
in Iowa in 1925. They were married in Iowa about 1866, and settled on a 
farm near Waterloo where they lived until about 1876 when they moved 
to Kansas. After farming there for several years, they returned to Iowa. 
From 1900 until the time of his death he lived in Waterloo at 800 Ran- 
dolph. In 1926 he married again, the name of his second wife is unknown. 

The Iowa State census records: 


“1885, Waterloo Twp., Black Hawk Co. David Balliette 37, M, Pa, farmer; 
Nancy 36, F, Ill; Michael 18, M, Iowa; Olive 16, F, Iowa; Charles 9, Kansas”

“1915 Waterloo, Ward 2; D. M. Balliet 69, Pa; Nancy Balliet 67” 


The following is quoted from two newspaper clippings, date and source 
unknown: 


“David M. Balliet, of Waterloo, Black Hawk County, has been decorated 
at the age of 91 by the United States War Department with the order of the 
Purple Heart. Balliet was given the award in recognition of his valiant service 
in the Civil War. He was wounded during the war and has carried the bullet 
in his left leg for seventy-two years.” 


“The death of David M. Balliet, 92, Civil War veteran, leaves but four mem- 
bers of the G.A.R. at Waterloo, Iowa. Balliet died Sunday following a brief 
illness.” 


During the early 1930’s he corresponded with Dr. Thomas M. Balliet 
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concerning the family. From these letters many of the details of this line 
were taken.

Deceased was the third son of Nicholas and Catherine Balliett, 
and at the age of ten years moved with them to Freeport, Illinois, where he 
lived until the year 1871 when he came to Eau Claire County, Wisconsin, 
where he resided until death. 

“He was baptised in the German Lutheran Church by Rev. William Uhl, 
December 29, 1847. He was united in marriage to Ella Mary McCullough on 
November 29, 1874 (Wisconsin ?). To this union were born seven children, 
five sons and two daughters all of whom are living except the second son, Jay 
J., who died in 1903 at the age of 24 years. When 15 years of age, Adam 
enlisted in the Civil War, serving nearly a year and receiving an honorable 
discharge. There are left to mourn his death, his wife and six children; a 
sister, Mrs. Susan Brayton residing at Askkum, IIl.; a brother, David M., at 
Waterloo, Iowa; and a half sister and half brother residing in the west. 

“Services were conducted by the order of the Masonic Lodge, of which the 
deceased was a member. Rev. W. B. Stubbert of the Baptist Church read a 
selection with the obituary and offered a prayer. His four sons acted as pall- 
bearers. Interment was in the Augusta (Wisc.) cemetery”. (Ex. newspaper 
clipping, source unknown) 


Adam and his descendants used the Balliett spelling of the family name.

JOHANNES’ will states, “My son John, shall have the whiteoak 
tract .. . of 430 acres and my son Daniel shall have half of this piece of 
woodland”. At Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, in Deed Book 16, page 482, 
it is recorded: “John Balliet, Jr. and Daniel Balliet divided this land be- 
tween themselves and John conveyed his % to Stephen Balliet, (his 
brother) Nov. 14, 1815”. 

Deed Book 37, page 656; “John Balliet and Marie deeded 100 acres to 
Johnathan Twinning, April 2, 1838”. 

The only census record found follows: 

1820 Nescopeck Township, Luzerne County, Pennsylvania 


“John Balliet, males: one 18 to 26; one 26 to 45; Females: one 26 to 
45” 


This could be John, his wife, Marie and their son, John, born 1798. 
As far as has been determined, John and Marie had two sons: John and 
Stephen.

Stephen was born December 8, 1812, Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. 
Date of death is unknown. He married Elizabeth Heller who was born in 
1813 and died September 4, 1871. They had ten children: Elizabeth, 
born February 2, 1834—died May 26, 1899, married Jacob Reidy who 
died March 4, 1902; Sarah, born June 26, 1835; Stephen, born January 
23, 1838, died August 23, 1842; Mandame, born January 5, 1840, died 
August 18, 1842; Eleanor, born February 28, 1843; Mary Ann, born 
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August 4, 1845; Elizabeth, born November 24, 1848, died October 51 
1849; Louis F., born May 11, 1852; Emma, born October Onl 855° 
and: 


JOHN W. BALLIET* of Stephen & Elizabeth 


John, the third child, was born August 19, 1836 and died September 26, 
1913. He married Amanda Mosser who was born J anuary 19, 1846 and 
died January 1, 1922. Her parents were Daniel Mosser (b. 11/12/1809— 
d. Jan. 1894) and his wife Mary Magdalena (b. 1808—d. 12/13/1883). 
In the U.S. Census of 1880 they were listed in Hazelton, Luzerne County, 
Pennsylvania:

Maria, the sixth child, was born September 22, 1782, and baptised 
October 2, of the same year. The sponsor was Margaret Schneider. In 
1805 she married John Andreas (Andrews). She is buried in the St. 
Johns Cemetery, Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. After her death in 1818, 
John remarried. John and Maria had seven children: John; Hanna, mar- 
ried Mr. Glow; Nancy, married Mr. Varner; Esther, married Mr. Strunk; 
Stephen, died March 19, 1859, age 43; Jacob; and:

of John and Marie 


Susan married Mr. Gross and they had nine children: John, died with- 
out issue; Christina, married twice, first to Wesley Fichter and second to 
Simon Fannicase of Weatherly, Pennsylvania; Mandus, died without issue; 
Caroline, married Reuben Huntsman; Elizabeth, married Mr. Sigley; 
Catherine, married Mr. King; Stephen; Barbara; and Florine. 


DANIEL BALLIET 
of Johannes and Maria 


Daniel, the seventh child, was born January 18, 1784 in Lehigh Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania and was baptised February 29, 1874. The sponsors 
were Daniel and Catharine Schneider, grandparents (Unionville Church 
Records). On May 19, 1812, Daniel conveyed his one-half of the -““430 
acres covered by white oak wood” as detailed in JOHANNES’ will, to 
Henry Beer. He was listed on the 1822 Tax roll of Sugar Loaf Township, 
Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. No record of Daniel was found in the U.S. 
Census of Luzerne County or other sources except those given. 

Although he was listed in the 1822 Luzerne County tax roll it is be- 
lieved he settled in Lehigh Township (now Lehigh County), Northamp- 
ton County, Pennsylvania a number of ears before that date, as the 1810 
U.S. Census records: 
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“Lehigh Township, Northampton, Pa.; Daniel Balliet, males; two 
under 10; one 26 to 45. Females, one under 10; one 16 to 26” 


ibid 1820: 


“Daniel Balliet, males; three under 10; one 10 to 16; one over 45. 
Females; two 10 to 16; one 16 to 26; one over 45” 


An account in the Anniversary History of Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, 
Volume 2, page 55, seems to substantiate the assumption that Daniel set- 
tled in Lehigh County: 


“Daniel Balliet was by trade a Blacksmith and came from Conyngham 
Valley, Pennsylvania (part of Sugar Loaf Valley). He married Mary Smith, 
and their children were: John; Stephen; Daniel; and Paul Balliet”. 


Paul, the youngest son, was born in 1830; other records indicate there 
were several daughters and two other sons. In a letter addressed to Dr. 
Thomas M. Balliet, dated February 19, 1901, and signed by Stephen F. 
Balliet, a son of John and grandson of Daniel, the following is quoted: 


“My father’s name was John Balliet, and he was born in 1807 somewhere 
in the vicinity of Allentown, Pennsylvania. He had at least five brothers and 
one or more sisters. His brothers names were: Stephen; Daniel: James; Ben- 
jamin who settled in Ohio; and I believe the other one was Paul who stayed 
in Pennsylvania. Stephen came west and settled in Ohio or Illinois. I do not 
recall my father speaking much of his brother Daniel, but believe my grand- 
father was also named Daniel. One of my father’s sisters, Sarah, I think, 
married a man by the name of Lentz, and I think is living yet at or near 
Allentown. Another sister, Susan, married and lived in Ohio. About 1862 
while we were living in Illinois a Nicholas Balliet from Pennsylvania visited 
us. He died a year or two after making this visit, as I remember. I am not 
certain whether this Nicholas was a brother or a close relative of my father.” 


In general, these records and family traditions collaborate the delinea- 
tion as given hereafter. The Nicholas Balliet referred to in Stephen F. Bal- 
liet’s letter was probably Nicholas, son of Nicholas, son of JOHANNES, 
who was living in Stephenson County, Illinois in 1860. 

Daniel and Mary had at least six sons, named: John; Stephen; Daniel; 
Benjamin; James; and Paul. Of the three daughters, only the names of 
two, Sarah and Susan, are known. 


JOHN BALLIET’ 
of Daniel and Mary 


“John Balliet died of Pneumonia at his home near Zearing-Story County, 
Iowa at 10:45 A. M. November 29, 1893, in his 88th year. The deceased was 
born in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, February 26, 1806. He was married 
to Miss Hannah Sarver near Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, October 9, 1833, who 
still survives him. 

“The deceased embraced religion and united with the Presbyterian Church 
in 1857 and lived a consistent Christian until his death. Mr. Balliet was the 
father of eleven children. Nine of whom live to mourn his death, as follows:

C. Pool, residing at Nevada (Iowa); Charles Balliet of Omaha, Nebr; George 
A. Balliet, Wesington, S. D.; Josiah Balliet, Belvidere, Ill; Mrs. Ximena H. 
Gallup residing at Marshalltown, Iowa; Samuel A. Balliet, Helena, Montana; 
and Mrs. Susan E. Burdick, residing 20 miles north of Wesington, S. D. 

“The deceased was one of the pioneer settlers of Illinois, who settled in 
DeKalb County in March of 1846, where he engaged in farming, in which 
he was successful and prosperous. In 1872 he moved to Story County, Iowa, 
where he pursued the same vocation until his death. It was only a few weeks 
ago that Mr. and Mrs. Balliet celebrated their 60th wedding anniversary, and 
had about them a family reunion such as crowns the glory of an aged couple.” 
(Obituary, The Representative, Nevada, Iowa, Dec. 6, 1893, from the files 
of the Iowa State Historical Library, Des Moines, Iowa.) 


In Death Records of Story County, Iowa, Book 2, is found: 


“John Balliet, age 87 years, 9 months, 3 days, born Lehigh Co. Pa. died Nov. 
29, 1893, Sherman, Nevada. (Iowa)”. 


“Hannah Sarver, wife of John, was born March 1, 1811, Pa. and died March 
8, 1898, age 86 years, 11 months and 7 days, Nevada (Iowa)”. 


In the Iowa State Census (hereafter referred to as I.S.C.) of 1885, vol- 
ume 264, page 571, line 28, “John Balliett, 81, farmer, born Pa. and Han- 
nah Balliet 70 (?), born Pa.” are listed as residents of Sherman Township, 
Story County, Iowa. 


After their marriage in 1833, John and Hannah settled in Legonier, 
Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania where their first child, Stephen F., 
was born. Sometime before 1839 they settled on a farm near French 
Creek, Crawford County, Pennsylvania where they remained until 1847, 
when the family migrated to Illinois. The U.S. Census, 1850, gives their 
place of residence as Linoa Township, Dekalb County, Illinois: 


“John Balliet 41, Pa; Hannah 36, Pa; Stephen 13, Pa; Monroe 11, Pa; Mariah 
(Maria) 8, Pa; Charles 7, Pa; Josiah 2, Ill; Examina 1, Ill.” 


In the 1870 U.S. Census they were living in Sycamore, Dekalb County, 
Illinois. 


STEPHEN F. BALLIET’ of John & Hannah 


“Judge Stephen F. Balliet, for over twenty years, a prominent citizen of 
Des Moines, died yesterday (4/24/1910) at his home in Tonapak, Nevada. 
He had recently moved to that city on account of his health so as to be near 
his sons, Letson and Josiah Balliet. Besides these two sons, Mr. Balliet leaves 
a wife and three daughters. The daughters live in Des Moines. They are: 
Miss Christine Balliet, teaches at East High; Miss Stephena Balliet, principal 
of the Olive McHenry School; and Mrs. Fred Keithley. Judge Balliet was 
born in Ligoner, Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania but moved with his 
parents to Illinois as a boy. Here he received his education, graduating from 
Knox College at Galesbury, later from the Chicago University, which is now 
known as Northwestern University. He came to Iowa in 1877 and began 
the practice of law at Nevada. He came to Des Moines in 1833. In 1890, 
in one of the hottest contests ever waged for the judgeship of district court, 
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Mr. Balliet was elected on the Republican ticket. In 1895, after a very suc- 
cessful term in office, he resumed his law practice. He was a prominent mem- 
ber of the local G.A.R. The body will be brought to Des Moines.” (Obituary, 
Des Moines Capital, April 25, 1910). He is buried in the Glendale Cemetery, 
Des Moines, Iowa. 

Again quoting from Stephen’s letter: “I was born in Ligonier, Westmore- 
land County, Pennsylvania November 10, 1837. My father moved with his 
family from Westmoreland to Crawford County (Pa.) near Meadville, the 
county seat, about 1841 or ’42. And from there to Dekalb County, Illinois 
in the spring of 1846, where he lived until 1877, when he sold his farm of 
300 acres, and moved west to Story, Iowa, where he died on his farm in 
November of 1893. 

“I left home in the fall of 1863 and entered the Union Army, where I 
remained until the close of the Civil War, after which in the fall of 1867 I 
came to Iowa and entered the law practice at Nevada, Iowa.” 


The Des Moines City Directory gives the following: 1888-1890 “Balliet 
& Craig, Attys.”; 1897 “Balliet & Stahl, Attys.”; 1899 “Balliet & Starkey, 
Attys.”; 1905 “S. F. Balliet & F. F. Keithley, Lawyers”. F. F. Keithley 
was the husband of Imogene Balliet, Stephen’s daughter. 

Stephen F. married Helen M. Letson on October 11, 1871 (Marriage 
Rec. Story Co., Iowa Hist. Lib., Vol 1, p 22). She was born in Ohio about 
1847, died after 1915. Helen was the daughter of C. B. Letson (b. 1814, 
N.J.) and his wife Jane (b. 1821, Ohio). 

Stephen and Helen had five children: John, who died young and is 
buried in the Nevada (Iowa) Cemetery; Letson; Stephena; Christina; 
Imogene; and Josiah. 


LETSON BALLIET’ of Stephen & Helen 


Letson was born May 17, 1873 on a farm near Nevada, Iowa. He was 
married after 1901, probably in California, to Miss Keltz. Letson died 
November 1, 1937 and is buried in the Glendale Cemetery, Des Moines, 
Iowa. 

“Letson Balliet, 64, died at the home of his sisters, the Misses Stephena 
and Christina Balliet, 1115 45th Street, Wednesday night, Nov. 7. He had 
been ill with a heart ailment for several months. He was the son of the late 
Judge and Mrs. Stephen F. Balliet. He had lived until recently in San 
Francisco, California and in Tonapah, Nevada, returning to Des Moines 
about eight months ago. He was a life member of the Des Moines Elk 
Lodge, and was past grand chancellor of the grand lodge, Knights of 
Pythias of Nevada .. .” (Obituary, Des Moines Register Nov. 8, 1937) 

Several lengthy newspaper and magazine articles concerning his career 
were found: “Letson Balliet—From Newsboy to Gold King”, Harpers 
Weekly, June 28, 1902, page 834. “The Cecil Rhodes of America— 
Letson Balliet” Chicago Daily Review, January 25, 1905, page 1. “A 
New Financial Star” a full page interview in The Sun, Baker City, Oregon, 
January 13, 1901. A combined synopsis of these and other accounts fol- 
lows: 
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Letson Balliet asus 


‘““A new star has made an appearance on the horizon of the financial globe, 
arising, as it were, with uncommon brilliance out of the Pacific Ocean. Letson 
Balliet, mining magnate and railroad promoter, is before the world as one 
of the most daring operators in the opening year of the twentieth century. 
Nine years ago he was barely known outside of limited educational circles 
in rural Iowa and Arkansas. Today he is exciting admiration on the Pacific 
Coast and the Rocky Mountains by the magnitude and scope of his mining 
and auxiliary enterprises and commercial operations. 

“In an interview he stated, “The mining and engineering professions always 
had a peculiar fascination for me, and I turned to it naturally. Somehow I 
always had an idea that a man come pretty near doing whatever he under- 
takes to do. If I should be given the job of revising Webster’s dictionary I 
would assign for the word “Impossible” this phrase “afraid to try”. 

“His first job, at the age of 13, was that of a newspaper boy for the Des 
Moines News at $1.25 per week. A job he kept until he graduated from high 
school, after which he worked as a bookkeeper and later taught school in 
rural Iowa. He received a degree in mining engineering and taught in the 
Methodist University of Arkansas for three terms and was later chief engineer 
of the Des Moines Union Railway Company. 

“Finally he came West and devoted his time to mining, starting as under- 
ground miner at $3.00 a day. In a few short years Letson was the manager 
and principal owner of the Niagara Mine in Nevada County, California and 
the White Swan Mine of eastern Oregon, which has produced as much as 
$90,000.00 in a single day. 

“Among his other gold mine holdings are the Imogene at Stent, the Van 
Auetry in Blue Canon, the Manhattan, the Gowanus and the Blue Bell at 
Plymouth and the Delta on Dixie Creek, Nevada. 

At one time Letson Balliet was also Secretary of the Des Moines Academy 
of Science. He was the author of a large number of articles on scientific and 
economic subjects; among these were: “Sanitary Conditions for Churches and 
Schools”, “Municipal Engineering”, “Biology for Public Schools”, “The Busi- 
ness of Mining for the Precious Metals”, “Manufacture of Paving Brick”. 

“In a trial that lasted five years, Letson Balliet was charged by the govern- 
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ment with selling of worthless mining stock. Mr. Balliet lays his downfall to 
former jealous associates, and presented a list of over 4000 names whom it is 
claimed have in every instance made a profit from his suggestions. He also 
offered a reward to any investor who would come forward and prove that 
he lost money by following his advise. 

“The first trial was ended in a mistrial; the second was reversed by a higher 
court, and in the third trial of Nov. 16, 1904, Letson Balliet through his 
attorneys, Judges Carr and S. F. Balliet (his father), withdrew the former 
plea and entered a plea of guilty, because the defendant felt unable to cope 
with the exigencies of the trial”. 

Letson Balliet was fined $300.00 and ordered to serve three months in jail. 
From the newspaper accounts it is believed he did not serve this sentence; 
“It is not unlikely that Balliet’s time in jail will be cut short by ill health. His 
friends claim his health has been very bad for sometime past, and the close 
confinement will mean long sickness and probably death”. “Since his con- 
viction on the mine charge, Balliet has been devoting himself mainly to other 
mining properties, rather than to the White Swan property, from which he 
has realized from this mine alone, nearly a million dollars.” 


Letson Balliet had a son:

Stephen married Esther Marjorie Clifford. Esther, the daughter of Ed 
and Mary Veronica Antoniazzi Clifford, was born September 18, 1913, 
Tonapah, Nevada.

STEPHENNA BALLIET?’ of Stephen & Helen 
Stephenna was born about 1876 in Iowa. In 1910 she was principal of 
the Olive McHenry School (Des Moines, Iowa). In 1953 she was still liv- 
ing in Des Moines and it is believed she died single shortly after that date. 

CHRISTINA BALLIET’ of Stephen & Helen 


Christina was born about 1871 in Iowa. She was a teacher and died 
single in Des Moines, Iowa about 1951. 


IMOGENE BALLIET?’ of Stephen & Helen 


Imogene was born June 18, 1882, Nevada, Story County, Iowa. She 
married Fred French Keithley on June 28, 1904, Des Moines, Iowa. Fred 
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was born August 1, 1878 in Adair County, Iowa, the son of James Mont- 
gomery and Florence French Keithley. (For a detailed account of the 
French and Keithley families, see History of Polk Co., Vol. 2, pa 360; 
S. J. Clark Pub. Co. 1911) After graduating from Drake University, he in 
1905 began the practice of law, being associated with Judge Stephen F. 
Balliet. Fred and Imogene had at least three children, all born in Des 
Moines, Iowa: James Balliet Keithley, born May 16, 1906; Helen Letson 
Keithley, born September 7, 1908; and Florence French Keithley®, born 
June 29, 1910. 


JOSIAH R. BALLIET’ of Stephen & Helen 


Josiah was born about 1887, Polk County, Iowa. In 1910 he was living 
in Tonapah, Nevada. Married? 


JAMES MONROE BALLIET’ of John & Hannah 


“James Monroe -Balliet, 97, widely known, longtime Des Moines resi- 
dent, died at 5 A. M. Saturday (Sept. 21, 1934). Death occurred at 1244 
29th St. the home of his son, G. F. Balliet, owner of the Mid-West News 
Syndicate. 

“Mr. Balliet was born on a farm on French Creek, Crawford County, 
Pennsylvania, August 4, 1839. As a child he was taken with his family to 
Illinois, where his father, John Balliet, settled near Chicago. After having 
received schooling in a little log school house, he attended Todd’s Semi- 
nary at Woodstock, Illinois. He was married to Emma Sophia Todd, daugh- 
ter of Rev. R. R. Todd, founder of the seminary on October 2, 1865. 


“Mr. Balliet, with his wife and family moved to Story County, Iowa in 
1874. They lived sometime in Ames while he taught singing in various schools 
throughout Story and surrounding counties. He lived on a farm near Zearing 
before coming to Des Moines. He was one of the throng of carpenters which 
was rushed to Chicago following the great fire of 1871, and helped to re- 
build that city. After coming to Des Moines, Mr. Balliet pursued his trade 
and took an active part in the affairs of Carpenters Local Union No. 106. 
He was elected vice-president of that body in 1902, and re-elected to the 
same office, when he refused the presidency. 

“Mr. Balliet was a lifetime Republican. He cast his first vote for General 
Fremont and electioneered for Abraham Lincoln. He was a member of the 
First Church of Christ Scientist here for thirty years. In 1925 Mr. Balliet 
celebrated his 87th birthday by ascending 4200 feet in an airplane, a trip 
which he repeated on each succeeding birthday for six years. His rules for 
longevity and happiness were, “Follow the Golden Rule; don’t drink liquor; 
keep working; stop smoking at 65; and be a good Republican:” 

“Mr. Balliet is survived by two daughters, one son, one sister and two 
brothers. The children are: Mrs. C. L. Springer and G. F. Balliet, both of 
Des Moines; and Mrs. W. W. Jones, Springfield, Missouri. The brothers are: 
J. R. Balliet, Belvedere, Illinois; and George Balliet of McGregor, Iowa. Mrs. 
Lizzie Burdick, Ames, Iowa is the surviving sister. 

“Mrs. Balliet died December 12, 1922, shortly after they celebrated their 
fifty-seventh “Wedding Anniversary”. Following her death Mr. Balliet lived 
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with his son G. F. Balliet.” (Obituary, Des Moines Tribune, Sept. 22, 1934, 
page 1) He is buried in the Masonic Cemetery, Des Moines, Iowa. 

They had five children. It is believed two children died young: Helena 
S., born about 1868 and John R., born January, 1880. The others were 
named Nellie, Catharine, and Galen.

(1865) Stephen Balliett came to Assumption (Ill.) to make his home. He 
was one of those men who are very conservative and once a friend always 
a friend. 

“On Wednesday, October 5, he was taken with sharp pain in the region 
of the heart, which lasted until October 8, when death put an end to his 
suffering. 

“Mr. Balliett was born near Lancaster (?) Pa., October 17, 1818, 
making him 73 years, 11 months and 21 days of age. He leaves a wife and 
four children: Oliver and Mrs. Emma Coll, of Kansas City, Mo.; Susie 
and Aaron who reside here; and a sister Mrs. Susan Winch of New Phila- 
delphia, Ohio, to mourn their loss. The remains were taken to Oak Hill 
cemetery, Taylorville (Ill.) for interment by special request of the de- 
ceased.” (Obituary, Morning Herald, October 15, 1892, Assumption, IIli- 
nois ) 

The delineation of this family is based on a statement by Judge Stephen 
F. Balliet in a letter to Dr. Thomas M. Balliet, dated February 19, 1901: 


“I was named after my father’s (John) brother, Stephen. I do not remem- 
ber seeing him, but he lived somewhere in Ohio and married twice. He moved 
to Illinois a few years before we settled in Iowa’”’. 


This account seems to verify other records and family traditions. 
The U.S. Census of 1850, New Philadelphia, Tuscarawas County, Ohio, 
records: 


“Stephen Balliete, 32, cab. maker, Pa; Isabella 32, Pa; Emma 1, F. Ohio; 
Olive 2/12 F. Ohio; Lucy Ashbruck 68, Pa’. Lucy Ashbruck may have been 
the mother of Isabella. 


As far as is known, Stephen and Isabella only had the two daughters, 
Emma, and Olive who was born in 1850 and died young. After Isabella 
died, date unknown, Stephen married Mrs. Jenny Hall. Their marriage 
certificate, 10080, dated April 6, 1865, is recorded in the Probate Court, 
New Philadelphia, Ohio. Family records have her name as Eliza Jane nee 
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Hobbs Hall. She was born July 20, 1840 at Smithsfield, Ohio and died at 
Assumption, Illinois in 1926. As far as is known she had no children by 
her first marriage. The marriage certificate gives the Balliett spelling, which 
is used by members of this line. Stephen and Jenny had three children: 
Oliver; Susie; and Aaron, all born in Illinois.

County, Pennsylvania and one brother settled in Lentzdale, Montgomery 
County and the other in Berks County. Descendants of the second brother 
located in Northumberland County, Pa, where Lentz’s Church perpetudes the 
family name.

Abraham, the eighth child, was born December 19, 1786, the first white 
child born in what is now Butler Township, Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. 
His baptism is recorded in the Egypt Reformed Church, Lehigh County, 
Pennsylvania: 


“Abraham Balliet, s. Johannes Balliet and W. Barbara; b. Dec. 19, 1786; 
bap. Mar. 30, 1788; sp. Rev. Abraham Blumer and W. Susanna” (PA09 
VeGaDIs0) 


In most all the early records the baptism of the children was performed

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within a few days or a week of the child’s birth. That Abraham was not 
baptised until he was over a year and three months can be accounted for 
by the fact there was no church in Sugar Loaf Valley, so either they waited 
for a minister to pass through the Valley, or took Abraham to Lehigh 
County at the first opportunity. 


Abraham died January 14, 1839, age 52 years and 26 days. He married 
Marie Barager on October 1, 1811. His name first appears in the USS. 
Census of 1820: 

Sugar Loaf Twp. Luzerne County, Pa. 


“Abraham Balliet: Males—two under 10; one 16 to 45; Females—one 
10 to 16; one 26 to 45”

This undoubtedly is Marie Balliet, widow of Abraham. There were 
eight children in 1830, and two under five in 1840, which agrees with 
the family records of ten children. 

Of the land “which I rented out to Samuel Erls” and bequeathed to 
Abraham by his father’s will, Abraham deeded his portion to John Berkey, 
September 25, 1830 (Deed Book 27, p 488). Abraham later acquired 
title again by a sheriff’s sale April Term, 1831, Court of Commons Pleas 
of Luzerne County, Pennsylvania. This tract and other holdings were 
conveyed by his widow and heirs to James M. Porter, September 1, 1852. 
(Deed Book 52, pa 181) 

Abraham Balliet is listed as one of the members in “a list of road 
workers for the year 1810” in Sugar Loaf Township, Luzerne County, 
Pennsylvania; also, on the tax list of 1822; and pe as private in the 
Sugar Loaf Rifle Company in 1822. 

Abraham and Maria had ten children: Eph Sarah; Nathan; 
Charles; Elizabeth; David; Paul; Samuel; Maria; and Daniel.

“Ephriam Balliet came to this township (Packer, Carbon Co. Pa.) from 
Luzerne County, Pennsylvania, about 1839 or 1840, and purchased two hun- 
dred acres of land adjoining John Faust, and a part of the same tract of four 
hundred acres. He was elected justice of the peace in 1848 to 1850, 1857 
and 1862. He had two sons: Solomon and Abraham. Solomon died in early 
manhood, and Abraham still lives (1884) in the township. Of his three 
daughters, Elizabeth, Caroline, and Mary, the former became the wife of 
Edward Faust of Weatherley.” (H. of L. & C. Cos., Pa. p 750)

Undoubtedly, some of the families herein listed belong 
to the lines of PAULUS, JOSEPH, or JOHANNES. The 
material was taken from the U.S. Census, county histories, 
newspaper clippings, obituaries, and from data received 
from the families included. 

It is hoped that further research will uncover sufficient 
information to correctly identify their proper place in the 
Family Tree. 


The Balliets of Towamensing 
JOHN BALLIET 


So little is known of the pioneer founder of this branch or from whence 
he came, it is difficult to assign a meaningful title or name to his line. In 
serveral published accounts mention has been made of “John Balliet of 
Towamensing”. This title will be used to designate this branch of the 
family. 

The delineation of John Balliet and his descendants is based on a few 
known records and traditions which, coupled with process of elimination, 
clearly indicate the existance of a fourth pioneer member of the family 
who settled in Southeastern Pennsylvania sometime before 1760. Traces 
were found of six sons (?) of John who could not, as far as ,existing rec- 
ords show, have been sons of the other known pioneer immigrants— 
PAULUS, JOSEPH, or JOHANNES. A review of the lines of PAULUS 
of Whitehall, JOSEPH of Heidelberg, and JOHANNES of Sugar Loaf, 
leaves no doubt that the data in this section could be correlated with their 
lines. It is not unlikely that John was a relative and possibly a brother to 
either PAULUS or JOSEPH. 

The first clue to John is found in the Pennsylvania Archives, 5th Series, 
Volume 5, page 221. “Muster Roll of Pennsylvania Volunteers, Berks 
County, in June 1780 to serve to July 15, 1781. 1st company. John 
Ballot”. 

John of PAULUS, and JOHANNES were residents of Northampton 
County and served in the Northampton Militia at various times from 1778 
through 1783. It is reasonable to assume that neither would have served 
in a company from Berks County. About the time of the Revolutionary 
War, Northampton County (including Lehigh County) adjoined the east- 
ern boundary of Berks County; and Chester County borders Berks Coun- 
ty on the south; Northumberland County was located adjacent to and 
north of Berks County and east of Northampton County. The U.S. Census 
of 1790 and other records recorded members of the family who cannot 
be accounted for in the other branches. 


1790 Chester County, East Bradford Twp. 


“Thomas Bailet, head of household, over 16; one female” 
“William Bailet, head of household, over 16; one male under 16, 
two females” 
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1790 Northumberland County, (no Twp. given) 


“David Balyea, head of household; over 16; one female” 
Bailet or Baillet is the accepted French spelling of the name and is 
pronounced Ba-yea or Balyea. Northumberland County was principally 
settled by the English, so it is assumed the census enumerator entered 
the name as it sounded “Balyea”’. 

1820 Heidelburg Twp, Berks County 


“Joshua Ballot, males; one under 10; one 26 to 45; Females, one 10 
to 16; one 26 to 45” 
Apparently Joshua was the only one who remained in Berks County. 


1810 Northampton County, Towemsning Twp. 


“John Balliet, 26 to 45” 
“The will of Jacob Balliet, probate January 4, 1798, Lehigh Township, 
Northampton County is on file at the Court House at Easton, Pennsylvania. 
He died without issue’. 


No further trace was found of Thomas Bailet, William Bailet, David 
Balyea, Jacob Balliet or Joshua Ballot. From the records given, they all 
would have been born before 1770. Thomas and William were both mar- 
ried before 1790, so then they must have been over twenty years of age. 
Jacob, whose will was probated in 1798, also must have been well over 
twenty to have an estate that required a will to dispose of his wordly 
goods. Neither in PAULUS’, JOSEPH’s or JOHANNES’ lines can these 
members of the family be accounted for. Likewise it is impossible to tie in 
with their lines the other premised son of John Balliet of Towemensing, 
this is John. A brief resume’ of the foregoing follows: John Balliet', the 
pioneer founder of the Balliets of Towemensing settled in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania sometime before 1760. The date and place of this birth and 
death are unknown. From June 1780 to July 15, he served in the first 
company, Pennsylvania Volunteers, Berks County. Nothing is known of 
this wife. He had six sons: William and Thomas, who married and were 
living in East Bradfort Township, Berks’ County, Pennsylvania in 1790; 
David and his wife who were living in Northumberland County, Pennsyl- 
vania in 1790; Joshua who was married, and in 1820 was living in 
Heidelberg Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania and at that time had a 
son and a daughter; Jacob, who died in 1796; and John, whose delineation

John was of French descent (History of L.N. & C.Cos. Pa., p 921). 
His wife’s given name was “Rachal” (Lehigh Valley, V.2, p 142). From 
1810 thru 1840 in the U.S. Census he is listed as a resident of Towamensing 
Township, Northampton County, Pennsylvania:

“John Balliet, males 2 under 10, one 26 to 45; females, one 16 to 26” 
1820 


“John Balliot, males; three under 10; one 10 to 16; one 16 to 26; 
one 26 to 45; one over 45. Females; two under 10; one 16 to 26; 
one over 45”. Accordingly, John and Rachal, his wife, were born 
before 1775, and had six sons and three daughters living in 1820.

“John Balliet, males; one under 5; one 5 to 10; one 15 to 20; one 
50 to 60; Females; one 10 to 15; one 15 to 20; one 40 to 50” 
Undoubtedly the younger children were grandchildren rather than 
children of John and Rachal. 


Inaccurate research has tied this line into the line of PAULUS. In the 
“Lehigh Valley”, Volume II, page 296, is an account of “John Balliet born 
in the year of 1704, a native of Alsace, who emigrated to America in the 
year 1738, settling in the vicinity of Lehigh Valley, Pennsylvania, ac- 
companied by his wife, whose maiden name was Maria M. Wotring, a 
native of Lorraine. One of the nine children born to John and Maria M. 
Balliet was a son, John Balliet, grandfather of William H. Balliet, and his 
son Bartholomew Balliet, became the father of William H. Balliet’. 

As detailed in the Balliets of Whitehall it was PAULUS Balliet who 
came to America in 1738 and married Maria Magdalena Wotring (or 
Vautrin). One of PAULUS’ sons, John, married Catharine Mickley, their 
son John married Elizabeth Schreiber. John and Elizabeth had a son 
William who married Rebecca Hoag. All records and evidence found 
disprove the data and delineation as given in the account quoted. 

Of John? and Rachal Balliet’s children, only the names of two are 
known: Bartholomew and John. 


BARTHOLOMEW BALLIET’ 
of John and Rachal 


Bartholomew was born in 1794 and died in 1858. He married Anna 
Leonard Weiss, daughter of Leonard and Barbara Miller (b. about 1768) 
Weiss. Anna was born about 1796 and died in 1882. Both are buried in 
the Union and West Cemetery, Allentown, Pennsylvania. 

The U.S. Census of 1830, “Northampton (Allentown) Borough, Le- 
high County, Pennsylvania” lists: 


“Bartholomew Balliet, males; two 5 to 10; two 15 to 20; one 30 to 40. 
females; one under 5; one 10 to 15; one 30 to 40”

“Bartholomew Balliet, 56, carpenter, Pa. Anna 52; Allen E. 16; Joseph 
13; Barbara Weiss 82” (mother of Anna) 
“Bartholomew Balliet was one of the leading contractors and builders of 
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Allentown, and during his business career built many handsome residences and 
a number of churches.” Bartholomew served in the War of 1812, 5th Com- 
pany, under Captain John F. Ruhe, of the Second Regiment Volunteer In- 
fantry. He was elected to the Town Council of Allentown in 1839, 1847 and 
1848 (A.H.L.Co,, V 1, pp 299, 421). 


On May 25, 1816 Bartholomew Balliet and Anna Weiss were sponsors 
at the baptism of Rebecca Gutekunt at the Allentown Zion Reformed 
Church. 

Bartholomew and Anna had ten children, three of whom died young. 
The others were: Marie; Edwin J.; William; Henrietta; Franklin; Allen; 
and Joseph (L.V., V 2, p 287) 


MARIA BALLIET* of Bartholomew & Anna 


Maria married Stephen Berger (Burger). Issue, three children: Anna; 
Samuel; and Jerusha Berger. 


ANNA MARIE BERGER? of Stephen & Maria 


Anna married John J. (or L. ?) Schadt. John, the son of Henry and 
Magdalena Knauss Schadt, was born in South Whitehall, Lehigh County, 
Pennsylvania, May 18, 1838. In 1871 they moved to Allentown where 
John opened a blacksmith shop. John served a term as county treasurer 
in Lehigh County. John J. Schadt (Schat, Shatt) was a great-grandson of 
Johannes (1724-1777) and Elizabeth Catherine Schadt, one of the pio- 
neer settlers of Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. Johannes, Sr. had a son, 
Johannes, Jr., who was born October 24, 1760 and died March 23, 1829. 
Johannes, Jr. served in the Revolutionary war as a private in Captain 
Jacob Humphrey’s company of the Sixth Pennsylvania Regiment. Johan- 
nes, Jr. married Elizabeth, daughter of Valentine Clader and sister to 
Captain Daniel Clader, a soldier in the Revolutionary War. One of the 
children of Johannes, Jr. and Elizabeth Clader Schadt, was Henry C. who 
was born March 30, 1796 and died .October 26, 1869.

Edwin (Edward) was born March 4, 1821 and died September 24, 
1871. He married Caroline Donner who was born July 26, 1828 and died 
February 23, 1870. Both are buried in Union and West End Cemetery, 
Allentown, Pennsylvania. They had five children: Irwin, born January 14, 
1846, died March 3, 1895; Emily, born August 31, 1852, died January 2, 
1853; both buried in the Union and West End Cemetery; and Elmira;

WILLIAM HENRY BALLIET*

William was born about 1823, at 104 North Sixth Street, Allentown, 
Pennsylvania. He was a carpenter by trade. In 1866 he established the 
first planing mill in Allentown under the name of Pretz, Balliet, Gossler 
and Co.. In 1886, until 1896, he was county tax collector. He was the first 
man to carry a banner of the Temperence Association through the streets 
of Allentown. 

William married Louisa Geiss who was born about 1825 the daughter 
of Christian and Hannah Uberroth Geiss. William died December 24, 
1904 and Louisa on March 12, 1906. Their six children were all born in 
Allentown, Pennsylvania: Emma J., Alice A.; Christiana, born about 
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1852, died single December 3, 1920; Henry W.; Alfred, born about 1857,

of Bartholomew & Anna 


Henrietta was born March 25, 1826 and was baptised by Rev. J. S. 
Dubbs, May 25, 1826; the sponsors were Joseph and Susanna Weiss. 
Henrietta married Francis Sander, son of George Sander. Francis was 
killed during the Civil War in 1864 at Sabine Crossroads in the Red 
River Valley in Louisiana. They had five children: George; Henry and 
Allen who died young; David and Frank. 


DAVID SANDER? of Francis & Henrietta 


David married twice. First to Emma Rau. They had three sons: 
Charles; Edward; and David Sander®, who married Emma Moyer and 
had three children: Miriam; Evelyn; and Howard Sander’. David’s second 
wife was Elizabeth Gilbert.

In 
1850 he married Mary (Maria) A. Schadt, daughter of Henry C. and 
Magdalena Schadt. She was born March 1832 (or ’33) and died April 4, 
1897. Both are buried in the Union and East End Cemetery, Allentown, 
Pennsylvania. After Franklin died, she married Allen G. Balliet, brother 
to Franklin. Franklin served in the Civil War as a Sergeant in Company B, 
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176th Regiment from Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. Franklin died with- 
out issue. 


ALLEN G. BALLIET’ of Bartholomew & Anna 


Allen, born about 1834, died in 1885. During the Civil War he was a 
2nd Lieutenant in Company B, 47th Regiment from Allentown, Pennsyl- 
vania. Allen married Sarah Long (other records give her name as Hoff- 
man). After the death of Sarah, Allen married his brother’s widow, Mrs. 
Mary A. Schadt Balliet. Allen, by his first wife had two daughters: Clara; 
and Anna who was born about 1857 and died young.

He is interred in the Union and East End Cemetery of Allentown. For a 
number of years he managed the express office at Mauch Chunk (Jim 
Thorpe), Pennsylvania and in 1857 was employed as a clerk im the Allen- 
town National Bank, of which he became vice president in 1896. In 
September, 1862 he enlisted in Company E, Fifth Regiment, Pennsylvania 
Volunteers. During his life he held numerous offices in various enter- 
prises in Allentown; Secretary of the Allentown Passenger Railway Com- 
pany; Secretary-Treasurer of Music Hall Association; Treasurer of the 
Security Association; Treasurer of the Coplay Cement Works and in 
1888 was elected president; for thirty years served as deputy county

The available records indicate the family name has died out in Bartholo- 
mew’s line. No descendants of his line were found. The data as detailed 
was taken from the U.S. Census, the records of Rev. J. S. Dubbs, grave 
markers in the Union and East End Cemetery, Allentown, Pennsylvania, 
and from the Anniversary History of Lehigh County, Pennsylvania, The 
Lehigh Valley, and The History of Lehigh, Northampton and Carbon 
Counties, Pennsylvania. 


JOHN BALLIET” 
of John and Rachal 


John, born about 1806, died before 1860. His wife’s name was Mary 
(or Maria) (Suple?) and in 1850 they were living in Salisbury Township, 
Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. Mary was born February 20, 1885; she is 
buried in the Union and East End Cemetery, Allentown, Pennsylvania. 
As far as is known they had a daughter, Pauline. 


PAULINE BALLIET’ of John & Mary 


Pauline, called Polly, was born about 1842 and married George Poe. 
He was born about 1836. In 1880 they were living in Allentown and had 
seven children: George, born about 1862; Ellen born about 1864; Henry, 
born about 1867; Frank, born about 1870; Pansy, born about 1872; 
Martha born about 1877; and Anne Poe®, born about 1879. At that time, 
Mary Balliet, age 73, mother of Polly, was living with them (U.S.C. 
1880). Nothing further of this line is known. 
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The first known member of this line is Jacques Balliet, who died in 
Odessa, Russia about the year 1880. 

The ensuing introduction is based on the data and traditions received 
from the following members of this branch: Theodore H. Balliet, San 
Francisco, California; Lukas E. Balliet, Lodi, California; Mrs. Pauline 
Balliet Deibert, Herreid, South Dakota; and Mrs. Bertha Balliet Munsell, 
Franklin, Minnesota. By tying together the historical facts and the accounts 
and traditions handed down by Jacques’ descendants, a plausible sketch of 
the European background of the Balliets of the Dakotas can be presented. 

Sophia Augusta Frederica, (1729-1796), a German princess of Anhalt- 
Zerbst, married Peter III (1728-1762), Emperor of Russia, on August OA 
1745. Sophia became Catherine II, Empress of Russia, and was known as 
Catherine The Great. 

Although born a German princess, she identified herself with the Rus- 
sian people and introduced many social and economical reforms. In an 
effort to improve the rich farming land of Southern Russia and to populate 
it with the industrious people of her native land, Catherine induced many 
of the inhabitants of central and western Germany to settle in southern 
Russia. 

Among those answering her call were the French Huguenots who had 
been forced to leave their native France to escape the persecution inflicted 
on the Protestants during the religious wars, and who had intermarried 
with their German neighbors. This migration to Russia probably took 
place between the years of 1750 and 1765S. 

The name of the first Balliet who settled in Russia is unknown. He was 
the father, or more likely, the grandfather of Jacques Balliet. According 
to the stories told by Jacques to his children and grandchildren, his father 
and grandfather were born in Alsace, Lorraine and emigrated to Bessara- 
bia, Russia, The grandfather had four sons, and at one time the grand- 
father was a soldier in the French Army. It is interesting to note that 
Stephen Baillet, father of PAULUS Balliet was also a soldier in the 
French Army. PAULUS came to America in 1737, and JOSEPH Balliet 
in 1749. It is not unlikely the grandfather of Jacques was a close relative, 
possibly a brother to one of the pre-Revolutionary War Balliets who emi- 
grated to America about the time other members of the family went to 
Russia. 
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Jacques was born and died in Russia. He had, as far as is known, two 
sons, Francois and Friedrick Balliet, both of whom came to America and 
settled in what is now North and South Dakota in about 1884 and 1904, 
respectively.

Francois was born in Russia and died in North Dakota. According to 
Mrs. Christine Moritz, who came to America with Francois and his family, 
“Francois (later called Frank) was a proud Frenchman who was dissatis- 
fied with life in Russia and was the instigator of the family coming to 
America”. 

Francois and his wife Katherine had four sons. Michael, the oldest 
remained in Russia. He was born in Odessa, Russia and died there. The 
other three sons, Jacob, Gottlieb, and Frank, came to America with their 
parents.

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JOHN BOLYARD of Seven Mile 


“Seven Mile, Ohio, February 8, 1940 

“Joseph Bolyard, age 82, of Mulberry, Indiana, and son of John Bolyard, 
one of the early settlers of Seven Mile, was visiting here Saturday afternoon. 
The early history of Seven Mile, which was called Utica at its beginning, lists 
John Bolyard as the first blacksmith and the first postmaster in 1838. He 
also built the first brick building in Seven Mile, which still stands as a very 
substantial structure and is now serving as a meat market and store with 
Gus Mueller, proprietor, Fred Pugh is the owner. 

“At one time Mr. John Bolyard ran a tavern located in the center of what 
is now the park. His son Joseph, the only surviving member and youngest 
of a family of 13 children, has in possession a ledger used by his father in 
his store-keeping. According to the entries of buying and selling, he dealt in 
liquors, groceries and dry goods. 

“Mr. John Bolyard a few years hence made two trips on horseback ac- 
companied by two other local men, before deciding to take up farming near 
Mulberry, Indiana, where he lived until the time of his death. His son Joseph 
Bolyard, who was born in Indiana, is very active for his age and possesses a 
most congenial personality. 

“He (Joseph) was accompanied to Seven Mile by his son and grandson 
Chalmers Bolyard and son, J. P. Bolyard of Lafayette, Indiana, and Joe 
Kann, Hamilton, Ohio.” (Hamilton (Ohio) Journal-News, Feb. 8, 1940) 


According to family records John Bolyard of Seven Mile was born Jan- 
uary 6, 1803, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. He settled in Butler County, 
Ohio in 1847 and before 1858 moved to Indiana locating about 41% 
miles from Mulberry in Clinton County. He married Hannah Ristner in 
Pennsylvania (?). She was born July 31, 1819 and. died February 14, 
1865. Both are buried in the Oxford Cemetery, which is located on the 
north east corner of the old John Bolyard farm. The farm is now owned 
by his grandson Floyd H. Bolyard, who supplied the dates, etc. from 
the markers of the Bolyards buried there. 

From the data available it is impossible to determine who were the par- 


ents of John Bolyard. It is unlikely that he is from the line of PAULUS of — 


Whitehall or JOSEPH of Heidelberg, nor can he be identified as a son or 
grandson of JOHANNES of Sugarloaf. Although there is no supporting 
evidence, it is believed that John Bolyard of Seven Mile is a grandson of 
JOHN Balliet of Towamensing. 

Of the thirteen children of John and Hannah, mentioned in the news- 
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paper article only the names of three sons are known: John; Joseph E., 
and David of whom all trace has been lost. There were four daughters, 
names unknown.

The index is divided into five parts, corresponding to the five parts of 
the book. By referring to the Table of Contents and the List of Family 
Charts should not be too difficult to locate one’s line or branch of the 
Family. 

So many of the first four or five generations had the same given names, 
especially Jacob, John, Joseph, Paul and Stephen, and no middle names, 
so it may be necessary to refer to the Charts or to the different sections 
of the Index to find a particular individual or line. 

The Family name, Balliet, Balliet etc. is given first, followed by the 
Allied Families in alphabetical order. 

Wives of Balliets, Ballietts etc. are listed under their maiden names, and 
this often provides an easy way to locate a family when the wife’s name is

Part III, The Balliets of Heidelberg 


JOSEPH BALLIET, 1728-1804, arrived at Philadelphia 
October 1749 on the ship Lydia. On August 9, 1750, he 
filed a warrant for 25 acres of land in HEIDELBERG 
township, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. Joseph and his 
wife Maria Barbara had eight children named; Jacob, 
Magdalena, Leonard, Katherine, Barbara, Stephen, Jo- 
seph Jr. and Daniel. 


Part IV, The Balliets of Sugar Loaf 


JOHANNES BALLIET, 1746-1831 arrived in Pennsyl- 
vania about 1760, settling in Lehigh County, Pennsy]l- 
vania where he married Maria Barbara Schneider on 
October 7, 1771, and where seven of their nine children 
were born. In 1784 the family settled in the SUGAR 
LOAF Valley located in what is now Luzerne County, 
Pennsylvania. Issue; Mary Magdalena, Nicholas, Ste- 
phen, Jacob, John, Maria Barbara, Daniel, Abraham 
and Susanna.
